Mrs. Nugent died ac Bath in September 

1740- 

Robert Nugent, their eldeft fon, was born, 
as may be conjedlured from circumftances, 
a^fit the years 709. His educati^ was 
hheral, though, probably, parKulars, 

cramped by the tenets of the Roman Catholic 
faith, which he prpfeflfed, as mod of his fami- 
ly had done bebre liim. His own account 
will afford the rood fatisfadlion, and there- 
fore we dull here give it to the reader 1 

Remote from liberty and truth. 

By fortune's crime, my early youth 
Drank Error’s poifob'd fprings s 


At length the fentiments of Hooker, Locke^ 
More,, and Harrington, produced conviction, 
and Nugent abandoned the errors both 
of bis^religious and political faith, and be* 
camil a Protedant and a Whig* 

On the S4th of July 1730, he married 
die lady Emilia Plunkot, fecond daughter tn 
Peter, the fourth earl of Fingal: (he dying 
1 6th Augud, 1731, lie fecondly married 
a 3d March, 1736, the daughter of James 
C'raggs, efq. pod.mader>geneml, fider to 
James Craggs, efq. fecremry of date, and 
widow of Robert Knight, efq. 

The early part of Mr. Nugent’s life was 
given to literature in general, and his fiicqefs 
in the poetical line was veiy confiderable.-* 
In 1 738, he pubhihed a Colledlion of *' Odes 
and Epillles,” the greater part of which have 
been fiuce reprinted in l^dfley's ColleAiun 
of Poems. % ttiis publication we find that 
be was conneRed with Mr. Pulteney, after- 
wards Earl of Bat^, Lord Chederfield, Lord 
Cornbury, and other emihent perfons ; and 
by other poems publifhed feparately^ or in 
Colledions, we find that he numbered 
amongd his friends Mr. Pope, Lord Lonfdale, 
and particularly Frederick Prince of Wales, 
to whom he d^icated his * Ode to Mankind,* 
which appeared in 1 74.1 . Thefe performances 
have much poetical Ipirit; they breathe the 
fentiments of freedom and liberality 1 fuch as

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liecome an Xiiglilhman and a patriot, and 
inch as entitle tlieir snithoi* to the diarader 
of a friend to mankind. From his connec- 
(ion at LeiceOer-Uotife, it will not he a m:tt> 
.<t&r of furprize, that he obtainvd no pi eft r* 
^ mcnc at Court. He, however, was appomt- 
^ eU Comptroller of the Hcufliold to the I'nnce 
of Wales in Kov. 1747, and was houoHied 
with his notice anil tiiendlhip until his 
death. 

In the parliament which met in 1741 
Mr. Nugent was chofen Member for St. 
Mawe's, and fiir the fame place in 1747. — 
. From Lord Melcombe’s Diary we find he 
was much in the corfid^nce of his mailer, 
and is futpefted to have been the author of 
the libel againft that gentleman, of which he 
fo much complains. On the death of the 
Prince, he feems to liave held himfelf at li- 
hci ty to make the bell terms lie cuiitd for 
liinifelf with the AdniiniCtration ; and ac- 
cordingly, in 1 754f lie was apiKiinted a Com- 
niiffioner of the Treafury. In tlie pai iiament 
which met that year he was cluifeti Member 
for Briftol. On the 2 2d of Novemfier, 1 7 56, 
he loft his wife ; and in June, 17 57, married 
die Councefs Dowager of Berkeley. On the 
iQtli of Decembei, 1759, he was fwom of 
the Pi ivy Council, and at the fame time was 
n^med one of the Vice.Treafur frs of I reland. 
In the parliament chofen at the of 

his prefent Majefty, 1761, he was ag^ re- 
r 'rned for Briitol. On the change af«the 
Miniftry in 1765, he loft his poll of Vice* 
Treafurerf but in Deceroberi 4766, was 
appointed one of the Conimiftioners of Trade 


and Plantations (which he held until 
and at the fame time was created Baron Nu« 
gent of Carianfton, and Vifeount Clare. 

In 1767, h'b was again chofen Member 
for Briilol, but was rejefled there in 1774* 
and fat tn that Parliament for St. Mawe's, as 
he did again in 1 78 1, and in the prefent i but 
has lately retired from public life, which age 
and growing infirmities may have rendered ne- 
c iTary. We need make no obfervation on bis 
parliamentary condudl. He has been a very 
frequent fpeakcr, moderate and fenfible in 
his remarks, and generally heard with atten* 
tion and refpedl. 

He has fince been created an Earl, and lias 
had the good fortune to fee a proljiedl of 
li.:» defeendants fhining in the higheft rank 
of fociety, both with regard to riches and 
honours y his daughter being married to Earl 
Temple, one of the moft opulent and re* 
fpeift..b|e noblemen in the kingdom. 

Befides the pieces we have already men* 
tinned, his Lordfhip is the author of feveral 
fugitive performances i particularly, Verfes 
addreifed to the Q^n, with a New Year’s 
Gift of Irifh Manufailure,’* 4x0. 1775. — 
Verfes to the memory of Lady Townfhend;’* 
and it-is Tuppofed of a Poem entitled, «Faith,*' 
printed in 4ro. 1775. He is alfo faid to be 
die author of feveral political pieces ; but as 
Eliefe are not fufRciently authenticated, we 
do not think it proper to enumerate them.

O N the night between the laft day of 
June and the Bril of July, was brought 
forth the Mmiiter's Brft Budget; it could nor, 
th.erefore, puifibly be a fuhjedi of difeuBiun 
in our laft ; CDiifequeiitly it remains on our 
1 lands, as an early iuhjedl sf conBderatiou 111 
this mon'h. . 

The Budget, long e3ipe6led as the dread of 
the Minifter's friends, and 4 he hope of hia 
enemies, at 1 jft mado its appearance, without 
gratifying rhedefires of the one, or realifing 
the fearl and appi elienfions of the other party ; 
and yet, as might well be forefeen, has pleafed 
neither fide ihorougbly. Almoll every body or 
fociety of men, againft whofe trade or bufinefs 
the fyftem of taxation therein held out pointed 
its operation, rofe immediately to form them- 
feives into a committee of oppofition to that 
tax xvhich peculiarly aifedled themfelves.--* 
The very firft embrio of oppofition originated 
in the Houfe itfelf, and that inftantaneoufly 
on tlie ^lesing the Budget, like a twin bro* 


ther born along with it, confequently c0ev.1l 
with it, which fooii gained ftrength tnougli 
to become too powerful for the firft-horn. 
The hillory of this ftrange phenomenon is not 
yet come down to us explicit and authentic 
enough to enable us to give our readers a 
true and fatisfaAory account of it. We think 
the Mmifter ought to embrace the firft leifure 
opportwity to fatisfy tlie people concerning 
the real caufiAf relinquifliing, for reafoiit 
unknown to sui men but Members of Parlia- 
ment, the propofed inland tax upon coals, 
which promifed tp be fo produAive as to 
make a brilliant i/aw of one hundred ihoufand 
pounds in bis own inganioos, welUdigefted 
calculation ! — a tax which wore the ap- 
pearance of the faireft and moft equitable 
part of the whole Budget 1 -^— Surely, this 
ought not to be foregone, for nobody knows 
what ; while the deficiency occafumed there- 
in muft Be made op, many people wilb 
know liow. 


Even* 
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Even thofe who appear to be benefited by 
the Budget, have raif^ a clamour and formed 
an oppofulon to it. The Navy creditoi?, or 
rather the afiigns of tliofe gentlemen, are 
dilFatisfied with the proviiion made for them. 
Although they will be confiderable gaincri, 
yet they wanted to be Itill greater gainers by 
the redempfion of the debts (which they 
K^ve purchafed cheap enough), by cutting 
and carving for themfelves. Such an rfier 
from Lord North would have been accepted 
with all humility and gratitude: Mr. Pitt 
they expcAcd to work miracles for them, and 
he has difappointed them. 

One capital objection we have to make to 
the Budget, on behalf of all the good r lo- 
p L ( of Great Britain who have not yet com* 
plained for themfelves ; that is, the terms 
granted to the new money* lenders-^ for every 
lool. caHi advanced 1 50I. Aock, over and 
above the long annuity, and other douceurs. 
This is furely not the way 10 pay the princl- 
pal ; and indeed the intctcfl not long ! It is 
treading exaAly in the footlleps cf our late 
long-ruinous Financier ; the laft man whofe 
example ought to have been followed ; and 
it amounts to an implied julliflcation of that 
Miniller in all his ruinous nieiliodsof railing 
money, and of fpending it too ! in this cafe, 
we will not admit the Bale plea of neceinry ; 
there was no neccliicy for it : even the pref- 
fing exigencies of the times will not juftify 
it. However friendly we may he to the 
Min!Bcr| we will never vindicate his errors, 
crpcci.illy thofe of fuch magnitude as the 
prefent AibjeA. 

TIjp wifdom and power of Government 
Teem to be now dire£led towards the fup* 
prelfion of fmuggiing. We wiih them fuc- 
cefs : but in order to obtain that, we muB 
recommend to Miniitry to cltab'ini more le- 
nient, equitable, and juit laws, than our for* 
mer revenue laws have yet been. They have 
hung like mill- Bones round the nteks of the 
merchants and fair traders, while tlicy have 
been a fereen and proteAion to the daring, 
defperate, and praAifed fnuiggler, for want 
of a nice diferim: nation between the inno- 
cent and guilty 1 between ihe hardened finner 
and the miB-tkcn ofFtnder. We wiBi they 
may not be going into the old error, with 
new force of law. 

Another arduous undertaking engroBes 
the attention of our prefcnc rulcra — to re- 
duce Afiatic fyBems of peculation, plunder^ 
and tyranny, to a Bate of fubjeAion to Briiifh 
laws, liberty, and property ; that is, to bring 
defporifm and avarice within the pale of li- 
berty and property, that each man may know 
bis own, and be contented with it. This 
pleafing theory will not be eafily reduced to 
pradlice : if our young MiniBer atchieves it, 
we wsU hail him the wifeB of men. 


The Royel Meflage concerning the deficl- 
encies of the Civil LIB was conceived in fucti 
terms as to alarm many good politicians ; 
but, according CO the reports published of the 
proceedings on that mefTage, the grounds of 
their apprehenfions vanifhedi the demand 
upon the public being a mere triBe, in com^ 
parifon of what the mcBage porteodiSl. 

It is but veiy little we of tl>is country can 
learn of what the Aincrican Congrefs is do* 
ing ; however, by fome extra£!s from their 
Journals, we find that his McB CIiriBian 
MajeBy has determined that L'Orlcnt Biail 
be a free pnrt ; and that the meri'hants of 
the United States likcwife enjoy the /i/>ert/ of 
the ports of AJarfeilles and Dkff 
kirkt and partutpate, as other na^fons, the 
franthifes and privileges of thtfc two places,—^ 
This is fomewhat Biorc of what wc have 
heard trumpeted abroad, that tho new ailit s 
Vi/ere to enjoy a free communication and open 
commerce with all parts of France, equally 
with the moB favoured nations i*— A Brong 
prefumptive proof, that the late very hoc love 
between tiiefe dear allies is waxen cold, and 
abated of its feryoiir. 

The reqiicB of the MiniBer of France to 
know what meafures have been taken by the 
United Sc^es relative to the payments of the 
poTcionsof the ptincipal and intereB of the 
loan of X 8 millions of Hvres furnlBied by bis' 
MoB ChriBian MajeBy; and alfo the five 
millions of florins TupplM in Holland on his 
MajeB^s's fecurity ; is another cooler of the 
warm friendlbip between thefe high and 
mighty powers the Grand Monarch and the 
Continental Congtefs. How many high 
founding panegyrics have we feen and heard 
upon the magnanimity and liberality of his 
French MajeBy, in giving the Americans a 
long day for the payment of principal and in- 
tcicB ! — Nay, have wc net been given to 
underBand, chat the moBgenei'ous aiid mag- 
nanimous l*rince upon the globe bad made a 
free-will offering, a voluntary faciiflce of 
this loan of eighteen miilions to his friendfhip 
for the I'nitcd States of America I— Here it 
another drawback upon French friendfhip 
and French fidelity. The anfwer of the Con* 
grefs is not lefs curioBs than the police requelt I 
That as all the Legiflatures have not yet 
palled on the iecommendattons*of the iSth 
of April, 1783 (a whole year), foreBablifh- 
ing permanent funds, fupplcroentary requifi- 
tions on the States will be adopted to pro- 
vide for the intereft of tlie loans aforefaid for 
the prefcnc year, &c.” How comfortable 
and fatisfaAory this anfwer will pisovo to their 
great and good ally, we venture not to af- 
certaint but we muB fay, tivit this fame 
Congrefs is a Brange myflieal, incomprelien- 
fible body, that haa the power and eftontery 
B a tn 
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to alk anti demand every thing of fovereign 
Independent Potentacet • but when there 
Powers, in their turn, require fomc recipro- 
cal favour, benefit, or recompence, in lieu 
of what tlit'y have given, lent, or fooled 
away— >0 ! then the Congrefs has no power 
at all, but to rccommeivd the cafe to the 
confideration of the fevcral Ler^iflatures of the 
United States!— Thus they have treated 
Oreat Britain^ or rather the weak, pufilan;- 
tnous Minifiersof Great Britain, in that un- 
paralleled Srate-tranfj^tion, the Provifional 
Articles of Peace ; and thus they are now 
ferving tljcir great and good ally the King of 
P'lance. They had power to borrow money, 
but to pay they have no power ! How long 
he will admit their plea of nullnm 
ijs not for us to divine ; but wc think we 
fse, in this cafe, the feeds of future quarrels 
Jbei^yeen thefe very coidin] friends. 

Ireland is much in tlicfame train in which 
we left it ]alt month, going on progrcfiively 


to a Bale of anarchy and confufion. 

Preparations are Bill going on among the 
Catholic Poweia againft the infidel Dcy of 
Algiers: anotlvr month will prob-^bly de- 
termine th« event of that gund pises of 
gafeonadc. 

The foH'ign prints have fursilhcd us with 
an alliance and C(*uiUcr*alliance among the 
goat European Poweis, which fomeWiMt 
coincides with our lail (-tTiy I but we oblerve 
tl'ty luve left th- King of Pru/na out of 
both fcali's; a dangerous make- weight in 
the politic il fcale cf the Continent, againft 
vvifehever fjJe he takes part ! In the ine.jn 
ilo'f, the Fmperor keeps Beady to his pur- 
pof«- of pr-iTing vei / clofc upon tlie hordi rs of 
the Dutch j ,.3-d IS prortftant^zing his C’jcho-- 
lie fuhjedls I)alf-.v4y, in order to make* his 
Protfftan^t fubje^s good half-Catholics, and 
render both parties fuhfervient to his ptillti- 
cal vicivs.

Ill the nrR movement of the fiiR Trio, 
wo have a double fu^ug, whofe fubjeCts i,c 
fo happy in thcnif.lvcs, lo artfully wove ir— 
to eacli other, and fo equally diliiibuted 
thoughouC ail the parts, as not only to form 
a molt Ingniv finiflitdcompofition, but,amidft 
all the contrivance art could fuggelf, to ex- 
hibit as fweet a:id free a play of nielr^y as if 
unconftned by any of thole relln^ions which 
coni moil compofers feel » difllculty in fUr- 
inounting; while the fecond movennent, 
ivliick is finely oppoftd to the firrt, prM'ehis 
us with (he fame beauty of fubjedt, and an 
equal felicicy of exvculi<Mi. 

The firlt raovectieiit of the frrond Trio

a rare pi'odudl'on of art, fpc.-iks in eveiy bju- 
tbxhand it t'.>me from, arut, it any thing can 
be added, contributes to his lame. 

Heie we had laid down die pen; but 
the fuhjeA faither tempts us tnubferve, that 
Air. H.nuLl, unlike moR othei wiiLei'k-, was 
happicR under dulicullies ; his fuccefs always 
rofe with the gieatnefs or iiitiicacy of h<t 
fuhjs^h Laws which fettered down the 
fancy of others, gave his a higher flight; 
they coiiltaiitly introduced new ideas, and 
bi ought forth beauties which, Cliough th« 
ufiVpiingof genius, dill owed their birth to 
ar.; and while he imagined with the force 
and energy of a Dry den, like Pope under 
Che welcome redraini of rhime, he made tuit 
ptud.udlivo oi iiittny a happy exprellion.

IK compofing the above Sonatas, Mr. 
Dale fecm!i to h ve been defirons of entitling 
them to the epithet appi opi lated to the in- 
ftrument for wl:ich they aic intended. We 
prefumL lie not only defipncd them as three 
p*et.u$ for rhe ihand Pitino-yi/'te, but 38 fo 
many graKtl phccs. Yet as, in an under.Caki(ig 
fuel) aj we proiefs ours to he, u e cannot be 
fwayed by mere endeavours, or Uvilh that 
encomium upon unlucky efforts which is 
ot)ly due to fiictefsful exertion ; as real criti- 
cifm l<K>k> only^totlie tfFedt, without reckon- 
ing upon abortive lalniur ; — though we do 
not fay this work of Mr. Dale is abfolutely 
dedituce ctf c^fcry tbiHg, yet we feel ic im* 
pollible Cl) be piofufc of our nppipbation* or 
to allow It to claim, in Piiy decent dtgiee, 
that eileem w hich we referve for, and liope 
ever to pay to, fcience and general abilities. 

Indeed, whenever authors or artiRs will 
rufh into a fphere above their talents, fo far 
from meeting applaufe proportioned to 
their labour, they commonly, and net unna- 
turally, rather lofe that reputatioo which their 
more humble endeavours may have acquired 
them. In this predicament, we are forry le 
|>6 ojbUg^ to fay, Mr. Dale has particularly 

placed 
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pliiceil himfeir hy the attempt under confider- 
aiioui his Sunrftas for rhe Grmnd Pians J9*U^ 
notwithftaiiding che;»i7ec/ exertions they mull 
have coft, being in oui* judgment much bet<< 
ter calculaCtcl forthe/iV //0 Piano- forte; and 
fu far from pufl'elling any of thnfe qualities 
iindcrllood by the appclLuion of the initi u- 
ment they are exprtflly written for, or any 
way coi refponding with its rupciiurity, it 
was as ncceffary to acquaint us in tlie title- 
page that they were adi^ptcd to the Grand 
piann-fotti, as for a certain painter wlio at- 
Cempua to paint the flgn of the Cock, to 
write under it, ** Tiiis is the figu of tlie 
Cock.- 

In a word, upon a careful inveftigation of 
this publication, we find in it a few agreeable 
palf'.gcs, (ome/Ai«/ flafties of meaning, and 
in parts a degree of fcience, but inter- 
mixed with ib much frivolity, want of 
fpirit, unconiiedled palfages. poveity of 
thought, and aifedbtiun of the gi eat matler, 
while real ignorance is in many pljces be. 
crayed, that we cannot pollibly allow it that 
yank in the fcale of merit it was evidently 
intended to gam. 

In pairing from the eighth to the ninth bar 
of the fecond part of tM hrft movement of 
the fir (I Sonata, we have two confeciitive 
odlaves I in palHug from the fifth to the (ixth 
bar of the fecond movement, we afceiid after 
a feventh j in paffiog from the third Ch the 
fouith bar of the fecond part of the fiill 
movement of the third Sonata, two fucccllive 
eighths again appear ; and[in the tenth bar of 
the hrfl part of the firft movement of the 
fame Sonata, we mert with a difTonance 
quite new to us, a violence committed upon 
b.irmony for which we want an adequate 
term. 

Yet, to hold the fcale of criticlfm even, 
we muft not omit, tliacfonie (M-ittineffes are 
fcattered here and thi.re, and, though but 
thinly, have fome claim to notice. The 
ninth and tenth bars of the firfl movement 
of the firft Sonata contain^ an agieeable paf- 
fage. The fixtecnili bar introduces a plea- 
£iig point! and the whole of the fecond 
iDovement l^s in it fom<^ faint caft of air. 
The firft movemef.t of the fecond Sonata is 
pot entirely without conception, though we 
can fcarcely r4.y fo much of ihd following 
Minuet. The Pajtoraie in the third Sonata is 
really pretty, and the twenty- firit bar of the 
luccceding movement opens a thought which 
jue are pleafed with. 

From ihefe circumftances, though ppon 
the wkiole Mr. Dale has fucceeded fo little, 
we would not advife him entirely to defift 
frwn writing : we only beg leave to recom. 
mend to him, to throw the exercife of his 
taUnia into Ipilcr efforts^ where we think 


it very poflible he may acquit himfelf with 
fome decency. We have acknowledged that 
the work before us is not abfulutely deftitute 
of every thing; it pulfclfes fome ideas, which, 
while the Complexion of the whole ibould 
dilfuade the author from atteniptiiig any more 
Sonatas fur the Grand Piano-foite, may yet 
encourage him to pufh his 'talents in Irifl- , 
and not wholly difappoint that inclii^ rion 
which more or lefs prevails with all' who 
have once ykldtd to the fedudtion jf the 
Mufes.

THIS work, as tlie produdliuii of a won- 
derful female pet former on the luirpfichord, 
whofe cnniieflioiis, from her extraurJinaiy 
practical merit, are not only high, but un- 
commonly cxtenfive, procured to Us autlmr 
a fiibfcription which, from its luftie and 
magnitude, is, pci haps, untquilled by any 
thing of the kind that lias preceded it. The 
Qpeen, the Prince of Wales, Princefs Royal, 
jVincefs Aiigutta, Princefs Eliziheth, Dukd 
of Cumberland, Piiricr: of Meckknburgh 
Schwerin, Princefs of MecU lenbiirgh Schwe- 
rin, and moft of the Biiglifli noh'hty, have 
lent their names, while the public at large 
have contributed their faiiilion, to the num- 
ber of moie than feven hupilied t 

As this is the work ot a lady whofe me- 
rits as a iierformer are eminently confpicu- 
oik., we would willingly, in fpeaking of it, 
only ufe the language of .ipplaufe .nothing 
indeed would ^ilTord us more fati&fadiion 
but impartiality requires, that amidlt our ap- 
probation of fome paflages, we Ihould point 
out the defcdls of oihcis. In our perufal nf 
Mifs Gueft’b Sonatas, we difeover fumewhat 
of a nchnefs of fancy, aided very often by an 
elegante of erobelhfhment, and lucky flrokts 
of fcience ; at the fame time we muft ob- 
ferve, that tliefe compofitioiis would have 
pleafed moro, had the author been lefs fond 
of ex^anemis ftiarps and fl.its, which are fo 
profuic Jy introduced ihrough the wliole svork, 
as often to fatigue and pain the moft patient 
ear. In the Accompaniment, tlie efledt is 
frequently pleafing ; but we cannot trace any 
ren^aikalde contrivance. 

Thefe Sonatas, however, on tlie whole 
pojifefs a confiderable fliaie of merit. Their 
perfeAions more than compenfate their de- 
fedU, and.rt$edl great credit on Mifs Gueft*s 
abilities as ,a compofer for an inftruroent on 
whifh fhpfo cffiipcmly excels ai a perfermcr.

We chink the firfl movement of the firfl 
i'!vce fiegins rather abrupily, and unpte- 
pared j the thought with which it opens li 
ill placed ; and it feems a flrain upon lan- 
guage CO term it an introdu^ion ; but Che fuc- 
ceeding bars more chan compenfaCe for tins 
defedt, and except fome little inequalities of 
idea, perhaps only fo in opinion, the reft of 
the movement is without a faylt. The fecond 
movement is elegant in its opening, and pur- 
ford With much leaining and h.ippincls of 
tafle. The following movement has great 
novelty, and is no lefs confpicuous for its ex«* 
preffion.; while the conclufion pofTeffes a joy, 
a felicity of defign, and fpint of execiinon, 
that marks the v.irious talents of the author. 

The fecond Sonata is prettily intmducct', 
and the whole of the firfl and fecond move- 
ment excellent ; but we cannot approve of 
the opening of the lafl movement, for the 
fame re.’ifon which induced us to oIije< 5 l to 
tha* of (he fit Cl movement of the firfl Sonata.

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PARTICULAR CIRCUMSTANCES rebting to the PERSON, HABITS, 
and MAI^NERs'of AYDER ALI KHAN, 

[Extracted from NEW MEMOIRS concerning the EAST INDIES,** tranAated from th# 
French^ and juft publiflicd.] 

YDER AlF Khan, whofe precife age it igfpe£lt their ufte It fo dl/Ssrent from that of 
not known, ought t-o be about fifty- four Ayder and his fon. yet to imitate him as 


or'l^ty.fiK years of agej if wc may depend 
on mfe who liaVe known him frrni his in* 
fancy. He is abou t five feet fix inches high, 
and very lufty, cliough adtive, and capable 
of bearing fatigue as well on foot as on horfe- 
hack. His Complexion is very brown, as is 
that of all Indians who cxpofe themfelves to 
Che air and the fun. His features are coarfe, his 
iiofc fmall and turned up, his lower lip ratlier 
thick; and he wears neither heard nor whif. 
kers, contrary to the cultom of the Orientals, 
^efpecially the Mahometans. His habits, like 
'thofe of all the natives of India, are of white 
muftin, with a turban of the fame* His robe 
is fafliioned nearly the fame as thofc of the 
European ladies which aie called a rjlnglms* 
The body and fieeves fit neatly, and are drawn 
clofc by filings ; the reft of the robe being 
. am]ile, and infolds : fo that wlien the Indian 
great men walk, a page fupports their train, 
from their firft fteppingofif the carpet to clieir 
entering into their carriages. 

Jn the army, Aydcr All wears a military 
habit invented by himfelf for bis generals. It 
IS an uniform compofed of a veft of white 
fattin, with gold fiowers, faced with yellow, 
and attached by cords or ftriags of the fame 
colour : the drawers are of the fame mate- 
rials, and the boots of yellow velvet. He 
wears a fcarf of white filk about his waift % 
and, with the miliury habit, his tuiban is of 
a red or aurora colour. When he is on foot, 
lie commonly ufes a gdd-lteaded cane ; and 
I'ometjipes on horfeback he wears a fabre, 
hanging by a belt of velvet embroidered with 
gold, and faftened over his ftioulder by a clafp 
of go|d, enriched with fome precious ftones. 
He never wears jevvelry either on his tur- 
ban or hisclothes ; and never ufes either neck- 
lace, ear-pendants, or bracelets. His turban 
is very long, and fiat at tpp. In this particu- 
lar he follows tlie ancient mode; as well as 
in his flippers, which are very large, and have 
a long point turned back, refembline the 
roofs of the buildings in fome countrie vp 
the Levant ; or thofe flippers aocientJy worn 
In France, and called Swr/frrj a la fmUimu 
Tlie pecits-maitres oi his and other Indian 
^urts afiTeft to wear little bonneu which 
fcarcely cover the tops of their heads, and 
flippers fo fmiM as fcarce to admit the points 
ol iheir feet : but thougli in thefe and other 
^vior. Mac. 


much as poffibie in the article of beard and 
whiikers, without infringing the precepts of 
the Alcoran, thqr reduce their beard and 
mouftaches toa moultachelcarcely difcernible. 

1 he countenance of Ayder, though not 
handfome^ is open, and calculated to infpjre 
confidence. He has not acquired the habit of 
dilgulfing his afpedt, which is either gay or 
overfpread with chagrin, according to the oc- 
cafions chat prefent themfelves. He poflbflbs 
a facility of converfing on any fubjed ; and 
has none of that ftatelinefs and taciturnity 
which alsnoft all the other princes of the Ealfc 
afifedl to preferve. When he receives a 
ftrangcr, he is referved, and appears to fpeak 
with gravity ; butfoon recovers his ufual eafe, 
and converfes with all the world, repeating 
himfelf the news and common converfatioa 
of the day with the greateft affability. It is 
moft aftonifhlngi that this fovereign afles quef- 
tions, gives anfwers, hears a letter read, and 
didlates an anfwer to another, beholds a thea- 
tricabexhibitioni and even feemt to attend to 
the performance, the fame inftant that he 
decides concgining things of the utmoft im- 
portance. 

There is no fovereign more eafy of accefs 
to every one that has bufinefs with him, whe- 
ther ftrangers or fubjcdls ; and the former, 
whatever may be their quality, are always 
fure to be introduced into his pr^ence, by de- 
manding an audience, by a Souquedar, or 
mace- bearer, of which there is always afuf-i 
ficient number at the gate of his palace. The 
Fakirs, a fpecies of begging monks, are along 
excluded from this indulgence; but when 
one of Chefe appears, he is conduifted to die 
Rirjada, or grand almoner, who fupplies his 
wants. The Court of Ayder is, in this point, 
abfolutely differenV from thofe of all the other 
pitnees of India ; who befd thefe Fakirs in 
fuch high veneratipn, that they fufifer them tn 
enter their palaces at apy hqur, and even ad- 
mit tliem to their table. They have the 
aflurance to take the firft place at table, 
neareft the prince ; though they are moft 
commonly di^ufting, filthy, and covered wicU 
vermin. 

When bqfineft or parties of pleafure do not 
prevent Ayder Ali from going to reft at his 
ufual time, which is after midnight, he rifes 
with the fuO} Uiat (o fay, about fig o'clock.

As foon ss he U rifen, the majors of the army * 
who have been on duty the preceding day and 
night, and likewife thofe who relieve thcm» 
enter, make their reports, and receive orders 
to be tran/hiitted to the miniflcrs and generals, 
who thcmfelves have the privilege of Entering 
his drefling-room, if they have any thing ex* 
traordinary or prefTing to communicate. The 
eouriers that have arrived during the night, 
or in the morning, alfo come and lay their 
dirpatches at his f«ec. It may be eikeemud a 
weaknefs in a Prince fn occupied, that his 
toilet takes up a conliderable part cf his time. 
I: lafls commonly two or three hours; and is 
chiefly taken up by his baibtts, who pluck 
the hairs from his beard. 

But juftice requires usiikewife Co obferve, 
that when any military operation requires his 
attention, the toilet is no more thought cf. 

Between eight and nine in the morning he 
quits hib apartment, and repairs to a faloon, 
wiiere a number of fecrcraries wait for his 
appearance. Irito their hand?, according to 
their rerpedtiye departments, he puts the 
letters received ; giving them at the fame 
time inllruAions for the anfwers. His Tons, 
hia relations, and thofe Lords who are honour- 
ed with his intimacy, enter ; and if it be nine 
o'clock, they cake the ufual rdfrefliment. If 
lie has leifure, he appears at a balcony, and 
receives thefilute of his elephants -f, chat are 
led before him, as well as his horfes. • His 
tyger» of chafe likewife pay him a vifit. They 
are led by hand, and are covered with a 
mantle of green and gold hanging to the 
ground, and a bonnet on their head, of 
cloth embroidered with gold, with which 
their eyes can be immediatidy covered, if 
they fhould chance to prove mifehievous. 
Ayder himfclf gives each of them a ball of 
fweetmeats, which they take very adioitly 
with their paws, being exceedingly tame. 
I'licfe arc tlv.* fpotted lygers, and their keepers 
lead thctn every day into rhefe places vvhere 


the greateft crowds are ; but the grand tyger, 
or tyger royal^ has never been tamed by 
attempts yet made. 

After the repafl, which ends about Balf 
after ten, Ayder enters into the ball of au- 
dience; or the grand tent, if at the aimy« 
He is fe.'ited on 2 fopha beneath a canopy, 
and very cicen iu feme baicoxiy that fronts an 
epen place or court of tlic p^ilace ; and Cor-^ 
of his relations lit on each fiJe of him. . All 
perfons who have permiflicn of acce^ of 
which the number is very great, may come 
to this audience ; and tho^j wh.o have a/Tairt 
to tranfafl, may either requefl adaiitcance by 
mtam of the Si^uquedtib, or ; ut their re* 
quefl into the hands of thofeoflicers, by whom 
it is carried to their chief, who is always pre- 
Tent, and wl'o places it at the feet of the 
prince, where it is imm'^diaicly read and an. 
fwered. It is not cuflotiury iiere to itop tiie 
prince by the cOTcr of pefiiions, when he 
g>3es our, unlcfs the att^Ir be vety uigem and 
extraordinary, or the petitioner has been pre- 
vented from forwarding his requeH at the 
ufual hours of audience : a circumilance that 
very rarely happens J. 

At this audience tliirty or forty fccretarics 
are feated along the wall to his left, who write 
continually. Couiiers airive almoll every 
inftant, and are conduced with great noifeand 
buftle to the feet of the prince, where they 
lay their difpatches. A fecretary kneeling 
takes the packet; and fitting on his hams 
before the prince, opens it and reads tlie 
letter. Ayder immediately di^lates the p.*rti - 
culjrs ot tl'.c anfwer, and the letter is carried 
to the olUceof a minifler. Contrary to the 
cuiloms of the princes of the Ball, who afnx 
their names by means of a feal ; Ayder flgns 
the difpatches in order as they are conipleicd, 
as well as a nymber of private orders. Many 
writers report the contrary to this; which 
only proves that they liave never feen Ayder 
half an hour at a timct Tl:c orders that iffye

•iluminale all the apartments in a mointnt, 
efpeciatly that in which the Nabob is, with 
rapers in chandeliers of exquifite workmaii- 
»hip, nrnanncnied wth feCloons of flowers 
of the ticniod lighme^s and delicacy. Thcfe 
'h.iHdidiers, on account of the wind, are co- 
vered with large fbades nf ^glifb glafs. 
There ere likewise, ui fome parts of the 
palace, large glafs lonthorns, painted with 
flowers of all colours. 1'he great men, mu 
siiflers, and ambalfadors, viiit the Nabobonly 
at night. They are ufoally perfumed with 
the nnoft eodly perfumes. Befidles the oaeu 
m power ami employment, the apartments 
are filled with y >ung nobility; and evoy 
budy idfuioes the mod polite and engaging 
manners. After having Calmed the prince, 
the faluin is paid to hia funs and relacUnis, his 
mtntfters, and others, in an eafy, unaflefled 
manner. Among the young mihHity, there 
are axertaiti number who have die title of 
Arablbecpiit which anfwers nearly to tliat 
•f chamberlain in Geimaoy. There are nr- 
difurily lour in wailing each day : they are 
didioguillied by their fabre, which they cai ry 
in their hand in the (heath, ufing it nearly as 
a walking'dick. All thfi other company 
leave their ipms the hands of their pages 
and otfier attftidaiiis, whoaie ver; numerous, 
and fill the avenues of the palace. The 
pages alone arc permitted to enter: they fol- 
low their mader, hearing his train into the 
ap^rcmenii, till they i^wt their flippers at 
ilieir (lepping on the carpet : The pagvs then 
let fall the train, and put the flippers in a 
bag. Ayder, who fete no gteat value on tliefe 
ceramooies, permits the Europeans to come 
in with their flioes on ; though his apart- 
anents are commonly covered with white 
mafliR, fpread upon the uM fuperb Perfia 


carpets. He has fucb a predileflion fotf 
white, that he caufes wainfooting that is 
painted, gilt ihd varnifhed, to be covered 
with white muflin, and even chairs and fo« 
phas of embroidered velvet or gold duff. 
The Europeans deceive themfelves exceedingly 
in fuppofing, that it is by way of didinflion 
or pre-eminence that they area peimitted to 
enter the apartments in (hoes. This 'per-'>'^ 
mitlion, givrn them in fome of the In^n 
courts, is nccafioiied by a notion the liwian 
princes have, th.'ic the Europeans are oCdi- 
natp, and bigoted to their own cudums, 
Uiwisver repugnant to- decency and propiiely. 
M. de Bufii, to conciliate the Indian cuftoms 
w *h tJ'.ofe of the French, carried velvet flip- 
pen: to tiie Ceurt of the Subaof Decan, which 
he put on ; ai^d made nfe of a kind of pan- 
toufle in palling from his carriage to the bor- 
der of the carpet, where he threw them off. 
VVe may often avoid offending drangers by 
little .attentions that cud nothing, and tend 
exceedingly to conciliate their atfeClions. 

There is, for the mod part, a comedy, 
every night, that commences about eight m 
the evening, and lads till eleven : it is inter- 
mixed with dances and fongs. During this 
cometly, the Arabibequi continue near tlie 
ftrangers, and politely inform them of every 
thing they may dofire to know i as the fub- 
jedl of the comedy, the news of the day, See, 
Thev are careful to alk, if he chafes to dnnk 
or eat ; in which cafe, they c.mfe flierber, 
warm milk, fruits, or confcdlionary, to be 
prefented to him ; but they feldum eat. If 
the dranger chufes to play chefs, they play 
with- him, or propofe a^party. Ayc'er, to 
whom the entertainments of the dage are 
very indifferent, difeeurfes with his miniders 
or ambalfadors, fometimes pairing into a ca- 
binet tufpeak with mure fecrecy ; and con. 
tiiuies, as iothe morning, to difparch biifi- 
nefs, without feeming to be bn^y. Almod 
always, before the end of the performance, 
flowers are brought to him in a bafket of 
filigram, out of which he liimfelf gives a 
few to tlie lords who are about him ; and 
afterwards thebafket is carried into the apart- 
ments of the theatre, every one taking a 
fmall flower from iheiu, and returning a 
profound reverence to the prince. This 
takes place even to the lowed fecretaiiy. 
When Ayder wilhes to give a particular 
mark of his efteem, he himfelf makes a col- 
lar of jafmine fl iwers, knotting them witli 
fikk as he converles, which he himfelf ad- 
juds round the neck of the happy mortal to 
whom he gives this glorious mark of his ef- 
teem and favour.

right to treat others as vvc ourfclvcs have 
tieeii Heated. 

One of the moft ftiiking inf^ances of this 
Rind is recordfsd of a young Spanifl) officer, 
yvlui being ordered on fcrvice in fome of the 
Weft India Illaiids, happened to fettle m one 
where the G.<vcrnor or Viceroy fiad made a 
|aw that no I ulian (hould be employed lu 
carrying the baggage of Europeans. The 
young '‘fticer^ whofe name was Aguirra, 
nocwithftanding, engaged an Indi.in or Negro 
in carrying feveul parcels belonging to him. 
lie uas inffaiuly acuifed^ and condemned to 
the ufual punifliment, w liich was, that the 
criminal Ifiould be whipped on an afs. Gieat 
interccfiuni was made for him w'ithopt 
With much ado, however, a re|« ieve was at 
lafl obtained for h. in for a fortnight, which 
tfi.tcL(ed him jnfi : he was fet on the bealf, 
llript, expolVd, and prepared for punifhmenc. 
“Nay,” f.iys Aguiria, “ the (ha me is dif- 
fered, and 1 r.m cnly refpited for a fortnight. 
E:ier.utii.ner, do your bufmefs, and ret- irn the 
tyriiMt hisippiicve.’* ThcfL-ntencearcoidingly 
^oevk iti rouife, and the young man endured 
the puiiifhiucnt which he had incurred. But 
he never after could be broupht to afTociate 
with genritnien. He w ns conf^antly ftrolhng 
gloomy and melancholy, in fulitary 
coiocrs. Soon after the Viceroy was re- 
moved, and anotl’er fen' in, his ftrad. Aguir- 
hovering round his palace, 
t'n this he w.-'S advfscd to remove; which he 
d:d fiom lliC Havana to Qyito, which is 900 
n'ilep. lliiiher in a week's lime Aguiira 
w:>s icen to h..ye ff ‘Mowed him, as dofe as lie 
mold anxit. From thence the V ccroy re- 
moved to which is at lealf iSoo 

miles. And in about a fortniglii, iht-yr Aguir- 
ra was alfo. “ I am lefolvcd," f.iy!, the Vicc- 
loy, “to lire this fellow «uit5" ;inrl fotranf- 
fivis himfeU to Veia Cm/, about 300 miles; 
bat iherc alfo ct?d he foon find Aejiiii ra, ** Nay 
thciii” faid the Vicero'*, ** I ^Vill fly the villam 


uomore, but keep a guard about me and defy 
him wliich he did But the palace gates be- 
ing line day open, and the guards engaged in 
play, Agnirra entered, boldly mounted the 
apartments, and there finding the Ticenijr 
fingie and unarmed, dabbed him to the lieart, 
and having no means of efpape dabbed hinr- 
feJf at the fame time.

Oil the COMMERCIAL IDEAS PREVAILING in SOME PARTS of EUROPE. 


S PECULATIVE min are not in general 
friciwlly to commerce. N.!ture> lay Uiey^ 
has done (utlicicntly fur the inhabitants of all 
aiuntrics ; they arc under no ncccHity of roam- 
ing ahrcuil torhipcrllinciesy whiiihouly leive to 
increal'e their iinagiiiarv wants, and to fuvv 
the feeds of poverty where it would nut 
ofhcrwil'e have grown. 

Of the niiniberlefs articles of importation 
from evfiy climate and region, how many 
arc there of no real ufe 1 how few of abfoKite 
need! — Calculate the profit accruing from 
things, of whicti the total ignonuice could 
not in reafon he deemed a nilsforCuiie ; and 
w cigh, o.> tlie other hand, liie lots of time 
and labour Llut nuglit be expended indomef- 
t.c iiiipruvenicnis iiuich more profitable to 
riieconiinuniry; and then candldl> pronounce, 
whether coiniiierLe, with all its boaAed ad- 
vantages, lias pioved a friend or a foe to the 
liappiaefs of nations. 

Were annual ic.^ifters kept cvei 7 where 
of the auiubcrs of lives loii in the auvigatioii 
between the commvicial parts of the Globe, 
to what an enormoiiN total it would amount * 
Next to the devaltaiioiis uccalioned by war 
jiiii peflilenee, are ciiofe occaliuneJ by the 
profeciition of commerce. 

Lnxui y and .ivai ice are the pillars that fup- 
port it. ill vain do polincians allign a inul- 
iiplitiiy of more plaulihle pretences ; thefc 
Illy .lie the foul that animates the mercantile 
Wtiild. A'tri Jacra James xi only motto 
J.t for commerce to aifunie. 

rh'ii'll of lucre was the only motive cftat 
led forth thofe hungry fwarmv of Europeans, 
chat til a bu'lvarous age faliicd foixh, <ts it 
v« ere, to the deltruCViOn ot m.uikind, under 
Clio b.iiinurs of Tr.ule .uid Navigation. 

'fo commercial views we owe the difeo- 
vftry of America : but what do the Anicri- 
c.ins tliemfelves owe to it, but Che being 
maiUicreil in milliom ! 

Do thofe, whole inhuman anceRors mur- 
dei'cd them witlilo much inhumanity, feeni 
to have reaped any beuafic from their guilt ? 
Gold and filver, it is true, have flowed plen- 
tifully into their cuiuitry ever fliice ; but not 
to enrich the inhabitants ( they leceive it for 
the ufe of others : J'o* non vohis is quite ap- 
plicable to tlie people of S^mui. They are 
doomed, as it were by way of puniihmenc, 
to. have only a figlit of the treafiu'es of which 
the iiiuiuity of their forefacliuni put them in 
poflefllon. 

Had Europe never known Che productions 
of die American hemifphere, what iiiconve^ 
Evaop. Mao. 


niencies could have arifen? Was there a 
fmaller (hare of felicity, before tliat period, 
.fitted to the inhiibitants of the ancient 
wni’ltl ? have they enjoyed more fince } 
hut ;dlowiiig that iome benefits have ac- 
crued from the difeuvery of thefe parts, (if 
what conduces to render life voluptuous can 
be called beiieflcial) yet even in this light, they 
have only augmented the w-ants, or ratlier the 
defires of men, that were ah'eady fufliciontly 
copious; and tliey are now unhappily, through 
lung ufe, and a fort of prefenpcion, become 
abfoiuce neceifaries. 

The meanefl clalTes think themfelves en- 
titled to the ufe of tliem. Enter the doors 
of the pooreft mechanic, of the hardeR la- 
bourer, their families would eRaem tliem- 
felves wrctclied indeed, if their t.ibles w'ere 
not fiipplied from Ainei'ica on the one fide, 
and fiom Afia on Che other. Our plain an- 
celtors could provide their breakfaft from the 
lands of their own farms ; but their refined 
defcc-iiil.iiils procure it from the fuitlieR ex- 
tremities of ihiitglobe. 

Let us not be deceived with fpeclous flp* 
pe.irances. People arc not to be reputed happy 
froiii^ the polVfiiion of that which flicy Rand 
in need of; on Che coiuraiy, it often 
proves the v^j^y fourcc of tlie keeneR mifery. 
When depi'i /ed of It, they do not refleiR on 
iti inutility, but only on its deprivatiun.— 
Such is Che conRant crack of human nature. 
Hence in faifl arifes an acccllioii of mifeiy t<i 
tiiufe multitudes, that in the couiTe of worldly 
vi'cifliciules arc doomed to taRe of the cup of 
calamity. The more they have been hahiCu- 
ated to kixhriuuriiefs, Che heavier they mult 
feel the hand of adverfity ; iiiRead of .tailing, 
Cliey may truly be Ciid to drink the cup of 
calamity Co its very laR dregs. 

Were the rehnements imported from both 
the Indies unkuown to as, we lliuuld ncitlicr 
w.mt nor wi(h fur them ; they that can af- 
ford to purcliafe Aiein, would not be tiMS 
worfe for their abfence ; afid fuch as are un- 
able, would not be tormented with die vex- 
atious profpefl of what they caiiuot obuin ; 
their defires would not be fruRrated, nor 
their pride be humbled. 

N.iture itfelf feemed to have fet bonnds to 
our cupidity, and to have confined men torhtir 
native climes by barriei's apparently unfur- 
roountable ; tatebing us by thefe tokens, that 
her general plan is, that every country (hould 
be content with its own productions, and Icam 
to make die molt uf tljiple bluflings tliar are 

D ^ peculiarly 
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peculiarly allotteil to it, in the univerfal diftri- 
buiion of chitigs. 

Such is ttie (tile of arguing ufed by fpecula> 
tive pliilofppbersi again(t the coninicrcial fpi- 
ric tliac hsis fnr two centnries pa(t been fpread- 
>fl3 gradually to every |viit ol Kiirope. 

How £ar they may be right in fume of tlieir 
afleitions, would prove an iiiquuy fiilcep- 
tihle of much reafoning on either fide of the 
quefticin. Tliey will not, however, deny, 
that even admitting the extenfion of a^ro- 
merce to its prefent itu)^ndous height to he 
an evil, it were much wifer to employ tlieir 
talents in the educing what good they can 
out of it, than in hilMjiu'ing to put a (top to 
wbiit can no longer be prevented. 

But with all the deference tlut is due to 
men of philofophic minds, commerce is cer- 
tainly na evil. Tlie celebrated cxle of Ho- 
ntce, deferibing the untameablc reitlefsncl!* of 
the human breaft, is but n beautiful rant, 
founded on a lively im.igiiiati<jn, more atten- 
tive in the inonienc of coiiipofiiion to the dic- 
tates of fancy, than to the iiivcltigation of 
truth. 

Had ITomce treated this matter in hU 
cooler nuiineiits, he would probably have 
fpokeii quite a difterent language — — -I'lie 
world in his time would have^ aflorded him 
ample caufe to he jicrfuadci', tW exteiifive- 
nefs of communication is rlie ground-v\ urk of 
all falutary knowledge, as well as of com- 
merce ; and that to (hut up pt' 0 ]ile vvirliiif tlie 
precinrts of their own country, vvouhl at once 
annihilate the priucqul means of all kind of 
impmvemeut. 

What were the fituatiou the world, 
and of mankind, if iiade pnd c iinmerce iKid 
not come to their atrillauce ! Let us hitik to 
thofe countries where they liavc not yet en- 
tered, and compare them with thofe where 
thev Aourifh. — Need the difference be dc- 
feribed r Is there a fiiigle point cither of na. 
tural or political cuiifid«;':)tion, wherein thefe 
have not a manlfelt advantage over the for- 
mer ? 

Commerce is the foul of human fociety.— 
It has created nr.rioiiF where none would 
otherwife have exilted j ic..lias re.u'cd them 
to maturity ; it has lifted them Co the funimic 
of prDfpenty, and Aas i.iv^l them in the day 
of dithvi's. 

Would Atfiens, would Carthage, or its 
parent Tyre, tuive ever made the fjdendUl 
ligure th^y did in former ages, without the 
h"ip of commerce Vl'ciild Venice or Ihd- 
] i;:d, in modern times, have arrived to the 
iin-.ujranoe they once poffefled, wiikKNit that 
puwciful auxiliary ? 

But w'ithout rccwnqg to metaphor and 
'ampiiticatioi), commerce is indifputably the 
feurue of die two moft etfeiicial bfumits Co

the community : it banidies idlenefs, ardj 
pioduces plenty ; the fetond is a neceffaiy* 
Confcquence <«f the firft. They who have 
travelled in various parts of Europe, aiul 
obferved the afpcCl of men and countries, 
will, if impartial, frankly own tfie different 
imprelllons they boi e, in proportion as tratic 
flouridicd or was neglected. « 

*10 Itrike the balance at once, let u*; Cv^ff 
our eyes on Spain, by nature as lieautiful a 
wHinfry as any in Europe ; and upon Holland, 
formeii, as it were, out of the refufe of the 
elements. Wliat a dif parity has commerce 
effected between both ! — TIvc firft, in fpite 
of natur.al advantages, is tfie feat of poverty 
and wretchcdne1*s : tlie fecond is the laiul tif 
plenty, and ciinfoit boHi to ilfelf and to others. 

Comnu^e may be divuleil into two parts, 
doroettic and foreign. Though ceiLiinly the 
latter may not in many cafes be of iiidifpen- 
fihle necelfity, yet, as the world ftaiuls conlti- 
tuted at the pi'eient dav , that politic ian would 
lia*‘e caufe to rue ir, wht* fhoiild curtail any 
branch long eftabliihed ia his country. 

The cf)nnci.fttons uni\erfally fettled between 
nations, rerpiirc a continuation of the caiifes 
tliat hrlt brought them acquainted. That 
primitive caufe has almoft every vVherc bc.Mi 
commerce. 'I'hrough long intcrcourfe, ha- 
bits of communication have been form’jd, 
which cannot be diopped w’ithout fevering 
(tifes and |)eople ft-om e;ich other. Every 
br.'uich of cuinmcrcc forms a link in this great 
ch.iin of univerfal acc(uaiiic.ince ; none, tliei c- 
foi*e, can be annulled, without loofcning the 
bowl of reciprocal union and frlendthip, and 
fctting men at a greater diftance from each 
other than they ftood before. , 

Among the objci^lrons to the carrying on 
«>f fereign trade, the lofs of many a v aluoble 
life ftnuds foremolt. 7'he vtiriety of climates 
for which the human Ixidy is not by birch or 
conftitiitiun Attcd, the unavoidable dangers 
of the feas ; thefe, and other confideratiuus 
needlefs to enumerate, feem to place the pro- 
fecution of commerce in a pernicious point of 
view'. 

But thefe objeAions, which may ftrike at 
firft fight, funn vaiiiih, w'hen w'e confider, 
Chet the multitudes employed in the navigating 
of fliips mult otlierwife have pefHhbd for 
w.ant, lived in mifery, or betaken theaifdves 
to illegal courfes, -in order Cofribfift; fiut 
' thofe who labour in the conftru^tion of vef- 
feh^ :is well as thofe who fiamifli them' with' 
their many appurtenances, amount to ain im- 
'menfe clafs, a^ have their entire xlependance 
on' the former ; and chat^ finaUy, thevery'ex* 
iftenceand production of Che numeitiuS'indi- 
yidu.ds who lead, or contribute tor the main- 
tenance of a feafaring life, is. wlioUy due to 
thc-eAabliihfneut of commerce. 


Befidei 
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Befidef thefe motives, there are others of 
f.i'cac force Co incourage naval* bufinefi. It 
is to fome natioiis die very fupport of liber* 
C}’ and indepeiulence. It i& in tliis light a 
periKstual luirfei^ of men that are bred up 
for the protedion and defence of their conn- 
tr)’ : it inures c]|ieni betimes to a contempt of 
(Uin^crs ; it fumiliarifes them with hardlhi|Hi, 
and enables tliem to render the molt eileo 
tual femces to the public in time of need. 

Neitlier fhould we forget tlie fpj'ic of in- 
genuity and invention which it gives biitli to 
beyond any oClier profeinun. Marineis ai*e 
in general, not only die boldell .'ind molt 
enterpi'iliug, but alfo the molt inventive of 
men : die frequent difficulties to which tliey 
aic reduced in the i^oiuie of the many ad- 
ventures they go through, iharpen ilieir wits, 
and oblige them to fearih out the meniia of 
extiicaring themfelves: hence they are fer- 
tile in contrivances, many of whicli liaving 
proved the means of refeuing tliem frcRti 
did relies at lea, are found afcci*wai‘ds no 
lets ufeful to peuple on land. 

* The truth is, tliat coinmerre and naviga- 
tion are the very foundation of the national 
pnWperity of fortie of die princiiial dates in 
^mroiie : to negledl them would be little lefs 
than treafon to the public* liidead of lelfen- 
ing they cannot therefore he Uki diligent in 
ipcreafing tliem by all practicable exiiedieiiU. 
Such is the nvalfliip 4>f tnule, that every ad- 
vantage is continually Itudicd, and immediate- 
ly feized 011 the lead ojicning. In this uni- 
verfat comiietitiuii it were unpardonable in 
tliofe u lid .ire at the head of aflaii's, Limely 
CO {serniic their ncighlioui's to ourdrip them. 

Tlie neglect of cumniercc would be attended 
with rliu mud dedruCtive confe(|Ucnccs. The 
molt active iiiul indudrioiis p:urs of tlie com- 
munity tiudiiig tliciinelvcs at u lol's fur occu- 
piicion M Imme, would, of courfe, leek it 
abroad ; hence thole emigrations tliat dcjui- 
puLate a cimniry much more elicCliudly dun 
x\ar. I'his carries olV, nuially, the I’uper- 
numeraries, or the le.id laborious nicmhers 
of tile community ; but the olltcr drains it at 
once, by whole t.'.nhlieb, of thofe ufeful niul- 
citudes <tf niiitiiif.M!ltiirei>:, nieclianics, and 
hulbandmcMi, tluc cfinditute the molt ellcntial 
parrs of the body politic. 

In pixiportiuii CD this domedic decreafe 
of the molt valuable citizens, would the 
drengrh of neighbours and rivals he augment- 
ed. The hidoiy of all nations (hews wliat 
niifcliiefs have been occalioned by fuch inter- 
nal lol^. The defeitiun of the Flemings 
under (ho- tyrannical government of Philip 
the Second, of Spainr and of the French 
during the reign of Louis the Fourteenth, 
did their refpedtiv-e countries irreparable 
damage ; it k felt' in both to this day, and 


onglit to be a leflbn, with hour much 
attention the rulers of a dace fhouhl guaml 
againd any isieaitire tending Co a dimiitiltion 
of the number of its hihabitants. 

I'here is nothing tliat opemtes more forcibly 
in aiipnixiinating different nritions, and in creat- 
ine a lienevulent ditpoficton to each Otlieri tliaiti 
a commercial currefpoiidence. The ties of 
mutual iiitered fuiierfede the mod nAited 
prejudices, and create a fpirit of uderatiiai 
tlut, by degities, enforces t>ie rights of ho- 
ni.'iuity, and opens the bofom to thofe gene- 
rous feelings that filence every unhappy 
motive of difeord and inveteracy. 

Commerce, in this refpeid, may be com- 
pared to liteiature; tliey biKh cqmfNile a 
republic, of which iieace and onanimhy 
among the members condicuting each of 
tliem is tlie fundamental l.iw. Cuhntry and 
religion are no coiifideratiuns Co debar Cheift 
from exercifing friendihip and confidence 
towards each other : tiiough retaining a due 
warmth of attachment to the nations of wluch 
they are ful^edls, they view themfclVes iA 
the light of citizens of a (till greater commu- 
nity ; the rights 4>f which are imprinted on 
every liberal mind, and muit not be effbeed 
by the iKiitia^^iotives that Lndueiicc only the 
bafe and fordid. 

Thus, in wliatcver manner commerce it 
exannned^ it ayvpears not only profitable to 
indi^'iduuls, bui equally ufeful and neceflarp 
f4)r tlie iiitored of the public, and of human 
Ibciety-at iJrge. 

With ail iliefe naitives of recommendatjon^ 
and notvvirliitaiidiiig tlie mod cogent rea- 
I011.S to bcltuw u]iua It every putnble en- 
ccuiragemciit, tlicic are in this enlightened 
age r4)iiic dales wlieiem it is treated with a 
flight Riu* djiri*l'{K’Ct tJie more furpriiing, at 
the benefits they rccei\ e from it are of a 
nature to convince them, that, were it once 
to fail tliem, their huiuiur and intei^d would 
1>e mat dial futlerei's, ;»u1 tliejiower they have 
actpiired, in a Ihort time Ml out of their 
lutnds. 

Fnmce, that formidable rival, ivbofe cn- 
miry we luive oib late To fiirally expcriencedf 
ItanJs confpicuouAy tliis predicahtenC'. 
Tlus govcilimeot, it is true, favours com- 
mercb fiiim [xilitical motives ; but the f^irit 
and genius of tlie luition itfelf inclines- an- 
otiicr way. Prejudices of long dandiiig are 
rootedly fixed in the minds of Che better 
daffes, and front them are diil^hiar49d 
among the iiifeiior. A merdianc is no re- 
putable title in that counti 7 . Nothing but 
the emoluments it brings can render the 
calhng fupportable to- thofe who embrace if: 
it is taken up therefore with reludhinCe, 
and quilted with the utmoft fatisfaflkei, » 
foon as a decent comjieCency has been attain-

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ed. Such art, with few exeeptionSf the 
general ideas prevailing in France rerp^ing 
commerce. 

Nor is it in this kingdom alone that Aich 
abfurd notions are current. In Spain, Italy, 
Oermany, and other countries, the like in- 
fatuation reigns, and is pnHlu^i\*e of its na* 
tural eflbdks, the negledt of trade, and the 
indigence of the lower clafles. 

That fo pemicioas a fpirit (hould fubfift 
among the French is truly fnrprifing, when 
we reflect how many of clieir ahlefl 
writers have expofed its evil confeqtiences 
with equ:il warmth and nciitenels of reafon- 
ing, and chat evei*y fort of invitation is 
held out to tbofe who engage in trade. 

But in defiance of reafonings an<l encoti> 
ragements, the hufinefs of a merchant itill 
continues on a footing of degradation ; and no 
man will affume that character who bears 
tliat of a gentleman. 

The fnialleit degree of impai tinlity mud 
make them confeious of the incunfiltency of 
their conduct in thei'e matters, when con- 
traded with their beliaviour upon other oc • 
cafions. 

With what face can a man objeid to the 
profecution of hufinefs under the name of 
merchant, w*hite he fcruples«noc to exertife 
it under another denomination ? 

Whether a man fells the merchamlife 
which hisfhips have imported from Al(|ppo, 
4JonlLinCinopie, or Cadiz, or whether he 
dtfpofes of the wood, wine, or coni, that 
gixiws upon his lands ; where, in the eye of 
itridt fenfe, is the difterfnee, uiilcfs, indeed, 
in fiivour of him who with the mod iip- 
rightnefs in his bargains H 

But let not the pride of ancedry foar above 
its due height. Let tiie numerous individuals 
nobly born, that arc fcattered over the face 
of Italy, Spain, France, and Germany, re- 
collect with how much nicety and ncutenefs 
they calculate the price that eveiy article of 
fale upon their edaces will fetch ; how at- 
tentively they watch the rife and fall of mar- 


kets ; how ready they arc to take every kint 
of advantage ; and then let tliem, if they can, 
undervalue aYrofeflion which they exerciic 
themfelves wnth fo much care and diligence. 

Were one inclineil to enter into p:\rricolai , 
enough might be cited to ftiew with wliat 
circumfpeidion, an*i even iiarrowncfs of 
mind, many oC thefe arrogaiA nobles condiidt 
the hufinefs of their edates. In Germany 
and Italy, the latter efpccially, numbers of 
them are hardly better than retailers of the 
produce of their Lands. In Spain and France, 
they endeavour to deal more in the wholcfale { 
but their thirlt of gain, and ardour to make 
the mod, of every tiling, of the French cfpe- 
cially, l otin)'. them int«^ a variety of artifices, 
no ways confident with that fiiperi«)rity of 
ciiaradler vvhii h i* ''v fo dudioufly allb£t. 

Strang'J cnntrvli»^kion, that the fame per- 
fen who (hall have received a confulerable 
fum from the difpofal of a plentiful vintage 
or harved, or fiiim the fruitful growth of 
his orchanl, (hall dildain to look upon ano- 
ther, who enriches himfelf hy the fale of 
(ilks or laces ; as if it w ere intriiificnlly more 
reputable to receive money for what is 
ga#hered off the fiirface of the earth, than 
for what has been manufactured, and is luld 
in a (hop ! 

This antipathy to commerce goes then, it 
is plain, no further than to the mmle of ex- 
crcifingit; that isto fay, tiiat in ftipri^ arti- 
cles it is reconcilable with the degree and ho- 
nour of a genileni.iri, and in others it dif* 
reputable ami degrading. 

But the above e:Lamination fhews this f»if- 
ficiently to he an imaginary didhiCtiuii, 
founded on no real differeiice, and proceed- 
ing only from that arrogance and pride which 
prompt men, in w»hom tliey have been i”- 
culcated at an e.irly period of life, to embrace 
every opportunity of exalting themfelves 
above thofe whom they have been unjuilly 
taught to undervalue.

1 intreat you 
to allow me to acce^ic ycKir oflfer, with all 
thofe jull and fincere fentiinents wliich 1 have 
of the obligatioiif and the freedom t 
this time Hiall take of ranking myielf among 
your molt humble fervants. 

I am now writing a Hittory of Englarul in 
French, for publication, and 1 doubt not but 
in England thev will find in this undertaking 
a temerity highly blameahle, becanfe they are 
hitherto igiioi\uit of the end which 1 hare 
pmpofed. 

1 had no intention to write this Hiltory fui* 
Che Englifh, wlio have fo many helps belidcs 
for their inforni.icion in their own hiltory. 
If I had enteitained fiich a tlionght, it* would 
have certainly been extratagai it. But I he« 
heved, that, at a time wlicn the Engtiih 
monarchy diltniguiihes itfclf to To great ad- 
vantage among tlie other powerful Hates of 
Europe, fiircigii ihiCion**, who are nut fo 
well aajuainted with the Knglilh language as 
they are with the French, would not lie dtf- 
pieafed to fee by what ilei^s this kingtlom 
hath attained to that pitch of gli'ry and gian- 
(leur to which it is now arrived. 1 even 
ho]>e, that the EiigliOi will not be diilhrif- 
tied that their hiltory Ihuuld be more univer- 
Tally knoivn among foreigners than it gene- 
rally is-; and I imagine they will perlups 
reap fome advantage from it. 

It were to be wilhed, that fome ixrfon of 
fuperior abilities tiad uiidcitnken this talk, 
which deferves a better jicii. Kevcithelels, 

I have the vanity to believe, tliat I can con- 
tribute fomething to the glory of the Englifh 
nation in yvi itiiig tins Hiftnry, .and thereby 
give a pnxif of ilic fiiicerc clteein which I 
f have for that nation, and at the fame time 
acquit myielf, to the utmoli of niy jNiwer, 
of the duties of that jult groiitudv which 1 and 
a groat number of my countrymen owe 
them. 

This is the foie aim 1 have projiofcJ to 
myfelf ; and 1 take the liberty, fir, to intreat 
you to declare this to thofe of your friends 
who may tliink it (Irange that a man like 
me, unknown, and without any cliaraAer 
in the world, ihoiild have officiouHy inter- 
meddled himi'elf with the writing an Hiltory 
which appears fo far above the reach of a 
flranger ; and give them to underftand, tliat 
what feems moll common to the Hnglilh 


themfelvcs, is rare and precious to foreigners. 
1 hope you'll be fo good as to do me thn 
kindnefs, in order to prevent as much as 
polTible the bad imprelTiuns whicli the ralh- 
nefs of my uiideitaking might occafion m 
England. 

As I .am here fituated in a place where 1 
n*Ti delliciite of all aiTiflance, leaving no per- 
ion whom I either could or can now con- 
full with regard to the difficulties of my 
work, I make no doubt but I have coro- 
mitced feveral millakes w*hich I might liavs 
avoided, if 1 Ixid had the happinefs to com- 
pile my Hiflory at lainilon, where I could 
not have wanted helps, as 1 can eafily judge 
by the generous offor you have been pieafed to 
make me.

‘ it not in my power to make ailvantage of 
any of them with regard to the firft ages ; bc- 
caufe the HiAoiy being ready to be put to the 
]>reft, they will begin with the two fiift 
vobnues, which I liavc not time r<> read 
over, and much lefb to make any alterations 
Sn them. But this is not the thing of the 
greatfft importance. 

1 intreat y<*u, fir, to allow me to give 
. you here a general idea of the pbiti I have 
laid down to myfclf in compoUng this Hiftoiy, 
which may ferve in fomc meafiire to excufe 
a pait of the objeAions which may he railed 
againil it in England. 

1 hml no defign to write for the Knglilh ; 
that wouM have been a raihnefi. unpardona- 
ble in a foreigner : but my intention was to 
•write for tliofc of otlier coiintiies who know 
but little of the Englilb language, and, in 
general, are but little acquainted with the 
Engliih hiftor y. According to this priiic iplc, 
1 thought I needed not confine nivTcIf to 
give an exaA account of certain difticult, ob- 
feure, or coiitnivcrced pafbiges in the Hiftoi-y 
of England, but a general and well-conne^fW 
account of events, which might give fiireigners 
the fatisfaflion of feeing by what fteps the 
Knglilh monarcbvhas ai rived to that ])icchof 
klory it enjoys at this day. «• 

TTiis is my general plan j acconling to 
which, 1 am of opinion, I Ihould not trouble 
myfelf fo much about pnitirailar as general 
ideas, as being propei'ly the (ole or the prin- 
cipal thing uhich foreigners min^ 

A foicigncr (for example, a Frenchman) 
is not conremed to know if .\rduiph was 
^ing of Noi'Chuinbei ! iiid, or l^iit-Anglia, 
any more than an Ktiglilhiiian to kium if 
Clovis III. king of France, was fon or brri- 
ihcr tf) his predecelTor. Had 1 been to write 
for the laiglifh, 1 am veiily (lei fiiailed, that 
if 1 vveie {mfl'ened of all the (lualiticarions 
fiecelTary fur an hiih>rian, it would have 
been impolliblc for me to have compiled my 
Hiflory in anv other place than London : but 
as 1 prop<ifcd tjidy to write for foreigners, 1 
reckoned I' niight‘ difpenfe with feveral helps 
which can be met with in England only. So 
Rmcli^for the lirfl ag^'s. 

As to miulera jimes, 1 have fomewhat 
Changed my method, by entering «nto a 
further detail of the nuitters which are belt 
known. • 

1 had no b^tiod tjo •write a compleat 
IBftory of the* Church; chat would have been 
a veiy Ihng-winded piece of work, and above 
piy abilities ; but only to give an abridgment 
of it from time to time, to ferve both as a 
conncdlion to the civil hiftory, and to give 
the reader a general .'iccbunt of the moil re- 
markable occurrences relating to religion, in 


wdiich I have followed Mezeray, who hr j 
met with gniend appiohation. In this I bad 
ftiil in view, as 1 fUid already, not Che Ein- 
glifh, huf foreigners. By this you may judge, 
fir, that, acconling to this plan, 1 had little 
occnfion f«)r extiaoixiinaiy helps to clear up 
thufe oldcurc or doubtful paflages in tlie Hi(^ 
tory of England w'hicii are but of a mnnifell 
impoi tance : for if T had had all the afliilance 
})ofrihlc, I fhould not have been willing to 
enter into n circumflanti.-d derail of an inh- 
elite number uf fadt*:, v\ Inch would not have 
anfwcrcii my fcheme. 

1 come now to diver*, articles in your let- 
ter, in which you have the goodnefs to re- 
co.iimrnd fomc .iiithor*. fn me, and to give 
me fotne advice. I diH-latP, rhnt, had I 
been in Mr. Elmer's place, I ihould have 
fupprcflbd feveral pieces which he has in his 
Collcilion, and rather infcitcd feveral of thofe 
at the end of the fevcntettfirh volume. I hope 
you have received the copy of eximCis which 
1 had the honour to fend you. A cajitain of 
aihip, to whom it was configned at Rotter- 
dam, promifed to deliver it fafe into your 
hands. 

I h.ive find the Iie’p i'»f the Hiftories pnb- 
liihcd by Camden, Savil, Gale, but not that 
of Twifden. 1 made ufe of Uiher de Anti- 
quitatibus, .'Uid Stdlingflecr, Bede's EcclefiaRi- 
cal Hillory, and th.;: of Mr. Collier. 1 had 
the Life of .A-lfretl, hv Alfeiius and Spelman ; 
befules .William of M.ilmlbury, Henry of 
Huntingdon, Hov'eden, Biom|i(on, Matthew 
of Weltminllcr, Matthew Paris, and a num- 
ber of others univni'atly known, and which 
one cannot be without ti> compofe a Hiitory 
of F,nglnnd ; but 1 had not Atferiiis with 
notes lately publifhcd, nor the MS. Liber 
Rubens. Fo,* the icigii of king John, 1 
ufed SjieMi’s Chioinde, not knowing tfiat 
the life ^^f rh.at king was wrote by another. 
As it IS I i or I ; jeais fiiicc I was employed 
about the ivigns of John :tnd Henry HI. 1 
frank!} declare that 1 don't lememher tolinve 
found any ellentud difi'ereiice between the 
charter; of thel'c two kings. If there be any 
c^hei* m.ireriri ditlMcnce:' befides thofe which 
Mr. Tyriel has inlericd between two 
crotchets, yon will greatly tibligc me in let- 
ting me know them ; and, if it be worth the 
while, to caufe. the charter of Henry HI. to 
be copied for me. 'Tis jm]Mi(|ible for me tt> 
inform myfeif abovit if, be<.aufe the books I 
made ufe of being boi rowed, 1 have re- 
turned them long .ago. My Hiftui 7 contains 
a fitccinA account of the diifrreiices between 
Anfdni, Willrim Rufus, .ind Heni 7 l.._and 
for that I made ufe of Eadmer and Tyirej’s 
HiRory. 1 like* Mr. TvitcPs exn^tneR- very 
much ; b*4t he renders hts HiRory very drv, 

by 
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details and drcumftnnces which may lie 

Jieeable tu the Engiilh, bus caiiiiot fo 
well fiilted CO the Catte of foreiicn^^rs. 

'Tis true, chat havint; witii a great deal 
of cire examined the Annals of queen Eliza- 
hech's reign wmcc hr Camden, 1 tlioiight 
I clieiY evidently difcovereit a defign formed 
tujufVify the (iu|cn of Scotland, in which 
he is ilmngly oiipofed not only hy Buchanan, 
* but hy Melvil, w!i<» li:ul the leall intereit to 
blacken the reputation of that princefs. Not 
that I blame Camden, for being willing to 
iuCUfy Mary with ref|ic« 5 l to tpieen Kliziibeth ; 
but by endeavouring to make all her adions 
in Scotland nppe.ir innficent, he rendei's liim- 
felf inca^iable to explain Elizabeth’s policy 
as Co that unfiutiuuiCc ({ueen ; and in this I 
tlioiight it not (life to follow him. 1 am per> 
fu.Ried that Mary was guilty of diveix faults 
and irregularities committed in Scorland, tht»* 
Elizabeth had no manner of right to pitnifli 
lief for them ; and in lupiHifing her guiicvof 
thefe friiilts, one cle.iilv l'ee.s lu»w Ulizalfclh's 
policy knew how to draw advantage fmm 
them ; but, fuiipofiiig lier innocent, dcflroys 
all the foundation <»f Kl’zaheth’s coniUiA>. I 
am not ignorant how ditlirult, or rather ini- 
pollihle a thing it is, to writ** the reign of 
Charles I. to evei7 IkkIv's lari.sf:ieiion. Every 
man is already pre-enga'^ed to his partv, and 
mult find fault witli the hitlorian where lie 
is not abfolucely of his opinion. As this is j 
inutccr of Che givateli delicacv, concerning 
which 1 defire to lay nothing but the trurli, 
and dil'eiigage myfeir from all prejudice,. I iii- 
treat you, fir, don’t Cake it amifs chat I ex- 
plain here my tyllem on tliat fuhjeC:\ m a 
iTiaiuier a little fuller than wluc you luve ia 
my printed Pixipoi'als. 

I believe that Cli:irles L in the firft fifteen 
ye.irs of his reign, had formed pruie^E very 
contraiy to the ainditutiun of the Enghdi 
govcinment, and that he had coiifiderahly 
altered it during Chat time. 'I'lut the parlia- 
meuc of the 3d November, 1 640, at its open- 
ing, and in general, liad vciy jud and U«w- 
fui defigns, viz. to re^re Che goi'enimcnt 
to its natural llatc. 1 believe, tliat in that 
piirliamcnt chei'e was .1 party, chiefiy com** 
pol'ed.qf Prelbyterians, who, under a pretext 
of. favoui'iufc the general defim of the par- 
liament, pulh’d their views fardier ; and, be- 
ing in correfpcHidcnce with the Scots,, en- 
deavoured CO change the government of the 
ohurcli, which could not be dune- without 
making fome alteratioa in cht conftitution of 
the civil fpvemment, aadielfiyiin^ithe kin^ 
owe'r. la fa^lf - Charles 1. . was too much 
attached to tlie cIjukIi of England ; 'em which 
account the Prefibyterians could <expe£l iw- 
tldoft to. their. aikanhiiBey while tUe king. 
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continued. I likewife believe, that if the 
Prelbyterians and Scuts had luid lefs hatred, 
againlt tlie church of England, iho king 
might have been re-elbiblithed in a tolerable 
condicipn ; but it unluckily happened, that 
Che king relied too much on Che divifions in 
the parliament, and the Prelbyterians trnlleil 
C(Mi much Co tlKs necedicy which they faw the 
reduced to. This gave the Independeiita 
advantages, which they well know Ikiw to 
improve. As to what relates to the efifa- 
blilhmenc of the Coinmoiiwealth of Eii- 
ghiiid after the death of Charles t* t oivn, 
1 have not fufiiciently examined tliat affair to 
be able tu fix my judgment. 1 believe, in 
general, that thofe who helped to elbhtilb 
tliat Commonwealth, were men of great 
abilities and excellent feme : tliat fume of 
them liad riglit intentiuns, and for tli.it reafon 
Cromivell could not conform hanieif to 
tliem. 

As to the times, following, under tlie reign 
of diaries II. I lielieve the Eiiglilh run rhrm- 
felvc*^ on tlie quite oppolite rock, by receiv- 
ing voluntai'ily, and cotiCi'aiy to :dt reafoo, 
thiifc maxims which had met with fo much 
oppofition under the preceding reign. The 
deftre of repiriiig the i ijury done to Cliarlesl. 
had like to h.vvc i educed Eiigland to lU*- 
veiy, and noclivig lefs than a kind ot mi- 
racle was necelihiy to wlelwer it fmm chat 
danger.

REMARKS concerning the SAVAGES of NORTH AMERICA. By Dr. O. FRANKLIN. 


Indian men, when young, are hun- 

JL ters and warriors ; when old, counfeltors ; 
for all their government is by the counfel or 
advice of the fages ; there is no force, there 
are 110 prifons, no officers to com(iel olicdi.* 
ence, or inflidl punilhmciit. Hence thi*y 
generally Rudy oratory ; the belt fpeaker 
having the mod influence. The Indian 
women till the ground} drefs the food, nurfe 
aOd bring up the children, and preferve and 
hand down to poRr.rity the memory of public 
tranfaiStioiis. Thcfc employments of men 
and women are account etl natural and honour- 
able. Having few artifleial wants, they have 
abundance of Ic-ii'ure for improvement by 
omverratinn. Our lahuiious manner of life 
compared with theirs, they eCleeni lUvifli 
and bale ; and Che le<‘itTi!iig on w’liich we 
value ouiftUes, they icgard as frivolous and 
ufeivrt. 

Having frequent occafions to hold public 
count ils, they Imve acquired great order and 
decency in conducting thcni. The old men 
fit in the forcmoll ranks, Che warriors in the 
next, and the women and children in the 
bindmoih 'Ihe buiinei^ of the women is to 
take exadt notice ot what palles, mipiint it 
in rlieir memories, for the)’ have no writing, 
and communicate it to their children, 'i'ltcy 
are tlie records of the cimncil, and they pic- 
iisrve tnklition of the Itipulatioiis in . tieatics 
a hundred years fiatk; which when we 
compare with our writings, we ahvays find 
exadt. He that would fpeak, riles. I'he 
red obfetve a pixifuuiid lilcncc. When he 
has flniihed, and fits down, Uiey leave him 
five or fix minutes to recolle< 6 t, that if he lus 
omitted an/ thing he intended to fay, or has 
' any thing to add, lie may rife again, ;md de- 
liver it. To interrupt another, ewu in eom- 
roon converfacion^^is reckoned highly in- 
decent. ' 

The politenefs of thefe favages in CQnvel^-^ 
ibtion is, indeed, carried to excefs; fince 
it docs not permit- tliem to contradict or 
deny tbs truth of what is al&rted in tbeir 
prefci^' By this, means they ii^e^ avoid 
difputes; but then it becomes difficult to 
know ijMr minds, or wbac impreffion you 
fnake upon them. Tlie miffionaries who 
have attempted to convert them to.chriR)anj^, 
all complain of this is one of the great dtf- 
toltics of cbeir miffiop. The Xiidiaos hear 


with patience tiie tniths of the gofpcl ex- 
plained to them, and give their ufiial tokens 
of alfcnc and approbation : you w’oiild chink 
tliey were convinced. No luch matter. It 
IS mere civility. 

A Swed.fli ininiRer having aflembled the 
Chiefs of the Sufquehanaii Indians, made a 
fermou to them, acquainting them WTth the 
principal hirfO'*V.al fjdls on w Iiich our religion 
is ftuintl.Hl ; fuchai tlie talliif ourflrR parents 
by eating an apple ; the coming of ChriR to 
repair the milchicf ; his miracles and fuffer- 
ing, Slc. — W'hen he had linifhed, an Indian 
Orator ftoixl up to thank him. “ What yiiu 
“ have told i^/’ lays he, is all very good. 

It is indeed bad to eat apples. It is better 
“ to make them all into cider. We are 
** much obliged l>y your kindnefs in coming 
** io far, to tell us tliufe tilings which you 
“ have heard from your mothers. InieCurn, 
** 1 will tell you fome of tliofe wc have heard 
•• from ours. 

« In the beginning, our fathen had only 
** the rtcfli of animals to fuhfill on ; and if 
** their hunting w'as uiifiicccfsful, they were 
•* Rnrviiig. Two of our young hunters 
<* having killed a deer, made a lire in the 
** wikkIs to broil fome p.u ts of it. When 
“ they w'cre about tf> fatisfv their hunger, 

** they beheld a beautiful young woman 
« defeend from the clouds, and feat herl'elf 
on that hill which you fee yonder among 
the Blue Mountains. They faid to eAch 
“ other, It is a Ipirit that {lerhaps has fmelt 
our broiling venifon, and wilhes to eat of 
“ it ; let us offer fome to her. They pre- 
** fenced her w ith tlie tongue 1 flie w as 
** pleafed writh the C.dte of it, and faid, Y'our 
kindnefs lhall be rewarded. Come to this 
'* place after thirteen moons, and you ffiall 
find fnmetbing that will be of great benefit 
’in noiirifhing you and your children to the 
‘^ 'lateR generations. They did fo, and, to 
** 'their furprKe, found plants they had never 
** feeu before ; but which, from cliat ancient 
** time, have been conltintly cultivated 
among us, to our great advantage. 

** 'Where her right-hand had touched the 
M ground, they found maize; where lier 
** left hand had touched it, iti^ found kidney- 
beans; and wliere her backfide had fat 
** •on it, they found tbbacca*' The good 
Miffiowtfy, difgufted with this idle tale, faid, * 

I* wiiat 
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V what I dellvertdto you w^re facred tn^bs 1 
** but wliat you tell me is mere faj^le^ fiAion, 
** and falfehcod.'* The Indiani offended, 
replied, ** My brother, it feems your friends 
** have not done you juffice in your educa- 
cations they have not well in(tni61ed yon 
** in the rules of gommon civility. You faw 
** tliat we^ who underftand and praflife thofe 
** rules, believed all your Itoiies, why do yutt 
refufeto believe ours.'* 

When any of them come into out* towns, 
our people are apt to crowd round them, 
^aze upou them, and incommode them 
where they defire to be private s this they 
cffeens great rodenefs, and the eifedl of tlie 
yvant of inltrudion in the rules of civility 
and good manners. We have/* fay they, 
** as much curioAty as you, and when you 
f* come into our towns, we with for npivir- 
tunities'of looking at you; but fur this 
<< pjjrpofe we hide ourfclves behind bulhes 
** where you are to pafe, and never intrude 
ourfclves into your company/' 

Their manner of entering one another's 
villages has likewife its rules. It is recl^uned 
uncivil in travelling Itrangers to enter a vil- 
lage abruptly, without giving notice of their 
approach. Therefore, as foon as they arrive 
within hearing, they flop and holl.i, remain- 
ing there till invited to enter. 'I'wo old men 
ufually come out to them and lead them in. 
There is in every village a vacant d welling, calU 
ed The Strangers Houfe. Here they are placed, 
while the old men go round from hut tp but, 
acquainting the inhabitants that (Grangers are 
ariived, who are probably hungry and weary j 
and every one fends them what he can fpare 
of vifluals, and Atins to repofe on. When 
the (Irangers are refrefhed, pipes and tobacco 
are brought ; and then, but nut before, con- 
^erfation begins, with enquiries who they 
are, whither bound, what news, &c. and it 
ufually end 3 with offers of fervicc if the 
Grangers l^ave occaAun for guides, or any qe- 
cclfiiies for continuing their journey j and 
nothing is expedked for the enivnainment. 

I’hc fame hofpicality, effeemed among 
them as a principal virtre, is pradlifed by 
private perfons ; of which Cwrad iVtiferf our 
nrerpreter, gave me the following iiiltaiice : 
He had been naturalized among the Six Na- 
tions, and fpoke well the Mohock language. 

In going through the Indian country, to cairy 
a nieAage from our governor to the council 
at Onondag.!^ he called at the habitation of 
Cmajfetegot an old acquaintance, who eiq' 
braced him, fpread furs far him to At op» 
placed before hind fome boiled beans and ve« 
nifon, and mixed fome rum and water for 
his drink. When he was well refrefl;ed, 
and had lit his pipe, Canaffetego began to 
roiiverfe with him s afked bow be had fared 
nuRf?. MAd, 


the-roany years ^nce they had feen each otlief, 
whence ho then came, what had occafioned . 
the journey, &c. Conrad aofwered all his. 
queffions ; and when the difeourfe began to 
flag, the Indian, to continue it, faid, Con - 
** fid, you have lived lung among the white 
** people, and know fomeching of their cuf- , 
loms i I have been foonetimes at Albany, 
** arid have obferved, that once in feven days 
they ftiut up their ihops, and aflenible all 
** in the great houfe ; tell me what it is for. 

—What do they do there?" ** They meet 
<< there,’* fays Conrad, to hear and leara 
« good things,** I do not doubt,*' fays the 

Indian, that they tell you fo $ they have 
** told me the fame : but I doubt the truth 
of what they fay, and I will tell you my 
** reafons. 1 went lately to Albany to fell 
** my Acins, and buy blanketr, knives, pow. 
" der, rum, Sec. You know 1 generally 
ufed to deal with Hans Hanfon, but I was 
a little inclined this time to try fome other 
** merchants. However, I called Arft upon 
Hans, and afleeJ him what he would give 
Cor beaver. He faid, he could not g.nt 
** more than four (hillings a pound : •• but," 
** fays he, I cannot talk on bufincfsnow; this 
is the day when we meet together to learn 
** good t hing T,and4 am going to the meeting,'* 
** .So 1 thought to m) felf, fmee I cannot do 
any bufinefs to day, I may as well go to 
** thcemeeting too, and 1 went with him.— • 
There flood up a man in black, and be- 
gati to talk to the people very angi ily. 
** 1 did not undeifland wliat he faid i but 
** perceiving that he looked much at me, 
and at Hanfon, I imagined he was angry 
** at feeing me there; fo I went out, fat 
down near the houfe, flru:k Are, and lit 
** my pipe, waiting till the meeting (houl^ 
** break up. I thought coo, that the man ha4 
memioneil fomething of beaver, and I fuf- 
** peeled it migliC he the fubjeA of their 
** meeting. So when they came out I ac*

Jn the Sia^ Voluihe of ^ledieaJ Oh/ervatkns and Enfuit its juft puMifticJ, arc fomc Remarks 
' hy did late Dr« Fotukro i ll, on the Complaint cumrooi 1y known by the Name of the 
Bick Head Acb. After ti eating of the S)mptoms and Caufus of this Difnrdtr, and the 
Medical Preferiptious proper for it, the Dodlor proceeds to the following Osf skvations 
on P.ET in general. 


r ' is not folely with a view to the cure of 
this fick head-ai li, of which 1 have been 
treating, that 1 wifh to offer fome general re- 
iledlions on thd dietetic part oi medicine, and 
to point out the oecefTaiy reflriAions in order 
to its cure, but like wife, as they may be of 
fome importance in the m^uia^ement of many 
Ollier chronic and anomalous difeafes, as weU 
^ for the preferyation of he*{ltli in general. ' 
Nothing is of fo much ^^fequence to in- 
valids, and the more delidite of both fexcs,a« 
attention to quantity.— I'bere are many peo- 
ple who feem to be pofteft'ed of fpeh powers 
Of digeftion as to be under po feftraints op 
eba^ account, and who never 'feel themfelves 
incommoded either with i^dintity or l\,f 
moft heterogeneous qualities of their food. — 
They rife from the molt plentiful mixed and 
rich repafts, without any kind of apparent 
iinearinefs. But this u nut the cafe with the 
gener<ility. Tliey are af|e€led witli iineafi- 
nefs, fome in one way, feme another, by thq 
unnatui'ol load. And how often do we hear 
fuch complaining of thp ill effcAs of this' or 
that paiticnl.ir kind of d et, ' when, peihaps^ 
their fuffyringi arife from the qii.incicy of al'j, 
rather than the difagrcepient of any ! 

' It demands' ;tftentiun to nbferve that juft 
medium, .md no lets refolotiou to keep tp it, 
which the itiimach invaijpbly points oqr in' 
refpedl toqinn^ky, The Lovf much muft be 
determined by ^eVery individual | and tho/e 
who are happy enough to abftain at the firft 
fenfation oT fatiety,have made great progrefs. 


in the art of maintaining fuch a command of 
appetite, as, under moll chronic indifpfifi « 
tions, is one of tpe greatcil aids of recovli'y, 
and, in hea4h, is ope of the ipreft prefeiva- 
vatives againft them. 

It is a dodlrine, however trite and famiiiar| 
which cannot be too ftrungly inculcat^ ; as 
a Dcgle^ of this atteutioo to the quantity of 
food proportioned to the necelTicy of each in- 
dividual is fooner or later followed with thq 
moft ferious confequences. To the ftroiig 
and robuft, inflammatory difeafes happen, and 
all fuch as proceed from plenitude and acri- 
mony combined, as tpe gout, and many other 
chronic indifpofitioos. To the more tender anc^ 
delicate^ it 1^ the parent of a nuiperous pro- 
geny of diftempers affedli^g both body and 
mind s there is fcarcely a malady that can be 
named, which either does not cirigin'tte fron^ 
this negled^ of diet, or is no( ipcivafed by it, 
t^ the difeafe at length bids defiance even to 
teipperance itfelf gpd all prefeription. 

What renders this attepndh b invalids of 
(hi$ order ftill the more neceffaryis, that they, 
are often fnhjedi to a falfe aj^tiie, to ^ 
craving- thpt does not arifis from pie demands 
of health, but from the iporbid piquancy o( 
Clie juipgs in the ftomach, whjpi promptg 
them to eat more, and more hrtuueialy ihaq 
nature ret^iiires t whence it happais that fiich^ 
people are often difpofed to take ip] much moi e 
mn can be digefted ; to devour ' tlieir food, 
rather than eat it ; by which means tlieir fuf-' 
feringsare increafed, the difeafe gains ground. 


^ It is remarkable, that in all ages and countries bofpitality has been allowed as tlie virtue 
of thofe whom the civilized were pleafcd'to'rali barbarians. The Greeks bljehraied tlm 
Scythians for ic j the Saracens pofTefled ic etpinently } and it is to this day the reigning virtue 
of the wild Arabs. Paul too, in the relation of his voyage, and fhipwreck cm the iflanii 
of Melira, fays, ** The barbamus people ftiewed'ns no little kindnefs; for they kindled a 
4/fire, and received us evei j one, becaufe bf tlie prefeni Vain, and hecaufo of the coId.|’ 
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defeats every fiurpofe of tbe phyficiany and 
ica Js them into fume permanent and incurable 
knalady. • 

And fhnuld (he patients have admitted an 
opiivou (and fuch an opinion occurs but too 
bttrii) that their recovery will be aided by 
taking in a greater Ihare of food, thirir mif- 
foi (une is compile*'. Thefe are 1 ot ideal 
ikMits in the htftory of the Tick ; they are 
known to he but too true by every phyficlan 
of obfervation and they cam >Mt be mentioned 
too ofct^n, or with ton much ferve.icy, for 
the fake of thofe who are liable to become 
Che viAims of appetite or inarccniiion. 

liurly luthics of felf-commatid are of the 
iicmoft benefit to all ; and even thofe who 
do not feel ahy immediate diftrefs froiti 
the utmoll repletion at prefent, would find 
it their incerett to be moderate and difereet. 

The cufioms of Cbuiitiies, in refpefi C6 
meals, .*iie difierent. BreakfaA, dihner, and 
fupper, iiave been, in this couniry, habitual. 
Suppers, a: prefent, are difeouraged among 
the »niu£iic s and exccfllve ones, fuel! as have 
bten ill ufe among oUr anceltors, Very pro- 
bably with good reafon } yec theie are (bmh 
conf^itutions to which this practice may not 
be beneficial : two very moderate meals, at 
a fuicable dillance, may perhaps be digefted 
with much more eafe than one full meal, and 
be made nkoie cunfilleiit witli the duties of 
life in various ficiiations. Frcitn obfervation 
I am led to fufpefi, when people alTure 
us they eat no Tapper, that it would be battel: 
for them if they did, tlian to opprefs nature 
With a cumbrous load, that may be much 
more detrimental. 

The general bre^kfafl of people, from the 
higheft to ilielowell, is tea, coffee, or cho- 
colate. 1 fay general, becaufe there arc many 
exceptions ; fonie for one reafon, fome for 
Dtheis, making choice of other fubditutes, 
as tlieii inclinations or opinions guide them. 

To the ai tides I liave mentioned, bread 
of Tome kind, with more or lefs butter and 
fugar, are cumnioiily Joined Co make up the 
meal. . We are often afked, and not impro- 
perly, what our opinion is of thefe articles 
Irei'ptAivcly, in refpedt to their being more 
or Ufs wholcfome 7 Perhaps the mofl perti- 
nent anfwer in common would be Chat which 
is reported of the late Dr. Maiideville, of fa* 
tnous memory, who being often tbe convi. 
Vial guefi (1 think it was) of one of tire firlt 
Earls of Macclesfield, was frequently inter-^ 
I'ogated on the fubjedk of diet : Dodtur, is this 
whole/ome7 Does your Lordfhip like it? 
Yes. Does it agree with your Lor dihip f 
Y es. Why then it is wbolefome. 

Perhaps this is the belt diredlton that can 
be given, provided we can caution the enqui- 
rer againit the m mich. 


From many iueontefiible proofs thut but- 
ter in confiderable quantities is injurious, it is 
lefs ufetl in many families. It is found, by 
many, to be very difficult of digeftion, efpe- 
pecially when toafled before the fire» or fried, 
as well as in fauces. Many people, appa- 
rently robuft, and whofe oxgana of digefiion 
are firong, often find themfelves much dif- 
oidered by brge quantities of butter. No- 
thing more fpeeddy and efllcAoally gives the 
fick head-acb, and fometimes within a very 
few hours. After breakfaft, if much to»ft 
and butter has been ufed, it begins witli a An- 
gular kind of glimmering in tlie fight ; ob- 
je^ fwiftly changing their apparent poficiori, 
furronnded with luminous angles, like tliofa 
ol a fortification. Gidilinefs comes on, head- 
ach, and ficknefs. An etnetic and warm 
water foon walh ofF the oflending matter, 
and remove thefe diforders. Thefe are ctr- . 
cumfianccs that often happen to people who 
are inattentive to the quantity of butter they 
cat at breakfaft, and which are very often 
attempted to be cured by very different re- 
medies, and improper ones. Afuddengid- 
dinefs, let it arife from what caufe it may, 
and it anfes ofteneb, I believe, from fome 
diiorder in the ftoitiach tlian from ell other 
caufes pot together, is a fufficient motive to 
call the furgeoA,* who muft have a largo 
(hare of difintereftednefs and (kill, not to bo 
compelled to bleed the patient, fometimea 
undeocircumftances that do not admit of ic 
with impunity. 

A moderate quantity of frefh butter with 
bread expofed as little to the fire as poffibJe, 
or not at all, tiut ufed cold, appears to me 
to be wholcfome ; it is capable of becoming, 
with the other aliments, as foft and inofien- 
five chyle, perhaps, as any part of diet. 

The fame thing nuqrt pwbspf, be faid oC 
coffee as of tea ; the heari the ftrength, and 
the quantity, make it unwhotefome ot other- 
wife. There are nations wHh almoft livo 
upon it, as others do on lOe ; amofigft ridther 
do we meet with difeafes that can joftfy be 
aferibed to thefe ingredieuls id the common 
coorfe of living. 

Chocolate may feera to require more con- 
fideration. Jt is, as we all know, the fruit 
of a tree growing in the V^kft Indies^ ground 
into a pafte with other ingredients, and 
ferves as repaft to multitudes of people of all 
conditions. It has not been obferv^, 1 be- 
lieve, tliat thofe who, in this manner, make 
cluic^te a part of their food, are fubjedt to 
any particular difiempen. It may be confi- 
dered, therefore, as a wliolefome kind of 
breakiaft to thofewho like k, and with whom 
it agrees. It is of an undtnqus nature, there- 
fore little or no butter Ihoiiiif ufed with it. 
Were it commoi^ly made thinner than is the 
£ a general 
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.general praftioe^ and a large proportion of 
milk addMl, it would feem toke much more 
proper far common ufe, than as It is gene- 
raUy fcrved op at prvfent. 

To all thefe fugar is for the moft part a 
necelTary addition ; and, perhaps, much de- 
pends on the quantity of this addition, whe- 
ther they are to be ftyled wholefome or other- 
wife. Nothing IS more common than to hear 
perfons complaining of the heart-burn after 
breakfafl, afcribing it to the tea, or the other 
articles they have been drinking. The li- 
quors themfelves have no (hare, or very little, 
in producing tliis complaint. It arifes from 
the bread, the butter, the fugar, in conianc- 
tlon } and is a proof that more of fome of 
thefe, or all of them together, has been 
taken than the ilomacli could digeft : and 
this circumftance oiiglit to be a flanding mn. 
nitor againft excefs in quantity, even of things 
deemed the mod inoddDfive. 

Cofhse, perhaps, is aiiexceptum to what 
was (aid above, that the licpiors chcmfclvcs 
have little or 09 (hare in producing the liearc- 
burn. Colfte made fweet fcldoin fails to 
produce it ; and it would he right to u(e as 
little fugar with it a'* poflTjblf . 

The efte^ls of improper condudl in refped 
10 thofe things which now conditute our 
break fads, are of litde canfc()uencc, com. 
pared with thofe which arife from the well- 
covered table at noon. The indulgences of 
breakfids fupply but very few materials for 
dedrudtion. The repeated exce(re<>' al din- 
ner are fenous afTairs. — It has been 
thought, that more people ffalTcr hy hard 
drinking, than immoderate eating. My oh- 
I'ervation leads me ir cake the oppofiie fide. 
As prefent, indeed, the former practice 13 
generally banifhed to the vulgar; but whild 
It prevailed to the utmoit, it lecms to me chat 
more were injured by excels of diet, than of 
dunking, i^ut leaving tl.is to other cmpii- 
rers, 1 hade to a few ohfervations on a tub. 
iedt very incereding to the generality of man- 
k-nd. 

Tliough 1 think the quantity of food is a 
matter principally to be regarded, yet the 
quality is not a matter of indifference. I am 
not to be ranked among (|ie robud and athle- 
tic } perhaps L am a good deal below the 
middle point orgAieral drength. 

It was aecelf«ry for me to obferve fume 
management in refpedi to my own health, 
and Co attend to the javantla and 
yrt willtoiit adiqMing it as a rule, tluc others 
ought to live as I found was mod confident 
with my drength and ability. A great part 
of my life lias been f|ienc amongd the infirm 
aitd invalid : it was^y, it was necefTary lo 
obferye whal kind of dicti what kind of omi- 


du6l was ftrofier to be attended toby theges- 
nerality. From this fource 1 have endear-^ 
voured to draw indrudion ; and for the bb- 
nefic of fueh, thefe refledlions are offered. 

If we look idco the hidory of mankind 
inhabiting the different parts of the globe, fo 
far as we are acquainted with it, we fhall 
find that different nations fubfid on kinds (of 
diet very differeftt from eceh other ; yet all 
enjoy a degree of health that is competent CO 
their duties in life in the countries they Inlia- 
bit. A great part of the Eadern world is 
principally fubfided by rkfe and vegetables.—* 
Many countries live upon fifh; others on a 
mixed diet, partly animal, partly vegetable. 
Some have no fermented liquors, otliers ufe 
noi^e elfe. Yet all, compared with each 
other ID the fame community, are healthy. 
The Author ' ^ Nature has fe formed us, and 
condi iidted the organs of digedion, that wo 
^an gradually accommodate ouifelves to every 
fpecics of aliment live on rice, on vege- 
tables, on animal food fulely or mixed with 
vegetables, without fuflering injury. No 
kind of food hurts us ; we are capable of 
being accudomed to every thing ; but this 
is not the cafe in regard to quantity. Nature, 
by degrees, may be accuflomed to fubdue 
and change into nutriment aimed every pai^ 
of tlie creation Chat is produced $ but to quan- 
tity (be yields : if there is not fufficienr, decay 
ciilnes ; if too much is nfed, fatal oppreflion. 

One of the fird articles of diet 1 (hall men- 
t'on, IS bread; and that only to fay,- that to 
digclt it properly, if taken in confulerahie 
qu.int'.cic'', very ftrong organs are reciuifite. 
1 he hiifbandman and labourer find no diffi- 
ciilties in tins refpedt ; but to many others 
tins IS not the cafe. In weak domachs, a 
large proportion of bread is indigellible ; h( 
tuins four, produces the heart-hum, flatulen- 
cies, and hitcrrnpis the perfect concodiuii of 
every thing elfe. 1 his is not owing to any 
fuppofeil adiiUeration in common ; ikt do 1 
hclieve bivad is adulreraced tufuch degree as 
many apprehend ; but to its own naftire, 
which requires organs of a certain drength 
to airimilate it propei ly ; and if not fo aflimi- 
latcd, it happens, as in many other cafes, the 
corriipcioiv of wiiaC is good makes it the 
word of .ill otheis. 

On this principle I have endeavoured to 
inculcate the neceflity of paying much atten- 
tion Co this capital article of diet to valetudi- 
naries in general ; never to abflain from is 
wholly, bur to ufe it with mtxlerarion ; to 
confider it as one of thofe things which, fpar- 
ingly ufed, was exrremely neceilary and bene* 
ficiat s if otherwife, the fruitful '^fource of 
many complaints, which were little fufpe^ed 
to arife from this caufe. 
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In this countryi animal food of one kind 
or another conltitutes the chief part of our 
nourifhmenc. That there are fome kinds of 
more eafy, fome of h.ird«r digaiion than 
others, is well known to every body. Yet 
1 am inclined to cl.ink, there is fcarcely any 
part of animal diet in ufe, that would not 
occafi'tnaily he nude to agree, that is, to he 
digeited withoutftiuch didiculrj, if we were 
full as anxious in refpeff to excels of quan- 
tity, as the unfuirablencfi of the kind; at 
Ifad this opinion coirtfponds with my own 
obfervation and experience. If a perfon eats 
as much of ham, filted beef or bacon, as be 
ought to do of Cidi or of chicken, he may 
fuffer by it. 

The articl'- of pudding, on an EngUlh 
table, is an affair of confcquence. After a 
plentiful dinner of animal food, rich fweet 
puddings, delTcrta, or even fruit, ftem a very 
unnatural and improper addition { moreefpe- 
ciaily if the puddings are baked : for a little 
butter, long expofed to the heat of an oven, 
becomes, oftentimes, a caufe of much fuf- 
fering. 

Of vegetables it will be neceflary to fay 
fomething. The rule in general is, to ap- 
peal to what bef% agrees. In this refpeA, with 
each particular conilitution. 1 have only one 

fhort caution to give on this head. Thofe 

who think it niceflary to pay any attention 
to their health at table, (hould take care that 
the quantity of bread, and of niear, and of 
puddings and of greens, ihould not compofe 
each of them a meal, as if fome were only 
thrown in to make weight ; but carefully to 
oblbrve tliat the fiini of all together do not 
exceed due bounds, or incroachupon the dill 
feelings of faiiecy. 

In refpedtto fruit, 1 apprehend it is a moif 
injurious practice to eat ir, as generally 
done, after a plentiful meal. There arc fome 
people who may be happy enough net to feel 
themfelves incuinmoded by any quaniiry 
can take; but this is not the cafe w'Ch the 
generality, to whom i appeal lor the proof 
•f this adertion. 

Fruit was given us for ufe, as well as plea* 
fure ; to contribute to our health, not to hurt 
jr« The forenoon Teems, of all others, the 
moll fuitable feafon, unlels it is taken inftead 
of a meal. This 1 believe is the cullom in 
many parts olthe woild, and feems moll 
conflllmt with health and right reafon. This, 
and another cullom which 1 believe prevails 
in France, 1 IhoiiJU be glad to fee introduced 
into England more generally, for fome fami- 
lies have long been in the praAlceof it; 
which is, to drink what may be neceiTary, 
what health or inclination requires, during 
the repad, and then to difzrifs ilie bottle en- 
tirely. 


It might f«em not Improper, in this ^ace^ 
to mention my opinion of the different kind* 
of liquors,* refpe^ng clieir comparative ad- 
vantages. 

The leffer quantity of fermented liquore 
we accullom ourfelves to, the better. 

To abllainfrom fpirits of every kind, how- 
ever diluted, as much at may be. 

Where mild, well.brewed beer agrees, to 
keep ir, as beverage. 

Where water docs not dlfagree, to value 
the privilege, and continue ir. « 

In refpeA to wine, cuftom, for the moll 
part, will decide. The lefs the exeef^ ia 
quantity, the more confident with health and 
Jong life. 

Punch is a favourite with many ; if \i*eaic, 
in hot bilious conlTiiurions, when naturally 
fo, or wliich become fuch by a long rcfidence 
in warm climates, it f.ems not to be an un- 
whoiefome compoficicn. Like what has been 
faid of diet in general, fo liJcewJfe it may be 
added in refpe^t to liquors : it is the quantity, 
in common, that does more harm than tlw 
kind ; and people, cfpecially in the fore part 
of life, cannot be too folicitous to Ihun tlw 
firll temputions to the love of fpirituous it* 
quors. 

Tliere is another repad which, fince tl« 
introduAiun o{ is become a kind of ne- 
cfeiihry of life, and as much cxpecled in eveiy 
family as the other ufual meals themfelves. 
It lyay not, perhaps, be wholly improper to 
fuggeitfome confidcrations refpeding the ti.'e 
of tea and cedee afier dinner. If wc m^y 
judge from vai ions circunifianccs, from the 
time of dinner digedion is peiforming during 
the courfe of fcveral hours. This o^ieialfoit 
requires hibour and rime In performing it, 
more or ids, in propoinim to the quanriry 
of food tr.k&ii in, and the j>owersufdigellion. 
Much fc'od taken Into a weak domacti ic- 
quires a greater length of time, if it is digeded 
at all, chan where iSfs has been received. . 

Wliild chat power, which vve call nacure, 
is performing this talk, a fccond in added, 
which, though of a lighter quality, add> to 
the quantity, and, as it mud be allimilared to 
the chyle now forming, is an additional bur- 
then. To the robed this may appear trilling g 
it is not felt. But to th^e who may be faid 
to be barely not valetudinary, it is a matter 
of fome cunfequence. 

It is thought by many that tea alHds di- 
geltion, by the additional dimulus of ita 
quantity; it may excite the domach and duo- 
denum to pafs the digcfling food fooner chan 
they otlierwife would ha^e done, and fooner 
tSian the chyle is propctly elaborated >it 
may periiaps airiit in carrying od' flatulency 
and the feed together. This, atlcadyiamy 
opinion of it ; and i therefore think the fob- 
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jeAs of \Vliom 1 have hctn fpeakln?, ought 
to drink either tea or coifec with great mo- 
deration ; never to make it fweet, coffee ef- 
pecially ; and to e^t with it as feldom as pof* 
fible. For cither fweec cakes, cakes of any 
kind, or butter ih any proportion, rather 
retard digeftion than promote it. The onlf 
proper time to drink either tea or coffee, or 
any fuch beverage, with faftty of advantage, 
ia CO take it as foon after dinner pofTible^ 
and indead of fitting down to the bottk.-^ 
This is one of thofe culioms which, perhaps, 
might be adopted by us with fetrer difad- 
vanrages than many of the fafhions we re- 
ceive from our neighbours. As on the due 
performance of digeliibn depends mucli of 
our health, eafe, and profpeA of longevity : 
fo we ought mod flodioufly to avoid every 
thing that has a probable chance of Inter* 
fupting it. 

1 have providonally recommended /uppers 
to the objeAs of thefe remarks ; as thinking 
that nature can effedi that eafily at twice, 
which at once would caufe fome degree cf 
didrefs. 1 have had oocalion to remaik to 
you, that the robud are not perfeAly fecure 
from Che dangerous ededls of a full meal.'— 
Apoplexies, perhaps, proceed more fre- 
quently from this caufb, than all the red 


put to|;etIief. If perfonS fed no Injury froid 
eating twice a day, neiciwr from a m.al tVif.* 
dcient to ferve the [furpefes of fiealth taken 
at once, let them pei feveKe ih the praAice. 
Experience^ caucioufly attended to, is mod 
certainly the bed guide. From one caufe or 
anoilier, the pradiice appears to increjfe of 
abdainingframfuppers entirely, -^ndis rather 
td be encouraged in the general ; for tliofe 
who havd but little tommand over them* 
felvcs at dinner, ought not to have the far- 
ther temptation to exc'cd what is right at a 
feeond meal. Where diferetion prevails, and 
efpeciaJly in perfons of bufmefs where atten- 
tion Is required, tlie plan 1 have propofed 
would feem more proper, to divide chd 
meals 3 efpecially fuch whofe occupations re- 
quire the full and immediate exercife cf every 
faculty. 

To deferibe in detail what Would be pro- 
per for the purpofc, belongs not to this place. 
1 will only mention, that the Icfs it is in 
quantity, and the li^'liter in kind, the better. 
Many of the perfons I hate dedribed, will 
not bear liquid flippers fo well as folids. In- 
deed the volume hints them as much as any 
thing.. Broth, gruel, panada, and the like, 
felduni are eafy to them, and fettn to dif* 
agree, by becoming ftaCulcnt and opprefllve.

A SPIRIT of enquiry and curiofity is the 
direA road to knowledge. Whatever 
engages our Rudy and attention, however in- 
confiderable in icfelf, Rillhc'lps to enlarge our 
conceptions. It is not merely from the ex- 
tent of our reading that depth of erudition 
is to be acquired } but ^our improvement is 
promoted rather by the ideas which we form, 
and the conclufions which we draw from 
thence. Hence arife the advantages peculiar 
to the Rudy of hiRory 3 for, having theieby 
laid before os as well the erroneous maxims 
by which nations or individuals have been 
hurried into ri%i, as tliofe wifer foundations 
on which they have built the fupw RruAure 
of happinefs and profperiry, we are led un- 
awares to form fome plan for avoiding in our 
own conduA what has been fo ruinous in 
theirs, and for making a proper ufe of thofe 
means whofe fuccefs has been already expe- 
rienced. 

Thus much premiAd, it will be no matter 
of furprife, if, after lately perufing the inci- 
dents of that memorable sera in our hiRory 
when the din of war refounded in every quar- 


ter of this Iflandj and the inlrlgueaof a dark 
politician brought the head of Majefty to the 
block, J have formed fome idea of the juf- 
licc or injuRicc of the meafurcs of the paities, 
and have juRified the one, and condemnrd 
the other. Neither, however, has been to- 
tally deRitute of defendants, and even the pen 
of a Milton has been engaged in* apologizing 
for the regicides : it miy, therefore, be nei- 
ther unentertaining nor foreign to the pur. 
pofe of this paper, to take a candid view of 
the arguments adduced by each in fuppoit of 
their feveral pretenfions ; and if our favour 
Riall preponderate on the fide of royalty, and 
refled on the condudlof its opponents, let not 
maliciousprcjudicechargeus with a fervileadd- 
lation to the prefenthappy eftabliRimenc of our 
gevernnienc, nor with a renunciation of the 
charaAer we profefs to fupport. Let thefC 
juvenile cflTufiens be confideied, as they really 
are, the efFuflons ef impartiality and reafbn. 
In order to form a right judgment of this 
intricate and diRant affair, it will be necef- 
fary to take a general furvey of collateral cir- 
cumRanceSf of the rules which thepredecef- 
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fore of the uohappy Charles had obferved In 
their adminiftration, and of the fentimeota by 
which his fubjeAs were generally irflaenoed*. 
The happy tyrAony of Elizabeth had defeated 
the overt violence of foreign foes, and the 
machinations of doipefti : •a^ion : the repr#- 
fentatives pf the people, though in this reign 
^hey made higheia advances to independence 
^han had been formerly attempted, partly in- 
bulging the tendemefs of her fex, partly ter- 
rified by her inexorable feverlty, tacitly yielded 
^o her diAates, and even endured he: infults, 
when by her mimllers (he reproached them 
virith ignorance, with a filent fubitiillion.— <• 
The limits of Che di(lin£( branches of the con- 
ilitution as yet lemained to be defined, and 
the bounds of thp prerogative were, perhaps, 
equally unknown to King and fiihjcfls ; the 
people therefore willingly acquiefeed in the 
inofi unwarrantable exertions of ir, and 
diAided to difpute what had been handed 
down uncontroverted through feveral centu- 
ries. The Englifii monarchy feemed alto- 
gw'Cher abfolute, and its authority little more 
circumferibed than that of an Eaitern defpot. 

in thefubfequent reign, when another fa- 
mily atfumed' the reins of government, the 
f.ime arbitrary meafurcs were (till purfued, 
though with greater oppofition, and the fame 
exalted ideas of the regal power entertained. 

In the mean time, a fpirit of liberty and 
pf enquiry began to dawn among the people, 
and gathered ftrength apace : they were re- 
folved fully to' invefiigate the maxims by 
which the condu A of their ancefiors had been 
direfled, and refufed fervilely to imitate the 
copy that was left them. Confidering the 
original equality of mankind, they thought it 
altogether unjufi and unreafonable, that a 
^ruel tyrant (houid ifiipcrioufly difpofe the wills 
and affeftions of a multitude of his fellow, 
creatures ; and as they were fiiJl more en- 
^amed againll the court by the haughty info- 
lence of the Duke of Buckingham, they were 
paturally incited to call in queftion the legality 
of its meafures. Little fatisfied with confining 
(heir enquli ies and theirendeavours to their own 
times, they propofed to render the Crown inca» 
pable of opprefii ng their pofierity, which might 
be Irfs dffpofed to oppofe it. Thcfe views, 
when fcconded by a parliament remarkable 
for uncommon abilities, and fupporced by 
pnen of the deeped knowledge and profoundefi 
judgement, by the experience of a Pym, the 
courage of a Hampden, and the aitificea of x 
Vane, began to operate early in Charles^ 
reign : and a grant of the necc^ary fupplieis 
was always refufed, but when the price of 
fome valuable conoefl\on from the Crown. 

Unhappily for Charles, he had imbibed the 
loftKfl ideas of the rights of Princes, and bad 
tf^n caught, as well by the example as tiip 


ppeoepts of his father, to confider the extent 
of his prerogative as boutidlefs j and ever 
(hudfleied at the thought of leaving an im- 
paired authority to his fqccelTors. Adluater| 
by thefe principles, he was determined, and 
indeed obliged, to exert every latent powery 
and claim every dormant privilege, to defray 
the neeelTary expences of government and of 
miO^ys burthened hi^ people with 
every impofition chat was likely to be pro- 
duAive, provided it could be jullified by the 
example of his predecefibrs. Tliefe impofii^ 
tions, though formeily implicitly fiihmitted 
to, yet, in this sera of refi-icmenc and of li- 
berty, were obje^led to as illegal : and in 
the afiTair of (hip-money, the celebrated 
Hampden, alone and unfupported, (^ood the 
contefi with Government, and braved with 
unparalleled fortitude the terrors of fupreme 
qwchorlty, and the mciiaccs of power.-—— 
Though a fentcnce was procured in favour of 
the Crown, by the corruption and fervile 
complaifance of the judges, yet the danger of 
pel filling in thefe mcafures waf fufiicicntly 
confpicuous, and their illegality manifefily 
evident. 

Charles, therefore, was reduced to an un- 
happy dilemma ; he mull either dc|>art fron^ 
his undoubted rights, and renounce foine of 
tiiofc extenfivc powers winch every preced- 
ing monaicli had po(felled, and which were 
ratified by the faiiflion of cu/lom and time 
immemorial, or fupport his authority by 
means evidently illegal, and fuch as wete 
exclaimed agUnfl by every order of mankind. 
Should he embrace the former alternative^ be 
always confidered it as a prelude to the abo« 
li(hing of monarchy and epifcoixicy $ and 
deemed it the liigheft impiety to facrifice to 
Che rage of p 'pular fury and inconfiancy the 
facred privileges of his anccAors, and to pre- 
clude his defeendants from the enjoyment of 
that which in julllce appertained Co them. 
Should the latter be thought more eligible, a 
civil war might probably be the cenfcquence, 
at JeaA aninio(ities between him and his par- 
liament. 

Chailes had neither vigour fufficient Ibr the 
execution of the latter meafiire, nor flexibi- 
lity enough for a graceful ndminion of cho 
former. However, as liis*aQions conlUntly 
centered in the good of his fuhjefis, and the 
natural humanity oi his difpofition ever 
prompted him rather to confulc their happf- 
nefs than his own grandeur, he was at length 
induced to faprifice a part of his prerogative 
for the fake of his people.

Several promon- 
tories and bays, a<id a peiiinfnla, arc deferibed 
and named ; their danger from fhu.ils is alfo 
mtntioneil. Between Howe's Foreland and 
CapeDighy, the (h"re forms nne great h-^y, 
that extends feveral leases to the fouih. weft, 
where it leei ih;d^ to lofe itfelf in various arm», 
running in beiweeo il'.e muunt.iiii. . A pro- 
digious qnar.iity of fe.!. weed grows all over 
it, whicti feems to be the fame fort of weed 
that Mr, Banks dittingiiifked by the name of 
fucus g'g^nttHs^ Some of this weed is of a 
moll enormous lengtn, though the Item is 
n-jt much thicker than a man's thumb. In

Mr. Andei fon, furgenn of the Refolulion, 
who was well acquainted with Naitiral Hif- 
tory, made varioub ohfcrvlitionf on Che na- 
tural prodndtions of this illand, which are 
infeiced at confiderahle length in (ins Voy:gc, 
and delerve the perufal nf the leanird. 

Upon leaving Kerguelen, nut hing material 
ocruired, till they landed in Van Diemen's 
Liiid, &t Advrntu'e Bay. Tlie incidents that 
happened there arc various, and enumer..ted 
ai great length. 

The iiiu-iviews they had with the natives, 
and the fear oii the latter hearing the re|>iirt 
of a niufket, aie deferibed. ** The men ueie 
qiiitc naked, and were no ornaments, unlefs 
wecopriiicied as fiich, and as a proof of t'leir 
love oi hnerv, fotne Urge pundluics or ridges 
laifrdon diffwient p^rts of tlieir borheSf fome 
in fltaight .'ind ntheis in curveil lines. 1 hey 
recnvrd evfiy prefenC we ni.Tle them vi'ith- 
out the lead appe.irancc of lari&fa^tiun.

On the paffig# from V m Diemen's Land 
* to New Z-Mhiui, the wind veered to the 
fouiliwMi'd, and increiifed to a perfe^ (form. 
Its fill y abated in the evening, when it veered 
to the eaif and north eafl. This gale w.is 
indicated by the barometer ; for the wind no 
fooner began Co blow, chan the mercury m 
the cube beg.m to fall. Another remarkable 
thing aitciided the coming on of th's wind, 
which was very f linC at fird ; it brought with 
it a degree of heat that w'as almolt intolcr^ 
able. The mercury in the thermometer 
rofe, as it were indaiitaneoufly, from about 
70^ iu near 90^. Thiii heal was of (o flinrt 
a continuance, th >t it feemed to be wafted 
away befoie the breese tint brougtiC it { fo 
that fomo on board did nut iierceive it. 

St. Stephen's Iftind was the next place to 
which our voyagers (leered. It was in this 
pbice where Capt Fitrneanx's people were cut 
ci(f, and (heir ca'aftrophe (Ifuck a damp upon 
Che (pints of th-* crew; the natives too were 
much alarmed, left their deaths (bouUI be 
revenged. But upon Capt. Cook's declarations 
of peace, their ftifpicions wore off, and their 
inrercourfc became more fieipienC. 

The celerity with which Che natives build 
their cem|>orary huts, is great. The fame 
tribe or family, though it were ever fo large, 
all'ociated or budt together ; fo that a whole- 
village, as well .11 their larger towns, were 
divided into different dillridb, hy low palti- 
fades, or Tome fimilar mode of feparatioo. 

A particular account is given of the atxive- 
mentioned malTacre. As the circomdances at- 
tending that melancholy aff sir perfeOly cor- 
refpond with the account of the natives, and 
thofe who h'fd no iiirereft in the maiter, we 
have every reafnn to believe it. All agree, chat 
there was no premeditated planof blood(hed| 
and that if fome thefts had not been iinfortu* 
nately too haftily refeuted, no mifchief 
would h.ive happened. ' 

*' Prom my owno^ervatiims, and from 
Che informatiiMi of ofto of the chiefs and 
others (fays our author), it appears to me, 
that the New Slealanders mud live under 
perpetual apprehenfions of being d^ltroyed 
by each other; theie being fewot their tribes 
that have not, as they chink, fuftained wrongs 
from fome other tribe, which they are con- 
tinually upon the watch to revenge ; and per- 
Inps the defire of a good meal may be no 
fmall incitemeut. 1 am tol i, that piany years 


will fometimbs ehipfe, before a fa vourabte 
oppoicunity happens ; and that the fon never 
lofes fight of an injury that has been done to 
his farher. Tiieir method of eiecuting cliuc 
hrrrthltf drfigns is by ftc.'iling upon the ad- 
vet fe paity ill the night ; and if they find 
ch^m unguard^•d (which, however, I helievo 
is feldom the c.ilr) (hey kill everyone indif. 
fei.itiy, not even (paring the women and 
children. Wlicn the m.iir cre is completed, 
they either feaft .iiul goige themfelveson the 
fpot, nr carry off .is many of the dead bodies 
as they c.in, and devour them at bnme, with 
afls of brntaliiy t.'u> (hocking to be delcnbrik 
They have no fuch thing as morals^ or other 
places of public worfbip ; nor do they ever 
affemble togedief with this view. Rut they 
h.ive priefts, who aloue .idcirefs the Gods in 
prayers for the prul'penty of their temporal 
affairs ; fuch as an enterpr.ze a^^ainit ? hnftile 
tribe, a fiih'ng- party, nr the like. What* 
ever the principles of their religion may Im 
(of which we very ignorant), its in* 

ftru<ftions are vei y ftrongly inculcated into 
thtf m from their very infancy. Of this there 
was a re v.ai k.:ble inllance in the youth who 
W.1S firft deftinrd to accompany Taweiharooa* 
He refiMined from eating the greateft part of 
the day, on account of h;s hair being cut { 
though every mcllvxl was tried to induce hull 
to break his refolution. He fa d, if he rac 
any Ihmg thot day, chat Kittcot would kid 
him. ^1 had often conje^fuied, b'*fore th:s» 
that they ivid fome fupeitlstiuus imtiun.^ about 
their hair, h i^ng frequently obu rvi d quan* 
tides of it tied to the hi .niches of trees near 
fome of their h.abitatious ; but wli.ic tiicfe 
n<tcions are I could tuver le irn. A hiln'lred 
fabulous (lories are told of a (loneinthf 
place; one of wbicli is, tint ilvjftnne is ori* 
ginally a fiJh, which they (hike with a gig 
in the water, tie a rope to it, and drag it ro 
the (lune, to which they f.il. n it, and it «if* 
i.-rxvaids btcomrs Itouc. As they all agree. 
th..t it ij. filhtfd oni of a la.'-ge l.' ke, tlie rood 
piubahle conjedlurc is, that it is bi ought from 
the mountains, and dcpofitcd in the water b/ 
the torr ents. '* M any ot lur cut ions ohfei va* 
lions are made upi'R the countiy and rxiarir.en 
of the inhabitants, too tedious Co mention. 

.The aftmnomic^l and rai^ical obrcrvaiiuo* 
that are nude to fix the longitude and l.m- 
tude of the iflind, deferve the careful atten- 
tion of navigators. As a fuppiemenc to what 
C.tptain Cook has written, tliere is a wliok 
chapter hy Mr. AndeM'on, which difeovera 
much ingenuity and (hrewdneft of obfer- 
vation. 

The next ifland menlioned is Mangeea^ 
uiHin whtde coafts there was no fafe place of 
anchorage nor harbour. From tlie little in- 
tercourie with ttie iDhabitams in their canbes^ 
r a they 
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they feemed far from being (hy^ and appeared 
fomewiiac uvUiled » an account of rhem is 
given in ttiefe Vi>yages cocifider ible leng h* 
Tliey falute fti angers much after the m:tniirr 
of the New ZesUnders, by Ruining nttf's • 
adding, however, the additioiul ceremony of 
taking the liand of the perfon to wli«m tliey 
are paying civilities, ;«nd rubbing ir with 
a choree of force upon their tiofe aod 
mouth. 

Upon leaving M.mgeca, our navigators foon 
difcovcred the lilai.il Wateuno. They ex.miin- 
ed its coaOs, and received romevifits on ho'rd 
Che (hips from die native^. It was rcmaik' 
cd, that thefe natives cl alfed the fhi ep and 
goats that were in the ibips among the wing- 
ed animals* and called them birds. Their cl if- 
pofition to Ileal was alfo aftonifiiin?. Ic waS 
always exceedingly difhcult to refli ain them, 
and though dete*^fed in the vtry art, eh<*y 
ahfolutely denied the cliargc. As there was 
DO harbour liere, the fhips rode at anchor, 
and it was with dtdiculty that any Ixiats could 
get on (hore. The n<i(ives flocked ^rtniiid 
tliofe who landed on all Tides. They einer- 
Cained tliem with a dance of young women, 
and with the fight of iheir manner o! fi;;he. 
ing : the men appealed armed with cluhs, 
and one party purined another wh 1 d hI* 
They detained the gentleiiupi on ihore inma 
days, and it is probable they would have kept 
them much longer, had not Om.ii cerr fied 
111 ‘m by 'he explofion of fome powder. Omai 
ohferved among Che natives of this ill .n^J fome 
of his own country meii. It ni.iy be eafily 
gUtfiTed with what mutual fuiprife aiidfatis- 
faction he and his counf^ymeii eiig.igrd in con- 
verfation. Their Ltory, as related by them, is 
an affv:dtini; one. 

About twenty p-rrfons in number, of both 
Texas, had cmh»rked on board a canoe at 
Otaheice, to crofs over to the neighbouring 
iOand Ulietea. A viuknt contrary wind 
-arHing, they could nether reach the latter, 
not gctbick to the former. Their intended 
fiallage being a very IborC one, d nr IbKkof 
proviflons was fcanty, and foon exhaufted. 
The hardlhips they fuff red, while driven 
along by. the iiorm they knew not whither, 
are not to be conceived « They pafTcd many 
days witlmuyiiaving any thing to eat or drink. 
Their numbers gradually dimim^^, worn 
out by famine and fatigue. Four men only 
furvieed, wheiK;^ canoe overfec | and then 
the peniiooDfitf . ifiil hnall remnaMt Teemed 
inevitable*. . Hoivever, they kept hanging by 
Che fide iit >their vcflel) during fome of the 
lad days, lib PtuviJence brought them in 
figidof die pOif^eof this iflmd, who inimO' 
diaeely fenc nut ccno«5, took them «>tf their 
wreck, and liroiight tliem aflioi c. 'I li«.y had 
DOW p:ilied twelve years on this ifl-uid. and 
V«re fo highly pleaf^ witli the natives^ that 


though Omai propofed to carry them back C# 
tlieir own country, they refused the offer. 

Next follows an account of Wenooa, 
and its prdduce. Hervey’s Iftand, difeover- 
e.l in 177)* now appealed to be inhabited «

The fbips now bore awsy for the Friendly 
lfi4nd . Various fmall iflaads appeared on 
the palfjge, and funiifhed them with IcmhI fur 
t\vi Cattle on board. Some auijcrturrs am 
matle about the formation of ihefe iflaiids, 
which appear lo be exceedingly jn(t, 

K'ltnango is neat taken not ce of, and 
the tranfartions there. In a defcriptiun of 
the honfe of a chief, the- following pai^iLU- 
lar*. defi I've aUention. A fine grids -plat fu, - 
rounded it, ii'hicb he gave us to nndrrilaiid 
Wds for Che [iiirpitfe of cleaiung chnr feet 
before they went withindoors. ** 1 had not 
b-sforc (lays the auihor) obferved fucli an 
inltiitcc of attention to clejiilmels at any of 
the places I bid vifsted in this ocean ; but af- 
terwards found thiK k was very common at 
the Friendly iHands. The floor of Tuubou's 
houfe was covered witli mats ; and no carpet 
ill the mod elegant Englifh draviing room 
ctiuld he neater. Wiiile we were on 
Ih'ire, we prociifed a few hogs, and fome 
fruit, by bircgring; and b'foie we got on 
bo.ird agtiin, the Clips were crouded with the 
Odiives. Few of them coming empty..haniied, 
eveiy necetfary refieihnient was now in the 
greateft plenty,’* 

After remaining on this flat'on fome days, 
and procuring all the necelTaites the iflaiiU 
couK) fpare, the (hips failed for Hapaee. Tiwy 
there met with a friendly reception; the cliieLt 
behaved with tlieixmoll refp^dt, and enjoined 
their countrymen to do the fome. Variuns 
divq'floiis, fuch as fighting with clubs, wiefl- 
ling and boxing, were exhibited in the niidd of 
at le.i(l three thoufaiid people, and were con- 
duced wkh the greated good-humour on alt 
(ides. A prefent from Feenuu, which loaded 
four boats, (hewed at once his Riuniflcence 
and importance ; it coiifilted of yams, bread- 
fruit, plantains, cocoa-nuts snd fogar-ranes, 
pigs, fowls, and turtles.

federates fulfered death. By an edidl of Eliza- 
beth, capital punifiiments were abolilhcd, and 
cefCain corporal |ienaiti('S fublfituted in their 
room. A dilpalliionate perfon will probably feel 
DO extraordinary veneration for this boalfed 
zbulttion of capital puiiifhment, when he re- 
flets, that though the criminal laws of Ruifia 
do not liuratli fcntence* malefa^ors to 
death, they ftilf fonfign many to Uiat 
doom through the medHim of puniioments 
in fome circumltances almolt alfuredly, if 
Dot profciredly fatal, which iniick with the 
tHipes of lifet hut in realnv proira^f the hor- 
rors of death, and embitter with delay an er vnt 
which reafon wifhesto be inlUntaneous.*' 

Mr. Coxe next enquires into the prefent 
ftate of civilia ition in the Kuflian empire ; 
the <Hvifi*>n of the inhabitants into nobl< s, 
cle^, merchants, and peafants f»aiid then 
'mafcrsfnme gr*neral remarks onihcfe ordeis. 
.He lakvB notice of the Academy of Scieiu.*» ; 
its origin and inftitution, its mcmbeis; it- 


Rufliians in the arts and feiences, is nei hef 
nw'ing to want of genius, nor to the efledts of 
climate, as foms have foolifhly imagined. The 
hiflonans and poets of this empire are not 
foi gotten, and from Mr. Coxc*s account 
their m-^rit is uncomiuonly great. He next 
ventures conjeAnres on the population and re- 
venues of the Riiiluin empire. Some auihors 
have cRim:i;';il the number of fouls to bo 
2H,coo»oco; ot;<ers, 14,000,000; but he 
reckons the number to be j 8 , 833 f;io. The 
revenues at the acct'fTion of l’eu.r the Great 
amoiintei to j(J. 1,000,000 ; at his death, to 
X- If ^00,000; and they now yuld r.bi>ve 
^'6.000 oco,and are (till in an tncreafing'tate. 

Our authoi gives a de'eription of Cionfiadt 
and the citadel, its harbours and dock, with its 
iiavy ; and makes remarks upon Riiflia con- 
fidered as a maritime power, and on the 
RuiVnn army. 

He next ads'ei ts to the rife and progrefs of 
the Enghih trade into Rufiia; the com- 
merce of the Britilh fallury of Sc. PeierfB n gh. 
With their expuits and imports. 'i‘he nfe^ 
progrefs, and termination of the Rrg) (h rrado 
on the Cafpiaii feaarc likew'Oscncvd, dud a 
dcfcription given of the piinctp.d ports of 
the Cifpian le.'i, divided into Rullian« Peifian, 
and Tai tar. 

As the author has beflnwed particular 
atlent’on upon eveiy fu'-jedt Wfirthy of 
invelHg:ition, I'.e has taken notice of the 
mines of Rulfia belnuging to the Crown and 
to individuals. The mines and fmiiidrieS of 
Kolyvan employ nearly 4" ,000 colonifis, be- 
fide the peafants in the diftiidts of Tomfk and 
Kufnetz, who, in lieu of paying the poll tax 
in money, cut wood, 'm. ke charcoal, and 
tranfport the ore to the founderies. Since tlw 
year 1765, the cxpences have been ;.bfolutcly 
amiihil.'iifd, and the wiiole produce of the 
mines in gold and filvcr is clear profit. 

Next follows a deiciiption of the cele- 
brated canal of Vifhnei VoiollMik. This is a 
w'ondrrful ii.ftance of the ingenuity of Peter 
the Gre..t, aod fif his unwearied attention to the 
civilization of the empire, and the increafe 
of us trade. This great work, begun and com- 
pleted under the reign of Peter, has been 
confKlerahly improved by order of the pre- 
fent emprel's. 

The antlicr, upon arriving at Sfockhoirti, 
remarks, that during the courfe of hi$ travels 
h-; had ft-en no town with whufe fituatioii 
be was fo much llruvk Im' its finguiai and 

rcmaiitU 
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-.^rtiantie fcenerr. He Hoes not foil to m- 
form of his prtfciitation to the kmjr— of 
the maopmof the court— the new Swedifli 
drefs, ih\public flippers, and royal family. 
As much^inftrcftion o'sy be reaped from 
the vifitation of tombs, he takes notice of 
Chofe of Charles XI and Charles XII. 

The tomb of eCharles XIl. is a ra’fcd fe- 
pulchre of dark marble j and has no other in- 
fcription than his name. O^tr it are laid in 
c.tft bronze a club and lion's (kin, which mark 
more for^'ibly than any words, 

« —his unconquerable will, 

•• And coiir.ifje nev;'r to fubmit or yield.* 
The Awtlemy of Sciences at Stockholm 
dwes its iaftiiiition to fix perfons of dilliii- 
giii filed learninif, amongft whom ^vas the 
celebrated Linnwis. A long converf.iton 
brfween Mr. Cuxe .ind a Laplander is in- 
ferred, wh'xh r'Tows fome liat'U npnn the 
general (file of Lapl-ind. Among the many 
curinfitici in the Arfeoal of Stockholm, he 
ob'eivcd ihi* Htln of the horf', ftofted, which 
rarricnl Guftavus Adolphus at the battle of 
LntZtfo, where h ■ received his deiitli ; and 
the chl;ie<aiid hat worn by Charles XU. 
when he w.*a (hot in the trenches befo-e 
Fr'^deiicicOiall. It has b^en long a matter 
of difpiitc, and is (%i> I undetermined, whe- 
ther this hero foil by a ftmi from the enemy, 
or by one fronrt*his own party. The author 
lays down th“ arjnmcnts on both (ides wi»li 
candoar, and leaves the dccifion to the reader, 
Mr. Coxe enquires into the nature of the 
conftitutinn titabhlhwl at the revjiliition of 
1771. He <ih<ei ves, rh.it the king is a limited 
a.iJ not an abfolu^e monerch, and that ihe 
corifent of the nob'es, clergy, citizens, and 
peafanti, Is n ‘cetrary to Rive any new bill 
force and efficaev. lie like wife makes fome 
giMieral remarks on the population, revenues, 
military cftablilbmenr, and penal L*ws of 
Sweden. One cxceMcnt regulation in the 
courts of Sweden defcrvcs to be mentioned, 
and adopted in all countries j V'l, that acii- 
mmal is tried wiihoiit the leilt cxnence to 
the plaintiff or defendant. The profecutor 
denounces a perfon fufiieaeil of Ruill to the 
king's orticcr of juftice, who carries on the 
procefs at the public charge. 

A whole chapter is taken up in the biogra- 
phical memoirs of Linnasus, His fame in bota- 
nv is great, and his merit equally great. Tlie 
Hif^oryof Eric XIV. is alfo briefly ftated, and 
his misfortunes melt the mind into pity* In 
the beginning of 1 569 Eric was fummoned 
b fore the States aflcmhl d at Stccktiolm, and, 
like Charles I. of England, brought to a trial 
before his fuhjeas. His two brothers being 
prefent, the articles of accufation were read, 
when Eric, wliofe capacity, naturally good, 
svas quickened by his misfortunes, anlwcred 
Ihe feverai charges wldM of elv 


qnence and fnbtlety of argument whidi 
afltinifhed hi« acenfers. In the heat of dif« 
pute, his brother John accufed him with bit 
infanity. I never was infane but once (tho 
depofed monarch inflintly replied) ; and itiag 
was, when 1 rdeafed you from prifon." An 
account of his family is added, and the iiugu<* 
lar .ulvcntures of his eldcfl fcMi Guftavus. 

Our author gives a long account of the at* 
tempts to join the gulph of Bothnia and the 
Germ.in ocean by an inland n.ivigation acrofsf 
Stveden, and of the frnitlefs endeavours thut 
have been miide to 1 endor the cataradlsof Ttvio 
hacti navigable: hslikewifedefcribestheworks. 

Having ninved at Goiheburgh (fo called in 
hononr of the Duke of Gothland, afterwards 
CharlesX l.of S iveden);he gives a particular c.'e« 
feription of its fitUtition, number of inh..bit.iots, 
tiade, and Eaft India Company eliiblilfaed 
there. He makes fome general lenurks tm 
tittf commerce oi Sweden, and on his journey 
from G.ithtbui gh to Carlfcrona. •* During one 
po!t ot this d .y *5 route (fays the author) I 
w.is drr.eii by .1 peafaiit's diughier; and at 
the roads wcio in many pl.iCcs exceedingly 
flexp, it nquiruil fome Ihuigth, and mucll 
de&tenty, to dtiei^ the horfps, and to prevent 
the carri.ige from being overtui tied. f pio* 
poied that my fcrvuir, who was an expert

Mr. L'cxe next proc<*cds to inform tho 
reader of his arrival in li^nmark.

An anedote of Q\ie 9 n Matilda is ia- 
ferted, and a liiflory of Hamlet from Saxo 
Grammaticus is given In Copenh.igen ihero 
is an equeflrian ft -toe of Frederick V. in 
bronzci^as bigas life, which is jnftly admired | 
it was call at the vzpence of ihe £alt India 
Compi'Uiy, by S.«ly and coft ,(J.8o,eco fttrliiig.

difcriver the hidden fprings of .adlion, to lay 
open t'-** fecret fources, and point out the 
various and alinod imperceptible means by-^ 
which, fiom the fecniingly mod trivial 
caufes, the greatclt evgats have been fre- 
quently bruaght about. This is the didtn- 
guifliing trait between the hidorian and the

ScCli'jn 4tli coinprifes a circumilatitkil 
account of Sir Oii\er's life and adven* 
tLii*es. He ciitcit lined Q^ieen Klizabeth, 
James, and Cluiles 1 . at IlinchinbnMike. 
James was to highly plcafcd with Sir OIU 
ver’s goinl cheer, tlut, on lca\ ing him, he 
faid, ** Moriy, mon, thou haft treated me 
** Mter cli.iit any mie lince I left Ediii- 
<< burgh j" and to exprefs Iiis reg.ard for him, 
foon after created him a Knight of the Jiatli. 
During the vtvil war he was a zealous lap- 
poiter of the Royal ciiife, raifmg meS, and 
giving large lums of money. In «iiire« 
quence of this, his nephew* aifd godfon, who 
was no refpieder of pui Ions, paid him .i viiit, 
accompanied wiihapaitv of iaiifo, and, .ifter 
difarming tlie old geiitienian, t'eizud all his 
plate- for the public lervice ; yet, during the 
whole of the vifir, he bohai ed as :i moR dutiful 
nephew, never appearing aivcrcd in Ins pre- 
feiicc, and alking his blelTing at his ileparturc.

The fecond fon, Henry, was in the Dutch fer- 
vice,and wosfeiit overby the Prince of Orange 
to prevail upbn Oliver, hisrebcioii, to preveiic 
Che feiirence'agaiiill the Kkig being carried into 
execution ; but returned tuifnccefsfu], Oliver 
Celling him, that lie had pniyed and failed 
for the King, but that no retuni was tiiaC 
way made him. 


William, the fourth Ton, vas 
bred to the army, and was in ch^ffniV^ 
feivice, bwC wjis afterwards cniij^ed by 
the Protector; he w.is, noCwk^tl-indiiig, 
engaged in a plot ti> aifan'Miat^iim ; yet, 
tlirough the lenity of the Protudor, ef- 
caped [nxd'eciition.

he'd ions 5th and 0th contain accounts of 
ll'.'iiiy, the eldell fon and lieir of Sir Oliver, 
.*iiid of I lenry his foil and heir; and among 
other tilings a fplrired f|ieecli of rliis gentlemais 
ag.uiid tJie iMajoi*-gener.ds, a foiTniil.*ible body 
ot men at that time. Ar the Reftorarion, he 
di-o|.*t tile name of Cromwell, and tcxik the 
old famii/'iirime of Williams, in complimeiir 
Co the Couit, ;ui-^ was rntidea Knight of the 
Royal Oik ; an in dcr iiiilituteil hnmediritely 
afici' th« Relloration, but foon after uboli(hed. 
— " ’I‘lius,** fays our author, ** the Crom-’ 
wells, the inoH; opidenC family in Hunting- 
donfhire, after a gradual decl'me, totally ex- 
pired, and their great eftaces fell into various* 
iiaiids." Hut though the family thus fatally eyL» 
pireii, Mr. Noble thinks it but proper to give 
a lilt idi at Icaft twenty defceiuianta from 
fume unknown branch of it, I'ome of whom 
. vxcjitll alive. He farther tells us, “that Sir 
Henry Spelmaii, Sir W'^illiain Dugdale, .^iid 
.Sir Simon Diggv, nvould liave piiMiounced, 
:uid a late Rev. Mr. Wellon actually did pn'- 
noiince, thj total iofs of the patrimonial eltate 
of ilie Cromwell family a judgment from God, 
as having once been the poircllions of the 
Church.” 'I'his leads him to the following 
curious reHci^lioii : — “ It is a dang-.-n'ii*! thing 
to meddle with judgments ; they will ifi'iy 
a mail 'Zvl*cn/ofVfr he plciifes.” — ■ I hcie nuig* 
ments arc furely very ccmveiiient vehicle*, nor 
do we Cliiok.

enemies ali'o pa'.iit him :iC tins time as 
the teiTor of the neigldHuirhiKKl, by his 
depredations upon orchards and liove-lioiifes ; 
but it only Ihews, what a chuuland other 
fprightly Iwys a ^i/^4//>fo« prone to plii>- 
fiiliiefs and mifehief.'* 

The following Anecdote, fiipiKifed a prug- 
nolV.c of 011x 61**$ future gieatuel^s, we do not 
remember to have fceii : 

“ When Cliarlefil. (tlien Duke of York) 
m his journey from Scotland, in 1604, called 
at HinchU'ibrooke Houfe, Sir Oliver fent for 
his nephew to play with liis royal higlmefs ; 
but they luid not ^en long together before 
Charles and Oliver difagreiid, and the ro}'al 
vifiLuit was woriU'd ; Oliver, even at that 
age, fo little, regarding dignity, that he made 
the royal hlfxxl flow in copious flreams from 
tiie prince's nofe.’* 

This anecdote appears fomewliat apo- 


ciyphal. OUverV {being a gigantic figiire, 
\v*hich came and opened tlie curtains ti 
his bed, and told him that he flioukl be 
tlir greaictt perfon in tlic kingdom, but 
did iitit mention th^ti>ai‘i/king, feems not 
Ui IL'iggerour aiitlior's faith quite fo much. 

** I'nim Huiitiogdon gjrunmar-frhcul he 
was rerroveil to Sydney'Sulfex College, Cam* 
bridge. But, according to Mr. l(ume, his 
genius was found little fitted for the calm, 
elegant occiipati«>ns of ieamiiig, and confe- 
quently be h.ul made fmall pixiflciencies in 
hisftudies. Sir Willbm IXigdule fays, he 
threw himfelf into a dhfclute and difunlerly 
courie of hfr, bring of a rough and blultering 
dif|vofitio!i, anil more fit for cuiigelling and 
wieilling tlum fludy.*’ Thefetwo gentle- 

men our authoi accul'cs of partiality, and 
affirms, ** tint Oliver bLX.inie a pmfiuent in 
tlie Latin laiigutige, and luid a good know* 
ledge of the Gieik luid Roman hiltory and 
is indnceil to believe this, becaufe he fiatra~ 
M/’M f.f bttd a ^nnd library , 

— “ From Cambridge he went to Lincolii's- 
Inn, anil there Ivecaine a votary to R icchiis 
and S'enns, fivciiding the fiifl years of his 
nianhcKxl in a ditlbhite coui fe of life, gtmtU 
fellow ibii|), and p .iming. Fi uni the capital 
he reiiirneil a fiu|})ied take to the place of 
Ids nativity ; became 4 fi’equenter of taverns, 
kept low company, ami made profelytw to 
liis fentiroenhi by tlie llrength of lus arm, aiu) 
tite efernie of bis ufual weaivoii, a qnaiter- 
Ihifl. Finding, however, that his foituiie 
could nof fup(?oit this cx|ienfive way of liv- 
ing, he began to lilleii to his mother's admo- 
nitions, aixi to feel a compuiK^lioii for the 
crimes he hid committed. He determined to 
}>ait with bis foibles, and correal his nuui- 
ners. This rcfolution being fuddun, maile the 
reality of his reformation Ive for lome time 
fufi)cc\ed ; but by pei'fevei ance in well-doing, 
he attniC^ed the notue of many worthy peir 
foils, p.vLii.iii.ii‘ly the orthodox clergy, who 
r|>oke of this tranfition from vice to virtue os 
fometiiing extraordinary’.— Through the 
influence of his reLitkins, he married a latly 
of tlie name of Bourchier, w ho by her for- 
tune, virtue, and gexx! fenfe, compenfated 
for wliat w’os w'anting in perfional atcra£hnn. 
—He now Cook to a flriBler courfc of life, 
increafing it daily, till his mind feemed wholly 
bent to religious fuhjed^ i his lioufe became 
the retreat of tlie pcrfecutcd non-conformift 
teacliei-s. From bis Rrenuoufnefs iiy tlieir 
caufe, be w;;s (uon looked U(xjn as the head 
of that iiiterelt in the county, often intcreft? 
ing himfelf warmly in their lielinir with Dr. 
Williams,' llifliop of Lincoln ; regarding tliem 
as fuffei'ing perfecution for confcience fake.^ 
As a cliampionagainfr the Couit, lie iihlaiiicd 
a feat for the borough of Huntingdon, in the 
G 2 third 
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thir€ pirlunneRe of Chfricf I. 1628; ijpon 
the very impolitic diffoiution of which, he re- 
tired CO Huntingdon, and more than ever 
cTpoufed Che caufe of the difaffb^led. His 
over-lieated enchufiafm difturbed- his mind, 
snfomuch chat Dr. Simcoc, his phyfician, de- 
clared his patient -was quite fplenecic. In 
ttiB year 1630 he wgs made joint recorder of 
Hunciogdcf), and a joftice of the peace for 
that borough, though the Miniflry wtre well 
epprifed cf his fentimenK— -Huntingdon, 
however, foon became difagreeable to him, 
on many accounts i and he went and com- 
inenced fhimcr at St. Ives. This motle of 
life hy no means fuited his turn of mind ; he 
fpent too much of his time in prayer with his 
Servants, which they might liave employul 
more profitably in the fields. This, with his 
Iktie knowledge of the hufinefs he was en- 
gaged in, by no means made liim a gainer by 
the change of his condition ; he therefore rc- 
folved upon leaving St. Ives, and, after a refi- 
dence of five years, returned to Huntingdon. 
2n 16389 he ftrenuouflyoppofed the fchenie 
of draining the fens of Lincoinfhire and the 
Ifie of Ely, which gained him many friends, 
as it was an extremely* unpopular frheme.— - 
I'he fame reafons Clill fubfifting which m tirll 
Shade Huntingdon dtfagiqpiible to him, he 
determined not only to leave that town, but 
even his native country, to enjoy that libeity 
of confcieiice which was denied him in bis 
fwfi. He accordingly came to Lond^ and 
embarked for New England, but w^&tfoppeil 
by an order of Council. DifappoiinM in his 
inteutions, he retired to the Ifie of Ely.— 
WhiKt he refided there, his mind,diicngaged 
from every thing but leligious melanclioly, 
heightened hy difitiisfa^ioH to both the reli- 
gious and civil (dliiblifhmentsofthe kingdom, 
and conftnntly reflecting upon his difappqint- 
fnents, rs^ndcreJ him gloomy t(* the extreme. 
^ — He had a feat in both thofo P.irliamcnrs 
yvhicli were called in 1 640, member foy 
fho city of Cambridge.” 

We fhall next prefent our readers w'ith 
the author's view of Oliver at this time, 

^ in order to examine how far he might be 
itippofed capable of making a (hining figure 
iii. Parliament.. ^ 

' He was iiithe^ middle age of life, the mod 

ra ibr deliberation, though not, perhaps, 
ion ; his jud{«ment and capacity were 
certainly great, bm J0 were wry many then in 
the Houje, rltare, thougli imt entirely loft, 
as has been fiippclfed hy many, was foniewhat 
impaired, thou^. at belt but an inconfideraMe 
inheriiatiice for the It^der'of a party; a trifle, 
aimpared to what the generality of the mem- 
bers eujyyed. If we look to his- advantages 
m kgentleman, we fiaii fn fiiii a greate^ 


difpropDftion between him hud moft 
members ; he being totally igno^an^v fo- 
reign interhfts, and the ccnin« and d^ofitioiv; 
of the princes upon the Conriuop— having 
never been out of his native kJ^dom, nor 
fcarce his own county.” — Qu. X'an political 
knowledge be only ac(^uu cd by travelUfig •*— — 
In, his perfuii, tlioiigh Oianly, he did not 
poflfefs any of thcf(c e/egattcin, tiiofe bewiicbtng 
graces, which fo captivate regard, and cum'? 
mand refpedt.”— Does our author mean among 
the ladies f — Inftead of the eloquence of 
a Pemofthenes, he h id not the fmallelt pre- 
tenfion to t bctoric ; in his addi efs he was coiir 
fufed fti'id unintcfligil'h .** — This to us is unin- 
tcllig'Me indeed.-^** ills drels was far from 
attrn*S>iug refpedl ; he was flovenly, his 
cloaths ill madt, and out of falhion, the 

work of an ordinal y countiy taylor." 

How defei'ving is this of the attention of 
evciy Eriton I Two pages by way of illnttia- 
tion cannot fad toelucidatm..flnftory. — ** Yet 
in fpite of . all thefe dir:Klvant:'.ge.i ivoth iq 
drejs and addrtfi, lie, fubtra^led from his 
being one of the pittriotic phahtux, fooii 
commanded the attention of the Houle by the 
depth of hii arguments, and orcrcriine all Ids 
difaii vantages by his penct ration, diligence, 
courage and i^erfcveruiice. In his religions 
fentiments, he was a Ham mg, puritanic bigot, 
lowlagainft the LauMum, vioU-'iu agninft the 
decent ceremonies of the Lhiirch. His fin- 
ccrity at this tinic might ha equal to hir, zeal, 
for certainly he now iookctl upon hmifelf as 
a chofen veifel. In 1641, when the fatal 
quarrel between Charles and his parliament 
commenced, he (ih.rouj^h Mr. Hampden's 
intereft) obtained perniillion to raife a tnx^p 
horfe, wliich ho eafily did 111 his own 
county. He was at the battle of Kdgehill, 
in 1643 obtained a coloiiers cominiliiuii, 
and was almoft imniediat'Jy afterwards ap- ^ 
pointed tieiitenaxit-general to Llie carl pf 
Manchefter ; fo rapidly did he rife lu the 
army, though before ttnaequainud with anjss. 
His antipathy to his fovereigu was probably 
greatly heighteneil by the perfonal Jijohliga- 
tions he received tV'an him. He dilcoveixil 
the King's inlinccrity in a letter to the Qjicen , 
wherein he fald he wn.s courted by biitli par- 
ties, but would clofe with thofe that ottered 
Che belt terms j nor was Oliver ignpraiit of 
his declarati<in, that it would be eaTier tq 
cake him (Cmmw'cll) ofl', when, he had 
.ngreed with the parliament, than iipvy hei 
was at Che head of the arnny. IT is hypocrily 
to the public, and jocularity tlirougliuut tliq 
dreadful tragedy of the King's trial and ex- 
ecncion, (though forced to hide the perturba- 
tion of his mind) gives greater pain than the 
ts&ion itfeff, Selfrprcfervation, the ^rimaiy

ac leaft extenuation^ in putting the 
eath, but none to indtOhe a vein of 
mirth an\pleafanhy iiv hiii misfortunes.

The Third Part contains .anecdotes of Ri- 
chard, who fuccccdcd his father as Protc^r. 

“ He waseilncatcd (we find) alKelAed, and 
admitted of Lincoln's Inn in 1647. He ap- 
peals to have been an indolent. ina£live manj^ 
in the niidft of the trouble.?. After his 
marriage he refided chiefly at- Hui*flcy in, 
Hamplhire, indulging himfelf in rural 
aniursmcnts, inattentive to tlio public con- 
cerns, veiy uxorious, and not yery fhigai 
in k.s cxpcnces. In 1655, 
thcr'd advancdmto't to the rroteclor^e, he 
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vrsa lUftle ficft lord of trade and navigations 
and in i656fejturi)ed member for Hants. In 
1657 he naiTowly efcapcd being ciTifhed to 
death by the flairs of the banquL'tiiig-rlioiirc 
giving wy : the lame year 'he was elcdled 
chancellor of Oxford. He is gciu:rally re- 
ftreTenCed as diilntislied with his fathei’s 
grandeurs not thinking it built u|H)n a gtxxi 
foundation. He did not, however, hefitaie in 
accepting of hie lumours when lie was dcclar* 
cd his fucceifor. Diinng his ftiurt adminif- 
tratlon, which laded only feven months and 
twenty-eight days, tliere are hut few occur- 
rences relating to himfelf. After his refig- 
ICition he rciTi.iiiied inadlive during the littiiig 
of the Rump Parliament, and the frequent 
revolutions tint foUln^ cd. At the Pcftoration, 
he thought it prudent to retire to the C'oiiri- 
nent, more for feat of his debts than uf the 
Jcins- He letiilcd irhielly at C*ciicva and 
}'ar!Sf unkiiowiiy unuotical, and under a 
boi rowed name, ncgluiSled by his relaiiiius 
and friends. In liaving overctmie moil 
of bis pecuniary diificultics [how we arr not 
told] lie returned to Pngland, and relidetl at 
Clielhunt, by the nrinie of Wallis or Clark, 
unknown excei't to a few fiiends. One 
would now have thought that he liaU we.;- 
thered every doini, and w ould luive retired 
in peace to the gi<ive. But fliis was not the 
cafe; foi on the death of iiis only fon with- 
oot ilfue, his daughlei^, forgetting their dut) , 
aiid even humanity, commenced a fiiiti. to 
obtain immediate inilleAion. The venerable 
tdd man was obliged, for this i^i'on, to pa - 
Joaaily appsar in coiiit, I’he judge, ftruck 
with tlie lad reverie uf foituiie, and his d.uigh- 
ters’ unfeeling behaviour, ordei'ed a cliair to 
be brought into court, and infided that he 
would fit covered; when, after fpeaking^ 
with a becoming feverity at the Ihameful 
treatment of his d.iughtcrs, math an order in 
his fivoiir. He enjoyed a gcxid Hate of health 
to the tail, and at fourfeure would gallop liis 
Imrfe for feveral miles together. He dieil in 
171a, in the H6t!i year of his age. This 
gentleman fulFercd inconceivable abufe both 
from cavaliers and republicans. The form^ 
C3thibitcd bini as u fuhictSl uf derifinn, i ail- 
ing him tile Meek KnigYit, Tunible-down 
Dick, and fuch ckHcmpCiious names. It 
miifl be granted indeed, that his knowlcuge 
in the art of government was very little ; but 
tliis is no reafon why his capacity Ihould be 
bad. He has been faid Co have w:anted fpiric ; 
but this is a vulgar eiTor.; for, when die army 
deferted him, feeing Whalitn-'s regiment of 
horfe hling otf, he opened his brealt and de- 
fiied them to put an end to his life and niif- 
ftirtiuies together.” 

Our author has contrived to difeover a

A vciy femimenUl yioupe, truly ! Tumble- 
down Hick, Che hero of Agincuurt, :uid i^idy 
J.ine (Sreyj 

“ Tims Tfercules was to a diftaff chainM.” 

The r-maiiiiL-r of this Section coni.iins 
fome nccuuiiL of Richard's ilfue ; he h.u.1 two 
ftuis and feven d.mgi*wC‘iN, the grc.utr pan of 
whom died young. Ann, the furwvor, lived 
till 1727. 

Pait the I-'ourth, Set^l. iH, conuiins the Me- 
moirs of Henry, the lecond, and yoiingelt fui - 
i iving fon of ()ii\ er ; “ a nijin univerlally bc- 
loveil and refpedted even by the cav.ilict.s. iU 
likewife w.is educateii at Pellted, and went 
young into the army. He acci>mp.iiiied his fa- 
ther to Ireland in ? 649. In 1 ft ^ y 1'*^ " ap- 
pointed lord de])uty ot Ireland., and commander 
ill chief, fome others being joined with him in 
tlieciiil adminid ration. This was by no means 
agrecaW.e to the olticers of the army, who 
liad been long ufed to npprefs the natives, 
and w'lto knew he w'uuld put a flop to then 
excel Ves; they accordingly petitioned the Pro- 
tector to reltorc their old governor P'lett- 
wmxl. But Henry, by the wildom luui ciiuity 
of his admiiiiflration, fo coiicih.ited the love 
of the Irifh, who regarded him as a bieljfiny:;, 
tliat they prefented a counter addrefs. Hi., 
fituation was, however, far from agreeable ; 
lie Icid an empty liealury, aiid,\vhat was moll 
grievous, could procure no mmiey from En- 
gLuid to aiifw'cr the current demands of the 
Hate; the Protedlor, tliough lii.s abilities 
«(ere good, and his mannei*s irrepronrliable, 
allowing him far lefs jiower than could well 
be imagined. — Upon his brother’s accefllon, 
he procured him to be proclaimed and uck now - 
ledged in Ireland. Ricliard, however, not 
daring to renew bis aimmillion, be w.is very 
defirous of coming over to Englaml, perceiv- 
ing tliat his brother’s government was upon 
the decline : but Che more anxious he feemed 
to come 01 cr, the more the republicans llrove 
to prevent it : they even afperfed his charac- 
ter. This he highly itj^fented in a letter to his 
bnxher : — ' 1 find (fays he) they liave al-

— Here he was 
vifited by his iocrreign Charles the Second, 
who, on hiS return fi*om Ne%vm:»Ket in 
joyr, withing to call at tome IxHife to re- 
ti'clh hlmfelf, was, by one of the anirtien:, 
conducted to jMr. Cl cimw ell's. On entering 
the farm-yard, one i>t tlx: company took up 
a muck- fork, and thmwiiig it over hi»thoui- 
der went before Mr. Cix>niwcil. The face- 
imui, moiiaich eiu^utring into the reafon of 
this, the miick-hirk-licarcr replied, * Sire, the 
gr-ntlcma!! before whom 1 carry this imple- 
ment of Iinlbamln', is Mr. I {eni7 Cromwell, 
ct« u'liom I iKiil the hoiioiu* of becig macc- 
beirerwheii he was in li*eland/ Charles

Sieiilioiis zd and *^d contain an ac- 
count of the ilcictaid.iiits of Henry, the 
feed! id Ton f the Luid Jacutmant. He 
1V..S a m.ijoi i:i tl'.e .irniy undei- Lord Gal- 
way, ill Spa'll, w here he died of a fever in 
1711, I’y hi:, w ifc Klizabeth, oldelt iLiugli- 
Cer of Mr. Benjaiiiin Healing, an ciiii- 
jient Turkey mei chant, he had eight foiis 
and two da'.ightci*b. I'he three fail died 
young ; VViUuuti, the fourth fon, had diam- 
bers in Gray’s Inn, .and, fo Late as 1750, 
married the widow of Ihum.'is VVefby, cf4. 
of Linton, and died in Kirby*ltreet, Hattun- 
Garden, 1772, aged eighty. Richard, the 
fifth fon, was bred to tlie law, and dieil in 
1759, leaving one fnn, Robert Ttionihill 
Cromwell, \vlu> died 176a unmarried, and 
three daughters, Eiizal^th, Ann, and Lett- 
lia.

This gui/j/ifry wtide to th: lody^ induces 
us 10 think the tr.iuhati/r is .1 foreigner s at 
all evciith, he i:> liule acquainted with the 
iiuom of ilie iMiglim lungu:ige : the g^tlUnhy^ 
wc prcliime, was a pu-efent. — Anaverdi 
Klian, a man of confummate knowledge in 
politic*:, and one t>f the Suba'b belt generals, 
was by him appointed regent of AuoC during 
tho ygung piince’s minority, Rut this infi- 
diops politician, in order to acquire to him- 
felf his pupil's territories, infpired him with 
haugheinds and avidity to fuch a . degree a$ 
rendered him odious to bis fobj^, and 
at length fomohted a fedition among the 
Pat^nes, q numerous corps in the Nabob’s 
army,’ who,' applying for the payment of their 
.'urears, were treated in Uie feverdi manner 
by the prince. A revolt v/sa the coniequence, 
apd the young Nabob was put 10 tluo (word 
in 1745. Anaverdi was appointed Nabob in 
bis room, after having ciiuf^ the Patanes to 
be maiTacred for the crime they had com- 
mitted, though at his own inftigation. 

The famous Diipleix, who in 1746 was 
appennted 
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appointed Goveraor of Pondicheny, beciRie 
^ ryeoger of ths faintly of the Naboht of 
Arctic, J>y efpouring the caufe fit Chanda 
Saeb, tbe*ODly furviving branch, in order to 
puniOi An'Yerdi Khan for having afliAed- 
the Englifli. In July I749> Idadmoudi 
Khan, nephew to the Suba, alTiOed by 
Chanda Saeb and M. Dupleix, attacked, and, 
after being repulied for .two fucceflive days, 

• on the third, by "the brnvtty %f the Frtneh, 
forced Aoaverdi's trenches, u ho loft his life 
on the occafion, in the Bad year of his age. 
The Soba, jealous of the ) 70 wer his nephew 
had acquired on this occafum, marched 
againfl him and his allies. Idadmoudi Khan 
was prevailed oo to repair to his oiic]e*s 
camp, under a promifeof being, on his fub* 
mifHon, ap|>ointed Nabob of ArcoC | inftead 
of whicli, his uncle caufed him to be arreftrd. 
This treachery, occafioned a general difguft 
in the army. A confpiracy was formed in 
conjundhoii with Governor Dupleix, who 
caufed the French army, coiifiAing of Boo 
French and 4000 Sepoys, to mar^ againft 
the Suba, whofe army confifted of 300,000 
lighting men. This handful of French ( aided 
by the confpirators ) decided the fate of this 
powerful Prince, who was flain on his ele- 
piiant. Uis nephew Idadmoudi Khan fuc- 
cteded him as Suba. 

** At this sera commences the liiAory of 
Ayder Ali Khan, who was then about twenty* 
two years old, and at the head of a fmall^ 
quota of troops in the Suba's army. 

** Idadmoudi Khan was flain in a fedition 
in 1751, and fucceeded by his uncle Salaber- 
zing, who was aflafllnat^ in 1758 by his 
brother Nizam Ali Khan, the preient Suha 
of Decan. 

** The PngliOi, who always fopported 
Anaverdi Khan’s family, caufed Mehemct 
Ali Khan to be acknowledged Nabob of 
Arcot, and delivered Chanda Saeb, who had 
the misfortune to fall into their hands, to the 
general oftheTanjaor trao|is, whocauTedblm 
to be bebeaded.”— This crime (we are told io 
Che fpiric of prophecy) is not to pafs unpuoifli- 
ed, Ayder Ali having piomifed the Rajah of 
Taojaor’s dominions to Chaoda Saeb's Ion* 
Next follow -the particular circumftances 
relating to the perfon, habit, and manners of 
Ayder Ali, which we have infeited in the 
former part of this Number. 

VFeAall now proceed to give fome llioft 
exurafU of bis exploits. 

Ayder Ali Khan was born in i/aB, at 
Pivanelli, a, caflle belonging to his ftther, 
Kadim Saeb,* a General of ten tlioolMid horfe. 
He had never quitted bis fatber*t boufe till 
3750, when bis father gave himtbepom- 
^ IPBnd of thp troops he was bound to fomifli 
Ibr his Lordfhip of Divanelli, confifling only 
jof 5ohor(einen and zoo peadersp armed with

roatchioeks. Doriiis ikSs ampalgii the 
vtry •/ tbi Freucb made fueb an smprelllba 
on his mind, tbathe was perfiiaded svero 
capable of undertaking the rooA dfjfUmh suUf* 
friuus I and his ubfervations on the msnnersi 
discipline, fortifications, arts, {ep. gave him 
the bigheA efteem for that ceiebrased and war*

111 S751, after the death of his father, 
he joined I ii« brother in May flour, wl^ at hie 
infligation, was the firft Indian that formed 
a corpa of Sepoys armed with firelocks and 
bayonets, and iuul a train of artilleiy ferved 
by Europeius. 

In X752 we find hinn fent to theafllft*' 
aoce of the French, at the bead of sBoo 
horfe. 

Page 55, the author accounts for, ahd 
refutes, the error which fuppofes Ayder to 
have been a corporal of Sepc^s, the w^ uaiu 
being the only one in the Malabar language 
Co denote any chi^f wbatfoever, from the 
king to tlie corpora^ 

In 1756, by the death of his brother 
without ilfue male, he came into pofleflion 
of a handfome fortrefs, fertile territory, and 
a body of troops, which, joined to bis own, 
amounted to upwards of s 5,000 men, include 
ing zoo Europeans. He likewife fucceeded 
him as generaliflimfi of the king of Mayflbur’a 
armies. He loon after narrowly avoided 
falling a ficrifice to the ireacheiy of thie 
king’sdhvourite, making his efcape with onl^ 
thirty fhUowers. He was foon joined by bit 
brocher-in-law3 with almoft all his cavaliy, 
and enabled to begin a defenfive war with the 
Maractas. In 1760, bedifpatched his bro* 
Cher with a demchment of 7000 men to thd 
relief of Pondicherry, and during bis abfence 
made a peace wkb the Maiatcas. 

Page ys, we flnd him vifloriout over 
his adveriary, by a flroke of refined policy, 
without coming to an eogiigenient 1 he wia . 
now appointed regent in bis Head 5 in which 
capacity he behaved fo as greatly in augment 
his reputation. He gained a complete viOory 
over the Nabobs of Canonra Carpet, and 
Sanour, for which he wm indebted cn the 
b»'atitry of the Frie|^ CAveiry.— He next 
formed an alliance with the brother of the 
Suba of Decan, by which nftam he was ac* 
knowledged Suba of Scirraa and from a pri« 
vace perfon railed to the rank of the greateft ' 
princes of India.— He now carried on the 
war with fuocefi againft the Marattas, but 
by the pufillanimity of bis allies nearly loft 
bislifo, having received a llroke on the head 
with alsbra. A few days after henondiaded 
a truce with them for three years. 

Hd next became pofibded qf the king., 
dom of Canara, owing to the treachery of ice 
kiugf who, in return lor Ayder's having re- 
placed him on the throno of his anoeftorv,

He iMiw went to the aflSftance of the M; pe- 
lecs agsHiift the Kayresy'wtio had maflacred 
upwards of 6eoo of the former, and, notwitb- 
llaiiding their great fnperiority in number, 
compthely rout^'d and purfued them with 
great llaogliter. 

Through the remaining part of this volume, 
we find him adding vi^ory to vidfory, ard 
conquclt to conquefi, Airmoimting eyery 
ttifficulty. His genius fevms to have been 
formed to (hine in critical and tmbarrafiing 
fitnattons s in thefe, even when deferred by 
his'fiearefi relations, he found eonftant le- 
fourccs in his own abilities, and, though fur.

There were tour w ays by wh’ch 
the expenditure and income might be equal- 
ized ; 1 ( 1 , by a rcduflion of our naval or 
military cftablilhments, or of both ;<-*adly, 
by increaftng the revenue by clucking the 
progrefs of Imtigglirg, and thus guarding the 
revenue againli thelolTcs it annually fuflaina 
JjbiiBOP.

through ftnuggling ;i-.3d]y, bv laying new 
taxes on the people; - 4tbly, by paying off 
part of the national debt. The fiiU of tbefe 
four expedients he would leive to thofe 
who w*ere fiom their fituation beft acqi^ainti* 
ed with the reja:ive fiLuatiuii of this coun* 
try to the neighbouring flatcs of Europe. 
The fecoiui had not cTcaued the attention 
of the Chancellor ol the Exchequer. As to 
the third, he w'as foiiy to fay that heTclt the 
neceffity of recurring to it ; it was certainly 
a difagrceablc expedient, but ihc credit, 
the honour, and tke jullice of the country 
called for it. 

He wifhed to call the attention of ihh 
Houfe to the paying off a part of the national 
debt, and to Ihew them how mu'ch might 
be done by the application of a finale mil- 
lion yearly. According to a calculation 
made by that accui ate calculator Dr. Price, it 
appeared, that by the laying-byof a million 
annually, and facredly and rdigioufly ap- 
plying It to paying oft a part of the national 
debt, provided the three per cents, were 
changed to four per cents, (which wern 
much more eafily paid off than the three 
per cents.) two hundred and fixty^fevcii 
millions might be paid off in fixty veara» 
fo that his prefent Majefly (if bis life Ullcd 
to about the fame length that manv of bia 
ancrflors l ad lived to) would in his life-time 
have^the comfort of feeing his people reliev- 
ed from all the burthens and cxpencea 
brought upon, them by the American war s 
and the Heir Apparent, whafe icign it was 
to be hoped would' be a long one, would 
live to fee the whole of the debt cleared- 
Mr. DcinpflcT faid further, that according 
to the calculations of Baron Mafercs it ap- 
peared, that if the plan of laying by a mil- 
lion a year was adopted and purfued for 
twenty years, and the country was then un- 
der the ncccflity of defining from it, tha( 
thofe twenty millions, w itli the money pro- 
vided 10 pay the intcrrft of that part of tko 
national debt that was paid off from time 
to ttinc, approprinted to the fame purpofe^ 
would in fifty- feven years difchaige the 
grcatefl part of the debt. Mr. Dempftec 
quoted the authority of Mr. Sinclair in cor- 
roboiation of his arguroeiaf, declaring that 
Mr. Sinclair had very fenfibly and clearly 
fhtwTi in his book, what might be done by 
putting in praflicc fiich a feheme as he had 
mentioned. He faid further, that, in order 
to carry the plan into rftV£l, Commilfionera 
ought to be i'prciilly appointed. He would 
not then move for fuch a Committee ; but if 
no Miniflcr did in the couife of next feflian. 
inligniBcant as he was, he would himrelf 
make fuch a motion. The fooner it was 
done the better, and he believed it was ia 
the power of tha Right Honourable Chancel- 
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lor of the Exchequer to begin tt even that 
year» for the £aft-India Company already 
ftood indebted to the public a million ; let 
that million therefore be taken as a begin- 
nin|, and let the fvftcm be regularly pur* 
filed. Mr. DempHer enlarged on the ne- 
cefliry for doing fomct-hiiig, and declared 
•very fyllable he had faid proceeded lolely 
from the fineere wiHi he had to fee the 
country extricated from its difTicultics. He 
had. no other motive than to prepare the 
minds of the public to bear the heavy new 
taxes that he feared miift be impofed on 
them, by (liewing them that they were un- 
avo'dahic ; and that if i'ome plan was not 
immtdiati'ly adopted for the diminilhing 
of ihc nation..! debt, they could have no 
hope of being ever rclitved from their bur* 
thens. He hoped, he faid, never to hear of 
n fpongc as the only means of paying off the 
Baiional debt : every man in the country 
ought to take the lal> Oiilling nut of liia 
'pocket, fooner than fufftr fuch a ft.ib to the 
credit, and fuch a difgracc to the honour of 
Orcat-Briuin. Having laid thus much, he 
'would fpeak more itmiicdiatcly to a mo* 
cion he meant to make bclore he fat doMrii, 
and that vi as a motion for a Committee to 
be appointed to inquire into the ffite of our 
JFilhrrics, Navigation, and Commerce. At 
prefent c-'inmc-rce was heavily burthened. 
through ihe clo^s put u^oii our navigation, 
particiilaily in Scotland. He pointed out 
the abfurdity of feveraleven of oiir Cuftom* 
boufe regulations, where, inrei'i c.€t to, many 
commodities, a Ihipprr who w'as about to 
fend a cargo coall wife, was obliged tn (wear 
that he would not carry the cargo abroad, 
although, if he hnd entered it ior cxpoi* 
tation. he would have been entitl'd to 
a drawback on the fame identical comino* 
dity. Mr. Dcmpfler difeuffed thefc points 
c good deal, and concluded by moving the 
appointment of a Committee to enquire into 
the Hate of our f ilherirs, Navigation, and 
. Commerce. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer gave his 
hearty a.Tent to the dirinrcrcttcd motives 
claimed by the Honourable Gentleman for 
«lie condu6k he bad held that day ; and 
£8ve him his hearty thanks ior the maniicr 
an which he h.sd brought the fubjc£b for* 
ward. It was mod undoubtedly true, that, 
-without a furphis for the Sinking 

Fupd, it would be impbllible foi this coun* 
try 10 look for relief : to the provifion of 
that furplus his views had been direded 
' from the firft moment that he was able' to 
confider a queftion of tlnance : and finre ad* 
ditional taxes ibull unavoidably be laid on 
the public, he trulled a general fpirit would 
be IhewD, and that the people were deter* 
jnioed manfully to look their fituation in 
the face, and cheerfully to bear ibofe bur- 
ibens, heavy as they unfortunately were, 
ivhicb the exigency of aifairi rendered 


felutelv unavoidable. There was one affere 
(ion, however^ made by the Honouiable 
Genilemag in which he could not concur, 
and that was, his affertion that the whole 
(if the Sinking Fund was abforb.- d ; it was 
tine that the dcHciencics of late years had 
been cxtremtly laige, and thofc deficiencies 
had been made good out of the Sinking 
Fund, but tlie Sinking Fund itfclt bad been 
gradually improving and intreaflng for 
many years. Many of the points to which 
the Honourable Gentleman had drawn the 
aUcniinn of the Houle, had been for fome 
time under con fidera lion, and the enquiries 
refpeding fvveral of them had proceeded fo 
far, ai d were fo near completion, that fomr« 
thing was intended to be propofed upon 
them very fhortly. The burthens upon com* 
merce from Cuflom-houfe regulations in 
particular had been, as it was well known, 
long under confidcration s the filhrries there* 
fore feemed to him to be the ubje£l moll 
proper to felc6l for enquiry. 

Mr. Di inpfii*r faid, he had no objcAion, 
if it was the Icnfe of the Houfe, to alter his 
motion. He (aid, he would not at that t*?.ie 
enter into a premature debate unon Fi- 
nance, or he flattered himfclf he could (hew, 
that his aiTcriioii refpc£ling the Sinking Fund 
was well founded. 

Mr. Hjfley fupported Mr. Drmpftrr's 
afferrioii refpefling the Sinking Fund, ob- 
fevviiig, that Mr. Dempfter had obvioufly 
not meant, that there was an end of the 
Sinking Fund, but that the whole of its 
produce had of late been appl.cd in aid of 
the taxes provided to taife the money to pay 
the nation il debt. Mr. Hufley n-af ned up- 
on the neccffiiv of paying off a part of that 
debt as the only pollible mcaifs of obtaining ' 
relict from our burthens. He appiovrd nf 
the idea of appointing a Cominiiiee for that 
purpofe, and threw out a hint, that one way 
t(i Icffcn the debt would be to lower the in* 
terefl ; this, he faid, he was aware could not 
be done, without the confent ol the public 
creditor ; but he hoped every body would 
concur in lendmg a hand to fo neerffary a 
woik, and ilwnt the creditor would be wil- 
ling to take KTs interefl. 

Mr. P.it fdid, he could not hear fuch an 
idea thrown out without exprefling h sdif* 
approbation of it ; the inicrell of the debt 
oughr CO he paid entire ; the credit of the 
nation, in the technical fenfe of the word, 
required it ; and the juflice and honour of 
the country ought not to fuffer a Minifler to 
enteriain even for a moment the idea of 
paying off any part of the national debt by 
loweriBg the interefl payable upon ir, even 
if the public creditors could be brought to 
confent to it. 

Mr. Hufley faid, he wta bimfelf of the 
fame way of thinking, and he only threw 
out the idea with a view to give the ftt^h^ 
UoBr Gcnlkoiia ut oppoituaity of fcoutmg

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it at he had done.— Tbiarai fed a loud laugh. 
—The motion, being then worded fo aa to 
be confined to the filhcnes, wgs earned, 
nem, con. 

Mr. Pitt then brought up his bill for 
checking fraug^ling. * It was read a firft 
time, and he moved that it be read a lecond 
time c-n this day week ; and that in the 
meari time it begrimed.

claim on the human<tyot the Houfe for me- 
ritorious fervices. He did not mean at pre- 
fent to make any motion upon the fubjeft : 
b^ut'merely to alk the Secretary at War, if 
Government intended to take into confide- 
ration the cafe of thefe ofiicei's. A£ti of 
grace and favour fhould come from the 
Crown ; and therefore if there was any in- 
tention in Minifters to recommend the cafe 
mi thefe gflken to hii Majeftyi he never 
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would trouble the Houfe with one word 
more upon the fubj'£f. 

The Secretary at War faid, the cafe of 
thefe meritorious officers was certainly well 
w'orthy the coiifidcraiion of Miniflers; and 
when he faid fo much, (he H luft. might pre- 
fume it would be taken into coulidcration. 
He added, that the reduction of the four re- 
gime >.s waa not the conrcqueiicc of the 
advice of the prefent, but of the late Mini- 
fters. 

Grn. Eurgoyne faid, that on his fit A hear- 
ing that fuch a redu£fion was deemed lu- 
ccifary, he had laid the matter b( fore the 
Hojfe, and then underAood that both fidet 
had agrrrd to the ohfervatiois he made. 

Tne Cliaticcllor cf the Exchequer owned 
that the circumfbiiccs al!ijd:'d to by the con- 
verfaiion which had been Aarted were un- 
doubtedly objcAs w'orthy attention. But 
public regulations in various cafes often bore 
hard on individuals; and, however natural 
it was to feel for them in tliat fituation, no 
mail would afTcrt that general advantages 
fhould be laid afidc iiirrely on th^t account, 
'lo continue rumiiiinioncd nffic>rs on full 
pay during a peact-eAabiilbment, and while 
their refpeflive r giinenis wire difcuargcd, 
wouM he to forego all the benefit which 
might otherwife refult from fuch a p*gula- 
t.oii. No one was more difp'ifed to relpeft ' 
the merit of long^fervice, but the firA duty 
lie owed w^as to t e country at large ; and it 
became the Houfe to conlid^r vi hat could 
in lA readily be done cenfiftcnt with that 
CBcoiiomy fo abundantly more ntcctrary now 
than ever; yet, notwiihftaiiding what had 
been faid, he apprehended notinng could 
be d me bm in confcqu-nce of an order from, 
(he Houfe 

Lord Beauchamp faid, the Right Hon* 
Genilcm'ii would rccolirdf, iliat when the 
reduction was firflialkrd of, it waiexprrfslv 
d< ciared, that it was not to take place till 
ccrani rt'gimcnis, then in the £aA>Indies, 
c^nie home, and it was undcrllood at the 
time th.it they were likely to have continued 
in that quarter of the world much longer. 
The rrduftion, in fa£t, was a recent circum- 
fianec, and had only been put in execution t 
few weeks fince : it was no wonder, there- 
fore, that he had n>.t faid any thing upon 
the fubje£l when the redu 61 ion was origi- 
nally mentioned. *V/ith regard to the ex- 
pence, his Lnidfhi||> faid,itiie whole txpence 
of allowing the officers in qucAion full pay 
would amount only to 7000!. a year; and 
furely 'hat fum, when appr.^pristed 10 the 
reward of long and meiiioriuus fry ices, 
was not large enough to create any great 
alarm, or to run violently counter to the 
laudable attention to ihc* public acono- 
my. 

After thia converfation the eftimatea of 
the cxtraordinariei ol the army moved for by 
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5 ir George Yonge were fcvf rally voted 
mrithoui the leaft d bate or oppoi'itio'n. 

June 28. 

The Houfe went into a Committfe on a 
nil for enabling all i'oldiera and fa.lt.rs who 
bad ferved in the army or navy fmcc the firli 
of April 1763, to cxcrcifc trades in corpo- 
jate towns^ withnui having previoufly ob- 
laini-d the freedom o! fiirh towns.' 

Mr. Medli-y was apprthenfive that To ma- 
ny perfons would ari^iurc parochial fctilc- 
inenis uml>'r this bill, that the parilbcs 
would not he able to bear the burdens that 
might tall upon them 111 coiircqueiuc of it. 
The inotioR, as it was now wuide..', would 
fake in fubliitutcSf aclafs of men v\ho, hav- 
ing ferved for bin, were not, in liis op nion, 
entitled to the fame iiuhiigciiccas ihofe who, 
tom from their fair i lies and r:jc r:dc£, had 
borne the fatigue and harddnps of a military 
Ijfc ; he therefoie moved an aiiiendm>'iir, 
that hetwe:.n the words who and uAVt Jlrved 
in t/u mi/iti.i, he infcncd tlie loiJow*ing 
words, •* havin^;bcen duly balloted ;** and 
between the words faved and in the mihita^ 
be inftrtcd the following, ** in perfon.** 

Mr. Robinfon (ihe Cotmlcl) thought the 
fubftitutes verv proper objitis of national 
indulgrnce; and therefore he wa. of opi- 
nioni that ibe ameiidmei t ought not to he 
admitted ; however, finding the fenfe of 
the Houfe went wi' h the omendincnt. he did 
not perfilf in oppofing it ; and ilic amended 
motion palTcd without any further debate.

V would he heard in piogrcf- 
f'.oii, accord 'ng as tluy now itoiid ; and the 
earlicft day that was now open was the noth 
of Xovtnibcr, which day was arcordiiigly 
appointed lor hearing ihc Borough petition.

The Cha* Cillor of the Exchequer opened 
lie. bafinefs wrha moft eloquent exordium, 
ij* he begged Gentlemen tifouM M 
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CQupIe with the odium of impofing taaea, 
the idea of having occafioncd iho<e necelli* 
ties whiefv the isxrs were intended to (up^ 
ply, and by whkh they weie incurred.-^ 
I^^had found, on coming into oHice, and 
had not cicatcd, or been cnitcerned increatf

he hr ped 10 experience, not only all the 
c^mdo'tr and indulgence, hut alfo the aflHU 
ance and co>op^ ration of the C’omuiitter.

Mr. Fox rofe immediately, and Rated lo 
the Committee, that it was by no means his 
iiiteiitionHo go into any difpwte on the va- 
rious articles which the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman had fo ably flat, d; as *^ie proper 
time to argue on their propnetx would be 
when the bill fhould come before the 
Houfe. As to the varioi^ iHtements and 
conjeflures in Gentlemen’s ir>.'nds as to what 
xvould be the pr ce of flocks at any future 
period, they were alway/ on fuppnrfkiou. 
For talking of the new ilakk at prefent bc»* 
mg only at 93, and ss. per f:eiit. bir 30 years 
given, was not a cnlculation, but an 
hypoibefts ; fur if at the expiration of the 30 
years the lleck (hould be lovi’, the 2s. per 
cent, would have bi cn given for nothing. 

He rein'rkcd, that it was the duty of 
evtry perfon, ii> making the loan, to have a 
view to the bell terms he could bonow on, 
without any thought of redemption ; not 
that he wilhed to be undcrllood as an ene- 
my to liquidating any part of the debt, far< 
be certainly niiiR give the Right Hon. Gei^ 
tleman credit for the ftep he had takcjp./iu 
funding fo great a part ot the navy debt ; it 
was a Rep that would do him honriur. 

He entered into very deep reafoning 00 
the belt tnt tboils of borrowing money, Ihew- 
ing that money ent on a fund redeemable 
at a ceria n niimbrr of years, was furc r.cvri: 
to be much ab.ive par, and of cojifc would 
be dettrudive to trade, as there would be 
but little money to be borrowed for the pur- 
pofe of trade or other occafions ; and he 
took notice, that the lift three Chancellors of 
the Exchequer bad found that the belt way 
to borrow money was on an increal'c of ca- 
) ral ; and the chief rcafun why the lender 
chofe tiir 3 per cents, in preference to any 
other, was plain, for there he had a chance 
of making 43 per cent, by his money, 
fbould ihey cvir be paid off at par. In the 
4 per cents, nr had a chance of 26 per cent. 
But tn the fivi p>'r cents, be could only have 
thceh.iii f of ft veil per cent, aceotdi g to the 
fiaiciDciit jult made of me new Hock fo be 
at 93.

The Earl of Surrey took notice, that the 
article of hais was a manufa&ure th«t de- 
pended much on the exportation, and cheie- 
fore he wiihed to know it thofe for expor- 
tation would be entitled to a drav^back. 
'With refpeff to (he csj/j, he thought the 
kduty cxccflivr, as in many ot the nidiiutac- 
uriog towns, luch as Birmingham, Wol- 
' ampton, dec. it wouid a£f as a duty of 
fuirlJln per c m. 

Sir John Wrottefly Rated, that the tax on 
coals would deffroy tw'O of the belt and molt 
ufcful inanufadures in the kingdom ; and as 
a Member for Stafford fh ire, he could never 
give his confeni to a tax that would ruin 
a^fOoo ureful inaiiiifadlorici. 

Sir Willuin Molcfworth waf certain, that 
the duty on coals would totally deffrov the 
rill iniiieft, uiilefs (here was an exemption to 
the fire-engines. 

Mr. Dciiipfter faid, it would be molt fair 
to wait and fee the bills before any aitunad- 
v(T6ons took place ; yet he could not help 
cbferving, that the tax of tol. cm hrewirs 
would, in fi^nie par t liiai he knew, a£l as a 
nionopc Iv. 

I'bf (jiicflions were put on the difTcrent 
rcfolutions, and carried without any farthet 
debate. 

Jui.v 1. 

A report was made from the Commiuee 
to determine the undue e vCfion .'or B*'dfoid- 
fhirr, in favour ot L -rd Ongl'y, and ihc 
Clerk of the Crown was ordcicd to actetid 
to amend the writ. 

The repi'fi from the Commitree upon 
Ways and Means being pfi'frnted by Mr. 
Gilbert, and read a 6rfl time, after fume de- 
bate, the rcfolution refpedf'ng the ordiiaoce 
eifi mates was (irff put, and agreed to. 

The next rcfolution was the tax U(on 
candles ; whicfi on being put. 

Sir Edward Aftlcy afked, if the confumer 
of a farthing candle was to pay as much as 
the confumer of a wax candle ? 

Mr. Role faid, that it was intended to 
make a certain allowance when the bill for 
that purpofe was to be brought in. The 
refelttiion wai then agreed to» 
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The next was a tax cn bricts ; oA pat- 
ting this rel'oluiion, Lord Surrey rof», and 
deiired to' know, if there was no dilhatitioft 
to be made between the bricks that wero 
fold at from 6s« to is. and ihofc at from sot. 
to JOB. the thoufand ? And no aiifwcr being 
given, this relolutinn was agreed to ; as aliio 
tberefbluiionrefpcfting thetatupoo lihs dre* 

The next was that of coals. On the 
queftion being put, Mr. Crew rofc, and, 
complaining of the inequality and oppref^ 
fionof the tax, faid, he would certainly op- 
pofe it. He would, however, propofe ati- 
other, which was a lax upon flatus, at the 
rate of 4s. per thoufand ; this, he faid, would 
produce ail equal fum with that of the i»m 
upon coals. 

Sir £. Aflley faid, it would be opprefling 
the poor very much if the tax (hould be Jo* 
vied. For the carriage of coala from Sun- 
dcr'and to Scarborough they paid gs. duty 
on every cart-load. The duty then mutt be 
conhdcrably higher if the prefent tax takoc 
place ; he could wilh it were modihed A 
little. 

Loid Surrey faid, that inftrad of pro- 
ducing tile fum propofed by thia duty, ic 
would certainly diminifh. It was a tax iliac 
would be found to be oppreflive to a great 
dcgicc, and (hat upon a defeription of mem 
who are entitled to every flisre of indul- 
gencc-*the hardware manufa6iiirris ot this 
country. Theresas, he faid, atonetitne^ 
a report fpread abroad ol raifiiig 6d. upois 
every chaldron of coals ; and it created fiich 
an alarm, that the whole of the luaiiUliic- 
lurers at Birmingham and Shcflield ictolved 
(o rcnionltratc againft it. What ilim mufc 
the alarm be, when repoit goes abniad that 
an additional duty ot 3s. per chaldron is to 
be railed on coaU ?— >Hc would certainly 
advife this triX to be coialiy withdrawn, and 
dur.ng the funim.^r vacation a tax equally 
if not more produ^ivc might be dc\ ifed. It 
was Unking a blow at the very exittrr.ee of 
trade, which in this country fhould meet 
with rvery encouragement. Hegaveithi* 
negative, for he diflikcd tiie priacipleof the 
tax. 

Mr. Luttrcll faid, that it was ungenerous 
and uncaiidid locumc tudccilions on the tax 
at ihi^ ttage of ic, when tlu Houfr was 
Chiiily ) aiK tided, to whsc it had bceia 
when the Right Hoo. Gcnth nian inlroduced 
it, and when it palled Che Coiimdltre witu- 
cut auy debate. The quclltin.- being ao«r 
put, the Houle divided, when th^rc appear- 
ed for the tax 140, againtt it 4. 

I'hc next was die tax on horf s, whkfc 
on being put, Mr. Roll: detired ui know if 
race-horlcs were included ; if not* he cerv 
tainly meant to move for leave 10 bring inai 
b'll for taxing that fperits of horles : he faid» 
they (hould pav (<« much whenever they 
were entered >ora pb.ee. This paflldwicfa^ 
out any furch.r coavccfaciaoi. 
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The next tfas the tax on printed cilliroeCt 
dke. which produced a converfation between 
Lord Surrey, Mr. Pitt, and Mr. Dcinpiler ; 
this relotution was alfo agreed to. 

The reiolutions on the dirfcteAt fpeciet of 
•otions, Imcni, ftuHs, &c. coming under 
Che forCj;oing tax, were icverully agreed to 
without any debate; as alfo the tax on 
ribbons, dec. The fevrral o ho^ rcrolutions 
were Jikewife agreed to ; afier which the 
Houfe adjourned.

Mr. Pitt informed rhe Houfe, that after 
the variety of (tgures and calculatiuns which 
the report from the Scl Coniinitiec ap- 
pointed to examine the report oi the Direc- 
tors ot the India Houfe had given, and after 
what appeared fiom that re port, he Ihould 
JKH enter into the detail or minutis of the 
burincfs. He meant to coriHne hunfclf to 
three heads in the bill, which he deligncd to 
offer to the Houfe for the relief of the India 
Company.^The Aril wastthofe d'^hta which 
were immediately due fr Mn the Company 
io the PubliL. — Th( fccond was the arrears of 
dury duo to the Cuiioms, and for wh cli fome 
longer iiiuulgciice mull be had.->-The third 
Wiis, thofe bills which is ere drawn to fo cori- 
£d(Table an amount, and in which the 
fafity of the Public, and iKc credit ot the 
Company, were (o much and lo deeply tu- 
terclled.— There was indeed a fourtn fub- 
je^ which required iiivcfiligaiioii, the divi- 
dends which Parliament had allowed the 
Company to make of eight per cent.— On 
Ihefe three heads he (hould move far leave 
to bring in a bill fur the relief ol thf* Cuin- 
paiiy ot Merchants trading to ihc £all-ln- 
dte ‘Bclorr, however, that this leave was 
granted, or the qnrition put, he Iheuld brg 
leave to fay a few wi.ids. The Ki^M Hon. 
Gentlemen then took a 11 ght view of the 
Company's alFalis, which, he faid, did not 
appear to him to be in that defpi'rdte and 
black-looking Hate in which tnev were 
fome time ago reprefented to be. He laid, 
he thought that with a wdl-rcgulaud mco- 
noniy things might be brought ebuut.— 
As to what bad been cnnfideicd as a juft 
complaint, the drawing hills contrary ro the 
order ol Parliament, and dilobeying the di- 
rc£l and cxpiefs commands of the Houfe, 
ibefc were a£ls very criminal indeed, and 
pioviiion ihould be xiadc to prevent fucii 
improper in future.— >The accept- 

ance of bills, ajfd the promife to i akc good 
thofe bills, were matters of great delicacy, 
and Ihiiuld be treated with tendemefs, aa 
they fo materially alFcdcd the intereU ol the 
Company. But thus much he coUld take 
upon him to fay, that t'.e piumife of the 
Treafury, or the promife ot the Houfe of 
Commons, did not bind the country to pay 
them ; and therefore let ihofc promifea be 
what they might, the purfc of the uatioo 


was by no means obliged to dlfcharge tfnp 
debt, if the I.cgiflatiire tnonghc the ftep ei- 
titer wild s^r rx.ravagant.— -There was no 
doubt, if she allifting hand of Parlianicm was 
If retched out to the Company, thry would 
foou be able to difeharge tbeir dfebta ; but 
if it was withheld, he could nty fay what 
might be the confcqucnecs. He>^ilhcd to fee 
the Company in a ilourifh^nf^fate, and he 
thought the bell mode to mfne them arrive 
at that was, to permit them t have tne mer- 
cantile government of ther own property, 
and to enable them to lul with vigour in 
India. He therefore movcdklcir leave to bring 
in a bill for granting relief the Imiia Com- 
pany, by rclpiting the ^aynuiUi due to 
Government, by permitting the Company 
at home to accept bills drawn from India, 
and by ellablifhing regulations refpeffing 
their (iividct ds. 

Mr. Francis iaid, that the bills under ac- 
ceptance, and for which no piovifion was 
made, amounted 104,819,(100!. and he wifh- 
od to know from the Right Hon. Gentle-;^) 
man, how far the prefent bill went to bindr 
this country to pay that en> rmciis dcht^.^^ 
what focurity the Company meant to give 
the Public for their guaranteeing the payment 
of thofe acceptances. 

Mr. Cbancrllor Pitt replied, that it was 
hit opinion the public would not be pledg- 
ed, nor be bound, by tlie authority which 
they might give the Company to arrepc 
thefe bills, to pay them afterwards if the 
Company Ihould be un-ible. 

Mr. Francis went thrc'igh the report of 
the Coinmittte with great iniriiiienefs, enn- 
tciling, as he went along, the llatement of 
the Direffors, on which the CoiPintitee had 
comincriicd with g:eat judgement iukI libe- 
rality ; but be complained at the fame time 
of a W3‘4t of materials, which had nor only 
milled the Diredors, but alio in a great inca- 
fure contra6}rd the ll^irment and animad- 
verfluns of the Committee. Mr. Francis next 
Haled, ihatihw* difference between the com- 
putations of the Court of Diredors, whofe 
inUirmaiiOn had been extremely partial 
touching the Company’s debts, and thofe 
which I r was led to enleriain from much 
belter informal ion, was conudcrably above 
nine millions llciling. Aftrr a number of 
othci n marks, Mr. Fiaiicis adverted to hia 
own perional (ttuation. — He knew, he faid, 
the delicate fitaaiion in which heffor'd, and 
the influence of any llatemcnt from him be- 
foie fo many who might be rather deemed 
the reprerentatives of Mr. Haflinga, than of 
anv part of the cooftitution. 

Mr. Cacbcart faid, he difclaimed the im- 
putation of being a reprefentative of Mr. 
ilallings. He had the honour to reprefent 
a country of North Britain, and thought it 
his duty to deliver his fentimrntt in Pailra- 
ineat u an independent Member. He ap- 

plaudid 
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Jauded the coaduA of the Comnor^Geiie- 
rel of and thought be hid hived to 

Great Britain all our valuable domkuifiiu in 
that part of the worId.«*He avowe^ bimfdf 
one of thoTe who did not defpair of the Com* 
panv*a abk^y to anfwer all our exigencica t 
and oraid the Minifter Icr the judtciooi 
meagre ofVeommodating the prefent 
latuMii hf Avernment to the embairaued 
fituatiOn of thnCampany. 

Majur Scott YuUm the Houfe would in- 
*dulgenitn in faMg a few thinga in*^ reply to 
what had been id pointrdly levelled at him* 
felf. He waa n<4 the reprerentative of Mr. 
il'clHoga in that Infe. He did not wilh to 
hear that Gentlman'a name any more 
mentioned. 'I'heipcople of England were 
h'l coiilt tuent • \$nniethiiig which had 
^ falltn from the Hon. Gentleman (Mr. Fran- 
cia) made, it neceffary for him, he faid, to 
give a Hidnry ot Bengal for the laft fourteen 
years. [Thta.produced a loud laugh.] He 
went on, however, with hia Ibtemeutf, in 
^ which he endeavourtd tojuftify the Dirrc- 
^tors, to confute Mr. Francis, and to correA 
^1% report of the Selcdf Committee. From 
hlrmvicw of the politics of Bengal, he con* 
eluded, that the whole of the enormous 
debt ill which it was now involved, origi* 
Aated in the American war. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer now 
rofe to inform the Houfe, which he faw tliU 
pretty full, that on Tiiefday next he Ihould 
irioic for leave to bring in a bill with a 
view to improving tf»t fyftcin of our Aliatic 
fetilementa, 

Mr. Smith, Chairman of the Company, 
now rofe to vindicate the ilaieroent of the 
Direfbus on which the Committee had 
commented. Hia iiucotion was, to refute 
what the Self Committee had reported, in 
which view he went through the whole of 
the report, paragraph by paragraph, and con- 
cliiiled with faying, iliac the circuniliancea 
ol the Company were very uromifing and 
fatijfaaory. 

Mr. Eden vindicated the Committee, 
following the Hon. Grnlleman through all 
his calculatioiii with great readiiicla and 
accuracy. 

Mr. Fox faid, he owed the Company no 
favour ; they had Ihcwn him none, but en- 
deavoured all they could lo acromplilh hit 
ruin. He then replied Jingutatfm to every 
thing that had been fuiu l<ir the Ccmipaiiy. 
Ill thr courfr of this he attacked the credit 
of Che Company, which, he faid, was in a 
Bale perfi Aly niiious, and to all appeaiauce 
irreparable. '

Mr. Pitt tofe, and, in a fpeech of two 
hours and forty minutes, iniroducrd bit 
promifed India Bill. He began with Bal- 
ing the magnitude of the fubiM he had to 
offer for tlw difeulfion of thelloure, its ioi- 
portance to the kingdom, and how much 
It bad for fome lime paB engMcd his atteo* 
lion. India, he faid, had, for t feries of 
years, formed the wealth and Bren^b of 
this country, and it was of that confequcnco 
to ua now, Uiat much of cur future hopca 
depended on its well being: it became 
therrfoie the duty of his preleot fituation to 
exert himfelf, and endeavour at forming 
fuch a plan as he thought would bcB anfwer 
thofe defirable coda. In confidering thra 
matter, the intereB of the inhabiianta them 
was not forgotten 1 they farmed a great part 
of what was intended by the new fyllem-' 
They had gnat claims on the humanity 
and on the juftiee of Parliament. But ilm 
wealth or the ftrengtb that India afforded^ 
were not in fo Brong a point ot view* as an- 
other confidcratioo which more neirly 
touched the fcelings^That was, how lir 
any regulating plan lor the government of 
India might aim the conlUtution of Eng- 
land, and the righu and liberties of her 
people. This was a tender, a delicatn 
point, and much was to he confidered oa 
the fubjrfi. In a former di&iiflion of • lU^ 
form Ball, it was in the minds of the Pub- 
lic bow near thofe liberties were to invi- 
fion, and how narrowly that conftttution 
efcaped Ihipwrcck. I'he great bulk of the 
kingdom faw the- danger, and by their in- 
tirfcrciicc the Bate was faved. 

The^ bill was meant to ellablifli a reform 
in India, that was not aga'iall the confiitn^ 
tioual jullire of this kingdom, nor an in- 
fiingeroeat on the chartered ri|^ of tho 
Company, militatinp againB their iiiterefU 
He meant noc therefoie to take up more of tbt 
time of the Houfe on the great outlines, bus 
to come more immcdiatelif 10 what the par* 
ticulara were to be. His former billitt 
foine meafure gave an idea of what t^y 
were lo be. and on that occafion be men* 
tioned many difficulties, fome of which ht 
(bould again be obliged to recapitulate.

He had found, 
Imm hia own enquiries, and from informs- 
liori'hc had received, that the exemptions 
in favour of niami'aAurcs, and the provi- 
Aoiis that ic wnuH be necelTaiy to make in 
order tn qualify the tax, would lake up too 
much time to he gone through this Scllion. 
He Ail] thought the lax a good one, if .thofe 
exrmprioiis and proviAoiis could be made, 
and wuultf not give up the principle and 
pmpiiety of the incafure. In accomplifhing 
difagrrrable taiki wbicb it wfs his part ,ro 
exe< ui*-, be hoped the Hmife and the Public 
would he pci fuaded, that he fliould not be 
deterred from propofing what he thought 
tor the benefit of the country, without re- 
gaid ro any particular fet of men.

The Houfe refolved itfelf into a Com- 
micree on tl«e bill far inip<>fing an addi- 
tional duty on candles, Mr. Gilbert in die 
Chair. 

Mr. Sloper rofe, and called the attention 
of the Hoti'e to the circuniftances of hard- 
fliip which the propofed ux under confide- 
ration tended to impofe on the poor. It 
Was intmdrd to levy an equal taxon 
candles of all deferiptions, whether givat or 
fmall. He thmight this oppreflive; and 
that by impofing a higher duty on a pound 
of large candles, and a IcfTrr one on fmalU 
the p*tor would be exempted from any ad- 
ditional burthen on this neceffary of life ; 
and the rich would not be fiihjrHed to any 
hardfbipa fup^rtor to what it was reafoiW 
able to expidf they could very well bear. 
He wiflied thtrefore that feme claufe of 
amendment for thia purpofe might in the 
prefent progrefa of ihc bufinefa lie intro- 
duced into the bill. In' this opinioo 
Jamei Jobnftone and Mr. Pultney coin- 
cided, and fpoke ftrongly for the exemp- 
tion; ‘Mr, Rofe, Ctpuin Luttmll, and 
Mr. Eden, were againft any exemption; 
and the claufe fo remained. 

Tbe Houfe rrfolved itfelf into t Com- 
mittee on the bill tor the further prevent 
tion of fmuffg'.ing. 

Mr. Wllhei force objefted to one of the 
penal claufea in the bill, which fubjcAcd tho 
owners of vrfTels to ponifhment on account 
of the mifcoiiduA of tbe mafter, or mari- 
ners, or both. The bill enaded, that on,thc 
dilrovi ry of a fmall quantity of contraband 
commodity, the fbip Ihould be feised and 
confifeated^ Tbis'was an infliflioa diveflcd 
not a ainll the guilty, but thofe who were 
not fo much at acceffary to the crime, the 
owners of fliip«.

In the claufe which enjoined obediqice 
to the orders from home, he aiked how it 
was to be enforced fo properly as bv the 
puoifkment of former difobcdience 7 If ibis 
was neglcAed, there was an example for 
impunity, of which every man would ava l 
binifelf. An examplc'of puniflimeiit n; 6 u]cl 
be now exhibited in the perfon of a inaa 
acknowledged a malcfafior. In this he 
appealed not fo much to the virtue as iq 
the common-fenfe of the Ile'iife, and in iliia 
appeal he declared hinifclf called upon by 
the duties which he owed in hiimaniiy ani 
gratitude to the fofL.nng tmeuos, ^froin 
whnfc pockets bis fortune bad been accu- 
mulatea. 

Coming to iba? pUit of the S'ill 
which propofed the er^jjsn of a new tri- 
bunal, he fsid, it was remarkable of the 
Right Hon. Cen leman' who moved tlna 
bHl, that he never dwelt more foicibly on 
the nierita, or pointed cut with more can* 
liou the importance of any conftitutioaal 
'thgo when he was going to make an 
px'ce^toii'i as was the cafe when, in the 
'perfontof Eaftem dtiirqtients, be difpenfed 
With triril by Jurv, add propofed ihc^ erec- 
tion of a dew and d’ogerOul iribuutl, for 
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which i^^^ciSiy eouJJ exi/L If it was 
^ad expedient tp luareafe the jueidlicat 
powen an $hUceeaium, why not extend 
thjt of the King** B(‘ncb| giould it be now 
iCNind menmcirnt ? He concluded by de* 
tiering binalch’ to be of no party (which 
bccabui^ a general laujph) aad detached 
lirdm aiw Mliticel conneflioiia. Experience 
nnd lefleam alone were the grounda on 
which he proceeded, and on which he 
would venture to declare* that the Minifter 
would find himrclf much deceived* if he 
inugined 'the bill he now offered would 
aemedy any of the abufea fo long and fo 
dcfcrvedly the fubjed of complaint* but on 
thp coiarary would tend to incrcafe and 
iiipport them* 

Mr. Pitt did not think any of the argu- 
menta of the Houou; able Gcotleiiun fliould 
prevent the bill irum going into a Cota* 
milter* 

Mr. Fox faiJ* that he lately expreffed an 
in* eat ion of debating the bill in the Com* 
mittee* and not oppufiox it in any previoua 
flage ; yet he now wat of a dinrrciit opiiihm 
on reviling the priiici pica of the bill* which 
he entireiy^ objected lu. lii tliia he waa dif* 
frrrntly circufiilUiiced fn»m moft olhef 
cafrs* wherein he m^ty agree in the piiiici- 
pie, though he may differ in iiifcreiicca and 
eoiiclurioiu ; but on ihr bill now pending be 
had the miaforiiine to differ lit/erWe. From 
till* general ubjed, that ia the declared one* 
of the bill, to regulate the affuira of the 
Company, he cou«d not diffent* though the 
principle, or, in oilirr wuida* the m«ide of 
obiaiiiiiig that nbje£l, he folemoly protelUd 
agiinft. .^nd lirll he agreed with the Gen* 
ill-.* an who opened the debate* that the 
preamble of the bill fliould h-.vc declared 
ita obirA. Ill thia the. Right Hon. Mover 
paid out little attrntioii to iTie rule he ii very 
fond of rcconiiiiending to others* though he 
ferina totally incapable of Iplliwing it him- 
ft'iff that ia* to look our affairs boldly and 
manfully in the face, though by a fraudulent 
and fpecioais pretext he grafp'a all that the 
moft aibi'trary drfpot in the moll arbitrary 
Cimea could wifli for. When he had the 
honour of iutroducing a bill for thia pura 
pole, great and general indeed was the cry 
a^ainft the lyraniiy of violating charteicd 
rights; and will any man now dare to /•y 
that any part of his byi made more violent 
iofradiona on the charier of the Company, 
than this does ? (It nuV ludecd feive here* 
after to 9 ttiet and reconcile people*! mind* 
to the idea, that, on great and neceffary oe« 
cafion's, evtn chartcra thcmreivca may be 
touched, when that very p*H>p1e who raifed 
the cry, .‘'re tbemfelvea obliged to tread ia 
the fame ilept. When the Righi Hon. Cen* 
tleman ii^ the lift Parliament brought out 
propofltidns to thia effrA, it was alTedged* 
and with great conlidenrc, as furncieiii apo- 
log), that the ireiferenvc on the Cost* 


pony** ohfrtrr was m’de with thnrowx^ 
coiifrnt* Why is not the argument now iirgtd.- 
if Che Com^ny have given ibeir confeitf^r. 
Not iodeej that amidft great and imai^^iit 
ftate nccclfitica this conicnt waa in hlWmind 
necefla^ ; he only mentioned it lo' (hew 
how eafily Gentleman can adapt thia fpecies 
of argument to the convenience of the prc<* 
fent moment. 

Til the rcgulationa for fuah a Company, 
he held it impoifible by enlarging the 
power# atmd to come entirely at the cvif. 

In territories fo far ditlant the tcinptationa 
to offtncea were more flrong* and the chance* 
of impunity and diftance from puiiilhmrnC 
more enrouragma. On thefe groiinda he 
contended* that the prefept was a bill for* 
the rncouragement of griAancea. Ita rules 
for the cnioroeinent of ciordience to ilic oi^ 
dcra from them cbuld not be beiier framed 
tocountcraft every uleful puipofe* il framed 
by the dclinqucnta themfelvea. 

' Ontbcfcoreof patronage, he contended* 
that the patronage and government mull al* 
ways go Utgethcr; if feparate* all ia con* 
fufion. 

He then remarked on the pmgreflive 
powers of the Board of Commiffioncra riling 
from the authority to dirctl, fupcrliuend, 
and controul the Court of DircClors, and 
then proceeding to the power of ortginiiting 
tncarures without their concurrence. This 
waa not looking circumliancra boldly in .the 
face,^ but rather meanly and fraudulently 
ilealing their powers fiom one Aep to an- 
other. 

He next proceeded tn examine the nature 
of the appeal to the King* which he n'dt- 
cuhd. it was an appeal ln>m a Board con- 
flituted cut of hia MajeAy*s CouncU (in 
which the ChanccUor of the Exchequer and 
Secretary of State were included) to bit 
Majefty in Council— from the fame to the 
fame. After their example he would now 
appeal in the judgement between thia and 
his bill, from the public to the public, and 
cheerfully abide the ilTue. 

Mr. .Fox here went into a defence of hia 
own bill, contrailii'.g it with the prefint 
one* in the courfe of which he fliewed the 
danger of abfent power to be more to thia 
countiy than any on the fpot. He obferv- 
cd, that were he dirpofed by his bill to 
augmc-it the influence, of the Crown, the 
latg of it would be different from what it 
has been ; but as he had been very intlru* 
mcaial in diminilhing at sriiocher period 
the extent of that influencr* he could but 
very awkwardly be the inffrutnedt of 
enlarging ii then. The lafs of office c n 
thvfe terms, "be did not regret; but in 
juflice to himfclf he cnkld not but fay,, 
tlnit hia bill AcUher increafed nor dimi- 
nifhed the prerogative; it Irlt it as it was* 

In defence of the peimanency of his Com- 
miflionefs, he raid, they were rctnovcabic 

by 
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l^iddreTt from cither Roufe orPcrlianifmti 
^m bia heart would wiHi Chancel- 
lor o^^e Exchequer would now adopt hts 
mode m choofing Commiflionrri according 
to the mode prefcribcd in His bill ; though, 
if it were caieulat^ to ellablifli his admi* 
niftration, he certainly could not be fup- 
poCe^well inclMled to promote that^nd. 

He now came to the lall ground of ohjec* 
*tfBn in the propofed tribunal: When he 
was forming the plan of his bill, it naru- 
rally occurred to him, that to complete tta 
ohjeH fome more fpecdy and effeHual mode 
of nringing offendcra to jufticc mull be dc» 
vifcd { but he fouK^d fo many dtfiiculties in 
reconciling fuch fj^plan to the form of our 
Coriftitution, that ne had it not in a ftate of 
digellion at the time of hia introducing hit 
bill ; but though he admitted the oeceflity 
of legalifing certain modea of evidence to 
' which the pradicc of our Court! waa 
averfe, he would always contend for regard- 
ing in every legiflative inftitution the efta- 
blifhcd rulrt of judicature, and would foom r 
forego any other objcH than that invaluable 
one of trial by Jury. He then examined the 
degree of confidence and fecu I ity in fuch a 
Court, and the manner of its appointment, 
faying, that though on the members cho- 
fen from the Houfe of Commons he may 
have fome reliance, he naturally had but 
little on thofe cbofen from the other Houfe. 
That delinquents returning from India, ex- 
pefling a rigid tribunal, would be prepared, 
and by the proper diftribution of money, 
an art tn which they feemed tolerably verfed, 
fecure firft the Attorney General, and then 
the Judgea, by whom they were to be tried, 
end all waa over. After various other re- 
marks, he concluded with a brief contrail 
between the prefent bill and hif, faying, that 
he fairly looked thofe circumftancea boldly 
im the face, at which others only bJipked ; 
that no raeafure nor no Mioiftcr ever waa 
more the objeft of mifreprefentation s and 
tpologifcd for the length be waa led into 
fk’om the nature of the bufinefs as well as 
the pcrfonal concern be had in it. 

Mr. Dundas in reply laid, that the bill 
then under confidcration, if it was fo very 
objeftiooable at the Right Hon. Gentleman 
who juft fat down had mted it to be, or if 
It bad carried nlong with it the great train of 
111 confequencea which the apprehenfiona of 
the Right Hon. Gentkman led him to be- 
lieve it would ; he for one would nut hefiute 
n moment to give it hia negative ; nor (hould 
lie be fUrprilM, if the Houfe entertained the 
fame tdeaa of it that the Right Hon. Geotlc- 
tiiaa did, that it fliould be tbtowo out, and 
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not ^roijttcd tp go (nto a Cnmmfttee;' but 
he confidered it in a very different point of 
view. He faid, it »pesred to him in a vtfy 
different manner from that ftsted* by the 
Right Hon. Gentleman ; it 'was far front 
being replete with all the objedionablc con- 
fequenccs fuppofed to be conuined in it. 
Mr. Pundia here drew a lineof comparifon 
between the prefent bill, and the one 
brought in by Mr. Fox. He entered into a 
very elaborate defence of the former, while 
he condemned the Utter. 

After a variety of other members had 
fpoken,

Mr. Linton, t willing the chain round hit 
fingers, refufed to deliver it ; on which 
Nixon threw hit arms round him, while 
Morgan wreftled with him for it, and find- 
ing him refolute, gave him a mortal Itab in 
the abdomen ; and fratching the watch with 
violence the chain waS'broKC thereby, and 
left in Mr. Linton's hand, after which the 
robbers made off up \'ew-(irect. Mr.Liiwnn'a 
cries of ** Murder" were fo piercing, that 
they were heard by Mr. Jervis, (urgeon, 
in May’s Buildings, who immediately went 
to the fpot. He found Mr. L'luon near the 
top of New*llreet, where he had followed 
the murderers. He was then refling on a 
watchman, whom he had clung round, on 
finding himfelf nearly exhaulled. He waa 
carried 10 Mr. Jervis’s boufe, and upon be- 
ing oueiliqned to relate the event, he de- 
clined giving any other anfwcr, than fay-* 
ing, his wife and childicii only engaged his 
thoughts. ■ Every p'lfTible affiOance was ten- 
dered, but from the nature of hit wound it 
was impoflible he could recover. He died 
about a quartci of an hour after he reached 
Mr. Jervis’s. Mr. Linton prised the watch 
on account of its being a prefent from a 
fifter. He bad a* quantity of filver in hia 
hand, which it is thought he offered to the 
ruffians on their fecund attack.

Morgan wai 
in confeqitcncc fiiscd, who inllamly made a 
cjnfefCon of ihe deed, and declaifcd he waf 
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difcovrty. He hat fince been 
-tfxA^ed at Bow-fticet« with Nixon» and 
fays, he, Smith and Nixon, had fpent 
the da^to^pther, and determined to ro'b 
about Lincoln*s-inn-ficlds that night ; that 
they walked about till paft twelve o’clock, 
without meeting with an opportunity of d - 
ing agy hufine^ ; that Smith parted fiom 
them, and went liomCik He and Morgan 
tbeacame down to Su Martin's-lane, where 
they met Mr* Linton ; and that when the 
robbery and murder had been committed, 
as above Hated, they immediately feparated. 
Morgan went into the fields, where he con« 
tinued walking about iha Hate of difiraAion 
till about ten o’clock, when he called upon 
Nixon at hia mothel'^a, where he found him 
|n bed, but did not mention any thing about 
what bad happened, as there were two girls 
within hearing. Nixon, being Heepy, re* 
fufed to get up, and Morgan went away# 
Smith and Nixon having been feizcd, 
brought to Bow-ftreet, and committed for 
further examination, Morgan called ^pon 
them in prifon, and an unguarded exprefuon 
he there made ufe of, as above, was the oc* 
ftafion of his being difeovered.

principles of benevolence and humaniiy, as, 
joined to Ills own natutal good difp^Don 
and waim heart, laid the foundation ef 
tbit philanthropy and generofity which 
m ike fo confpicuous a part of his ebaradter, 
that in hib gayeft moments be never knowr^ 
ingly or intentionally gave his parent a 
moment’s caufo of uneafiiief*, nor ever was 
known to w itb rancoui or aciunoD} of 
an/ mUMdu'^h 


From fchool be was tpmfplantod to thp 
tTniverfity of Oxford, and entered 4 Gentle* 
map Commoner of Oor^ Chrifti College.

Afierw ads re- 
moving to his leat at Alknngton, he conti- 
nued the fame jniifuit, and feon compleated 
the beft aviaiy m this jungdom, both foi the 
neatneftand number of dilfimsnc birds. At 
times, he was pofieffed of neat tour thoufand 1 
and as inftances of hb indefatigable zeal to 
wbitever be turned his attention, we are af- 
fured that he frequently rode finom London 
to Alknngton with cages full of birds, which 
he brought £afe,by holding them with a fullk 
ftretebed ana, and galloping his borlb till the 
arm was tired, attd (Ifen (topping ti change 
hands. 

Whde he was epU^og birds in this man* 
ner, he did not cpnnoe bunfelf from otliei 
amufement^* He had at toe fame time the 
beft-ttained pa^ oLbeagles m histieighhemr- 
hood, and {i^nters in fuch gredt peilMon, 
that ho has been know n to have fifteen id the 
field, all making a point at the fune uiftant* 
But the management of his horfes is almoft 
beyond credibility : yet certain it is, chat he 
hb frequently had five ot^ix hunters at a 
time all lying down ond icftlng at the word 
of command; fetching, canytng, opohuig 
and (hutting doors, and many othsi rnrks. 
— rhe docility of tbe/e animals w« to be 
M a equalled 
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equalled oidy by their excdletice ; aii|r of 0^ 
would eany theiriiwiicr equal with the beft 
Ibx-haqnds in the (ungdom | and white Sir 
Afhton lived at Grantham in Luioolnihire^ 
which he did for fcnne timev for the purpofe 
of hunting with the late Marquis of Gnml^t 
he was always certaui to take the lead m the 
chace. 

About the year 1760, Sir Afliton being at 
Londoiii was induced to vifit Matgatc^ where 
he frequently amufcd himfelf with (hooting 
gulls on the fands. In thefe excurfionsi he 
was often led to pick up curious (hells , which 
a gcnclennAn obfeiving» informed him of a 
luge quantity of foicign (hells wh^ch were 
to be (old at Dunkiik. He immediately 
hired a boat, and failed to Fiance, wliere he 
puichafed the whole cargo, confifhngof fc- 
veral liogflieads, which he fent down into 
Che couiiciy. With thefe he commenced his 
grand purfuit loflih, both native and ex- 
ti^neous, togethci Awith (hells, cook up for 
fometime bis whcde attention. Many of his 
rare birds he g.ue\nhis fnends, and made a 
kind of gaol-dehvei^ of the reft. At this 
petiodv (tuffed buds hid not been anyobiedl 
of his notice; they, howevci, A fow years 
AfterwMids became fnch , fbt , on viewing the 
Colledlion exhibited m Spring Gaidens, he 
determined to mal and exceed chat m as high 
a degree as he had alieady obtained the fupe* 
nonty over eveiy other Museum. 

The public art alieadv acquainted, that all 
qhefe purfuits were enciieiy for his own 
ainufemenc. But the celebiity of his collec- 
tion now began to diaw after it a large and 
burthcnibme expence. Parties fiom all 
quarters came to \ific 1 , and fuch was his 

natural difpofttion to <rive plcaluir, that he 
admitted not onl> his f iiCicular fuends, but 
their au|uaincaiHes, Imch to the fight of liis 
IMufeuin, and the met itamment of his cable 
Jlie great cimuls winch daily flocked 10 his 
houfe, obliged him at Ja(t to fix upon one 
dav in tile week onlv tor Che eateitainmcnt 
of tlie public at lai ;e . and feme thoufands, 
we are cold, base been gratified on thofe 
days, At length he found it nccelfhry to 
conCiaft the number o&his vificors dill more, 
and exclude thofe wlui Ihoukl come on foot. 
This he nocihed^ 4 be Maochefter News* 
paper. Soon after this legulation, a party 
came, who, according totheniies laid down, 
could not be admitted ; but one of Uie gentle- 
men, in Oftler to obviate tlie obieflion, 
moulted a cow in a ncighbouting Jane, and 
rode Lack to fhe houfe^ where he foou pro- 
cut ed admiAioq for lumfelf and his fnemk. 

Amcingfc Sir AfhCnnh vificets were many 
exf the tirll nobility, w ho fiequently recom- 
ifiemled him not to buiy his collefiion in an 
obfourr cm net of tlie kingdom, and piclTed 


him to remove it to lamdon, in order that it 
might be pf pdhhe utility* Some of thefe 
piomifed hftn ftieir^acronage in theftiongeft 
terms. He at length acceM to their pro- 
pofals, contrary to the opinion of his rela- 
tions, and particularly of Lady Lever, who, 
we are informed, never could be bi ought to 
approve the plan. Had he been encouq^ged 
in the manner he had every re dun ta c> pedt. 
It is probable he would ha\e been able to have 
coUeifted every hud and quadiuped in the 
known wot Id s as all gentlemen who came 
to lee him, and had any connedtions in foreign 
countries, wdhed to contiibute fomething 
to his coUedhon. We fci uple not to dechi e, 
cliat the fadtire of this defigiilias depiived the 
kingdom of what would have ledounded 
gieatly to the honour -ind advantage of it 

We have mentiunc ' Sir Afhton's manage- 
ment of his horfes and dogs, and given fume 
leroat kable mft mces of ms power over them , 
we (hall add, chat he ha<i been equally fuccefs- 
ful amongft the feathered tube. He h'^s tiught 
aPbullfinth to ft} from his cage and light upon 
the hand of his maftei, after which, finging 
one of Its tunes M the woid of commind, it 
has fled back to its cage as diredled. A 
goofc, ‘dfo, has been man iged in fuch a man- 
ner as to pcrfoi m in i>art the oftice of ^ fe* - 
^nt, and W'ait behind his chin at tabic v.ilh 
a nnpkin under its wing. Sii Afhton frems 
to hive given the iiift; idei to the prefent 
exhibitors of feats of hurrcnianfhip , and 
piobably tlie means of itiforn atioii have 011- 
ginalJy come from him, as he always allowed 
hfs groom to tearh any one his method of 
managing Ins hotfes who defiied it. 

Sir Alhton Level is i gentleman of fuch 
unuerfal benevolence, that we appieliend 
him to have the feweit enemies of anv per- 
fun fo well known. He is imiverfiJly le- 
Ipedlcd in his neighbourhood, vvheiehc. em- 
ploys himfelf veiy ufefuUy .is a magiftrvte, 
and IS parCiculaily attentive to prevent tiifluig 
litigious fuits. 

In his family he is beloved and honoured^ 
and lefpedledl^ a very numeious acquaint- 
ance, w ho hear teftimony to his woith, dil- 
uitnefteduela and honour. He is indcfati- 
g ible in all his purfuits, and has eiedled a 
monument of his talte and juilgement, the 
menuiiy of which wiU remain aftet his 
colledfion (we feai) will be peimitced to be 
difperfcd. A colleAion io noble, fo com- 
plete, foufeful, and 1> entei taming, we 
think, ought to have found patronage iiom 
the nation at laige. Ihe imopnetor of it 
has only been rewarded with a ivermiftlon to 
difpofe of It by a Lottery, v^hich will be 
drawn in the year 1785 ; the tickets to be 
One Guinea each, and to entitle the pnrebafer 
to four adimfkoub.

P r our laft we left the Mioiftty deeply ^ 
gaged in framing a law for regulating 
the afTainof the Eall-India Company. We 
now find that fuch a bill has been brought 
forward, and carried through all the bnmches 
of the Legiflature into a law : but whether 
it is a law of their formation, or of their ad- 
verfaiies, we are at a loft to deteimine 1— 
It lias undergone fo many alterations, and 
received fo many additions in the Committee, 
and other ftages of its prof^s, that it may 
paft for a miniCterial or anti-mioiftenal bill i 
and whether it h upon a good or a bad plan, 
is not lor us at prefent; to determine. One 
thing we will venture to foretd, that it is 
not fo well made, but that it will want menfi* 
ing m the next feflion of Parliament, 

We hkewife left Minilten bent on fup- 
prefTing the pernicious trade of fmuggling s 
how far they have fucceeded in that very ne- 
cellaty and ufeful work. Time only can tell. 
One thing we are fure they have fucceeded 
in, that u, in laying a veiy heavy burthen 
upon the people, as a gniund of tliat work. 
If the fcheme Ihould prove abortive, the 
burden be certain and ^preflive, and the 
prupufed benefit, or equivalent, be uncer* 
tain, precarious, and inadequate ; and the 
groat objedi of the fcheme, the fupprellloQ of 
fmuggling, be left undone, or but amperfedtty 
aechie\c(1; grciit will be the difeontent^ mur- 
murings, and beatt-buniings of the grmt 
body of the people !— Let the Pronier 
therefore look to it, and cautioully provide 
againft tlie worft, by acareful fupertntaodcncy 
ever the canying the A6t intp execution, for 
his own honour, and the good of his country. 

Indeed, the whole of this Summer fefiioo 
has been little better tlian a hot-bed or nur- 
fery of taxes, produdtive of multifarioQS heavy 
burthens upon the ihouldem of a people alrea-* 
dy too much galled, even toforen^, by the 
mercileft impmitfons of former Minifters and 
injudicioos Finandere I Such a niultitude of 
new tazes;^ and inereafed old taxes, furely

I have 
bkewife obferved, that tlie adlual ciucei'y, 
though frequently the badge of fuptilhtiun, 
and held to be fovercign foi almoft all the 
difeafes of thefe animals, is never applied to 
toe valuable Biflons, ercept in the moil def- 
perate cafes, for feai of Ueilroying the beauty 
of their (kins. 

REMARKS. 

The bull appears, from time immemoriali 
to have eqjoytd that excefs of refpedi which 
(hocked toe Europeans fo much at their fiilt 
acquaintance with this country, and made 
tbem fuppefe thefe heafts were the ol^edts of 
a rAd, natMNiai andfonatic worfhip.

The tragedies of Racine, one or two ex* 
ceptody are dill atted with the higheft ap. 
pliufe* As they amount to no moio than 
teny read them all with attention. For pu- 
rity of languagcy elegance and dignity of 
th mglity and regulanty of conipofition, the 
unaiumooe opmion of the world pronounces 
him feoond to none. 

The tragedies of Crebillon and Voluire me- 
rit no left an entire reading. Each m tm pe- 
culiar Ime is full of beauties. The finmer 
enters de^y into the pafBoni^ and the 
terrible fifoiedfo he hat chofeny excites rather 
terror than pity. The latter Airpnfe^thfougb 
the varteqr w ebandtera he has brou[fic on 
ihtfotoai Hadag^s every where a pro- 
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found kncmled^ of httitfm naturep ltd 
writer IS more cofHOtts^ eloquent/end fntl^ 
tic. Hedefcnbes men end things m the 
fltongeft and moCt vivid coloursi *uid (bews 
himfelf a complete mailer m the fciench of 
the world. It is needlefs to lecommeod fuch 
^ autlg^r tq veur peruCil. 

*Tliefehre the four pillars of French tra- 
gedy ; let ptlw f de la tiagtdit Fran^ 

4oi/>, as one of tlieir coontiymen filler them t 
thufe which form the bafis of its merit and 
glory , and whom tiiey fcruple not openly to 
prefer to Sophocles and Euiipidcs; m flimt^ 
to every tiagic wiiter either of ancient or 
modem dace. 

There are other authors of merit m tlie 
tragic linOf fuch as Marmonteli Oieflet, and 
D^place; this latter has tnnflated Venice 
Preferved, and ocher Englilh plays. 

Notwitlilhnding Che French tiagedies are 
all in rliimci yet 1 never found it 6bilni£live 
of my attention to the defigoa the chandlers 
end idlion of the piece. Refledlion teichcs 
us chit people do nut fpeik in veife, much 
lefsm ihime I but if the language is oclici- 
wife unaffedledi we piefently forget thufe 
paiticulaiitics, and attend to the mam fcope 
of the lepiefentitioA before u**. 

A fivouiahle ciicumllince accompanies 
tl IS metlicxl of writing. It obliges an author 
to polilli and reluie liis didhon much more 
than if meie piofe were 'illuwed. If this 
iKilds with icfpedi to blank verfe, it is lliU 
more obfei viblo jn regard to rhime. No- 
thing CIA be more finilhed md corredl than 
the Ungiiagc in French trigediesj perhaps 
indeed the> liave more coiredlnefs and lefoie- 
nieiic th m IS luitabie to tr igedy , which bemg 
the hiiguigc of the pnllioiis, does nut require 
fo ihidied and labouied a Aile. 

But on Che other hand they have this ad- 
mintage p they entertain you in the dofot al- 
mod as much as on the ilage { and foAie- 
Cimes more, fiom the leifoie you h*ive to exp 
amine and admit e the beauties of didtiou-^ 
The fine pallages too aie muie ealily iOp 
tamed. 

Z will not enter upon a difcutEon of the 
refpedivr merits of tlie Fiench and Englilh 
tragedies.

Empires* ^refore^ in the decrepitude of 
^* do like natural bodies which time 
has weakened ' and wafted, fall gently* and 
by infenfible degrees. No : tliis mighty fa- 
bric* the parts of which* liowever ftrongly 
cemented at firft* endure many fhocks* ftorms* 
dsfbfters* and attempts* before clieir final ca- 
taflrophe is brought bn* ultimately experieoces 
a rapid and ceitain deftni^on. It %vas above 
fomfcore years before all that vaft combina- 
tion of barbarous power whidi aflaulced the 
Roman ufuixiation prevailed; and during 
this bloody period, they fuflbred infinitely 
more miferies than they themfelves had felt* 
or clian they had made others feel* in the 
whole peri^ of their dominion. The hor- 
rors and devaftations which mankind then 
faw and Ihared* are not to be nnmhered or 
defcribed. No fuch objedt of univerl’al car- 
nage and confteruation had ever before feized 
Che actencion* or embroiled the interefts * the 
paffions* and Che refentments of ntitions. 
For wUle thefe fierce and favage and in- 
faciable invaders were thus heaving at and

other parts being fuch as ours. And he re- 
lates fuch circomltances concerning their 
priefts, as ihew that he had been fome time 
among them, and was well acquainted with * 
them ; fo well, at leaflb, that it was impofliblo 
he could be millaken in what he fays of their 
perfon& And with the fiifhop arid the an* 
tfiors quoted by Strabo, agrees winat Sir Walter 
Raleigh tells us heheaiM. (ior he does not pre- 
tend faw when be was in South America. 

There are very few, if any, who do not 
believe that the one-eyed Cyclops of Homer 
is a mere poetical fidlion. And they give as 
little credit Co what Herodotus the hiflorian 
relates of the ^rimafpiani^ a people of Scy- 
thia, w'ho fmm that quality hud their name, 
of which he h:\s given us tlie etymology in the 
Scythian language. But, if we will believe 
the fame Bifhop, it is a fe£l, and no hdliion ; 
for he fays tliat, in the lower parts of Ethio- 
pia, he faw men with only one eye in their 
forehead ; and of tliem he relates ftich parti- 
culai's as ihew that he mull have been fome 
time among them, and could not have been 
miliaken in fuch a remarkable particular 
concerning their perfonsf. And what 
temptation he bad to lie, either wkh rcfpe^ 
to this fa£t, or what is related abi>ve, even 
if he had not been a Billiop and a Fatlicr of 
the Church, I cannot difcover. 

I will conclude this account wkh one otlier 
variety, and that mure extraordinary than any 
1 have hitherto mentioned.

count akNie, 1 think the fpmt of party itfMf 
will hardly venture to afleit. If it was im^ 
pradheaMe to conquer Amei ica for the Bntifh 
Sovereign, or the Bntjfii Farliament, did it 
oeafe to be fo when attempted in the name 
of the Loyaldls ? Or will any one dare to 
aflert, that any thmg Ihort of eonqueft 
could have for^ Che Amencans lo admit 
them to what they had lod ?— If therefore 
they wifhed to Id raftoied to their native 
countiy, It wa» evident. Chat a fingle year of 
peace would operate mere in tlieu favour, by 
abating the ammofity of their countiymen, 
than could have been eflefted by half a cen- 
tury of arms. If they only d^red a com- 
penfation for their Ioffes, the feving of a do- 
zen or twenty millions in the national expen- 
diture would nearly have paid the bill, 
though It had been mdorfed all their 
friends in the Oppofition. 

But what (fa^l we reply to the heavier 
charges of national difgrace, incuired by the 
ceffim of a barren wafte, oi ^ narrow ifland, 
to our enemies ’ Simply this, that public 1 h>- 
uour will always be better prefefv^ by aug- 
menting the power, than by adding to the 
weaknefs of a nation. The relative firength 
of every natun can never be long a fecret to 
Its neighbouis { and the opinion which they 
entertain of clus paiticultf will always be 
the meafure of Che refpeft which they IbeW, 
not the detail of paft atchievements, or the 
Va n remembrance of a prowefs it can no 
longer boaft. If this pnnuple be true, it is 
evident, that Great Britain, ifdoomed to lefe 
the Cokxiies, became actually more foimi- 
dable the inflant a peace had taken place, 
than fbe had been at any moment fmee the 
confederacy of fo many nations agauiftber. 

The power of every State is merely re- 
lative, and moft be eftimated not by any uni- 
verfel ftandard, but by the comparative form 
ol iuneighboon. It » evident, that during 
ell the latter year% however great might be 
me efiorts of this country m chemfolves, 
they were inadequate cothe bfa{eft propesRsd ; 
th^^ were med^vaie to the conqu^ of 
Americai they wore even inadequate to the 
deimceofattourownpoffe fl to p s. But why 
were ih^ inadequate ^ Msvely for the feme 
leafoalhac Komhus wMinAnor to the united 
force of hk chiee enemies, though ilngly 
more Chan a omch for e«her* A confode- 
racy had been fonned sfamfe this oomgiy.

We flood m no need of 
refrefiimentt, if 1 had been fure of meet- 
ing With them there ; uid having already 
bwn fo unexpeAeUly dthyed m my prqgiefs 
to the Society Iflands, I ms defirous of avoid- 
ing every poflibility of fiitber letudment. 
For this n^on, after milking feveral unfuc- 
cefsful attempts to induce thefe people to 
come *ilong-fidc, 1 made fail to the North, 
atxl left them , hut not without getting from 
them,diiringtheir vicinity toour fhip, the name

fhoulders Their faces wei c fomewhat round 
and full, but the features, upon the whole, 
rather flat , and their counten vices feemed 
toexprefs fome degree of nitir 1 fcriciu. 
They hid no uivenng but a piece of nil row 
fluff wrapped about the w nil, ind m ide to 
pais between the thighs, to covei the nljoin- 
11 ig parts , but fome of thofe wliom we f i\v 
upon the beach, wheie about 1 huiuUed 
pcifonshad iffemUed, were entirely dothed 
with a kind of white garment. We could 
obfeive, that feme of our vifitors, in the 
canoes, woie peirl fliells, hung about the 
neck, as an ornament One of them kept 
Mowing a Ivge eoncMhdl, to which a reed, 
neat two feet long, was fixed , at firfl, with 
a continued tone of die fame kind } but he, 
ifterwatd, converted it into a kmd eff muflcal 
inftiument, perpetually icpeating two or 
three notes with the lime flrengtb WT at 
the blowing the conch portended, I cannot 
fay , but I never found M the ftieilengef ol 
peace.

The capuiit .WffPt 
up Aril, and fainted the kins* being followed 
byOmai, who kneeled, and embfactd Ids 
legs. Very little notice, however, was taken 
of Omai, which Capt. Cook fuppofes to base 
partly proceeded from envy. 

After the hurry of this vifit was over, 
king and the whole royal family accompa- 
nied Captain Cook on board, fallowed by Xe-' 
veral canoes, laden with all kinds of pnivU 
fions. Prefents .are exchanged; and the 
difcovecy of Omai's riches produces him great 
rcfpeia; . which Capt. Ci»k encour^d as 
much as pofllWe, for it was Ids wiih to fix 
him with Otoo ; fuid as he inteiyled to leave 
all his European animals at tlris ifland, he 
thought Omai would be able to give feme hi- 
Itrudtion about the management of them, and 
about their ufe. Befides, he Jmew, and faw. 
Chat the farther he was from his native ifiand, 
he w'ould be the more refpedtod. But poor 
Omai foon loft tlw fiHendlhip of Otoo, and of 
eveiy other perfiin of note lit Otalicite. He 
affiiciated with none but vagabonds and (lin- 
gers, whofe foie views were to plunder him. 
This necelTarily drew upon him the ill-will 
of the principal chiefs ; wlui found tliat tl^ 
could not procure from any one in the ihips 
fiich valuable prefents as Omai beftowed on 
the loweft of the people, his comiianions. 

As foon as tljey liad dined, a party of the 
1'higlifti accompanied Otoo to Oparre, the 
place of his rcfidcnce, taking with him the 
poultry, the cows, the horfe and mare, and 
fheep, with which tlioy were to ftock the 
i'fiaiid. All thefe they put aftiore at Mata- 
vai. Capt. C\»k fays, that he then found 
himfelf lightened of a very heavy burCheui 
and that the trouble and vexation that attended 
the bringing this living cargo thus far, is 
hariUy to be conceived. # As he intended to 
make fome ftay here, he fee up the t^ oh* 
.fervacories oil Matavai Poiut, and adjoining to 
- them two tents were pitched for the reeep- 
. cioa of a guard, and of' foch people m k 
mightbenecefl^uy to leave on ftiore in dif- 
ferent departments. He had a piece of 
'ground cleared for a gardep i he pbinsed it 
with feveral articles. tl^fe in

^ HE nahveinh^antsof Oonaladikaareto 
all appeal ance the inoft peaceable, in- 
offonfive people 1 ever met with. And, ak 
to bonefty, they might ferve as a patfoni to 
the mod civilized nations upon eaichJ^ But, 
from what 1 fow of their neighbours, with 
whom the Ruffians have no conne^on, I 
doubt whether this was their original difpo* 
fituin f and rather think that it has been the 
canfequence of cbeir prefenc date of fubjeo- 
tion. 

Thefe people an rather low of datum, 
but plump and well fbapedi with rather 
fhoit necks; ds'artl^ Uiubby foew; bfock 
eyes ; fmall beards; and long, dnugnt, black 
hair t which the men wear loofii behind, and 
cut before, but the women tie 19 in a 
bundh* 

Both foxes wear the fame draft in falhion 1 
the only difference is in the itMteruE. 1 he wo- 
men’s frock is made of foal ikin ; and that of 
the jnen, of the fluns of birds ; both rsadung 
behmrtheknM.

For al- 
chough the Ruffians live amongft tliem, we 
found mudi tek of this metal in their iiolTef- 
fioB,^ than wc had met with in other tribes 
on the Amerisairtontinent, who liad never 
fmiv noF perliaps had 9ssy intercourfe with 
the Ruffians. Probably, a few beads, a Ik* 
tie tobacco and fnuff, purchafe all they have 
to fpare. There are few, if arty of them^ 
tlutt do no: both fmoke and chew tobacco, 
and take fnuff^ a liixuiy toat bids fair to keep 
them always, peer. 

' They did nos foem- to wilTi for more iron, 
er to* wxat any oclier inlbruments, except 
fewing needlhs, tlieir own being mr.de of 
bone. Wit!) .(hefe they not only few their 
canoes, and make their cloaths, but alfo ve- 
ry curious embroidery. luRead of thrrady 
they ufe the fibres of finew.s, which they 
fplk to Che cliicknefs which each fore of work 
requims. Ail fewing is performed by the 
women. They are the taylors, flwemakers, 
and boat-buildei*s, or boat-coders ;* for the 
men, moit probaMy, coiiftrud|||toe frame of 
wood evesr which die fiuns are fbwed. They 
make mats and bafketsnf grafsrthat are botlv 
beaucilbl’ and lliung. Indeed, there is a 
ncatrtefs and perfedtion ia moft of their work, 
that (hews they neitlier want ingenuity nor 
perfeveraneje..

Ttiis poem was wiitten durint; a fit of ill- 
t>crs, and probably inaile no louder imprellioa 
than until health returned. 

The next year, 1751, he was performing 
in Dublixi ; and while there, publiibed a bur- 
lefque tr.igedy, called * Diftrrfs upon Dillrefs,* 
w'hich does not appe.u* to have been atSted. 
Tiie year following he came to London, and 
obtained an engagement at Coveiit-Gaiden 
Theatre ; where he performed without any 
applaufe, which indeed his pert'oi maiices on 
the ibige were in no refpec^^ intitled to. In 
1754, he puhlitbed a poem, called ‘The 
Birth-Day of Folly,' in iniitrition of The 
Diinciad ; but [>ro eeded in thcdeaii^ii no fur- 
ther i!ia:i the tirll hsaik. ln‘ Jaiiair}, 1755, 
the Theatie in the Haymaikct was opened 
With :ui cntertniniueni ridiculing Mackliii's 
Biitiih li'.ijuiiirioii, and called ‘ Ihe Female 
Inqoilition. By a Lady.* It vs as fonpofed 
ti> be written by our author, who delivered a 
rrv>cnnum and Peroiation ; hv\c inou'^h aided 
by the ’iirulunce of Mils Ifabclla Wilkinion's 
performances on the wire, it eiuled Without 
any advantage to the adventurers, after being 
four tunes repeateil. 

At this period Mr. Stevens was celebrated 
at the fcvcral convivial focieties then in he.

His finances 
were generally at a low ebb, and liis pori'on in 
durance.

1 and ioilir\, as well as w.i»it and dc- 
peiulaiice ; and led a life, if iiiUtaincd by 
crimes, yet dcf|'icahle Au* its meamiefs and 
irresul.iricy.

For Shuter he compufed the lirfl fketcli of 
his Ledlure on Heads, which is faid to have 
owed its origin to his meeting, in one of hU 
«i*olliiig excurfions, With a counhy mecha- 
nic who defrribed the members of the Cor- 
poration with great force of humour. Whe- 
ther the humour of ch** p>6ce was not conge- 
nial with that of Shuter, or wliether he was 
inadequate to the talk, it is certain it was at 
lirlt I'carcdy noticed. Luckily fur the author^ 
he w.as prompted to enlarge his plan, anil 
living fiiinifhed hi nielf with a complete ap- 
par.icii<^* be went into tlie country, aad re- 
peated his Leiilure with lb much fuccefs at 
various places, that he was A ion enabled to 
aniafs and remit imme fevtral large fums of 
money ; by which he freured himiclf in af- 
fluence during the r*-!! of his life. 

In April 1764 he commenced hisLe£lure 
at the H.iymarket, gieaily to the advantage 
of his foi tune and rcput.uion. He afterwards 
travelled over every p.ul of Engl.nnd, Scot- 
land, and Ireland ; a nl even made a tr:p tc» 
Ni.rth America, and at every place nut with 
the mort fl.itteriijg ami }-:ucrou 5 recepcion. 

After thaLe^lure on Heads liad .apparently 
been repc.ited often enough to lofe fome of 
its efledl, he compofed another entertain- 
meiic of the like kind, called The Suffpltmcat, 
being a new LuSlure iqxm Heads, Portraits, 
.and W^hole I.engrhs. It begiui in Fcbniaiy 
1766; but notwithflamliiig the Lc^urer's ac- 
knowledged reputation, it i\'.as coMly received, 
and cnd'-dwilh fix nights {lerfiiimance. It 
wiis tried .igaiii the nevr year, but with little 
raoix; fuccefs, being repeated only fovea 
niglite. 

The money he ha»l acquired by means of 
his Lc^lurc having made the drudgeiy of li- 
terature unneceirary to him, we do not find 
tliat he priHluced any perfomvance until Janii-

He 
pCirfomied in this piece for the laft time him- 
fc^, and afterwards repented his Ledhire on 
Htsads both rn London and feveral other places, 
when, at length, finding bis faculties become 
impaired, he fold the property in his work 
to Mr. Lee Lewes, a comedinn of fome 
eminence, who endeavoured, but w^ithout

It was his misfortune that his mind and 
body did not keep pace with each other in their 
decay. He funk hy degrees into a fiate ,of 
all (^ers the mnft dillreiliDg to thofe who 
have any connedtioos, either of fricndftiip or 
confanguinity, with a perfon fo unhappily, 
circumftanc^. He retauied his bodily Acui- 
ties after his mind had lolt its powers, and 
exhibited a miferablefpedladeof idiotifm and 
fatuity. . At length, after feveral years re- 
maining in this condition, he died at Raldock, 
in Hertfordlhire, September 6cb, 1784.

Hut it has alfo been derived 
from other caufes, if lefs exalted, yet not lefs 
ofbsAual in their operations.

they did not defpond, but bravely determin- 
ed to rely on their own coumge for deli- 
verance.. 

In this perilous firuation, they animated 
each other by the recolle^ion of the confpi- 
cuous figure they had made during a fuccefo 
fion of ages, and the rcfpcdl and terror their 
name had impreifed on furroundiug nations, 
and through fuch a vaft extent of lands and 
feas. The I'emembrance of their forefathers, 
whofe labours and induflry had raifed Car- 
thage to fuch a degree of eminence, infpirod 
them with a fo|titi'>de and undaiuitcdnefs thap 
overcame all hardfhips, and produced fuch 
exertions of courage ami ability as their ene- 
mies could not witliHaml. After a bloody 
war waged with men inured to the Riidlelt 
difcipline, and thoroughly converfant in all 
kinds of military knowledge, they came ofjf 
compleatly vit^lciriou*;, ntittvithflanding the 
forces with which tliey encountered them 
were compofed of their o\vr» citizi’ris, until 
this drcadliil trial unacquainted wi:h the ufe 
of .arms, and whofe only qualification in the 
field of battle, on tlieir fnfl felling out, was 
a refolute determination to fhed the laft drop 
of tlieir bliwnl for the defence of their country. 

Ill movlein age;:, the fame motives excited 
the Venetians to alfcrt their caulc with an 
equal degree of intiepidity. 

Like the C.iiihaglnian'?, they had hninUed 
their pioJpcrity on commerce, and had ac- 
quired a raejiinrc of ilrengih and importance 
that roufed rlie jcaloufy of all their neigh- 
bours, and invoh’cd them in a quari'cl that 
was nigh proving larnl to their ver>' exigence. 
Thcif armies weie defti'oj’cd, their towns and 
provinces Liken, and the enemy w*as pi epar- 
ing to all'ault their very city ; but the fpii it 
of the people was invincible ; they pre- 
pared to meet the v'orft that could hapjien, 
and frxin convinced their enemies how dan- 
gerous a talk, they w-ould hud it to cai'ry mat- 
ters to extremities. 

This feafonable difplay of refolution cooled 
the ardour of thofe who had imagined their 
defeats had deprefTcd theip minds, and would 
render them an cafy conquell. As tliey con- 
tinued to a£l in this manner, and made their 
foes fenfible they would perilh in maintain- 
ing the honour of the Venetian name, thefe 
thought it .advifeable to defiil from the plans 
of deftruflion they had formed. 

The laft century prefents us with an in- 
ftaiice of a fimilar kind. — Holland did not 
a£i an inferior part either to Carthage or 
Venipe, when invironed with enemies on 
every fide, and menaced w'ith dangers, many 
of which were renlifed, and the others only 
avoided by an heroic deftrudBon of their own 
country, to prevent its falling into the hands 
of an aittbitious iavadep* 
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The fpirit of national honour never ap* This ^ always fimta vi^brioos psppfik, 
J)eared witli more lullre than upon this me- fhU of individuals ready upon the leaft occMh* 
niordble occafion. 'I he terms didtared by Aon to maintain its hnowr at all hazards. Tto 
an imi^erious* enemy Ibtioned in the heart triimipliant seras of every ftate and kingdook 
t)f their country, (hewed by their arrogance io the univerfe abound with proohr of ihd 
how little it was prefumed the Dutch were manifetted by their reipedtive fubjedls m 
able to make any further defence. But the allcrting the dignity of their coiuuiy wlien* 
haiightinefs and inju(\ice of thefc veiy terms ®ver they thought it called in quel^ion,- and. 
only ferved to roufe the indignation of that in llanding up for its real or imaguiary rights 
people. Tliey laid afide, fiorn that moment, all opponents, 

all ideas but t!iofc of the molt refolute re- While Spain was at the head of Europe, 


filtance : they unanimouAy chofe to pcriAi 
rather than yield; and if no other remedy 
could be found for their misfoituncs, their 
ultimate refolves were to commit themfclves 
to the meixy of the ferjs, and to feck a place 
of refuge in the fartlielV extremities of the 
globe. 

So daring a pl:ui manifcltcd ho\v deeply 
they were adtuaced by a fjiiric of attachment 
to the name and honour of their nation. 
They could not confent to renounce that po- 
litical exlAence during which they had at- 
chieved fiich mighty things, and even valued 
it at a liigher rate than the piefervation of 
their native country. 

In the three cafes of Carthage, Venice, 
And Holland, we have (Irong pi'oofs, that 
commercial ties are as fully able to unite a 
people in a firm adlierence to the cauie and 
reputation of their country, ns that confei- 
oufncfs of fupercmlneiicc in arts, liberal ac- 
complilhments, and mental qualifications, 
which rendered the Greeks fo remarkable 
for a high fenfe of the honour and dignity of 
tlieir nation. 

There is, however, another caufe of fpirlt- 
ednefs which feems dill more powerful than 
the other two : tills Is the glory acquired by 
martial e.xploits. When a people at e habi- 
tuated Co feats of arms, and fpend their lives 
in a continual round of niilicaiy occupa- 
tions, it is natural they Aiould contr.idt the 
higheA notions of their importance, and 
ihould look upon themfelvcs with uncommon 
refpedt. 

A warlike nation cannot fail to eflerm 
itfelf above others tliat differ from it in this 
particular. Daily experience proves how 
fliglitingly thofe are thought and fpokeii of 
by it, wlio do not excel in tlic profeAion of 
arms. 

When a nation becomes remarkably fuc- 
cefsful in .w^» it acquires a loftinefs of foul 
that infiuences every individual of which it is 
compofed : the reputation' of the whole is 
enjoyed by all the feparate pnrts, and pro- 
duces a warmth of connexion between them 
in the fuppoit of that common object of their 
enjoyment, which animates them incefiantly 
CO efpoufe its caufe with the oCxnoft alacrity 
and vigour 


tlic natives of that kingdom alfumed an air o£ 
fuperiority, of which all Europe complained^ 
nor were tliey Icfs noted for courage and dar** 
ingnefs in the field. The deeds performed 
in the reign of Charles V. and the great mi* 
iitary reputation to which the Spamih uwpa 
had attained, filled them witli a boldnefs and 
bravery that long rendered them a terror t# 
their iiciglibours. 

In the days of Goftivus Adolphus, Clur 
name of a Sw^e became highly refpe^hkble ill 
w.nr. The inhabiuints of that kingdom prided 
themfelves in tlicir military excdlenee to * 
fuch a degree, as to exert the moft enthofi*^ 
aAic valour on evciy opportunity: they 
courted danger, as it were, for the lake 
fignalifing their valour, add of proving hour 
much their couiitrynieu were abqve others in 
martial endowments. 

When France took .its turn of political fix* 
premacy, the glcuy of its vidlories and cun- 
quells was remarlubly fell by the individuals 
of that kingdom ; they loA no occafion of 
expreATing how highly they were afiedted by 
them. I'he fentiments they infpired com* 
mimicaccd themfelves to perfons of all nuiks, 
and were produdlive of a fpirit that fui*vived 
the caufes which had given it birth. Even in 
the latter years of Lewis XIV. at a time 
when defeats and JolTes riticnded Jiis arma eve* 
ly where, 0111 the fenie of national honour 
was far from being fubdued : the French be* 
ha«ed valmntly every wherv?, and tliey who 
were confederated againft them iiad meo; Co 
comliat entirely woi thy of fuch eneinieii. 

This (hews with wluit force tlie very idei 
of having once been triuinphaiit in war, ope* 
rates on thofe who belong to tTil natioii wldcU 
pollefled that cbaradler. It is an incentive, of 
the nK>ft pouio^iature; It incefiantly fup- 
plies fre^ c^mdence to the uofnitunate, and 
leads on to new trials ; it banifbes de* 
fpondcncy, and encourages men to hope. to 
tile beA in fpite of the woiit. 

Thus it was with the unhappy cotemporaiy 
of Lewis, Cliarles XU. of Sweden. Thoicilb 
beaten, conquered, 4 uidalmoA ruined, he lliU 
perfiAed in facing bis enemies, and taoigfachui 
iiibjedls to expert a revival of bis fyrmM 
fuccefies. They fcconded his wUhes witb o 
geal hardly inforior to his own* &uch.-witt 
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ttuf fpirit of national honoiiv throughont Sti-e- 
den^ithac tliO' very |>oafants thought ehcml'elved 
invineible whoa fighting undef* his Ksnncrs. 
la a battle fcmght with the l>ane^, a regi- 
ment of Swedilh bn(»r<: defeated and cut in 
pieces the Danifh leginient of guards^ confid- 
ing oKdled^ vetcnn». 

A people in xvhom a traditional fcnfe of 
honour has eniinenrly diveii for agesi are the 
Swifs. It luis been to them a fliicld of (!c- 
feiice upon a multiplicity of emergencies. 
Bravery has long been their principal inhe- 
ritance and f\ip(>ort, ;ui(l is indeed the veiy 
foundation on which theit independence has 
hitliepto dood hr.inoveable. The reniem- 
hrance of the valour exerted by their fore- 
lathers in tlie C'lbibliihmuit of libeity, and 
in prefeiving rt| recurs to their minds like a 
ledhn of iiidrudlion lioxv to behnvr-f fbould 
they ever he called upon to imitate them. 
From die fpecimens ctiey have occafionally ex- 
.hibitedy hoxv well they can acquit themfclves 
In fuch cafesy a fpirit of military emulation 
has defeended from father to fon» which has 
procured them the charaiSler of being a na- 
tion of foldiers. Long ha\ e the dares and 
kingdoms of Europe fupplied their armies 
from this country. Such is the opinion cn- 
tertaiixed of thei^r prowefs, iIkiC while at- 
tempts of conquelt have bev*n made over fun* 
dry of their neighbotirii, they have remained 
xtnmoledefl. The lad potentate that under- 
took tiy fahdue tlieni^ xvas Charles the Bold, 
foxrereign of the Low Couutrie.N ; but he mc> 
vith a recc]>tion that will never he Ibrgoftcn 
while the memoi 7 of heroic I ions is pic- 
ierved. The battles of Granlon and Morat 
which they xvon cn er that ambitious prince, 
fneh monuments of intrcpidiry and forti- 
tude, as neither ancient nor nuHlein Ivltuiy 
can exceed. 

Thefc fignal defeats of fo refolutc and cn- 
terprifing a warrior hax e proved a warning 
Co all fucceeding general ions. The afpiring 
Charles V. his no lefs defigning foil Philip 
li. in the niidll of their uiiceafmg projedts of 
aggrandifement, were peceliarly circumfpedt 
jn their beh.monr to die Strifs^ Eerdinond 
IL and his Eerdinand 111. empemrs of 
Germany, were princes of as much ambition 
as any of the Auftrian linft:bqt even while 
fintune atteiuU^ their arms in eVery quarter, 
and ieemed Mr a time to piomif '^Viem an 
almoft mtire fu]b^eeliun of the empire, they 
did not dare hianifeft any hoAile inten- 
tions coxvarM^HTerland : chough defeended 
from a funii^’^ac hM lieredicafy pretenfions 
on chat aa^fo^, they never ihev^isd. the lesdl 
inclinaciont^ ^eit tliem. 

JLcrwis^jfnV. of France in the higeA ca- 
reer of Uls fncceAes always paid them a 
ji|pc]Gcd deference^ Some politicians have 


even Shooglit, that fuch was hi< fear of of- 
fending t&m, that Iwd tliey interfered in 
favour of Spain, when that monarch Aized 
the Province of Fi-antlic Comte, w'hich lay 
contiguous to their borders, lie would have 
reAored it, fooner than involveil himlclf in a 
quarrel with Swifferland. 

But tlieir moderation and love of peace 
xvere always no lefs confpicuous than their 
valour. They have coiiflantly obferved a 
Itndl nenrrality lefpccting the drUcrcnces 
among the European powers. Sati'^tied with 
the ctijoymcnt of frcedcun and tranquillily at 
home, they have never enTert.iincd an idea 
of making acquifitions' abi oad ; and are upon 
that account, and from a variety of motives 
all much redounding to tiici I honour, the very 
beA of neighbours. 

No other people in Eiiropp can boaA of 
pollciring, like five Svvils, the unanimous good 
will and opinion of all the leA. En\ y, fiif- 
picion, old grutlge’i, and frequent enmity, 
are thepor/ifMi of them al) xx-irhout excep- 
tion : as they arc often at variance, fo they 
are perpetual Jy ort their guard .'igainAcash 
othci ; aud there Ls no finccrity in ciieir 
mutual ptofeironr. of amity. l*e:it.fc amonij 
them IS only a rdfatiAu of hollilitIe.> ; their 
eiideaxouis to thrive by the cultivation of 
commerce, and tlic eiicouragemenC of ma- 
nufadlures and other arts, are in i'a6t no snore 
than prepat .itions for new wars. 

The Swiis alone may be faid to live in a 
Aatcof real tranquillity, neither dillui bed by 
prefvnt, iu>r by tin; piofped^ of future quar- 
rels, xvhich is far from being the c.ifc of any 
other Aate. If not engaged in aiUial dif- 
putes, they live in a continual dread and ex - 
pectation of them; and hardly kiioxv from 
one day to another, whether they xvill not, 
either as principals or accetfaries, be ft retd ro 
tak? (Tar: in fbme of tliofe alcercariuns tba: 
fucceed CMch other of loic with fo univerfal a 
sapidity. 

This truly envir4ble fituation of uninter- 
rupted peace the Sw ifs may xx'holly aferib® 
to the reputation they have fo long and fo 
juAly claimed, of polVeiring an uncommon 
Aiare of national fpirit, and difpiaying it in- 
var uihly upon ex’ery pmptr occafion. 

The mountains, rocks, and feAnefTe*'. of 
SwiAcrbud are fometimes' mentioned as their 
chief fecurity againlt invafions : but igno- 
rance, inattention, or injuAicc, can alone 
countenance fo wrong a fuggcAion. Are not 
their Italian neighbours guarded (Xi all fides 
by the Alps, whicli lirm a natural rampart 
on the north of that petiinfub, where only 
it ia acceflible by land ? But the truth is, tliat 
no ramparts will fecure thofe who wont 
fpirit to defend themfelves. It Js much 
more to the valour of the. Swifs than to the

But - in this age, whcii every one 
looked Upon hiinfelf as equally entitled to the 
favour of Heaven with the belt of men, and 
as no mean proficient in the doArines of 
Chriftianity, and even boafled to feel the 
fpirit of infpiration within his brf:dl ; men, 
who believed themfclvcs inferior to none, 
were ill difpofed to fubmic to the dilates of 
fuperiiirs, and acquiefee in the dependence 
of fubordinacy ; and in this fituation of af- 
fiilrs, every ceremony, however inconfide-- 
table, was confidered as idolatraus, and every 
formality as far from a fuitable correfpondence 
with the fervor of their teal, and the fpiri« 
tuality of their devotions. The fiirplice, 
bowing at the name of Jefus, kneeling at Che 
facrament, and othei* matters of form, were 
decried as Fapillicai ; and the danger of a re- 
admiflion of the Papal pou'er, and of an ex- 
tirpation of the I’rotcftants fnim the perfe- 
cucing principles of that fedl, excited the ap- 
prehMiiions of the khigtlum from the one 
end to the other. 

The leaders of the Parliament had too much 
fiigaetty and penetrution not to percaive the 
opportunity which oflered itfelf forpionioting 
their defigns, which, by this lime, iii all pio- 
bability extended to the total diffolution ot the 
Monarchy. The Bench of BiHiiops, when 
leconciled to the views bf the Couit) had al- 
ways been a confiderable fnpport to it ; and 
as tile Clergy had necefliuily a great iiiiluence 
on Che afledbons of the generality of the 
people, no mean ihars of the (ccuricy of the 
Crown depended upon their good opinion. — 
Kay, fo much wcie Monarcliy and Kpil'co- 
pacy thought to be coiiiie^lcil m iliC nature of 
things, chat it has been tlie alTri lion of foine 
great ifian, (I think of King J.iincs 1.) tlwt 
the abolit'jn of the one involved the ruin of 
the other. Accordingly, the paTti7ans of li- 
berty refolved to make theie the tirll facritice 
to their ambitious views, and ef^cemed a di- 
minution of their pow'er as a prelude to gain 
a fuperiority in the Upper Houfe, as they had 
alre^ydone in the Lower ; a motion, there- 
fore, was made to incapacitate tliem from 
taking feats in the Houle of Lords as Peers of 
tb* realm. ^ 

It feems to have been fate of 

Charles, to be kiways in the enil Wigrd to 
give way to every attack upon heights. 
Though for a while he endeavoured to ftem 
the torrent pf.opfHifition, and to party .the at- 
fempb <-f hUladverfaries, yet, from a w'auc 
of fteadinefs;^’ he at length fuffered the perfe- 
verance qf |ik enemies to prevail. The pre- 
fenC was A bc^d attempt ; it W'us .in attempt 
that at once (truck at the privileges of the fub- 
jedi, and the prerogative of the King : by 
depriving a part of the people (the Clergy) 


of fdprefentatihn in Parliament, it levelled its 
aim at Che very vltolfraf cite conllitiUiou, and 
contradidted all the maxims of civil literty. 
Charles, as ufual, at firft refufed to give his 
aifent to the bill ; but the incendiary Com- 
mons had means enow to which they might 
recur for promoting their deftrodlive ainis. 
Tumultuary petitioners, at their inftigation, 
aircmhled in infinite numbei's about V/hitc- 
h.ill ; they complained of the obduiacy and 
aibitraiy ilifpoiition of the King J and the' 
ciy of * NoBifhops, HoBilhops,' rcfouiidcd 
from every cpiartcr. It was in vain that 
Charles alledgcd that his educatirni w:is among 
Protedants ; it was in vain chat he appealed 
to the general tenor of his conduct fince his 
aroeflion to the Throne i no prwmifes, no 
profcilions, could allay the blind impetuofity 
of an inflameil multitude. AfTcnt was nc- 
celliiry ; and th'. unhappy Monarch was ob- 
liged to difqualify his belt friends, to deprive 
himfeif of the means of defence, and expofe 
himl'elf to the attacks of every malignant 
foe. 

The Commons, not fatisfied with this con- 
celhon, as was forefeeii, proceeded to make 
other rcquifitions ; and the adl, by which the 
Crown refigtied the prerogative «if didiihing 
the Paili.nnent witliout its own confenc, and 
a ilioufaiid otheiv etpially iinju(lifi.ib)e from 
the rules of Britiih government and Britifli 
liberty, were demanded, and, by the means 
above recited, obtained. But it would be 
endlefs to enumerate each of their violences, 
and undertake to denionllrate dm injullice 
:md the unreafonablcnefs of each dlltindt item. 
SulPtce it then to fay, that every one wras 
liable to the cenfure of a man of impartiality 
no Icfs t'lan the deprivation of the Bilhops, as 
they all, in jiroportiuii to their extent, ceiio 
tered in the fame point. 

In fuch circumllai'.ces, no eloquence or 
fubiile fophilhy is required to vindicate the 
name of Cliarles from the imputations of 
fadHon, or to refute the aiguments of his ad<* 
verfaries. Nor, in my opinion, can any one 
arraign w ith juftice the fubfequent meafures 
of this Prince, or tind the leafl; ground for 
denominating him a tyrant. Mild and bene** 
hceuc in his ends, and moderate in the means 
for the attainment of them, it might have 
been expedled that fuccefs would have at- 
tended his Heps, and his reign have been 
glorious and happy. But fuch were the pe- 
culiar cii wumHrnces of the times, and fuch 
Che face of this Prince, that all his virtues 
were in reality fo many faults ; and thofe good 
difpofitions which ctmllituCe the value of the 
private man, and which at almcH any other 
period in the Engl lh annals might have been 
produdlive of general felicity, now became 
ilie fouFce of liis afilidliuus. Indeed, it does

There are two srorks in the French 
language, which Ibme have thought proper 
to mention in the catalogue of romances : but 
they cettatnly eleferve a higher place : thefe 
ai*e Teleinnctius, and the Travels of Cyrus. 

The firll, though written in profe, is 
ttnqueitionahly the moll beautiful poem in 
.e\^ery other rcipedl that ever appeared in the 
French tongue. The fecond is an excellent 
fclefliun and arrangement of 'hiflorical fa^ls, 
connected together by a judtcimis fable, tend- 
ing to form and enlighten the under(tanding« 
and at the fame rime to enrich the memory 
with a large portion of ufeful kru)u ledge. 

No modern production has met w'ith more 
applaufc than Telemachus. It has endeared 
the name of Fcnelon, its iUidtriou.s author, 
to the w'hole world. But the Travels of 
Cyrus have nor, if I may venture an opinion, 
been foSicientiy ditful^ in die literary cir- 
cles of Europe. 

On their firfi ajipearance they had fome 
enemies to encounter in the tield of criticifm : 
but their defers were fo flight, and fo readily 
resiled, tliat they foon gained tlicir author, 
the celebrated Ramfayj a prodigious reputa- 
tion. The ingenuity and erudition fo judi- 
cioufly blended in this performance, render it 
(Of tlie extenfive utility, and afford 

Hquai p^afure and iiiflru^ion. 

It may not be improper to take notice, 
Ibat this is anoClicr inflance of a foreigner 
producing a work f>f prime merit in liie 
French language ; Mr. llamfay being .a na- 
tive of Scotland.

The Hiftoiy of France, by Father Danie- 
ls the beft extant. I do ncx propofc him 
a faultlcfs writer : but he is* copious, exac^ 
and, confidvring his fituation in life, niou 
impartial tlian could>knolt be expected. II 
Oile is correO and iflo;ving ; andithougii noc 
remarkable for energy, is clear, unafk.-icd, 
and altogether very pleafiiig. 

A work which, f<»r its intrinfic and e\ j- 
dent utility, claims a high ronliderat ujii in 
the republic of Icttei-s, is the \ncierit Hilhny, 
by Rollin. If any man defcrvwj well of 
youth, it is certainly hr. No one has fo 
greatly facilitated the means of tluit know- 
ledge w-hich becomes a gentleman. lie 
wrote n ^th an eloquence and dignity befitting 
his fiibjeiSI; -nd well defers es the wtn'ds ( 
Jir.ve feen unilcr a print of him, Lfgc ct 
telt^e. Forget not Crevier, the elegant 
continuntor ot his Hillory of Home. 

Rjpiii 'I'lioiivK Ihould be le.id bv an En- 
ghdiman on tWi> accounts: he has 
the hiftory of our country; and he has done 
it with impartiality. His ftile is rather dry 
and frigid; hni h.s judgment and penetration 
make ample amends. 

Farther Oilcans has trcateil of the fame 
fnbjcct iji a f:'.r more entertaining manner. 
As you have ye.ars and difcretiuii futiicient 
to think for yourfelf, you may pcriife him 
\vithoi,t any danger to thofu principles which 
ought ever to b.e uppermolt in an Knglilh- 
man, 

Vcitot is a WTiter whofc diflion is equally 
correct and eloquent. He is full of enter- 
tainment, and few authors are more in j e- 
quc(t with their countrymen. His Revo]ii> 
tions of S-iVcilen and of Rome ai'e highly 
clt(’enie<h tlie latter elpccially. 

The Hilloiy of tlie famous League of 
Cambray againft the Republic of Venice, hy 
Pubas, is a performance of fuigular mem : 
it difplays a fund of political knowledge, 
very curious and intereiling to fuch as are 
defirous of being w'cll acquainted with tliat 
important and celebrated period. It is wTit- 
ti'ii in a noble and elevated Itilv, and has 
met wicli the univeriaL acceptance of all 
Eiu*ope. 

A compofitiori of pecuruu* merit is the 
Life of Henry the Fourth of France, by 
Peretixe, It was defigned for the iiiRruc- 
tion of Lewis the Fourteenth, by the author, 
W'ho w-as his pieccptor. It abounds with 
excellent paliagcs, and is incomparably the 
bell .account of the leign.aid :u^lions of that 
great monarch : it is a book which ovfiiy 
prince ought to re:id. 

There is an abridgm;;nt the French

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Mj\ory, written of late ye.-jrs hy Monf. He- 
nniilt, n ninn of uncommon abilities^ atkl faga- 
tity : h: is extolled as a molt perfect and 
fiivihcd pci furmance. 

Sc. Real is an author whofe hiftorical pieces 
have met with extmunliiiary pmtfe. TIm 
S paiiilh confpiracy againlt Venice is unani- 
nioufly allowed to be a maftur.piece. 

The learned Tillemoiu’s Hifloiy of the 
Roman Empenirs is written with :ui ex- 
actitude and care, and with a enrreCtners mid 
precifien of ftilei tluit have procured liim tfie 
highelt reputiition. 

All theirf writers, I doubt not, jmu will 
heftow tlie utmolt diligenci; in pemfing. 1 
cvjviM have mentioned m.uiy others very ile- 
ferving ; but thefc are iiiconteflably the firft 
upon the hiltoriual catalogue. 

If I have omitted the celebrated Abbe 
Raynal, it is not hecaule 1 have iui^otten 
hint ; hut tlut his writings are of a iiaiticular 
clafs, being a mixturb of hiltot y anti iihilofo- 
phy, bleiuling and rnp]ioi ti:ig each other in a 
manner that renders him .in original in this 
fort of compofition. t 

I recommend him to your moll attentive 
peruial. ilis head .iiul his heait leetn of the 
purett and fublimcft frame. No writer ap- 
j>e.ais more fmcercly zealous fortlie common 
happinefs of tocicty ; none mure determined 
to promote it by the uniform tcnoiir of all his 
Writings. 

Anotlier hiftorical performance of an ori- 
ginal nature, is the Cimrulen.tions on the Rim 
and Decline uf Rome, by the ilhutiious 
iVlontefqmcu. 

I will mit have the vanity tof.iy any thing 
in praife of a work dwt is .above all com- 
mend.ition. The concurrent telllmony of all 
Europe lias long prommuccd it to be the 
Koblc'lt mnnument of hifturical wiidom th.:t 
ever yet appeared. It is read by all nations 
a bunk of oracles ; aiul has left n.othing to 
bs added on the lubjeils it has trertt<K.l. 

A pci foil of great rank and digniiv, and of 
no lefs difeermnent and f.igacity, has incillcd 
this famous performance ** I'hcRoman HiiKii'v, 
written for the uleof Kings and Miniltcrs of 
Sutc.’* I'his IS a compendious but fully ex- 
preirivcelogiiim. 

1 will clofe this I'eview of the pnn^ip.al 
liillorlans among the I'rench with Volulrc.

An Englith gentleman (hould be particu- 
lui ly veifed in hillory ; not only diat of his 
own covintry, but thole of as many others as 
he* cm poliibiy fp.ire time to read and Rudy. 

It IS cliicfly by an application of this kind 
that he will become of public utility : he 
will le-irn what courfes to avoid, by con- 
templating tlic c.alamitics they have bccafion- 
ed ; ,md what tncaiures lo purfue, by con* 
fulvring the baiief'itst^icy have pridneed. '• .

Hiftory however can never be again'on the 
fame footing of fplendour it was in ages of 
okl. 

Whatever liiAorians France or any mo- 
dern nation may have produced, let us not 
imagine they bear any proportion in point of 
merit to tliofe of antiquit)'. 

Two reafons concin* to decide in favour of 
tbefe*: they were bom and bred in lepiibtics, 

. dtid enjoyed an unlimited freedom in the 
matiifellation of their thoughts; and ttiey 
wrote in a fuperior language. 

Should any One object the examples of 
Idvy and Tacitus, let them recollect that the 
firft wrote at a time wtien, tho’ liberty was 
oppreft, it was not extinguilhed. Auguflus 
did not wilh to appear its enemy : on the 
coiitraiy, he always fpoke with the utmoft 
refpedl of the fovereignty of the Roman ]ieo- 
ple: hence a great degree of liberty re- 
•jRiained, not only in appearance, but alfo in 
reality.^ 

Tacitus wrote under the Emperor IVa- 
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jan, the greateft friend to the rights and H* 
bertim of mankind tliat ever iat upon a 
throne. 

But the hiftorians of modern ages have not 
had the fame advantages. To fay nothing of 
the inferiority of their language, which how- 
ever is a weighty confideratioii, they were 
the fubjedb of monardis, and had meafures 
to keep. 

From thefe two canfes, we never can ex- 
pert fuch hiftorians to arife again as thofe of 
Greece and Rome. One alone of tlicfe 
caufes is fuffiefent to rank them above mo- 
dem writers ; and one of tliem is fure to fub- 
flit, were the other to ceafe. 

Whatever degree of liberty may become 
the portion of mankind, there is no likeli- 
hood that in any future age a language will 
be formed equal to the Gi'eek or Latin. 

In this we muft be content to yield 

perpetual precedence to the ancients : happy 
if we can compenfate this deficiency by 
equalling them in that exquifitenefs of fenfe 
and judgment, for which tliey are not leia 
confpicuous than the unrivalled beauty of thew 
lanij'uage.

I KNOW of no topic that has more fre- 
quently employed the writers of eflays 
jhan Tas 1 E, nor any that h.Ts given them 
more trouble to lefs purpofe. Tafte has been 
to the author wliat mercury has been to tlie 
diymift, a fpleodid but fugitive fubjedt: 
adepts have been always labouring to fix it, 
and it has always cuided theii' diligence and 
tiieir ikill. 1 ftiall, liowever, make one more 
acteifipt to afceitain how far a criterion can 
, be eftabllfhed to diftinguifli falfe tafte from 
true, and in what particulars tafte is not fub- 
jedt to any fuch criterion. 

Tafte has been ufually diftinguifhed into 
nrue and falfe. True tafte has been defined 


either in ufe or proportion ; and two fets of 
features may be equally ufeful, and have the> 
fame proportion with refpcdl to each other, 
and yet not excite the fame ideas of beauty in 
the fame mind ; and the fame fet of features 
and complexion may not excite the fame ideas 
of beauty in different minds. 

A Negro thinks a Negro more beautiful 
tlian an European ; an European thinks juft 
the contrary: by w'bntcan we determine whe- 
ther tlie Negro or £uro|ie3n has true tafte > 
or that either of them iidmires as beautiful 
what lias no beauty ? 

If this criterion is wanting, it muft be con- 
felfed tliat beauty is wholly relative to that 
kind of internal fenfe which we call tafte :

Min« whether the w<0Rian he iaw had more 
or lefs beauty than other women» yet be 
would furely perceive beauty; he would 
perceive an time excited a pleafing fen- 
lation of a peculiar kind. If he was not ne« 
ceflarily determuied to this pleaTure by a 
fenfes it is difficult to conceive how this plea- 
fure could ever be produced : and if he did 
not, by difierenc fenfations, prefer the beauti- 
ful to the ugly woman the fir(t time he iaw 
thenOf what could determine him to a prefer- 
ence afterwards? The writer who advances this 
notion, fuppofes his blind man would learn 
Co prefer Che beauty, by ubferving tier form to 
be moft conibnanc to die general form of na- 
ture. But why, Chen, do we think a toad 
«gly, and a pl^iant beautifiil? Both are 
equally confonant to the general form of na- 
ture in their feveral fpecies ; and there is no 
form that can be called the general form of 
nature, with rerpotfl to diflerenc i'pecies. 

And here it may be remarked, tiiac the 
pleafure w^hich attends the idea of beauty, 
Amply confidered between tlie fexes, is of 
the fame kind with the pk'afure tiiat accom- 
panies the idea of beauty excited by other ob- 
jeds. 'I'o this idea of beauty, delire is acci- 
dental. We have not always molt defire, 
with refpefl to that object which we 
allow to be moft beautiful. That which in 
this cafe fafeinates the imagination feems to 
be rather fome expreilion of fenfibility, either 
fancied or real ; fome indicarion of a mind 
ernineiicly qualified to receive and return a 
tender, a refined, and exquifite delight. But 
tills namelefs, and peibaps indefinable charm, 
tliough not ill propoitioii to beauty, is yet in- 
compatible with pofitive ugliiiefs and great 
deformity. 

With refpe^l to the perception of beauty, 
however, all men have foinething in com- 
mon : all men agree, tliat a bird is more 
tseautifiil than a 10.11! ; though all men do not 
agiee which is the moft beautiful bird. 

'I'his has emiblei! us to define tlie particu- 
lar figures and qualities which produce the 
idea of beauty in genei'al. We have difeu- 
vei'Ccl, that this idea and the fenfation tliat 
accomp;uiies it are in general produced by 
variety with unifiirmiry, and by bodies 
whofe furfaces are bounded by a jiarcicidar 
line. 

But this does not .nt all tend to prove, ih.^c 
beauty is not wludly relative to a fenfe, which, 
upon the perception of certain obje^, per- 
ceives alfo an idea, which man has ciiftinguifh- 
ed by that name, to exprefs a pleafuiu pecu- 
liar to the contemplation of it.

What we call beauty, eteganccj gracer and 
fublimi^, in painting and poeuy, are eqttfdi» 
iy relative to a fenfe, and dependent upon k;, 
with what we call beauty in natui^ and ma- 
teritl objedls. 

We can, indeed, judge wiiether an adlon 
is iavented with pnibability, whethei' natune 
is juftly deferib^, whether a fentiment ia 
confonant to trutli, and wlieclier imaged are 
combined witli congruity, without appealing 
to a fenfe { becaufe fidlion, deferiptiun, fen- 
timent, and metaphor, may be refocred to 
realities in nature, of which aU men have 
the fame ideas : but hy what common teft 
fhall we determine which of two veifes ,is 
the moft harmonious, which of two fenti- 
ments is moft beautiful, or wliich of two 
images is moft ftriking ? 

The fame is true with refpedl to the beau- 
ties of painting ; tliat is, true with refpedl to 
the obje^ of which painting is the topre- 
fentation. 

As wc have therefore no criterion, to 
diftinguiib beauty into falfe and true, we have 
no cnterioii to diftinguifti tafte into falfe and 
true, us far as it relates *10 mere beauty ia 
any object, whether natural or artifidil, xna* 
terial or intellediuall 

Taste, however, lias other obje^ tliat 
are alfo die objei£:%s of judgment ; and with 
ref|>edt to tliefe, tafte h:is a criterion. Some 
men have a faculty tliat inftantly difeovers, 
approves, and relifhes, what judgment would 
d'tftinguilh and approve after the labour of 
iiiveftigation. 

Some men alfo have a faculty that approm 
what judgment, after iiiveftigation, would 
condemn. These is a tafte chat approves and 
Felifhes that m which there is ufe, propriety, 
and truth ; and a tafte which approves and 
rclifhes that in which tliere is iieitlwr. But 
as ufe, propriety, and trutli, niay be afeer- 
tuined by the comparing powers of the mind, 
and are, in their nature, independent Of fenfo, 
we can eafily demonllmrcoiae of tliefe facul- 
ties to be falfe tiiftc, and the other true.

^ * A iwriodiad wprk, written b, A. HUl Mri Mr. Bond. 
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A HISTORY of Greece^ as is very jnftly 
obfervetl by Mr. Micfbnl in his Fre- 
face* may certainly be cunTidered a$ one of 
the defiderata of modem literature ; and we 
congratulate the public on the profptsA thi^ 
have of feeing this 10 well fupplied as the 
work now laid belore them promiies. 

This volume gives an account oi the affairs 
«£ Greece, from die earheft dawn of their 
liiftory, till die conclufion of the Perfian in- 
vaAoii hy the battles of Platasa and Mvcale. 
To feledl: what is probable from the cloud of 
fi^on in which the earber annals of Greece 
are enveloped, to feparate hidoty from my- 
thology, and to draw into one pome of view 
the various aidtions of the different independent 
States, is a tdk the difiivuUy of wh.ch is 
well known to «ill who arc at all convediott 
with Grecian (lory. In thefe points Mr. 
Micford lias acquitted hiinfelf beyond oui' moft 
fanguine eapediations. The rife and pix^refs 
df the didereiu fiimiiies of tlie Grecian race ; 
their cultonis, manners, laws, and religion, 
in their earlier ages, and the gradual change 
of barbanfm into refinement, aie ileliiieated 
with thegreatelt <ie.imefs and predfion; and 
while the \aiiou$ aurhorides produced ihew 
the extreme literary knowledge and dthgence 
of the author, the juft refledlions bo occa- 
fionally mtrodures, and the oomparifoiu he 
often makes witli modem events and modem 
manneiTS ; and above all, his apparent know- 
ledge of military affairs, fo el&ntial to tlie 
treating properly of the annals of a warlike 
peojde, fhew that he is every way equal Co 
the calk he lias undertaken. 

It is impoflible, in the narrow limits of a 
Review, togive any adequate fpecimea of the 
geneia) merit of a performance which fo 
greatly deiwndj on the arrangement of die 
the dependence of one part on 
: 1 wither. All tliat we can do is to fele^l 


father of poetry in a light which, in our apf.^ 
nion, he very juftly disferves, and gives an 
inilance of Mr. Mitfunrs mannar of illuftral'- 
ing his fubjeA by examples dmwn fnMn 
more modem times. 

Such were Che Trcgan war and. its oonfo- 
quences, acconhng to the beft of the unooilc 
nedted and defe^ve accounia renudningi, 
among which thole of Homer have always 
held the firft rank* Tlie authoiiqr, however^ 
of Che great poet asanhiftonanhas in modevit 
times been vanoufly eftiinated. Amoof the 
ancients it was lels queftioned. As it is o£ 
the higheft im^iortanoe to Che hiAoSy of tBo 
early ages that it (hould Rave its due weight 
Iwill meniian herc,^me of thepitncipal 
circunubnets of proof in its favor : och4ars 
will occur hereaftei. in Homer*s age, then. 
It fhould be remembered, poets were tlio 
only hifturians ; finom wnich thoimb it does 
not at all follow chat poets would always 
fcrapuloufly adhere to truth, yot it necelA- 
rily follo'vs, chat veracity in hiiloriral nana- 
tion would make 1 laige fhare of a poef^s 
merit in public op>nion: a circumlbinco 
which the comnKKi ufe of written cujoiids 
and prole biftorics mftajitly and totally altered* 
The (irobnbiliiy, aim! the very remarkablle 
Gonfiifency of Homei’s hiftoncal anecdotes^ 
vanoufly difperfed as they are among bis 
poetical d nails and cmtHrUifhmentSt forma 
fecund and powerful tettimony. Indeed tbe 
connedlton and the deanicfs of Grecian hif- 
toiy through ihe very early^tilfles of which 
Homer has treated, appear extiaordinaty, 
when compared v.dth tlietarknt«i\ and uncer- 
tainty rh^ begin in the inftant of our 
hb ^idance, and continue tlirough ages.^ 

In ronfirmation then ot tiiis pre*um{it!ve evi- 
dence, we ha. e very complete pofitive proof 
to tbe only point that could admit of it, hW 
geography f which has wood* 1 fully ftood tho

YMMall firtt give our readers the conclu- 
isKSrtlie lecond Chajiter, as it places tbe 


moil fcmpulous inquiries from thufe who 
were every way qualified to make tliem. From 
all thefe, with peihaps other confidoiatiuiis, 
followed what we may add in the omth 
place, the credit paid to Homei^s hUiuiy by 
C G e the 
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the judicloas^jtrofe-wr^^ of antiquity, 
awl among tl^>>ariy ones particulaiiy hy 
Thocydules. Uie veiy fame of the prin- 
cipal perfons iuqd events cdebnted by Homer 
ifeems to have led fome to queftion thor 
reality. Pei*iia|>s it may not be an improper 
^SgrefiiflO here to bring to the reader’s re^- 
le^oQ a paiiage in the Juilory of the Britifli 
iflands, bearing fo clofe an analogy to fome 
'of the molt remarkable circumftances in Ho- 
mer^s hUloiy, that it affords no inconfiderable 
collateral fupport to that poet’s authority as a 
foithful relater of fa£U, and psunter of man- 
ners. Exploits like that of Paris were, in 
the twelfth century, not uncommon in Ire- 
land, In a lower line they have been fre- 
quent tiiere ftill in our days ; but in that age 
'impular opinion was fo favourable to them, 
that even princes, like Jafon and Paris, glo- 
ried in fuch proofs of their gallantry and 
fpirit. Bermot, king of Leinfter, accord- 
ingly foirned a deft^ on Dervorghal, a ce- 
lebrated beauty, wife of O’Ruark, king of 
Xeitrim ; and, between force and fraud, he 
fucceeded in carrying her off. (VRuark re- 
fcntcd the affiont, as might be expedled.-^ 
He procured a confederacy of neighbouring 
chieftains, with the king of Connaught, the 
moft powerful prince of Ireland, at their 
head. Xeinflcr invaded, the princefs 
was recovered, iind,^er hoftilities continued 
with various fuccefs during many years, ]>er- 
xnot was expelled from his kingdom. Thus 
^ the refemblnnce holds with much exa£t- 
xiefr. The fequel differs : for the rape of 
Bervorghal, beyond coroparifon inferior in 
celebrity, li^ yet confec|uences fv more im- 
povtant th.in the raiie of Helen. Tlie fugi- 
tive Bermot, deprived of other hope, applied 
to Che powerful monarch of tlie neighbour- 
ing ifland, Henry the Second ; and in return 
for allillance to reitore liim to his dominions, 
offered to hold them in vaflidage of the crown 
of England. The Englifh conqueft of Ire- 
land followed.’* 

In the Appendix to the fourth Chapter, 
3Hr. Milford treats of tlie chronology of Gre- 
cian hiilQnr%i\vphich he is fingularly happy ; 
end Vte conceive he has fixed the age of 
Homer to have been much nearer the Trojan 
war than is nfuafly imaiJIhed, by arguments 
that are oncof Iroveitibie. The^following 
paffage appeai^to us unanfwerable : « 

** Had the^rditirti of the Heraclcids pre- 
ceded the titHe in which Homer flonrUhed, is 
it conceivable," ihac among fjftgedls which fo 
naturally led ut thq mention of it, be fhouid 
never once foive aUiided to fo great an event, 
by which fo total a change was made of the 
pmcipal families, end Jadeed of the whole 
|m|niliicfonof PeUif^unefos, wid of the ivpfterp 


cqeft of Afia Minor, with Che adjacent 
ifiinida ?*’ 

The ibUowiiig juft, and we believe n^dpr 
pidhire of. the Britiih confticution will, wjR* 
truft, be highly acceptable to all our reaik^. 
After deferibing the different f<irms 
cian government, Mr. Mitford proceeds, ** It' 
may here perhaps be a digreflion not entirely 
ufeiefs for iUuftntion of the fubjedl before 
us, to obferve, that the Britifti confticution 
is a oompoficion of all the legal fimple forms 
acknowledged bj the Greeks, monarchy, oli- 
garchy, ariftocracy, and democracy. Mo- 
narchy with us perfedlly accortls with- the 
Grecian fenfe of the term. The Lords form 
the oligarchat part of the ConftitutioD, and 
the Houfe of Commons properly the arifto- 
cratical, being compofed of perfons clewed by 
the people to legiflative authority, for merit 
real or fuppofed. The democratical principle, 
equal law, or, in Che Greek term, ifemomy, fin- 
gularly pervades the whole ; the privileges of 
the Peer extending in no degree to his ftmily, 
and the defeendants even of the blood-royal 
being people fuhjedl to the fame lawi^ the 
fame burdens, mici the fame judicature with 
the meaneft citizen. Rights of eleAfon, trial 
by jury, and parifh and tything offices,, toge- 
ther with the right of addrefiing and peti- 
tioning either the executive or any branch of 
the legillacurc, form a large democratkal 
power, more wifely given and more wifely 
bounded, notwithftanding fome defedls, than 
in any other government that ever exifted.” 

Mr. Mitford is a Itrenuous fupporter of the 
general authenticity of Herodotus, agatnft 
thofe who accufe him of wilful deviation from 
veracity; and he alfo aflfeits the fuperior 
claim to credit of Grecian hiftory to that of 
Roman, in fpice of the Roman Satirift’s op- 
probrious epithet, Grtscia iwaifojc. - —T he 
juftnefs of the following remark muft ftrike 
every body : 

** Nothing apparently, fo much as the 
elegance of ingenuity, every where inter- 
mixed with early Grecian hiftory, has driven 
many to flight it as merely fabulous, who 
have been dif>x>fed to pay great rcfpcdl to tlie 
early hiftory of Rome ; giv ing a credit to the 
folcmn adulation of the grave hiftoriansof 
Italy to their own country, which tliey deny 
to tlie fenciful and inaccurate, but furely bo- 
rn ft and unflattering accounts, remaining to 
os of elder Greecei” 

From thefe extrefts the reader may form 
fome judgment of the abilities of the author*

Chap. XlI.XlIl.and XIV. treat of the 
refpeflive governments of Grand Cairo, 
Walachia, and Moldavia, of the Tartars, and 
of the States of Barbaiy, allies to the Poite. 

Chap. XV. and XVI. treat of the nations 
tribucury to the Ottoman Empire, and of tlie 
revenues of the Otiomaps, tlieir treafuries, 
and the perfons who have the adminillracion 
of them. " All the revenues of the empire 
are divided into two dci^a *tments, one in tlie 
Seraglio, and the other in the City. The 
principal is called Afiri, the other Kafna ; the 
firft is the treafury of the empire under the 
dtre^lion of the Defurdar ; the fecond, the 
Grand Signor’s private barik, of wliich tlie 
KxJlar^Agba is the adminidrator. The ro* 
venues paid in to the impciial trenfiuy amount 
Co 30,000,01x1 piaftres, or iix millions (ter- 
ling, exclufive of Che produce of the gold and 
filver mines.**

mend it to the iMsrufal of our readers ; only 
remarking chat the author, empajfant, has a 
political ftroke at Lord North, aixd redUfies 
foroe mifrakes of Sir James Porter. 

The three next cliapters liate the Turkifh 
policy with refpedl to the diffisrent powers o£ 
Europe. 

Chap. XXV. (hews the manner in which 
the Turks uvat the amhalladors and miniftera 
of Chrillian princes. The XXVlth Chap* 
gives an. account of the ceremonial of the 
public entry of a Venetian ambafUbor into 
Cunftantinople. Chap. XXVII. offisrs feme 
ufeful hints to the diplomatic eoips refulent 
at Confrantinople. 

Chap. XXVIII. XXIX. and XXX. Con- 
tain a defeription of the city, its mixed in* 
habitants, and police. 

Chap. XXXI. gives an account of tho 
manners and cu(loms*of the inhabitants,, in* 
terf;ierfed with feveral fmgular anecdotes. 

The feven lalt chapcei-s relate only to the 
trade carried on between Turkey and other 
ciiuiicries, but afford no iiiConfidenible fbare 
of inilruAion on chat head. 

Upon the wliolc, this work evidently 
ihews Che auclior to have been thorougbly 
mailer of his fubjedl^ and, though neiclier fo 
voluminous nor elegant a publicaciiMi as 
Picait’s, contains as much real, and probably 
.better authenticated information, and is well 
worth perufal.

Among otlier 
improvements the following ought not to be 
overlooked. << In this facred allegoty the 
laws of probability arc inviolably preferved, 
in the very infiance of endowing an afs with 
the gift of fpeech — for it is exprelUy faid, 
that the La^d opened its mouth, {Nec Deus in» 
terfit) So that tlie fiory is entire, pcrfpicuous, 
and natural throughout.” 

After ohferving tliat the charge of cru- 
el^, fu well brought home to thii. venal pi o- 
phet, was nr*- the lefs poignant, or true, bc- 
caufe annouiiceu oy a /nor, unpopular animal,'* 
the author, by a (trnngc concatenation of 
ideas, immediately goes on to remai k, that 
** this is not the age to alTert the clerical dig- 
nity jji very pompous language.**— Far be 
it from us to infinuate that Mr. Moir meant any 
reflection on liis levercnd brethren ; but many 
of them VIVO pnoi ^ .ind not veiy popular ^ and 
feme irrevereiid w.ig might W'ilfuliy coiu 
found the parties, feeing them thus clolcly 
connected. 

The following may ferve not only to evince 
the author's impaitiahiy, hut his regard fut* 
and attachment to his hearcis. 

<* Believe me, fays he, it is not my inclina- 
tion to tickle tlie ears of tlic vulgar, or gratify 
the invidious humour of the |x>or, by grinning 
d imnation in the face of the great, or rich. 
No ! you are rerponfible to heaven for all 
you pofiefs, and with tliat rlglitrous tribunal 
— / leave you to anfwer for youifclves.” 

In iniitaiioii of fo good an example, we 
will neither tickle the author's cars with 
pr.iife, nor grin at the prodiirfions of his pen, 
but here leave them to anfwer for tbemf elves 
at the candid tribunal of the public.

T he author feems to be fully equal to the 
important fubjedl on which he has un- 
dertaken to write ; and theme is not a doubt 
but bis plans, were they put in execution, 
would anfwer eveiy end tliat Ilos been pn>- 
pofed by them. He differs exceedingly from 
Jbrmer W'riters on the police of Wefiminlter. 

It feems to liave been their wifti ** to gratify 
the reader's curiofity, by a miiliite attention 
to Che wonders of tlie town, rather than to 
couit Lbo a|»probatiqp of tficir unilcrlUnding, 





hf a fair inquiry intQ its priviiesas his tr ilhy 
on-the ocher heady |s» ** to raider his per- 
foimince ufeful by a fimple inv^ligedofi of 
the enormictes that fubfift in the civil polieo 
of Wcftminfter.*' Tlie coniideratioa of ib 
laudable a motive cannot fail to entitle the 
author to the thanks of every ienfible inha- 
bitant of that populous city. The plan of the 
iK'ork is/ " To take a (hort view of the rife, 
progrefs, and prcfent (late of the government 
ofWcftminftcrj with obfervations on its 
princii^al defedb ; and to piopofe a fcheme 
for rehirm— accompanied with c bfervacions 
CXI its pradlicability and advantages.” The 
obfervations made on the firft of tlicfe topics 
are intei’efting and juft. On the liead of 
rrfarm tticrc are many judicious things deli- 
vered : but they require too mucli nxjin to 
be given in detail in this Review. We lhall, 
however, mention a few ciieumftances wtiich 
appear ,to us the moft woitliy of attention.— 
" The Dean and Chapter to furrender, for a 
valuable confidcration, their franchife and 
niancrial rights to the Crow'n. The lugh 
Reward to be appointed by his Majefty during 
pleafure, and to, he lieutenant and cuftos ro- 
lultM'nm of the city and liberty. The city 
and liberty to be divided into fixteen equal 
wards; and each ward to be fubdivided 
into ten divifionsi or cithings. Tlie high 
bailiff to be annually appointed by the high 
Reward out of the burgeftes. The town 
clerk and coroner to be appointed by the 
high fteward, during gixjd behaviour. The 
high conftable to be appointed by the high 
ftew'ard, during pleafure ; but not to be in 
trade himfelf, nor iiitereftcd in any trade. 
Tlie burgelfes to have a common-hall, wherein 
ihall he holden by them, or any five of them, 
four genei al feftions of the peace yearly. The 
beadles to be eighty in number. The city to 
be provided with a military watch through- 
out the night, as is the cafe in Paris, and in 
Edinburgh. All vagrant or neceifitous per- 
fons to be furnifhed with employment; and 
not punifhed by ftripes, but by confinement, 
or hard labour.” As it is impoflible for us 
to produce any of Mr. Sayer’s reafonings on 
tbefe heads, we muft refer our readers to the 
book itfelf.

In oiipoTition to Mr. Edwards, be affirms that 
this country will poflefs, at Usffi, as much of 
American commerce as will be beneficial to 
it ; and he differs totally from Mr. Edwaids, 
who feppofes that the Ameridb Trade Bill, 
if paflbd into a law, would have tended, in 
a very eminent degree', to foppoit and en- 
courage the trade and navin^ion of En- 
gland. 

Mr. Edwards feppofes, that by admitting 
a d’lrea exixntation of fe^ to Amerke, 
Gioat Britain would feon find, a proportibaBd 
ineneafe of the fame fta^e at her own em- 
porium, while the confeniptioip of her <nm 
manufafftiires would enlaq^e with the aiqc- 
mentation of her navigation and revenue^ 
To Mr. Edwards, who had itated in his traifil^ 
that the firft duty of a writer is the afeer- 
taining of fiidis, Mr. Stevehfon puts thie 
queftkm : ** Pray, fir, are thsfe afeerhubed 
fafls r Mr. Stevenfon makes rnany fn^ • 
Ibrewd and pertinent obfervations ; and aft^ 
difplaying the national importance of obr 
manufedtures, our ftiip-cariwniers, and our 
feamen, wonders how any Briton can openly 
attempt to reduce their numbers. 

ANECDOTES of the AUTHOR,

Soon after the return, of tlm 
Kenbtn England, the gentleman with Whom 
he had ferved his time, left off going to fea'f 
and on offering Mr. Stevenfon the command 
of hit fhip^ ^ accepted the offer ; and, of 
courfe, gave up the thoughts of retonung to 
India. Mr. Stevenfon continued to Com- 
mand in different lines of naval commerce 
for feveral years, a)id with preny good fee*

^ The place where he efaife to fix his re- 
fidence uw Crotona, a very famous city in 
that part of Italy, to w'hich he is faid lo have 
given the name of Magna Gi t^cia, where he 
W.TS reciived with the higheft marks of ho- 
' nour, and livid then-e like ‘a god among men ; 
for he did not mix with the t>cople, and was 
not vifibie OxcOpt Co a few of his own fol- 
lowers, \vho wore mitiated into the myftcrie*; 
of his philofophy. He had fomething, as I 
have faid, in Ids form and appearance mote 
tl'ian hittnan, which flruck every one that 
faw Idin with a\<‘C and reverence : and he 
was believed to be pollelleci with powers and 
faculties far furpalfing tximmon Immanity $ 
for it was laid tliat he predii^d future events ; 
that he remembered what liad happened to 
him in former pericKlx of his exiltence, when 
he animated other btxlie;, and was able to 
make othen. do fo too, after they were ini- 
tiated into his ftiMiine philofophy, and purged 
from all pafiion and pertnrliation. He 'had 
jwwer alfo, k was fcid, over brutes, awl 
made even the wildefi and ficrceit of them 
obey him. 

“ There are many,. I know, of the age in 
wlikh we live, who will confider this man, 
fo roiicii tidmircd by all antiquity, as no 
better than an inqxiflor : bitt 1 cannot rejeCl 
what was believed of him l>y .nil his follow- 
ers, and .attelted by fo many credible authors, 
who lived near his time, unlcfsT could be 
convinced of the impoifibility that a being 
coidd exi(^, fuch as Ariflotle mentions, that 
was fomething betwixt God and man. But, fo 
fai' Irom i^eing of tliac opinion, 1 am convinced 
that there are many intelligences betwixt 
u? and the Supreme Intelligence, of power 
far fiipcrior to us : and indeed a philofoplier, 
w'ho has obferved the wonderful variety, of 
nature in otliCr animals, .^d how much 6iry 
rife one above another, cannot doubt that

^HE account I am to give of Mermaids is 
taken from a l>utcbbook, which is very 
rare, and not cranflaCed, as far as 1 know, 
either into French or Englilh^ and therefore 
1 will give it in the words of the author, wlio 
is one V’alentyn, nnnifter of the gofptl in 
' Arohoyua and Jlanda. He lived in the be- 
ginning of this century, and lias written a 
natural hillory of liuUa, which 1 am tidd is 
the heft extiint. A friend of mine, who lias 
favoured me w'itli .t tranflatioii of the j a:- 
fages from it ttvA follow, affures me that the 
author was a man ettcemed by the Dutch of 
RaCavia (amiHig wliuiti my friend lived for 
fevcnil yeanj) to be a man of perfeii veracity, 
and, from what be has coilctled concerning 
Che Mermaid, appears to have been a man 
of le^irning, and of great curiofiiy and in- 
duftiy. 

In his third volume, wliich treats of Am- 
bpyna, hnd the iflan(*s in its neighbourhcxul, 
he fays, " It feems very certain, th.it, in for- 
mer times, Merfnaids liave been feen here. 

-<< In the Company’s Daily .Regifter for the 
year 1653, ther(fbrinfeited,That Lieutenanc 
Trans Male or Smallen faw, at the time he 
was lent with fumeroen on an expedition in 
Che Bay of Houndelo, as did all the people 
that were with him, in de.ar day-time,, two 
Merrilaids, the one greater, the other fmaller, 
whidi they took td be man and wife, fwjm- 
ming together : chat tlie tidr at their head 
Imng over the neck, and tliat it appeared be- 
tween a greeo and grej'iih colburj aud tl)jit 


tliey could fee they lud hreafts. They were^ 
all above the w.uft, ihnpcd exndfy as a 
human creature ; hut from thence ddwn- 
ward^ they feemed to go caiiering off to a 
jioint. About fix \veeks afterwards, near 
tlw fame place, the like appearance was feen 
'by Che faid Smallen, and upwards of fifty

** Alkeit Heqiurt, in his AccoimC of India, 
fol.

and, on immediate examination, nobody wds 
mifluig. In rhe afternoon, he appeal^ in 
like mnn.ser three times, near to tlie bulwark, 
culled Hollandi.1 1 his hair was long^ aud a 
mixture of green and grey colour. 

** ill 1712, it IS faid a Mermaid, orSe^- . 
wonuii, was taken alive (nOarChc iilandfuf 
B.xiro), which was fifty-nine inches, of five 
feet long. Stic lived four days and fcveii 
htiurs, and tlieu died, as flic^would not 
any thing. She was never heard to artuAt- 
late any notfe. It STTiffRiy chat one Samuel 
Palvers in Amboyna prefeived the body for' 
forae time, and made out an exadt deferiptioa 
of it,%y which it appears time her head was. - 
like a woman’s, pro|>erly prc4>orrioiied, 
eyes, nofe, and mouth ; only the cyes,'whleh^;i- 
wereliglit blue, feeraod to'clifier a little fituii .

** Jr is WeB knwii diat many writ^ have 
handed dowh-t^ ps an aecnhnt f>f hap- 
pened in the ySar 1403 or 1404, iime time 
of a great iidnn in-£urope.

"aaid £dann» in the Znyder Zee. A wild or 
Ihi-womnn dro\'e from thencoj throogl) 
a'lveach nn the dike, into the Parmer Sea, 
and there taken by the boors of Edam, to 
. .which place tliey brought hei> cleared her of 
fea-ware, and put cloarbs on her. The peo- 
ple- of Hvlem heard of it, and rcquefted to 
have her; which was granted.

** It is Wv)rihy of notice, what Alexander 
of ‘Alexandria (Book iii. Chap. 1. Genial. 
Dier.) fays of fuch fea-people : He was in- 
formed by Draconitas'Bonifaciui'y a Neapoli- 
tan imblcman, a maa of great honour, that, 
when' he ferved in Spain, he ihw a f«a-man 
preferved in honey, which was font to tlie 
king frrim the neighbourhood of Mauritania ; 
that it Ifxiked like an old man, w'ich a very 
renigh head a>‘^d heanl, of a ikyrhlue colour, 
xnucb larger than the common run of men s 
and tiiat there w'ci'e fmall bones in the iins, 
-withvvhicli hefwam. This he related osa thing 
known to.every one in that pai% of thew'orid. 

I’heodorus Gaaa relates. That, when he 
was in the Morea, lV.ch a woman wtui drove 
on thtit coail hy a violent Aoi m ; chat lie 
fnw her, and Ihe was veiy w'ell looked ; tliot 
fbe fighcd, and feemed very much concerned 
when a jnimher of (leople canae rouml her ;

he found an opportunity, and got into the 
fea. The Poituguere fpeak of Mermaids as a 
common thing on the coafl of Zofala and 
Mofamhiqtie. . 

Janiiia fays, in his thiie, at Swart Wall, 
near the Brile, the Ikeleton of a Triton w as 
hanging in the middle of the churdi. 

** To this purpofe, a friend of mine tells 
me, he was informed by a filherman, that, 
when 'he Was a boy at MoUenlluys, near to 
Tou, they caught, in the night-time, a Mer- 
maid, half an elf long, that was perfectly 
like to a woman ; it died fuon. He declared tie 
had often feen things taken out of a cod-hlh, 
wdiich liad tliac appearance. 

“ A g‘ ‘pieman of good chankler in the 
Hague told me, in the year 1719, cliat he 
faw a very perfedi Ikeleton, at the houfe of 
a Panifb envoy, whichf he faid, bad been 
cauglit near to Copenhagen. And VolTiiis fays, 
chat there were once five or fix caught near 
Cop(;nhagen ; and the ikeleton of one caught 
iu the year 1(^44. is to be feen there. 

Joan Pilerey relates a curious Aory of 
fome American hlhei^. One night, it being 
n perfeiA calm, they obfehred a Mermaid 
coming, into their vefTel ] and they fearing it 
to be (ume mifehievous hAi, in the fright, 
one of them cut, with a liaCthec, the crea- 
tui-e’s hand oft, which fell w'ithiii bo.1rd, ami- 
the creature itfelf fiuik immcdi.'itcly, but caqne 
foon up ag^in, and gave a deep figh as one 
feeling .pain. T)ie hand was found to have 
ftve fingers and nails like a man's hand. 

<< In the laA age, ope of the Dutch her- 
ring. bulfes caught a Mermaid in their nets. 
The man, who was taking out the herrings, 
was fo confounded when he came to it, tlvic 
ill his fright he threw it into the Tea. He 
i'epented too )ate of what be had done, when 
he obferved clearly that it liad a liead and 
body like a man.” 

- After the foregeing relations from reading 
and hearfay, the author, Mr. Valentyn, de- 
clares w'liat he faw himfeif ^n his voyage 
from Batavia (o liamipe, in the year 1714. 

In fi deg. 38 min. fouth latitude, on the 
firXt day qf May, about eleven o'clock in the 
fiH'euopn, 1, the captain, purfer, and mate 
of the watch, ai'.d a great many of the (hip's 
company, it being vpry calm, and the lea 
fmoorh as glafs, faw, about the diflanceof 
thrice the length of the (hip .from us, very 
dHlin^ly, on the furface, qf the water, feeni- 
Ingly £iiing'W’ith his back tpvuc, and, half tbp 
IxHiy above tlW watep, a creatpre of a grixlifh 
pr grey Colour, like that of a coil-ftfti (kin, 
it .nppenred iike a failor, or a man fitting on 
foinetniug ; aud Aie piore likp a iailor, as on 





it; !iead there feemed to he fomethin^ like Ik^ 
KAglifli cap of the fame grey coloui*' ' He 
. foniewhnc bcut, aiul we obferved him 
inevehis' head from^one fide to 'UieolSWf 
upwarihof five and twenty times? fo' 
we all agreed that it mult certainly be fbme 
fhipuTec^^ perfon. I, after looking Tome 
time, begg^tk^he captain to order clMrti to 
llcer the llrip^re diredl towards it?,bei(ig 
fomewliat on the (larboard tide ; which was 
done accordingly ; and we luad got wlthiA'e 
(hip's length of him, when the pei'iple det^the 
• forecattle made fucli a noife, chat he plunged 
down, liead foreinoll, and got prcfeutly but 
of pur fight. But tlic m;m ^vho was on the 
watch at the .matt-head, declared hefawhhti 
for Che fpnee of zoo yards, and chat he had a. 
monttrous long tail. 

" I (hall now only mention, that, in the 
year 1716, the newspapers were every where 
full of a fea-man, whoap)>eared in the month 
of January, near Ragiiza, a fmall city on Che 
Adriacick Sea, the like uf whom 1 never 
heard or read of. It had much the re-: 
femhlancc of a man, but ii U'a.s near fifteen 
feel Jong. Its head was ver>' large, and its 
feet and arms were w'ell propoitioned to its 
body. It appeared for fevccal days ranning, 
and commonly came out of ihe fea about 
three o'clock in the afternoon, and walked 
with monftrous llriUcs, fometimes in one, 
fomecimes iu another place, :dong the (hoi'e, 
*< People from far and nigh went ru look at 
it ; bill they were fo much afraid, that they 
kept a good didance from it, and many look* 
Cil vv ith fpy-glalles. It often carried ic hand 
above its head. The hideous iioife it made 
could be heard at hiilf a mile's diilance, fo 
that people in the neighbourhood were fore 
afraid of it. The vaiious accounts given by* 
thofe who faw it are fo uniformly the fame, 
that there is no room left lo cjuellioa tlie vc*^ 
racity of the ftory.” 

Mr. V.deutyn then conchulos with faying, 
** If, after all this, there (hall be found thofe 
who difbelieve the exiltence of fuch c reaiures 
as fea-men or Mermaids, of wJiich we have 
at lead given grc.it reafon to believe that there 
are, let tliem pleafe thcmfelves ; X (hall .give 
myfelf no. more trouble about them.** 

Tt> tliefe accounts of Mermaids given by 
Valsntya may be added what Bartholiiius re- 
lates in his Cmturia Hiftoriarum ^at^mica* 
rum yariarum, printed at Hapbnia 1654, p. 
iSS. where he informs us, ^^Tliat there 
was in his time one of chefe animals cotched 
upon the cokl of Bra;&il, and brought to Ley- 
den, and tbei^ dilfodled in prefence o^.one 
^ whom he names, viz. Joliannes de Liyda, 
'who maule him a prefent of a liai.id and a rib 
of Che animal. Pie calls it a Syren, and f^ys 
k was' the form .of a woman down to tlie 
w.eift| belpw which it was nothing but. a

About a (]•> irter before two o'clock, the 
Balloon being thought fufiicleiitly inflated, 
Mr. Lunar Ji, and his intended comiuinion 
Mr. Jiiggitt f-4 .in Eng'.ilh gentleman of great 
eltimatiMi), I'cience, and enterprise, took 
their fituations in the gallery, as was ori- 
ginally propofed : but finding that the ma- 
chine was uncijual to their weight, owing to 
its dtiflcioncy of air, and to an apprehenfion 
that it might hurft, or take Are, if more 
wei'e IcL into it, it was determined tliat the 
former gentleman fhould afeend alone. A flag 
being difpiayed from tlic Armtuiry Houfe, 
and a cannon tired, as a preparatory 
Mr. Liinardi took leave of the j'rinti. of 
Wales, and embracwl many of his friends, 
not having neglc£led to receive the facrament 
before he left the Amballadoi's hotel. On 
the fignal of a fccon<l gun, the coiils were 
fevered, and the machine was a«flually 
launclied, at which moment every heart felt 
itfelf iuterelled for the fafety of hjm, who, 
Phaeton-like, boldly feized the reins which 
were Co guide the vhariot of tlije fun , and 


about live minutes paR two, he afceiided into 
the atmofphere, amidll the loudefl ihouts 
and acclamations. But the Balloon, as if 
dreading the talk it hod ondei taken, after 
having mounted aliout lifty yards, reclined 
almoil to Us native earth. This was in.id- 
verteiUly Caufed by a cord not flipping, till 
it was dilentanglcd from the apparatus under- 
neath. Mr. Lunardi, however, rebuked Us 
feeming fear, and .accelerated Us flight, by 
difeharging part of his ballafl, confilting of 
bags of fand, when hi took the opportunity 
of fjluting the popuLicc with great g.iUantry, 
by waving a blue flag. A few moments 
afterwards he dropt its anil fimling one of 
the oiirs iifelefs or cumberfume, he threur 
that away likewife, proseeding along weftcr- 
ly, lu tlie moll beautiful and majellic man- 
ner; but quickly meeting with a current 
of wind m a nni rhern direction, he clianged 
his courfe of necellity, gradually afcendiiig to 
an amazing height, till hi about two hours 
the Balloon appeared a meer atr>m, and 
vanifhod from the fight of thofe in London. 

Mr. Lunardi had now fufficient leifure to 
contemplate this fnhlnnary world, and to 
make his phil'Ubj^hical obfervations. He had 
it in his power to .alight .at Baract, Northaw, 
and at other villages, which he hailed with a 
trumpet ; but he rather cliofe to difplay lus 
heroifm, by ag:dn mounting into tlie clouds. 
The thermometer, about this period, flood 
at thirty-five degiojcs, and the .atmofplicre 
was fo cold, that he w.as apprehenfive his 
Balloon would biirfl. He now drank a few 
glalfes of Madeira ; but his provifions were 
f}>oiIcd by the hall.ifl. The dog he tcxik up 
wUh him fell into a fleep ; and the car, being

the zink, a fcmi-mctal, was depofited, and, we arc informed, fome ftcel-filings. In twe 
hacks or cilierns, eredled high, the vitriolic acid and water were mixed, the water being 
conveyed into them by an engine ; from thefe backs the mixture of acid and water v/as coiw 
vcyed by tubes into the large calks j in thefe, iu\ the application of the acid to tlie zink, 
an tffcrvefcence took place, and the iuilummoble air, the objedt of the procefs, was cx- 
ti'icated from the zink. From each c.afic a tube proce^ed, which conveyed the air to a tub 
elevated between the backs ; at the bottom of this tub, immediately above the parts where the 
ruhts entered, a yalve was placed, \v hicb opened upwards by the impulfe of the inflammable 
;ur ; this valve was kept down by the weight of the fluid in the tub ; this fluid was water 
impregnated witli an jffkali. 'i he inflammable air tr.anfmiitcd through this .alkaline fluid was 
corredted of any acid, and volatilized and elevated in the procefs ; it was then conveyed into 
^he balloon by a *tube proceeding from the upper extremity of the calk. When an addition 
of the mixture of acid and water was made to the zink in the large calks, it was necellary to 
ilifeharge tlie fluid already in them ; this was carefully preferved by the airiflancc of tiaiughs 
lined with lead ; for it is ncceltaiy to remark, tliat tlie combination of vitriolic ac^ and 
^ink, when ciyflallized, conflitutes a valuable drug called white vitriol.

An Exadl NARRATIVE of M. BLANCHARD’S OBSERVATIONS during his THIRD 
AERIAL VO Y AGE, on tfie i Sth of July, 1 7S4. Exiraftcd from u FampWet tranflated 
from Che French of M. Blanchard. 

I TOOK my departure from the old barracks 
of Rouen, with M. Boby, at a quarter 
pad five in the evening, kiviiig, b sfalcs our 
own wtaghi, about two himdrctl ami ten 
pounds of ballad,— While we vvere alccnding 
vertically in a m.^jellic ma.incr, we conti- 
nually fainted Che fpe«daCors with our dags. 

The barometer fell fuiir inches and fix lines 
ill feven minute^, the thermometer eighteen 
degrees in the fame fpacc of time. 1'he 
compafs convinced us that we were in the 
iiorth-caft quarter. We felt at this time a 
little fieih breeze, xvhich w'ould have carried

Dill a gi'r.iter et il than all this attends this 
gi'and tea com motion, £aU> India Iturmf 
Pt‘0]ilc*s hcalclis and lives nre at llake, and 
may be greatly injured by ilnnk'mg tlie hifo* 
fuui of an unwludetbnie \veed| an adultemccd, 
daniageil, or hdlicioiis tea ; fiir it is well 
known, nnd thofe who have the talie of tlieir 
inuutli« uncDiTupted perceive i?, that there is 
a ilihigrreahle nnwliolel'ome t.ule in it, indeed 
fo had that they cannot drink ir, or no tnile 
nor flavour at all in a great deal that is now 
fold for cheap tea. It is therei.>re high time 
for Goveinnienc toiiitcrfeie with the powers 
it has, to prevent tlic pcnucuHis tionfequenecs 
clmi are hkely cu enfue from this motley 
bulinefs. At the lame time we would udvifiB 
thv dealers iti ten to be careful how they play 
upon tlio rrcdulity and good untiiro of tho 
public too innch, led the public ihould take 
a dilhiite :it their commodity , and turn to fomo 
otlier fulnlitiitc for their refrefhment and 
amuicmenr. Let them remember, that tea 
is not a nccefliiry of life, but a mere luxury, 
which may be fupeii'edcd by fotne other fim* 
€ed,ineuin. 

Had it not been for the above tnifearriage 
of the comniutai'ioii fclieme, Uppontiun would 
have been druck ilumb, and Miniders would 
JiAvc enjoyed a profouiul calm during tlic re- 
cefs ; which would liuve been a recefs from 
clamorous tongues and virulent peiv, as well 
as from Parliamciitary declamation. 

Gicat complaints and grievous lamentations 
aix; heard ninong ouT- Merchants on account 
of the lailuie of remittances flora North 
Americ:i ; and fatal are faid to be the confe- 
quenccs to many families.

Our good wiflies for the people of Irelaad, 
exprefled ju our lad, foem to be folflUiog 
beyond our moft fanguine expeiSbttiqu.

He has done more for the reciprocal good of 
Great Britain and Ireland, than the four pio 
ceding Viceroys of that lvingdt.rm liave done 
all together! andjtrobably will do (fill greater 
tilings, if not prevented by (bme fide-wind 
blowing fuddciily from this quarter, to (hor- 
ten his Hay the: e.

A S no modem nation mriialfcs the Swiis in 
that lively fenfe ot pui)hc hoiioiu* whic|i 
is ttv: moft folid I'afesuard of a ftate^ 
it is but juft Co pay them the tflboce of ac- 
knowledji^ing it. They have proved for a 
continuation of agesy that while men noilefs 
tills moft eifential of :)!] pohti^'d pi.ajlicationSy 
they may bid defiance to all t! treats and dan- 
gers from abroady and arc liable to cxiitai- 
ence no, calamities but from divifioos at 
home. 

On reviewing the chnraAci* of th^ brave 
people from the commencement of t!uc go- 
verninenC which they luivc eftablilhed in their 
coiim'Vy on recollecting the many inftiioces 
of heroic braveiy v. hidi they have difplayed 
in defending ity ic is with great reafnii every 
man v/ill fibfcnb^ to thu opinion of Voltaire, 
Tl ne leiir a wun^u’ rj!4e dus Htfoi uni. They 
have only wanted hiitori:u:is to do ade^iii^e 
jufticeto the greatne':; of their u^tiuns. 

From this ikctch of Ihc elVc^h» pv iJocetlby 
a national ipirit in modern cimesy let us now 
ftpp back to antiquity, and exaniliie the dif- 
pofitioii of rluit people, wliich of all others 
that ever ciiiftcu i.i allowed to liave made 
<he moft fplendid ligure in luifory. 

T'he Romans afford iiidifputably the ftrong- 
eft proofs of Ciie wonde*rfiil eftedls which ». 
public fentc of honour is able Co produce. 
Th-- whole chain of their hillury is a conti- 
nued evidence, that this quality was the ra- 
dical fupport of the it.tte, anti the funtlanien- 
t.ii caufe of its falvacion iii the moft ri j' iu.1 
tri..ls. 

F> ide and audacity were the ftanding cha- 
ractei of the Roniuos : the one marie them 
think I'.jghiy of Chemfelv'cs ; the ocher 1^ 
them to refolve tlie fubjugation of all uilwii. 

Elated with that itlea of fupci'iar woith, 
^vhich is the fti nieft bafts of a national fpirit, 
they looked upon other nations as their infe- 
riors, and dcllined, as it were, in die nature 
of things, to become their fubjed^ 

In purfuance of this, idea, thei^ were no 
hardlhips which they w'ei*e not wtUing to 
endure, no difficulties they were not ready ri» 
eqmunter, in oixler to accompliflt ‘ tliis con- 
fta^objcA of their toils and expedbtions. 

I^is convidfion of fuperiority operated 
with Evincible ftrengftk Deeming themfetvee 
unconquerable, there was no diitreis 
ently nuutifying to urge them tc» any kind of 
fubmiftion. Coaftdent of a certain deliver- 
ance from alt extremities^ they bore them 
Evaof . Mag. 


with a ftcady and unmoveable patience j and 
only counted them as I'o m.iny conditions cliey . 
were to fulfil, in order to obtain that pm- 
fperity which they looked upon as in£illiblw 

To fuch a people tliere w^as no middle way ' 
to fteer between the fupremeft grandeur and 
abfblute deftru^ion. Accordingly we find 
them, in all the periods of their hiftoiy, ad- 
vancing forwaixls and gaining gi'ounU wictiout 
iiitermiftion. This was Che nacwul confe- 
quence of their determination never torecedOf 
and to make all othciii give way. 

This fuccefsful progrefs was manifeftly 
owing to their national fpirit, much more 
cunqxiratively chan to any other caufe. Wlien 
defeated by Pyrrhus, when vanquilhed lliil 
more ddcihccly by Hannibal, tlie people ne- 
ver defponded } they were alw^iys ivaily to 
'follow any leadei* in whom they could placu 
the leall confidence, or even any leader th.ic 
oftcre J. After rc^^eated malfticres of clieir ai - 
mles, ftill the fame courage was found in the 
foldici^; no deftcitacy or relaxation of va* 
h.iiT was one momuic obfervable daring the 
w hole courfc of buth lho(e wars, Tlie loflcsi 
that befel them were incDiiCeti'ibly owing to 
tlie fiipei'ioriry of military fkilf in thofe two 
formidable enemies, and to the. imprudence 
and raftuiefs of their own eoaBfnaaden$. 

It was erpcclally during the fecond Punic 
w'ar, wdiile rcJucctl to the molt cruel preffures, 
that the coromonell claffes pr<;i’«rved a Inf- 
tinefs of feutiment which chiU'adUrlfod them 
no left th.in their fufMa iors. No defer tioas, 
no lO’.upIaliits, no wcarinef!i of fo unpiofpe- 
niuii a conteftr no ftgns uf the leaft deftre to 
terminate it by fubmilftonto the foe, in Ihoit, 
no alteration in then* behaviour nor jn tlieir 
iuciinatioas could be objected to them ; the/ 
returned to the ciiarge';i^ often as they were 
beaten % (he misCoitune of one day made no 
int{<rt.flFion on the next; qtiey bore their pre- 
font ',abmicy with agihfifirful cxiMaTuitioa of 
future fuccefs. 

To tb’.> untameable fpirit of die Romans all 
tbelr profperuii^ weie evidently due. The dif- 
clptlhe and ijood order of their arniles weio 
unqueillonably excellent; but both Pyrrhua 
and Hannibal had a fuperiority in this article^ ‘ 
which ha$ never been denied : cliey were aa 
CQixqdcatf gmicrats as any tliac fhine in hiitwy $ 
yet ti^ were not able to overcome tlie Uu- 
mans.' ' Thefe at iurft could only oiipuft; them 
by dint of mere refolutiou ; and it was by 
degrees they learned in what maonoi* to facd 

Mm them 
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them rucceisfuliy. Put ^before tlicy cuulU 
CdippAfs this, what a bloudy price were tliey 
obliged to pay ! wliat exertions of luitional 
\alour were nccelUii'y! wlwt a difpby of that 
iinrcniittinf; fenfe of honour which indiiced 
tlicni to lay down their lives for its prefer- 
wiion! 

'I here is nothjnjjr which the wifdoni of a 
ftate Ibpuld inciilcate with more attention 
find zcfd, than a dlfpofitiiHi of thiN kind in 
all fubjedls inuifcriminfiiely. It is, however, 
more, eafily eifedled in fome nations and in 
feme orders of men ilian in otliers. A peo- 
ple renowned in war will foonci- be taught to 
let a high value nn tiurir charaiHer, than 
another Avhofe employments are tliofe of 
peace; and in all ibite--, tl'.at part of the 
commiinuy which is piincipally appa'opriated 
to military dvuies, ivill imbibe the Ih'ongcft 
ideas^ of their cunfeijnence, and be the moft 
forwai'd to fiiPtain the dignity of their coun- 
try. 

Impartiality retpiiivs it fliould be coiifcHcd, 
that no modern nntion is able to hmli a body 
of men, in w horn high fentiments of honour 
are more lirikingly difplayed than, in the no- 
bility of Fnince. Whatever defers ' may be 
imputed to ciiein, and wliiitever imputations 
they may deferve, ftilUhcy profefs, and, what 
is more, they poffefs in tenlUy, a noblencfs 
of fpirit, a concern for the iiatioml f.tme, 
that exalt > them above all ocher coiifiderations, 
and prorrpts them to facrilice their inclina- 
tions, their intcieil, and tlvir lives, when- 
ever they are calitd uixin by the exigencies 
of Cite realm to be foithcoming for its fer- 
vice ov its glory. 

Such an Older of men cannot be too highly 
cherithed, nor receive bio ni.iny diflin^Iions. 
They may be confnjcred tlie prefervers and 
perjjcturiCors of the reputation of a people. — 
III Fr.ince the government is truly I'enlible of 
ilieir valiR-, ami bb-mrs to encourage tliC 
great opinion thi*y have of rhemfidves, by 
maiiU.iinii'g them in a degree of elevation to 
which no other dicn<Hiiin.atioii is fullwrcd to 
approach. It is principally from them a 
(enfe of pnbitc hoiijjur is emanated through- 
out the vaifclep itment of the army. ConfCt- 
oiw of the need it in of a multitude of 

fuch individuals, government would noCw3- 
Jingly fee the tnilk of tlic uobleiTe addiifled to 
other than militfiry occupations. For ^ijs 
reafon, undoubtedt Jit has never turned their 
attention to commerce; feariiig thereby tQ 
diniinifli thofe relburces which are fo coa> 
timudly wanted. 

The French noblelTe employed in the de- 
vice, vvhen viewed in Clih Itglit, may be 
likened to tliac ctarps in tlie Periian armieg 
which went by the name oC Immortal, and 
was conAantly recruited tu full numbers 


by R feledtion of the braved men in the whole 
empire ; they wci c the foul and fupport of 
th.it monarchy, and diffufed throughout the 
whole military a fpirit of intrepidity and 
emulation. 

'riiat fcience, therefore, in width a daref- 
man ought principally to excel, is the infu- 
fing a warmth for the glory of the date into 
all over whom he bos an intlucnce. As good 
and evil ideas are propag.'itcd w iih equal fa- 
cility, vvlienperfoiis who rule the public liave 
elevated fentiments, it is much in tlicir povv- 
ei to diiTufe and to render them fubfervient to 
the nohlelf purpofes. 

Still, however, the field that is to receive 
tluife feeds mufl: alrcatly be prepai ed. thi- 
Icfs a nation at large is poflefled of a well- 
Irounded opinion in its own favour, in vain will 
the Kifticft-minded minidcr endeavour to incul- 
xate a fenfe of honcinr. This proceeds from 
caufes indcpendcor of him. He may, by the 
wifdom of his meafures, l.'iy the foundation 
of it ; hut time alone will bring it to itrength 
and maturity. He muft be content to r-.anf- 
mir the progrefs he has made in this fahiniry 
work to future minillerr, for tliarn to im- 
prove and carry to perfeclion. 

Happy thofe nations, w here, tlirough tlic 
virtue of their anceltors, the reputation of 
tile public hiis been long eftnbliflicd on jud 
and folid foundations ; where the pcx>]>le 
have great oramides to follow, and great 
motives to .Tniniarc them ; where minillcis 
diul themfelves at the lie.td of men of refn- 
lution, infpired by a confeioufnefs of their 
high qualities ; and w'hcre thefe qualities arc 
acknowledged and dreaded by their tiiemie!;, 
and aic (till in tlie zc-nidi of their vigour, and 
capable of tlie moft brilliant exertion. 

Such, it is hoped, one m.w, wiihont pre- 
fnmption, deem the condition of Circat Hri- 
tain to be at this day. 

Wc have juft termin.ilcd a contcfl. where- 
in llie courage, the ftrength, tlu* abilities of 
this nation have been put to a feverer trial 
tliaii tbofe of any people in ancient or mo- 
dern times. 

This afTertion is founded on Hi^ that need 
no exaggeration to prove it, w'hen we recollect 
what a confedesacy was fortned againd thii> 
in.4id by the molt potent pQwers in Europe, 
the moft able by tlieir fiiuation to dniitiy it, 
and to feed that unhappy fpirit of difeord, 
which had drawn the (word of civil wai* be- 
tween Great Britain and her Colonies. 

In the courfe of this fatal conteft, almft 
all Europe either openly or indirectly bfftime 
our enemy. Jealoufy of our profperj|fy and 
grandeqr put arms into the hands of fonie, 
who certainly could a^^lgn no lawful renfoiis 
for their holtile conduct or intentions towards 
this kingdom. 

In 



Inthenudft of this aflbciation of kin^ and' 
flaies iiriiced tosethcr for cur deftra£tioii» 
we Aood our ground Avith a refolutiuu and 
lirmnefs that ftruck the wwld with araaie- 
ment. Lolfes and difappcvintments were In- 
evitable, confidering tlie power and multitude 
of our enemies : but theTpirit of the iiacion re- 
mained undifgrjced ; it animated every where 
our fleets and armies to the molt dariiiff ^ex- 
ertions. 

We have ioft America, it is tnie; but the 
fcnfible part of mankind are only furprifod 
that we Juivc not loft much more. In ac- 
knowledging the independence oi that conn- 
trj> we may in fome meafure be fatd -to 
haveielinquilhed a conqueft ; but that Jot's 
exCepted, our dominions are flilL intire, aitd 
perhaps as extenfive .\s we need delire for 
die real intereCl of this ifland. 

But had we been more unfortunate, liais- 
ing condufted ourfelvcs with an^ intrepidity 
Aviiich'is equally ^tellified by friends and foes, 
we might coinfort ourfehes with tlie re- 
flexion, tfiat the fiioceffes of w.ar are often- 
times the refult of ctiance ; and tliat the moft 
tiiumphant motions have experienced their 
days of diltrofs. 

Wliat was faid by Francis the Fiift, King 
of France, after he had been defeatixl and 
taken prifonei* nt the battle of Pavla, by tlie 
2 u*ms of his rival Ctiarles the Fifth, Oviald al- 
ways^ bo prefent to thofe w'lio have met with 
• misfortunes, but ai-e confeious at the fame 
4ime of having done their duty, and afted t|>e 
pait of men : Tout eft perdu bormis VkonMcur^ 
^ All is loft faviiig our honour,* were tlie w»ofds 
of that valiant prince. 

The cafe of Great Britain is happily not 
like that of the Fi'eiich tnonarcli. Oii tfie 
contrary, notwithlfanding the power and in- 
veteracy of our enemies, their lofTes ai’e equal 
to our oAvn, and ibeir refources not greater ; 
if indeed, when avc advert to the fund of in- 
trinfle wealth in the polfeflion of this cuuntiy, 
to the excellence of its government, and to the 
genius of the natives, tve may not pronounce 
our fitiiariou altogether preferable. 

Thei'c circumtlaiices are well knowm to 
our enemies, and, form an objeft that excites 
their forious confldei'ation. Motives of this 
kind, added to' the ^vincible bmvciyhf our 
people, have, notwichftandingthe difnfters of 
the late w^ar, made Itrbng impreflions on the 
]}iiuds of out numerous adveiTaries ; and ftill 
cot^xinue to hold us out as competitors , far 
frod} fubdued; and who may in a (horttime, 
through- the aftivity of our difpolitioa, and the 
judicktus luanag'cmenc of our aflaiiy, ekeite 
their apprehenfions, and fill them with alarm 
and terror as much as ever. 

White this national fpirit fubfifts, we never 
need dcl'pair of ttanding our ground, and 


making an • illuftriouB figure. The folidity 
and abundance of thofe means of profperrty' 
we poflefs, cannot fail to -enliven the prtiw 
fpeft, and animate the eflbrts of thofe in whofe ' 
tisindk' the power of im[X'o\tng them h 
placed. 

- Koching can depreft us, notiiing can re- 
tard the progrefs of the {vutilic welfare, but 
thofe impedimci'.is that arife from internal 
difenrd. 'Hie einharralfmenrs it lias already 
brought upon its, ought to prove a fntfident 
wnriling ; tliey are hut'a pi^fiica to much 
grisatcr, unlels we put a flop to them be- 
they have rifen Co a height that %vili ad- 
mit of ito remedy. 

^ A cfetail'of the calamities we may cther- 
Avifo jottly expeft, is of no neceflity : they 
are'ohvmOsto every man of reading and 
flek:ion. Who ^afts ; his eye on the pret’ent 
ftate't^tho policiCal world, and examines Che 
views of ^'e ^If&rent powci*s, tfieir avow’eil

tliat doubts a further humiliarion of this coun- 
ti^y Is the. principal objedl of their tent'en/y ? 

til fo critical a fituaciofi, famiundeU by ill- 
withers who fcruple not co declare their ini- 
mical defign^; infefted by Chote agents in the 
dark province of foreign Lntnguc tliac are 
pleiCed in the midtl of us ; is this a feafori to 
give aloofe to that unhappy propenfity to uv- 
teftine contentions, which has broiight us to 
the brink of perditiun, iind expofed ns to the 
repniach and derdion of Europe ^ 

But without going into a Aibjefl of whicli 
the difeuilion has been fo foequeui and fo 
fruitlefs, le^lls^ by way of concliifion, he al- 
lowed to exprefs the fain<; aftonithment, 
which the few firiends we have left cannot 
refrain from, and whicli our enemies c.mnut 
C(kice\], when they reflei^t, that in rJie midft 
of rhefe domeftic confufions and perplexities, 
we ftill were able to maintain an infiii^erable 
oppofition againft the general combination, 
fo ftedfeftly cundufted, and fo powerfully 
fupported. 

The French in particular, lio w^ays inclin- 
able to favour us either -with friendfbip or 
admiration, have bowev^i*, on this occaflon, 
candidly acknowfedgipt their fuipriae, that a 
people, fo highly at 'variance among tbem- 
I'cdves on the moll: e^htial' points- that con- 
cern them, ■ihould,'’ notwithftanding fo c'am- 
beftome a ftiackle, have ftrengd^ aftivity, 
and courage fadacieut to confront fuch set hoft 
of foes. 

Weil, indeed roighc the xvorld wonder to 
fee Great Bi itaip rifing fuiierior to fo many 
difadv^t^es, ' and, forming, as. it w ere, :t 
phalanx,, riitt ftpod -impenetrable to , tfio 
laft. ’Twas nice a'^man's fighting his antago- 
nift with his.tiands manacled, if foch a conw 
parifon may bt^aUojViBd.

‘ Blit the truth is,; that throughout tl^e dan- 
geitnis iv«r which ' xve have at length not 
xiglonoufly tertKiinatCif^ the intrepid rpirit and 
high (tnfc'of honour for which this nation 
Is peculiarly renowned, accompanied us, and 
was confpicuoafty difccrnible in every dif> 
Acuity, and rofe in proportion to tlie great- 
nefs of emergencies. 

What MonteTquieii faid of Rome is fully 
apphesdile to Great Britain : Rome fautfa 
jRamt, ■ * Rome faved Rome : * meaning, that 
(he native refoltitioa of that people, and tlicir 
cnchufiafltc zeal for (he glory of their country, 
effedted its prefervafion iii the moft arduous 
extremities. 

In the fame manner. Great Britain owes 
ks iUvation entirely to the gallant beliaviour 
of thofe brave men who have fo nobly fought 
her battles, and encountered with foCh amaz- 
ing foitituile fo trying a multiplicity of ob- 


flacles. Their conrinnal increafe as ronri- 
nually met with an equal additicx:! of abilities 
to face them, in the unahating courage and 
indefatigable exertuins of our people : in a 
word, the fpirit uf the nation alone has fav- 
ed it. 

If, notwirhftanding thofe jarring:* and dif- 
agreements that were of iaCe infepaiably an- 
nexed to our public proceedings, w'e found 
means to make tiead agiinft tlie formidable 
powei*s afiailing us on evexy quartet*, wliat 
might not be expedled, could the different 
parties that have fo long dilti-adtcd the coun- 
cils, and prevented or retanivd the efficacy of 
the national operations, be prevailetl on, upon 
Tome aufpicU^us day, to bury their animofities 
ill oblivion, and, in the words of the great 
Lord Chatliam » unanimoully to fun'ounU the 
throne withal! the abilities iii tlie nation !

I liave 
feen che'prirate as mil as the iniblic viitu'Tf, 
the private as well as the more public frailties 
of women in all ranks of Ufe. I have been 
in their fecrets, their cotuifellor nnd ad viler 
in the moments of their greateft diflrefs in 
body and mind. 1 have been a witnefs to 
their private conduA, when they were pro- 
paring themfelves to meet dangei'i and liave 
hmrd their lall and mult feriou** refledlionsy 
when they were certain they had but a few 
hours to live. 

That knowledge of women has enabled me 
to fay, tlioagh no doubt there will be many 
exceptions to the general rule, that women 
who are pregnant without daring to avow 
their (ttuation, ai*e commonly objedls of the 
greateft comfi^on ; and generally are lefs 
criminal than tlie world imagine. In nuift 
of thefe cafes the father of the child is really 
criminal, often cruelly fo; the mother is 
weak, credulous, and deluded. Having ob- 
tained gratification, he thinks no more of his 
promifes ; Ihe finds herfetf abofed, difap- 
pointed of his afteflion, .^tention, and fup- 
])ort, and left to ftruggle as ihe can, with 
fickneds, pains, poverty, infamy ; in fbuit, 
with compleat rwn fin* /t/t / 

A worihlefs woman can never be reduced 
to tliat wretched fituation, becjufe Ihe is in- 
I'enfible to inf.imy ; but a woman who has 
that refpeilablc virtue, a high fenfe of fliame, 
and a ftrong defire of being refpe^ble in her 
chafadVer, finding herfeJf futrounded with 
liich horrors, often ^.u> niX fircngtli of mind 
to meet them, and in defpfiir puts a!i ^end to 
a life which is bk come jni'upportable. In 
that cafe, chn any nr.in, whofe lieart ever felt 
what pity is, be af^ry witli tlie memory of 
fnch an unfoitun.^te woman for what flie did > 
She fek life to be fo dreailful and opprefilvp, 
that Ihe could ntti longer fupport' it. W^ith 
tliac view* of her fituation, bvj^v'huinune 
heart will fiirget tl|e indifcretio()^^i^ime, ;uk 1 
hleed for tlie fufliliringswhich’iVohian muil 
have gone thi\>ugh ; w'ho, but for having 
hAened to the' perfidious protenaiiuns and 
imws of our fex, migft have been an affec- 
tkmate and faithful wife, a virtuous and ho- 
noured mother, through a long and happ)' 
life ; and prol^>bly that veiy 
the Inft pang of defpair, which hurried her 
into eternity^ . To think ferioufly of what a 
foilow-cr«a|^^ muft feel, at fuch an awful 
momenr. iniiift molt to pity every trian wlwfe 
heart it; not ileel^ with habits of ci'uelty •, 
and ^yrry womoti, who ddto not aflbdl fo be 
moreVeverely vinuoos and ctiafte than per- 
haps hny good woman ever was. '

But, .as well as 1 can juilgc, the greatett 
number of what arc called nnuxlers of hadard 
children are of ,i vrry different kind. The 
mother lus ar. unconquerable fenfe of iname, 
and pauts after fhc prel’crvation of cliaracler : 
fo far. (be is viituous :md rinii.'lde. She has 
not trve'''rofol'utK>n to meet and avow infamy. 
In prbpo}ti^.:i as (he lu‘(.'> the hoi>e eitlier of 
having been ru.ltaken with ivg.ird to i>rey- 
ntu'jcy, or id being iV.ievvd fiDxn her tun/is 
by a fortunate nuicai i iage, (he every day vccs 
her danger greater r-uJ nearer, and her mind 
is more overwl-.clnieJ with tenor and defpair. 
In this riiii.ition many of tiiefu women, who 
are afterwards accufed of murder, would 
deOroy themfelves, if tlie)- did not know that 
fucii an aftiuii w*uuld infallibly le.ul to .an in- 
quiiy, which would procla m tiiey are 
fo anxious to conceal; In ibi., pcx'plexity, 
axid meaning nothing lefs than the murder of 
the infant, they are mi-dii.iung diflcrent 
fehemes fopconccaiing the bli-lh of the child ; 
but ai-c wavernig between difficulties on all 
fideS^ putting -the evil hour utf, and tiultiog 
poo much to chance and fortune. In tlxat 
(late often they are overtaken fooner than 
they expelled ; tlieir fehemes are frudrated ; 
their diftrefs of body and mind deprim them 
of all Judgment, and ntfional cofiditi^l ; they 
arc delivered hy themlelvcs, wlierevcr tiiey 
l»pj[M;ned to reciie in then' fright and donfu- 

fion; 
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biith, and rometiine&* bcuij; quite exiinuAed, 
they /aiuc nway* and become infenfible of 
what is panTiiig ; ami wl^cn they recover a 
little itrengthi ftiul liiac tiie ciiild^ whether 
IlilUboni or nor, i:> completely lifelelii. In 
fuch a cafet is it lo be expected, when it 
could anfwcr no purpose, a woman 
fhould divulge tlie tccrct f Wdl nut the belt 
ilir{H)fitions of mind urge her to preitn'c her 
character? She will ihertfore hide every ap- 
pearance of what Ii.!s luppened as xvell as (he 
can ; though if the dilVovcry be made, that 
conduiSt will be fcl down a proof of her 
gwilt. 

Tube convinced, as 1 am, that fuch a cafe 
often happens, tlic rcatlei* would \\ ilh per- 
ha])S Co have fume cxamplcb niui illudrations. 
lhavc gcneially (jht'erved, due in proportion 
as women more fincerc-iy repent of i nch niin> 
ouK iiidifcretions, it is more dilhcnlt to pre- 
vail upon them to cfmfefs ; and it is natural. 
Among other ind.iiu c. wliLli might lie uieti- 
tioned, 1 o[)eiuxl the bodies of L^vo unmnn ied 
women, both of iliem of iiivproatiuble and 
unfurpe^led chararhas with ad avIio knew 
them. Being cunfulrcU about iheir healllis, 
both of tliem deceived me. One of them I 
fufpc£led, and t(H>k pains to prevail with her 
t<i let me into the lecret, if it was fo ; pro- 
niiring that 1 would do her the belt otiices in 
my pow'cr to help her out of the diihciiUics 
that might be hanging over her: but itxvas to no 
purpofe.

and quiet itreets. Having walked gently to 
.the end of the ftreet^ where there was a very 
linfxith croilmg-place, fiie thought Ihe would 
gqoyern fora little variet>vand return towaids 
her houre by walking along the orlicr fiJe <rf 
the llreet. Being heavy, and not uumindful 
of her iVeuation, (he wjis llcpping very (lowly 
and cautioully, for fear of meeting with any 
accident. When fhe liad advanced a few 
llcps in crt}fllng the (Ireer, a man came up 
on a fninre trot, ridhig on a cart, whicli made 
agreat rattling noife. He was at a fulticicnt 
diHance to let her get quite over, or to return 
hack with great deliberation ; and (he would 
have been perfedlly fafe, if (lie lia<1 (local Aill.

that (he was taken up perfectly fcnfclcfs, and 
carried home without the lead prorjxjil of 
Jflecoc'ory.

No imagi* 
nation could fuggelt an idea of her intending

of our profelTion are not fo converfant wiCfi 
fcience as the world may think ; and fome of 
us are a little difpofed to gmfp at autiuirity in 
a public examination, by giving a quick and 
deckled opinion, where it (huiild have been 
guarded with doubt ; a charaider which m> 
man (hould be ambitious to acquire, who in 
his prufellion is prelumcd eveiv day to be de- 
ciding nice quellKMis, upon which the life of 
ft juitient may depend. 

To form a folk! judgment about tlie birth 
of a new-born child, from die exaniinatiun 
of its body, a profcnioual man Ihould have 
feen many iiew-bom cliildrcn, both Itill-boni 
and fuch as Iiad out-lived their biith a ilioi*t 
time only : and lie Ibcnild have dilfedted, or 
attended the dilleClions of a number nf bodies 
in the diftcrent Ibgcs of advancing putrefac- 
tion. 1 have often feen v.irkxis common and 
natural appearances, both internal and ex* 
tcrnal, miiiakei*. fur marks of a violent death. 
1 rememlier a child which was found in n 
comprciled (late and globular form, and, like 
hardened dougli, had ret.uned all the concave 
impredions which had been made w here any 
part of the Ikiri and tlelli had been prelVeJ in- 
wards. The joiy had got an opinion that 
this moulding of clie tlelli could not have hap- 
pened, except the infant hud been put into 
that comprellcd (lute xvlule it wa,« alive. My 
anatomical employments en.tbled me to re- 
move all their doubts about the fa«5t. 1 of- 
fered to make the experiment before them, if 
they plcafc’d ; the child fliould be lukl in waim 
water, till its flcfli (hould bccc*me fofi and 
pliable, » in a body jidl dead ; then it (hould 
be conijiruifed, and remain fo 1 11 cold, and 
then they wmiIJ fee tliu fame ed'ert produced. 
They were fatklied, without midcing the 

In many cafes, to iudge of the dcatli of a 
child, it may be material to aittiul uccui’ately 
to the force of cohefioii between the (Icinaiid 
the icitif-lkin ; and (till more, Co be well ac- 
qiuinied willi the various appearance of the 
hkxid ieuliiig upon the cxlarnal pr.rc.s of the 
body, and traiii'uihng throw^li all the internal 
parts in proportion to the time tlvit it has 
be^n dead, and to the degree of heat in which 
it lias been kept. 

When a child’s head or face kmks fwoln, 
and is very red, or bl.'ick. tlic v i.lg.ir, becaufc 
b.iuged peo) le look fn, are apt to conclude 
that it nuilt have lieeu fliviti,: leii. But tliofc 
who are mi the i>radhce of miowifery know, 
that nothing is niorocoiiinion in naciii'.d buths, 
and that tite ('welling und deep colour go gra- 
ilui'^ly oiT, if tlie child lives but a few days. 
This appeal uiiCv is particularly obici^vable in 
thofe cafes wlicre the navel-fhiiig hapiiens to 
gild the child’s i'i**ck, and where its.bead hap- 
pens c() be born foxne time before its bcxly. 

There 
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There are many other circumftances to be 
learned by an exteoilve experience in anatomy 
and midvvifei7» udiich, fur fear uf making 
this paper prolix, and thence lefs iiieftil, I 
ihall pafs over, and come to the material 
<{U6ltion, vi%. In fulpicious cates, how far may 
^xve coiicluile that the child was bom alive, 
and probably murdered by it<, motherf if the 
lungs fivim in water ? 

Firlt, we may be alUired that they contain 
air. Then we are Jto bud out if thiSt air be 
generated by putrefaAiuii. 

Secondly, To determine this (|uc 0 ion, we 
are to examine the other internal parts, to 
iee if they be eniphyfeniacons or Ciintain air ; 
and we mult examine the appearance of the 
air-bubbles in the lungs with p;irticutar atten- 
tion. If the air which is in tiium be that of 
fefpiratiun, the air-bubbles will hardly be vi- 
fible to the naked eye ; but if the air> bubbles 
be large, or if they run in lines along the bf- 
fures between the component l-ibult of ilic 
Jungs, tlie ail* is certainly empliy lematous, and 
not air whicli liad been talcen in by brcatli- 
iiig. 

Thirdly, If the air in the lungs be found 
CO be coiicaiiieil in the natural air-\«ricles,and 
to have the appearance of air receiveil into 
them by breathing, let us next bud out if tliac 
air was nor perlups blown into the lungs after 
the death of the infaiir. It is fo generally 
known that a child, born apparently deail, 
may be brought to life by intlating its lungs, 
that the mother herfcl^ or funic other per- 
fon, might have tried the expcruTiv - It 
might e'vcn have been done with a molt dia- 
bulic.ll intention of bringing about the cua> 
demnatiiai of the mother. 

Lilt rho luolt dangerous and the molt com- 
mon error into which wc are apt tu f.iil, is 
tliis, \iz. Suppofing the experiment to have 
been fairly made, and that wc havcgw- rded 
againll every deception ahovc-mcntioiicd, we 
may ralhly conclude iliat ilie child was born 
alive, and therefore mult pi obably liave been 
murdered : erpecially in a cafe wliere the 
mother had taken pains, by fccrecing r!ic 
chilli, to conceal tlie bntli. As this lalt cir- 
cumibnce h.is genemlly great weight with a 
jury, I w ill only ubferve, tiiat in fair cq».ty, 
)t cannoc amount to more than a ground of 
fufpiciiKi, and therefore fnoiild not determine 
a ipieltion, oriieiwife douhtfu), between an 
a^quitc.il or an ignominious death. 

Here let us bipinife a cafe which every 
body will allow to be very pol'bble. An un- 
married w'umari, becoming pregnant, is ilriv- 
iiig to conceal 'her lhame, and l.iyiiig the bed 
feheme that Ibe can deviic, for faving her 
own life and that of the child, and at the fame 
time ctMicealing the fecret — but her plan is at 
once difconcerccd, by her being uuexpeiSledly 
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and fuddenly t^en ill by lierfcl^ :

Having flievvn that the fecreting of the 
child amormts at niolt to fufpicioii only, let 
us i*eCuni to the molt imporciiic queftion of 
alt, viz. If, ill the cafe of a concealed birth, k 
be clearly made outthat tlie child had breath^ 
m.iy we infer chat it was niurdereil \ Certainly 
not. It is ceitainly a cireumftance, like the 
lait, which amounts only to fufpicion. T0 
prove this important truth to the fatisfadlion 
of the reader, it may be thought lit to aflert 
the following fa£\s, which 1 know from ex^ 
perience to be true, and whicli will be coii- 
lirmcd by eveiy perfoa who lias been much . 
employed in midwifery. 

1. if a child m<ikcs but one gafp, and in- 
ihtinly dies, tlie lungs wUl fwitn in w^ater ae 
readily as if it breatlied longer, and had dien 
been (trangled. 

2. A child will very commonly breathe as 
foon as its mouth is born, or protruded from 
the mother, and in' tliat cafe may lofe its life 
befor ’ its body be born ; cfpcciaUy when there 
hapi^ns to be a confiderable interval of time 
between wh.'ic we mai^ call the birth uf the 
child’s head, and the proCnd'um of its body* 
And if this may happen where the belt af- 
ruiaiue is at liand, it is flill mort* liKely to 
nnppc'.i when there is none ; cliat is, where 
the woman is delivered by herfelf, 

3. W'e frsqueiuly .ce childrc.i bom, wlio 
from circumflaiiLes in their coiiftitution, or ia 
the n.icure of the labour, are but barely alive ; 
and after breathing a minute or two, or an 
hum* i^r t\vo, die in fpire of all unr attention. 
And why may not that ihisfortuae happen lo 
a w'oman who isbroughAio bed by heiielf f 

4. Sometinies a child is born fo w6aK,thtt 
if it be left to itfclf, after brcarlMiig or fobMfig^, 
it might probably die, yet may be roufed t9 
life by blowing into jt^ lungs, applying warmth 
an^ voLiciles, rubbing it, dec. dec.

Painting is an imitiitive art, by vvhicli 
iintnre, particulai* or general nature, isrepre* 
fenced. With refpe^l :o fuch painting as 
reprefeuts particular naturei a cerMiu view, 
man, borfe, or other ohjedl ad^ually.exiiting, 
nuching is fubmitted eiiher to judgment or 
taltc, but the mode of reprei'entation ; and 
xvith rcfpedl to this, tafte is wholly fulxirdi- 
n.tte to judgment. Whether the ohjedt re|>re- 
fenred is nr is not beautiful, is, indeed, a 
tpicflion wholly foreign to the picture, which 
« an he excellent only in proportion as It re- 
iVmbles the original of which it is a. copy ; 
and of this refei^iblance, reafon, tlie faculty 
tlwt makes the aiiniiarifon, is ju<lge. 

With relpedl to iuch painting as includes 
compcifition, and is the joint elfe^l of fancy 
and jiulgmciit, the things reprefented, as well 
as the mode of re.'rcl'cntatlon, muft be coti- 
fideied, in order to eiVimate its merit; and 
tiiufe, in fome particulars, come exclufively 
under the jurifdictiori of Ullc, and, in fonie, 
iinJjr that of reatbn. 

In jiaititing of this kind, whirh, though 
with leipecl: to particular nature ii may be 
onifidfTw'd as inventive, murt he coiiridered as 
imitative wntli refpedil to nature in gener.il, 
1 thall diilindlly and particularly confider light 
and Ihndow, colouring, figure, attitude, ac* 
lion and paHiuii. 

With refpc^l to light and fliadow, the 
artift is wholly fuhjedl to rule ; and his work 
may as certainly he determined to be right or 
wrong, as a numerical calculation. The 
light and (hadow mull take place in fuch 
iwis of the pi<5\iii*e:ind in fuch degrreas they 
yvould ill theobjcils, if they really exifted in 
the lituacioii in which they are reprefented : 
for It is in viitue only of the light and (hade 
that a fpperheies acquiixis the appearance of a 
folid : it has the apjiearance of a folid more 
or !efs, a:. Che light and (hade appixiacli more 
pr lefs to the n^nlity of nature. That there 
niay he liglit and (hade, which, in one clafs 
of painting is an excellence, and in another a 
hlemifh, is one of the idle dreams of fatuity 
and conceit, of fenfelefs enthufiafls, wlio 
aife£t to coufider painting ns w creation, upon 
principfes peculiar to icfelf, as producing not 
reprefentations of wliajt exifh, or can exift, 
upon e.arth; bi|t new ohjeifls exiding only 
upon canvas, a world of art, fubjeA to laws of 


its 0 ^ 1 , and deriving excdlence from capri* 
cioas and fanciful deviations not only from 
particului* but general nature. 

The painter is, indeed, .at liberty to ex* 
bihit his objedts as they would api^ear either 
iii a greater or a lefs degree of light, in pro- 
portion to which the clillin'ence between the 
light and (hade in his pidluiie will be greater 
or lels. Whaf is the be(^ degree of light ? is 
a quedioii of *^10(10, as it relates to Che bd.auqr 
of a general appearance, which is wholly re- 
lative to a fenfe ; but the degree of liglit be- 
ing given, all that follows inuft be in cdii- 
formity to rales that leave nothing to choice. 

With refi'icdt to colouring, the painter is 
.alfo fubjedt to rule, as for as the colour of 
the ohjeCls he reprefents is limited by nature. 
In what Coloured garments he (hall clrefs hia 
hgures, and whether he (liall place round 
them fuch objedls .is are by nature vivid or 
fad, are queftions of tafte ; bnt that part of 
his hgurcs xvhich is uncovered moft be of 
fome hue that nature has allotted to ilefh, 
whether fair or brown, copper coloured or 
black. If ho i^prcfcnts a living woman un- 
der Che name of a Madona, with the cada- 
verous hue of a dead caixafo that is l^eginning 
to putrify, he has no more right to appeal to 
the decifuNi of tafte for juftiheacion than a 
Kiker upon com]>Uint chat his loaves are (bore 
weight. 

With refpedl to figure and attitude, the 
p.iincer comes, in fome degree, under tlie 
jurifdidlion of tafte : for though reafon may 
determine whether a figure, or an attitude, 
be confonani to the invariable l.iws of nature, 
yet t.ille only can determine how for it lus 
beauty or grace. 

But though, with refpedt to that beauty of 
grace which includes a conformity to gene- 
ral nature, tafte muft ultimately determine, 
and every man's tafte mult determine fWr 
himfelf ; yet tafte encrojj^hes tqxni reafon, if 
(he pretends to juftil^ a deviation from the 
laws of nature, in an imitative art, becaufe 
(he fees, or aiie^ts to fee, be.iuCy or grace 
refulc fi*om fuch a deviation. A girl in the 
gregn ficknefs m<iy, with the fame propriet}*, 
'jullify Che eating of challc and fond, becaufe 
Ihc hankers after them, and has lolt her na^* 
tural appetiic for beef and mutton. 

As to .i^lion .i|id p.ifiion, or fuch franfienC 
attitude ns refnlts only from a<ftion, fuch call - 
of rnuiiteiiniice as paiTion only produces, the 
painter is wliolly fubjeCl to the unchangeable 
laws of Truth and N.iture ; the event and 
churailer determine the paliion, and Che na- 
tural 
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tural mechanifixi of tlie tuiniRn body defcr- 
nxincs the atcitude, in every hiftant of a 
a^ion. What event and char«i£ter is

But this account of painting muft not be 
foppofed CO dcgTMle the art to a mere mcctia* 
operation. With refj)C^l to ti\c miita" 
Cion ot particular obji^s, it is, iiulcei!, by 
its mufl zealous patrons, ; i'v.t< uded to be no 
more, Witli relprdl to irnitacions of gene- 
ral nature, it- requiie;. greater aiicfy of 
powers; or, in other woiiii, a more com- 
prehenfive genius than any oilier art. 

Tluf painter reqtiircs gctiiiis to imagine, in 
miformity with gcuei\i) ■i/.tuie,riruatiunsrliat 
tie never faw ; to ennreive pat ‘Licuiar cha- 
*ra^en, in circuniHanccs the niufl uncoinnuni 
and Impoicnnc ; to diicem what paflions fuch 
circumftances would excite in fuv:h characters; 
and to vvliat actions perlbns fo charadtcrlTed 
and circuniUanccd would be excited. 

Fainiiiig ni.iy exhibit not only liidory, but 
Action : it may not only record faCts, but in- . 
culcate a moral. It is true, indeeil, that 
w'itliout the knowlet^ge of many things that 
painting cannot exprd's, nil .that ia expixifed 
by hiflorical or ptMitical painting would iole 
itit force. Many fuCls which it is eafy to Ve- 
lace it is impolfible to re^irefeiic ; and the 
faC^s that are reprelented, c:in but rarely 
and imperfeCUy be refen’ed liy the repre- 
fentation to their caufes ; without wJhcli 
they mult lofe half ihcir beauty, and, in many 
inflances, ^11 their i:fe. 

Thofe, therefor:'* who put painting in com 
petition vvitli pocti), appear not luliicienily 
to have confulcicd thcir'liibjcCl. 

A iMinfcr rcjirefcnts the death of three 
fuppol'ed maUhiCtors by tiTicifixion, \vitli the 
rifual attendants, apparatus and cxprdliou. 
What does he feel in trie contempl.it ion of 
fuch pirturc, w)«j kuow^ only wliat llie 
picture exprefl'es, in. comparifon w ich him 
*vho conlulers it as reprefenting the fuiFcr- 
jngs of an incarnatt God, who died to expiate 
jthe fills of men > * 

Painting, however, might efTeCt more than 
}c has gcaorally efleCted ; it might exiyefs 
piixtures of plduunn, which it has feldimi at- 
tempted, and ftoe dificrencts ot dua-Jictur, 
which feem in general to ha\e ciciipcd its 
notice. 

I'lic paflions are capable of almoft endiefs 
pombinuiions, ns the oUjeCfs of diAerent paf- 
fifwis Ai'e h'equiintly pi’efenc together, and aCt 
with unicett foi*ce. JS'br is it difihcuU to find 
iLT to imagrne fitu.'itioi»s in which this mult 
luippeiii i- or luebevencs as way bring togeclier 
flifici'ehC cluraC'cets, in which combii^ons 
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of difierent pa/Tions would be excited by the 
fame object. 

it frequently happens, that pictures, not 
otherwife without merits offend the jitdicious 
fpechtU'ii by gruis n.ilLikes both in character 
and patlion. ^ 

All incident in the hiflory of the Siege 
C.dais, w'hich was* the fubjcCl of a picture at 
anexliibition many ycai> ago, afibrded ample 
room lor the rfprercnt:.rion of character and 
ixifiioti to the greatelt advantage ; ef)>e«:iall/ 
in Pierre, wlw fii'ft voluntarily devoted him- 
felf to death, as a redemption of liis fellow- ■ 
ciiizens. Vbe character of this man Ihould 
baic been fnppofed to lefult fi*om fortitude, 
ph.lanthrojiy. and greatners, of mind ; and, 
in the expe*itation ol immediate death, befoie 
the fyrant at wliofe command it wa.s to be in- 
flicted, tni; paHjons confonant to his ctiaruc- 
ter and fitualK,.' were, awe without ten'ur, 
dii'daiu without malign ty : hut the nrtilt, on 
the contrary, hai,rftj>rercnted the noble, the 
benevfdeiU, tlie heioic Pivi re, with tlie fcow'l 
of de tected guilt, the down-look of malignant 
and fordid obduracy. 

1 he llaughtcr -of the Jewilh children by 
Hci'ihI is a fiibjeCt, vvhicli, rliough it h.is 
emphryed great matters, 1 think lia.s been al- 
ways executed svithout judgment. The aitifts 
having been fill Itruck with the cruelty of 
the action, fvem to have thouglit only flow 
they might niofr forcibly excite that idea, and 
tlie hoi ror tliat accompanies it, in the (Spec- 
tators of tlicir picture : they have, therefore, 
reprclenced Roman foldieis deltroying littlu 
children, in cold blood, with all the rage 
and r.'.naiur that could Ins felt by ;ui Ameri- 
can planter .ig.iinft a blind of favages that liad 
fcalfied hiv family. 

3t i:, reai'onahle to fupjiofc that Herod 
hiinlelf w.b not totally dcltitwic of luimarnty, 
though it was Unmounted by .imbition ; and 
ihut, if ho i'uid c'X'VCuted his purpofe liimfelf, 
he wtuild not have done it wiihoui fucheum- 
, punUjoii as would have been vihble both in 
Ins* countenance and behaviour. 

Ill what difjHsfition, l1i«n, and with what 
paUions, is it natural to luppofe his com- 
mand WMS executed by a party of the bravctl 
and miift generous troops at iliar time in the 
world } Would not I'licn a iVrvice Iwve pro- 
duced fufpeiife, iiTcfolution, compall'iou, and 
linri'or, thsit might have been cxprciletl with 
an aluiolt boundlers variety, among the niuU 
titude ol figures which the fubjcCl required ? 
And would not one fingle repi'eicntation of a 
man, coniiiellvd by a leverc and .*ihhorrcd 
command to murdier an infant at the br»(t, 
ill t|ttte of I'/is own humanity, and tlic uio- 
iher's dillraChon, Itavc produced a much 
gre;itcr elfvrl than the wlude aggregated 
butchery, ;.s it is generally exhibited ;

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It is alfoto be wiihed, that painters wouUl 
exert their abilities rather pleafmg tliaii 
liot rid fnbjcdts ; at lealt upon fubjedbi wfiich 
concur uniforml/ in tme deiign, :tiv) of which 
the feveral parts do not, like acids and alcaiies, 
mutually neutraliCe their properties and coun- 
iKq4sr:tC\ their eilcifls. 

The i^eprefeiitai-Hms of L )t and his two 
Daughters, and Sui'aniiah witii the two 
Elders, liave this f.iiiU. What plealure can the 
mind receive from the ivlea of feitjale beauty 
connedled with that of inccfl aniK'iol.iiion r 
In incell with a farther, and violation 1>y an 
elder, there is fomething fo odious, :s well as 
horrid, that it appe:irs (Irange they Ihould 
ever have been repreiented.

(hir own inimitable Hogarth has, in n^ine 
cf his hitter pieces, gi'olsly viedated tins rule ;

incidents, h:ts reprufenled wlutL could not 
kippeii at alL < 

In his reiirefcntation of an cle^lion feaft, 
he has placed a man a: the end of the table 
with an oyder rtill upon his fork, and his fork 
in his liand ; though his coat mud Iu»c httttl 
dripped from his aim, after he took it up, by 
the lurgeon, who has made an inelfeiduid at- 
tempt to let him blood. Suppofing gluttony 
fo'far to have abforbed all the perfo.is preleni, 
even at the cud of a lead, as that none of 
them Ihould pay the lead attention to tins in- 
cident, whicli It, if M(5t impoHlble, impro-

Ciycaiit King has perhaps a greater verfa* 
tUity of gnniui than Captain Cook* os wettm 
a metfu kwly fancy* ai^ a greater variety and 
fxteoc of knowledge. AgreeiAly to this 
clianiiAer nf him* Iw paints tlie feenes tiiSit 
fall tmder his eye* in ^mving apd varfoue 
Gofoun. He lias iefi perliaps of the nistfo> 
'macician snd navigator in hiy compofitfon 
than Captain Cook* and more of the avgUnf. 
He himfelf feems confcioin that he is in pef* 
fetfurp of this firUf and wields the pefl with 
abciky* with eafe* and fatisfadbiMi. Tlw 
gleanings that were left to his induftry by 
Captain Cook* he feems too eager to pick 
up* to dwell upon, and to ainplify. 

Mr. AndeHbfi is fuperior to both tbefe 
wricen in variety of knowledge* and fuhclety 
and fuUtmky of genius. He is verfant in lank 
guages' ancient and modern* in maihematicf* 
in natural liiftory* in natural philofophy* 
*in civil hiitoiy* in the mecaphyfics'of both 
morality and tlieology; yet .is a coonterba.. 
lance to chefc brilliant quaJUies and endow- 
meats* he launclies fbitli too much into the- 
oryi and is* in Tome inlta/ices* too little con-' 
Hrained by Che limits of £j£\ and nature in 
his fpeculotions. He Itts found the doctrines 
of the immortality imd the UumuteriiilAy of 
Che foul among naciuo* who* in all pn^iabi- 
lily* have not cenn* to exprofi thefe^aiMl veiy 
few to figniiy abHra^d ideas of any kind.

<1 HE was bom near Whitby mYorkttiii^ 
in 17271 and at the ufuat age w«is placed as 
an apprentice "to a (hopkeeper; not appro- 
ving of that fftiKitioai he engaged liimfelf for 
nine yeers to Uw matter oi a velfel in the 
coal trade. In 17559 at tho commencement 
ef the war, tie entered into tlie navy on board 
the Eagle, whei'e Sir Hugh Pallifer, the cum- 
manderj dilcovering his nieritj foun placed 
him bn the qnarter-deCk. 

« He Was engaged in nioO of the bufy 
and adive feenes in J^oicli Aititnca ; yet he 
found time to read EucIkI, and iupply the 
deficiencies of an c.n'!y education. Sir Cluirles. 
Saunders, at the fiegeof Quebec, committed* 
to liis cari^ fer vices of* the hHt impoitnncc. 
Lord C(*Kil!c‘ atjd Sir Ciuiles both patnmized 
Itim ; and by rii(.ir recommendation he was 
appoinUd t.itui vcy the gulph of St. Laurence, 
and the (.rMfib of iNevv^umlland. In 1767, 
Sir Kdwaid H.iukc fixed upon him to com- 
iuntid an cxpivlir;/)!! of ditLOvcry to the 
Soutli Se;;^, and for tho puriYOl'e of obferving 
the irar.fit of Venn',-. 

Fu*m this i>ei khI, as his fervices mv too 
well kiu.\^iv to requite a rttitiil here, i^o his 
reputation has propoitiomtMy .'ulvanccd to a 
height too great to be ati'ecVjd by my pane* 
«riiek. - 

The copflitutioii of his body was ix>bu{l, 
iiiiired Co laboui, and capable of undergoing 
ttie fevertil liauUbips. His Itomach bme, 
without difticuliy* tlie cnaii'ei^ and moft un- 
grateful fotKl. Indeed, temperance m him 
was faiicely a virtue ; lb great was the ii*' 
difierence with which he fubmitted to eveiy 
kind of Iblf-detv.'il. Ihr qualities of hb 
wind uere of Che fame liaidy, vigorous kind 
with ihol'e of his body. courage was 
cool nnd determined, .ind acconi'xuded wjuh 
aui admirable prefence of mind in ilie moment 
of danger. Hih maniwrs were plain dnd un- 
sdfedled. His temper might perl)<i|i}> luve been 
jiiftly blamed, as fubjodt to haftinefs and paf- 
fion, liad not tbel'c been difarnKd by a dif|x>- 
fltion the nudi beiWolent and humane. 

Such were the outlhies of Captain Cook’s 
chara^* ; but its moft diftiuguilbiag feature 
was that unremitting pejieverance in tlie 
purfiiit of Nts objcCf, whicfa^ww only 
liipirier to the opiKjfition of dang* Wf^and the 
preiTure of haitiUhiiis, hut even exempt from 
&e want of ordinary relmtatton. 

** Perli^ no feteace ever received grealer 
addition^ /||^m the labours of a fiiigle mwi, 
Chan ge^BcMiy bas done from chofe of Cspf. 
Cook. * Tnliis fMi voyage to the Soutb Seas, 
he dikovered the Society .Hhndet ' dpeer- 
nuneil:|^e. lDfol4rjty of New 2 ^.aU^ i . 4 if* 
•overed'the firaiia which fe^vinite the two 
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Iftands, and are called after bia name t and 
made a complete furvey of both. He after- 
wards explored die Eaftern coall of New 
Holland, hitherto unknown; an extent of 
upwards of two tUoufand miles. 

In his fecond expedition, Iw refolved 
the great problem of a Southern Continent ; 
luying tcaverfed tliat hemifphere ia fuch a 
manner, as not to leave a poQibility of itg 
extftenoe, unlefs near Uw Pole, anil out of 
the reach of navigation. Dunng this voyage 
he dil'covered New Caledonia, tlie Lirgelt 
JHand ill the Soutliern Paciiic, except New 
Zealand ; *tlie lilind of Georgia ; and an un- 
known coail, which lie named Sandwich 
land, the TbuU of the Southern hemifphere ; 
and having twice vklteS feas, 

luUed the fitaritions of l^gfeld, and made 
levcrat new difeoveries. 

** But the voyage we are now relating is 
diftinguilhed above all the i*elt by the ex- 
tent and importance of its difeoveries. Be- 
Tides ie\'erai fmaller lllands in the Southern 
Pacih;:, he difeovered, to the iit^ith of the 
equinodliji line, the group calb^d the SaiuU 
ivich lilaiub i which, from their ficuaiion 
and produ^lionis, bid fairer for becoming an 
objeCl of conlcqucnce, in the fyllem of £i> 
rope'Ui Navigr^tton, than any u^hcr uiionveiy 
in the Sautli Sen. He afcc) wards explored' 

Itiid hirberto lemaincd unknown of the 
Weflem coaft of America, coutaiuing an ex- 
tent of thtce ihciibaid fivt? hundred miks; 
afceitalned the pioxiinity of tlie two great 
coiitments of Alia and America ; palled tlie 
fti.ut!- between them, and fiirveyeU the coaft 
oil each fide, to fuch a height of Northern 
latitude, as to deinoiifti'ate the impradheabi- 
liry of a pailbge, in that hemifphere, from 
the Atluitic iiiTo tlie Pacific Occani citliei by 
an Eutlern or a Weltqrn courfe. In. (hurt, if 
we except tlic fea of Aniur, anti tlie Japa- 
nefe Ai'ciii|)elagi>, which Itill rem.uii imjicr- 
fedlly kiunvn to European?., he has cumpleled 
the nydrogiaphy of the lu.bttable g|i>be.*' 

Captain King coiu;ludes his account of" 
this excraordinaty man, whofe death cannot 
be fufficiently lamented, in tlw fulluwing 
words : — Having given the moll faithful ac- 
count I liave been able lo colledl, both from 
my own obfei vation, afi4 tlie ixdations of 
others, of Che dca^. of my ever-honouitrd 
firieod, and alfu of ill charadter and fervi^

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7 1I£ warm intereii which niankind take 
in the charjcler^ the foituiie:;^ and the

Acs and rewards the trouble and the expence 
of iniblilhiii; to tlw world even tiie pioR 
carelcfs eflufions of their licaru on tlxs moft 
trivial occafious. 

We are never tired or difgufted with 
new anecdotesf or with original letters of 
Pope, Swift, Arbutlviot, and G<iy. But 
tiiet'e men entertained fur Dr. Atterbury tlie 
^ prufaundeft reffieilil. They regarded him 
e-^en with a^e^£:*w Vjf ?Mrici*ation. If ever 
Che piide of Sivi^ickiiow ledged an c({ual mr 
fupenor, it was the Biibop of K<}chcllor. 
The cluradler of this prelate, fiited to com-^ 
ipand therefpefiof mankind, was (leculiarly 
adapted for aicrndting tlie n*iiard and attach- 
ment of Mie Dean of St. I'.itritk's. In their 
times the paHions of men were g. ‘iatly agitat- 
ed by the ijuellkiu cunccruiiig the fuccedion 
to the cn)wii of Kngbnd. It often luippeiis 
that men of proud and eredt minds oppofe 
innovations, not nieiely from a regard to 
order, to antiipiity, and to nutui.il hereditary 
cbims, but alto from a contempt of ihofe 
pci ions who alfume to themftlves tlie cha- 
ra<fler and olfice of reformers. Be that^ 
hoVi'cvcr, ns it may, it is . certain that the 
gi*eateif geniufes of t^een Anne*s reign, if wc 
except Addii'oii, were zealous Tories, and 
attached to the hercdicaiy (ucceiiton in the 
lujufeof Stuart. This' circnmlhince, which 
was a ilruog bind of union among them, 
places tlie cliaradlers of all of them in at 
leaft no mean view, as they were devoted 
to a fuffering eaufe. 

. In fhefe remains of Atterbury, we every- 
wliere didinguiDi his monarchical and higli- 
chuixh principles ; we difeover in fome in- 
ffaiiccs, particularly in foinc things he w'rites 
concerning Dr. Gilbert Burnet, bifhop of 
Sarum, the power of prejudice over the 
greateil minds ; we learn great number of 
Very interefting parlicularsj of the lives and 
chriniAerb of famous men ; and are prefented

Mrs. Morice, tlie Bilhcfp’s only daughter, 
in the laCl ftage of a coniunipiiun, was feized 
with a longing tlefire to fee, before ihe 
i^uld depart lius life, her father, then m 
exile at Montpelier. She travelled with 
pain, and frequently with imincdiute danger, 
of expiring, from Weflniinfler to Bourdeaux, 
and irom tliencc to Touloufc, uhei'e flie had 
Che comfort of meeting with the objedf tliac 
had fiiltuned her fpiuts on ilii> painful and 
tedious journey. The Following letters, while 
they fer\e to convey a ju(t notion of the 
value of this publication, ferve alfo to give 
ail eKalted idea of the pen'ons who bore tlie 
chief -parts in the tragedy described.

Ho.weyer, I (houtd be tm^eful to this pfaceil, 
if I did not own that 1 have gained upon thd 
gnuc in the South of France, rriuch more than 
1 did at Paris, though even tlien?

T he dcfign of the authfir in t)iis Treatlfe 
will be beft knmvn from his own words. 
jHe fays in his preface, ** The only bi)ok| tS 
the Englifh language, chat i>: ftrUlly fcientific 
and deiiendent on its parts throiig|iouC> k 
tCobercfon’s Elements of Navi^tion ; n ivodc 
highly eftcemed, ’and defervirig ' the edima- 
tion it has met with. If this bi.x>Whad been 
as well ealenbted for the general purpofes of 
feiimen, as it is For'the aciidemicnl teaching 
\)f the ‘fcience ^(»f i^vigation, tlic prefeiit 
Treatife ^WJhld" never have heen "written. 
But it is coo exiienfive for common pur- 
cliafcrs, and too voluminous for daily ufe. 
The difp«*fion of the cables and of the prac- 
tical marter renders them difficult to be 
readily come at, and the fhort i ndlus of the 
tr.ivecfe calile prevents its exterding at fight 
to the ufual didance of a day's rop* Thefe 
and otfier fimilar objedlions are not offereil 
as afTedling the merits of the excellent book 
we fpeiik of? they are trifling when Confider- 
ed in that light, though of fuffictent confe- 
quence in tiieir efle^d to render a fmaller 
work dcfirable. 

“ It is true, that fmaller works on the fub- 
Jedt have long been extant. But in thefe, 
inflend of taking every advanc.nge to employ 
their fcanty limits in the pruficr dembndra- 
tion of the elements of practical navigation, 
their authors have either crouded them with 
problems of no very remarkable utility, or 
lelTons' refpc£ting feamanlhip ; an ait which 
can never be acquired by any other means 
than aflual prr/tce at fca. Ic may readily 
be imagined, that the admiflion of tliefe mat- 
ters muft occafion the other parts to be Ihdr- 
tened, and there is a limit livyonu which 
fcience cannot be fliortened without cuitad- 
ing fame of its proofs. 

<< To obtain this limit, it was necefTery to 
jconfuler the fubj^l in a retrograde manner t 
tiiat Is to fay, for inflanCr, it ap]iearrfrom 
the contemplation of thd elements that 'enter 
' into a ilay's work, that fpherical trigonome- 
try is only wanted in the computation of 
azimuths and amplitudes ; for which reafon 
i** doe? not feem necefiary, in a compendious 
work, to'burthen the generality of pur^fet's 
with tile whole of fpherical trigonometry 
which would bo rec|uired for the denionilra- 
tion of tiiefe problems : And however dbfir- 
able It m^y be^ that eveiy navigator (hould 
fundamentally underftond the principles of 
f iu;C ^ ipradlires^ yet it ii ilu;| the 


majoi^tf will not acquire that knowledge. Fdr 
thefe and other reafotis that w^ill offer theifiV 
felves to Che intclKgent reader, and paiticularif 
room might he. left to treat more perf{n 4 
cuoufly &>ncerning the other elTentiid m^ter» 
it thought expedient to omit the db^rina. 
of fpherical triangles. By this omiffion, the 
contents of the* work are reduced to the arith- 
metic neCeffiiry for uinlerftatiding the mturb 
of proportional numbers and logarithms | 
the geometry and cofmograpby required for 
deducing the feveral metliods of fatting, with 
their depeudendes, and the djfplay or ex^- 
pliflcation of thofe methods. In iheCe, like- 
wiflr, the intended concifenefs was afeertain- 
eti *hy the fame retrogi'ade manner* of emw 
Cemplariug the fet^eral parts of the fubje^t** 

To this we fhall only a'dd,’ that iti our 
opinion the author has executed his defign in 
a maflerly manner. — He is full without being 
diflufe, and lias found the feerct to .unite 
brevity^ perfpicuity, and accuracy. It ts 
true, that i\ew difeoveries are not to be' ex* 
^edled in a work of this kind ; but the aii- 
thui''s moilc of elucidating what has bi^n 
'given in a more abflrufe manner by bthe^ 
cannot' fail to render h’ls performance of i'u* 
flnice' Utility to the teacher and OudeiiC of 
navig.acion, as they will find in a fluAt com- 
Mfs every thing really ufefurm the art. — 
Tn ah Appmdix he l)as given the method of 
iiiidhig the latitude by the obfervarion of two 
altiuides of the fun, principally extracted from 
Pr. MrOcelyne's Britifh. Mariner's Guide, 
and Che Nautical Almanack for 177! ; m- 
gfethcr with the method of finding the longi- 
tude, from the obteivation of tlie angular 
diflance between the moon and fun, or' fixed 
ftars, which he has explained with his ufual 
clearnefs and precition.

manltfet they therefore mean to adopt 4 
new one in,the ^ecutiem of this work. U 
has been cuftomary with Divines, to afllune 
ibme particular truth, and then attempt to 
eftablilh its conformity to holy writ. Such a 
metliod refembied the Jytttbeiic, or antient 
mode of pbUoTophizing { according to which, 
" a theory, or an tqrpothelis, framed by hu- 
man fancy, anticipated what ought to have 
been the r^idt of a laborious inveftigation into 
fadt" The Society, judging that method of 
procedure to be as dangerous in matters of 
religion, as it was (raitlefs in phUofoi^hy^ are 
now to Tubftirute^ in its place, what may be 
termed ** the Malyiit mode of enquiry into 
the genuine dodtrines of tlie feriptures s" and, 
** inftead of afliiming^ poTition, and attempt- 
ing a demonftmtion’of its trotlnVf authori- 
ties from faipture, Ih^ propoie previoufly 
to eftablilh the g«iuine TenTe of fuch antlio- 
rities as they may find necellary to be bnwgbt 
in riqi^iort of any general propoficibn." A 
(ketch of the plan of tlie Society (which is 
prefixed to Che ‘Firft Number, and to which 
we refer tlie reader for a fuller account of 
the Society) furoifties an example of the new, 
or analytic mode of enquity. The Society 
win reckon tliemfelves obliged for any com- 
mutneations, either from clergy or laity, 
ivbich tend to promote the knowledge of the 
feriptures ; and it matters nut whether I'ucli 
communications be remarks on the manners 
or principles of antient times, or on civil 
liiftory, or on any fentence or portion of fa- 
cred writ.

the mafic I— It woi^d be endlefs to particu- 
larize every palfage throughout this work 5 
but we cannot pafs over the minuet to tlie 
fifth So^ca, ill w'hich Haydn had Bsch of 
Hamburgh in his c^e, wliofe compofitioiis 
now and then are fumewhat in tlie old Rile, 
often confining of imUtittaat and fugues, Tfiis 
niinaec that we 'are now pointing out being 
a regular canon, the anfwer of which is iii 
the unifon ; in the iirR part the treble takes 
the lew, in the feconU part the bafs begins, 
and the treble' foliow's.

approaching to a regular air, or the deferip- 
tion of feftivicy, tliat, Without the words, 
we doubt if it would be poffible to afeertaia 
whether the author of the mufic meant tq 
eJtprefs joy or gravity ; J^chanalian joUiry, 
or fofc cares of love. Soane change in the 
time would render it as little Alapted to one, 
as it now is deferiptive of the other. In ihoi t,* 
a lictlenefs of idea pen^ades the fong, and 
marks it as an unfuccefsful attempt. 

In the third air, for the words of which are 
feledted jthat beautiful ballad of Tickel's, 
**’ Hark ! baik ! *tis a voice from the tomb/' 
we find mufic, which, to fay tlve beft of it, is 
worfo than that of either of the former foiigs. 
We meet hero wfth fome pafiages which are 
indeed hops, fkijiSi; aiiil jumps— ri- 

fmgs and fallini^ that were nevfir aftemptetil 
before eighth bar of the fecund pait 

ftands, we believe, unequalled in this parti- 
cular. Yet, to be fecious, wq' Coi^d forgivei 
^ ^ 
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an error In mdod/ here and ttiere^ could we 
difcover any tbiiiff the leali like air or mean- 
ing ( of which, we find notliiqg bet- 

ter tfiao an ijacohcrent aflemUageof ftrangely 
ci>nceived^ paflages, awkward to the voice, 
and intolei^le to the ear ; and one of the 
ihnpleft of our EiigUih ballads is mifconibrued 
by notes foreign to its ftile and mcsining. 

The foofcth fong, Content with a little. 
I’ve riches in flore,” we have the facisfa^iun to 
fpeak more lavourably of. The melody, though 
very lliort of novelty or real beauty, proceeds 
with feme degree of fmoothnefs and connec- 
tion i and if it does not form an air of diftitiA 
chaster, lias nothing about it to offend or 
dligfift. 

The fifth fong, ** Wlien Delia ftrikes the 
crembliog«if 3 ?i 6 ,” itill improves. The air is 
pretty, j and accords with tlie words. We 
think It familuir without plagiarifm, and, 
excepting fome little awkwardnefles, to- 
leiahly fmoutli and natural. It opens with 
an agreeable iilea, and quit^ its original key 
with eafe. The leoond modulattoa is alfo not 
ungraceful, and the return of the fuhjedt 
forms apleafingconcinfion. CJpon thp whole, 
this is an agreeable hctlc ballad. 

The fisth fong, << Thou letting fun, tliat 
calls my fair,*’ 'tiiuugli not equal to its pirede- 
ecifor, has ibme pretty [tallages. It is net in- 
tirely omncAed, nm* is it remarkably inco- 
herent, The llile is fomewliat old-fofhioned, 
yet far from unplcufing. This fong does Mr. 
Skeats credit. 

The feventh fong, ** Vainly 1 tliooght the 
forrows that arufe,*’ is decent. We cannot 
fay much in favour, of it as an ah ; it wants 
the beauty of melcxly. Ho\ve\er, the fenle 
of the words appears confuUed, and notiiing 
offends tl<e ear from inconneClion. 

The fucceeding i onJeauj ** Though from 
place to place I'm ranging,’' we are much 
pleafed with ; the fubjedt is modern and very 
pretty. The fymphony is agreeably CMiceivcd, 
and, by its little vnrtaiiuns from the air, adds 
to the effedl. The firf 1 digrelfion commences 
pleafingly, and the fucceeding modulation is 
rather happy ; but we do nut fo much ad- 
mire the fecund digreftion: its melody is ftiff, 
and perhajis has fomewliat tlie worfe 
by -repc^ing the woixls given in flie part be- 
fore it. Hourever, upon die whole,, this little 
compofition is gocjf, and,.wluie it contributes, 
is an ornament, to the eolle£ti(sn. 

The. following fong, « Go, happy paper, 
doubly bled/’ foils much fhort of the raeijc 
of the rond^ ; it is not abfqkitely bad, bus 
approaches too' near diat defcriptiou. Firft, 
the-fyinphohy’ii when ,ie quits the fubjedi, pro- 
ceeds in tfotacho4>fKiftbges, as foreign to each 
other as they are td ^ ftile aimed at in the 
m : aad the vicaL ideas,- chough in parts 
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tolerably (mooch, fomyfto beauty of laaletty* 
Vet, to bejnft, this (i^g is for from bekigfo 
defo^ye as fome we have fpoken of ; aod if 
it wants the claim to appiaufe, it efoapes shp 
JiverHy of cenrors. 

in the fucceeding fong we liiid a pieafittg 
fti^ain, (inootb and expreliive of die worth. 
The Cevei^ thoughts, wliile they are nacafol 
in themftdves, form a link of inelotty no lefo 
fo. There is but one defoft oiT any coafe- 
qucnce which prefeats itfelf to us : we mean 
the divifion upon the word mourm» The 
intent is good, but die effodi not happy. The 
pailage we allude to'is neitlier adapted to die 
word nor- to vocal performance. With the 
inftruments its efieft would not be bad^ ib' 
diat we only bbjedt to its hpplicadoii. How- 
ever, ndlwttliftarHling this, the filing under 
confideratilui is much above* mediocrity, arid 
poirdfes more faiicy and- coimedlion than any 
we have yet noticed. 

We now come to fpeak of die laft fong ifi 
this roUcdlion, where we find in elet'en 
pnrts ; viz. two horns^ two hautboys, tuw 
Violins, a tenor, two baflqons, the voices aid 
a bafs. — In this fong, which makes a Cdp/Atl 
figure on paper, we hoped to find ‘fome- 
knowledge of the orchellra, and tliat, diioi^h 
the melody of the air night not prove of the 
highelt defeription, the embsltitbnieut w 
fhould receive from its infti'umentiil aukilia- 
ries would in fome degree compenfoce. Jhie« 
the plan of the whole forbids it. Some deftgnc 
are no more capable of receiving grjce dtaii 
of imparting it. True beauty, as Thomfoa 
has it, is molt adorned when uiuulorood ;* 
and on the ^contmry, ornament is no orna- 
ineiic when ill employeii, but ratlier iujiireS' 
what it is raeiuic to aifift, by landing befiev 
oppofing imperfedbuns. I'liis rem-iik, w*e> 
are forry to obferve, too mucli ai»pbe» to the 
prefent object of criticii’m. We have tits mix- 
ed cones uf a band, vv ithuuc the lead liappinefo . 
of difixifition, or the art of arraikgcitiont t' 
and with a whole orchellra' nr tnoticHi, ao 
elFefl is produced cither advaim%fioos to ‘ the 
fong, or engaging to the ear,-:^.As to efie aar 
itfelf, we think it about clio medtuifi^bikweenL* 
good and bad ; nothinf calls very loud either 
for praile or cenfure. ' 

We cannot here -but remarjk, that 
mufic compofed at a diftai>co from thb md- 
tn^iolis, is deftitute of that polilb Which

UPON an attentive review of tbefe Sonatas, 
we indine to the opinion tivit their author is 
poilcflbl of promifing abilities, and, by the 
neceiijdy application and lliidy, may become 
a veiy c^it^ compofer. A pretty vein of 
feiicy runs through this Ids flr£t work, and 
U played oft* with qo mean degree of fcieuce. 
Tto flrlt Sonata pleafes us exceedingly ; it 
opens chatlely, and pmceeilsivith nmnedVion. 
The feveral paflhges are marked witn air, 
and run with grace into each other. The 
iecoudpait of the flrft movement commences 
with a relief iof the theme tliat pleafes the 
ear, and fpeaks the iudgment of the com- 
pofer ; and the princ-.pal fubject is well re. 
fumed. In the fiftieth bar of this fecond pait 
of the movement we find a good defign : 
efRsdt is obvioully aimed at ; but the tranfi. 
cions from forto to piano want the bappinefs 
of fiiccefsftil , execution : the ear is llruck, but 
IK>( pleafed $ the mind is raufed, hut without 
being engaged %. and the attention is mifed 
only to be di&ppQinted. The clofe of this 
inovmMtit alfoia defbdlive; it wants bold- 
lat^ upon Che the balance of

The fecond jiiece fakes nmeb of the genoC 
ral defeription of the former : its opening wo 
think nbt quite fo good ; but many fuccoed- 
iiig beahties compenfate that and other little 
. defedls. The paflage introduoed at the fif- 
teenth bar flrikes us paiticulai ly ; and that 
which the tlnrty.third bar prefents to us is 
very pretty and noveL 

We how come to the third Sonata^ which^ 
though laft in place, is not behind its prede- 
celfors in- merit. It commences with fpiric^ 
and ptoceeds with vigour : the varied bafs to* 
the fubjedt, repeated at the eleventh bar, is* 
bold and malhuiy ; hut \^'e cannot applaud 
the condu£l of the fifteenth bar, the melody 
of which, m its palTage to C in alf, the firn 
note in the next bar, reaches C before its 
time, and produces a null effediwiby leaving 
to repeat a note which fliould not have tieeii 
heard before ; an error Mr. Schild’ might 
eafily have avoided, either by making G in 
a//, ill the fift^nth bar, a quaver^ or, which 
^vouUI liave been ftill better, repeating that 
ruHe in ftmiquuvers. Tlie end of the firft: 
ixiit of this movement is, we think, charm- 
ing ; file thirty.fixth bar opens a fweet thought, 
and leads us to a happy period. The fecond 
part leads us over now ground, no lefs agree- 
able than that we Wa\ c patt : after an eafy 
modulation, we return to the fuhjedl, and fall 
into Che agreeable condition of the firlt p«trt. 
The fecond movement is esccllcnc ; the fub- 
jedl is new and pleafing ; and the anf^i^er to 
tlK: fecond bar, upon the fifth of the key in 
the fourth bar, is ftrikingly pretty & tlie fol- 
lowing paflages are alfo ivell fancied, and 
liappily conclude the firit part of this move- 
ment. 

The fecond part prefents a new fub* 
jedt, which forms a good relief to what ic 
follow's ; but, .at the fame time, carries our 
mind Co where we cannot but think the com- 
pofer's lias been before us. Boccheriiit is a; 
remarkable W'riter ; but to wave this, tliere 
is much merit in the conduct of this part of 
the movement under confidemcion. Its mo- 
dulation is fmooth and eafy ; and if tliere is 
nothing uncommon, there is nothing repre« ■ 
benftble. Tlie third movement poiTel&s 
much llvelincfs and agreeable play of fanc^* 
Its fubjedl is attra£hv<^ and the tranfition to 
cl'.o fifth of the key comqicnces wkh a pretty 
icoju Indeed there are many pleafing thoughts 
colledfod in this movement, and the whole 
is fomueb in union, that they .form a happy 
link or melody, ainl fpeak much fertility of 
conception. The dtgfefiSoo in the mim- is 
manaj^ wkb moftery ; and aftermany pretty 
circumlocutibiis, iatto^es'. ta' us the -firft

Op the manners op the e^arly GREEKS. 

From Mix ford’s His TORY OP Gr EEC E> juft publiihcd.

H OWnecenajy ihU generous point of 
honour (hospitalxtv J was. to alle- 
viate the mifcricsto which mankind in that 
unfcttled ftatc of law and government wtre 
liable, we may gather from many lively and 
an'ctliiig pi 6 tiircs fcntincd thro’ Homei’s 
poems. Bcfide the gcncial mcompctcncy of 
governments to lecurc internal order, the bell 
regulated were in perpetual danger of luin 
from foreign enemies; and this ruin was 
rriicl, was romplele. ‘ Thefe aic the cviN,* 
we arc told in the Iliad, * that follow the 
• capture of town : the men are killed ; 

• the city is burnt to the gioiind ; the wo- 
‘ men and children of all ranks are cairied 
* olF lor flaves.’ * Wretch that I am,* lays 
the vcnerkHc Piiam, ‘ w hat evil docs the 
‘ great jnpitfT bring on me in my old age ! 

• My fons flain, my dau ghters dragg. d into 
‘ flavery ; vtole.nce pcivading even the 
* chambevs of my palace ; and 1 he very in- 
• fants dallied agamll the ground in honid 
« fport of war. I myfrlf. lUin in the vain 
* olHccof dt fence, (hall he the prey of my 
• own dogs, perhaps ui my very palace- 
* gates !’ 

Where fuch was war, the manners of war- 
riors, even ol the iioblcil chai afters, could 
not be without liatns of harbarilm arid illi- 
berality. We find, in the Iliad, men of 
higheft rank, meeting in lattic, addrefs each 
other ill language the molt grolsly infuUing : 
they threaten, they revile, and rometimes 
jell* in a very unfccinly manner on the mi f- 
foitunes of their advcrf.iiies. * You whom 
‘ the Greeks fo honour above others,’ fays 
Heftor to Diomed, ‘ .«rc no better than a 
‘ woman. Go, wretch!’ Then follows 
the rcafon of this prrlonal angers ‘You 
• think to ftorm our city, and carry oft our 
* women in your Ihips.* Alter this the 
added threat however will not appear wn- 
reafonablc : ‘ My arm,’ couiinucs Heftor, 

‘ lhall firil fend you to the infernal deities.’ 
With minds thus licatcd, and manners thus 
Toughened, it is no wonder if we lind chiefs 
of the fame nation and army ufc great illi- 
herality o‘ lunguage. one to another. Ol this, 
not to'mrntioii a diiputc fo extreme as that 
between Agamemnon and Achilles, Heftor 
iu‘a fpeech io Pdlydamas, and Oi'lean Ajax 
to Idomeneus, afford remarkable exain- 
ples. 

It was little ufualtogivc quarter. * Why 
* fo tender-hearted ?* Tays Agamemnon to 
Mcnclaus, feeing him hefitate while a Trojan 
of higbraiik, whoiiad had the misfortune to 
be difablcd by being thrown from his cha- 
riot, was begging for life ? * Arc you and 
* your houfe fo beholden to the Tiojans ? 

< Let not one of them cfcape deftniftion 
Euaof. Mac. 


* from our hands; no, not the child within 
‘ his mother’s womb. Let all pcrilL ui|« 

* mourned ; let iK;t a vdlige ot them be 

‘ 0 -en remaining.’ The poet i,ivcsihe 
fauction of his own approbation to this in- 
hiim^siity in a Prince by no means geitorally 
charaftcrixi'd inhut. ;un : * It was juftly 

* fpoken,’ f.iys Homer ; ‘ and he turned bis 
‘ brother’s mind.’ Mcnchms, accordingly, 
ptifticd away the nnhle iupplui'.t, and the 
king of men hiinfclf was the e'tefculloncc 
who put the unrcnillng wietcli to dfatb. 
Htftnr, ill whom we find lo many amiable 
qualities, was not Icfs iiifcfted with this bar- 
barons fpirit of his age. Wtun he had 
k;llc.l Patrorlus, and llripped him on the 
{pot of his divine armour, he poltponed the 
nirdl pioffing and mtill important concerns, 
cqualh ol himlHf and of his county, to the 
gratihi aticMi of vs cal; rt venge ; lofiiig fight 
of all the greater ulqrfts of battle while iMI 
Itruggled toi till* naked corfe, with inten- 
tion ro nomplere its contumely by giving it 
to be devoured by Trojan dogs ; and to 
make his vcngeahcc laitiiig by depriving rt 
of thofc funeral rites which were, in the 
opinion of the times, nereffary to the lepofc 
ol fouls afier death. We rnull not therefore 
wonder that the common fJivcks fhnuld de- 
light in wounding the dead body of Keftor 
hinifelf when he w'us iooti after flam ; nor 
ought we to attribute' pceuliar ferocity io 
the charaftcT of Achilles for the indignities 
with which he treated it ; fince both t.hc 
morality and the religion of Ji)i»?gc, fur from 
condemning fuch conduft, cvideniiv taught 
him to confider it as diicftcd, mii indeed- 
by humanity, but l»y foci a 1 affvftioii, and 
iiiforccd by that piety, fuch as it was, which 
the gods of his country lequired. Whea 
the uofor! 11 natp monarch of Troy came af- 
teiward in pcrfuii to beg the body of his 
heroic fnn, we find the conduft of AcliiJlrs 
marked by a fiipmor fpirit nf generous hu- 
manity. Yet in the very aft of granting, the 
pious rcqucft, he dnulits it he is quite ex- 
cufable to the foul of^is departed friend 
for remitting the eviremiiy of vengeance' 
which he had meditated, and reftoring the 
coi fc to receive the rites of burial. Agree- 
ably^o this cruel fpirit of warfare, the to- ' 
ken of viftory was the head of the principal 
perfon of the vanquillied ilain fixed on a 
poll. The milder temper of a more civtJtR- 
cd age abolifhed this cuftom, and it became . 
ufual for the conqueror only to fufpend a 
fuit of armour on a poll; which, thut 
adorned, was termed a trophy. Perhaps 
iire-arms have contributed tb humanise 
war. The mod cruel llrokes to individuals 
arc now generally in a great xncafure the 

S f cjffcft. 
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cffcft of fliancc ; for ii feldom can be af- 
certained from vrhac ]iand prec;i!cly ibiy 
coinr. and revenue thus wants iis (ibji* 4 K 
Other favourable ritcumllances''it ib tiue 
have affifted i but thia, it may fairly be pre* 
fumed, has had its ftiare in making revenge 
alien to modern warfare. 

While inch were the horrors of war con- 
tinually tlneatening, not fioncier provinces 
of extenfive realms, but c\i ry man’s door, 
•we may wonder ut any pivigrcls that civility 
and the arts of pcMCc had made among 
mankind ; that weaiih. grandeur, clcgaiiro, 
and alraoft ihat anything bc>;jiid mric ne- 
ceflarics of life, wiic thought v/oiih any 
pains to arquirr. Hut, amid the alarms of 
violence and oppreili >n, llic fpirit of hofpi- 
tality, fogr.icrally diiFufcd, often alleviated 
misiorLunc ; and, c-veii in the crafh of na- 
tions, many individuals, il they could fare 
only their lives from ih-- general ruin, were 
no lofb for rcroiirces. This extenfivc 
communication ot the rights of holpitallty 
was of powerful e(Te/-> to humaui/e a favage 
people, to excite a lelilh lor elegance in Hilc 
oi living, and to make the more refined joys 
of fociety nmre eagerly fought, as well as 
more cahly obtained. There was in Ho- 
mer’s tini(- gieat difleraicc in the poifrilions 
of individuals ; fomc had large trails of land 
with iitimeroiib herds and Hocks j otheis 
had none. This ftatc of thitigs is generally 
favourable to the aits; a few, who have a 
fuperabundance ol wealth, being better able, 
and generally more willing to encourage 
them than numbers who have only a com- 
petency. The commursicatioii of the right# 
of hofpitality would alio aUifl toward the 
prefervutioo of property to thofc familir# 
which had once acquired it. A fort of affo- 
ciation was thus formed, which in fome 
degree fupplied the w.int of a regular admi- 
aiillrationof law. W d out fomc fccuritv 
thus derived, we fhould Iraircly Iiavc found 
diftiu^fion ot rank drongly marked as it 
is in Homer. A ni.m of rank, it appears, 
might be known i>y his gait and manners 
ttiiuer every dilguilc of a mean habit, and 
jncan employment. Tlii.*! could never be 
wilhout a wtdc diflinftinri txilling^ through 
fci'ccvnive generations. .‘\ youth is defer ifced 
elcgarit in his drefs, and delicate in his per- 
fon i * fuch,* lays the poet, * as the fons of 
s Priners ufually areV It is remarkable that 
the youth thus deferibed was in the em- 
ploymeut off a Ihephcrd. Strength, how. 
jBver, and aftivlty always go to the deferip- 
tion of Homci's vAen ot rank; but boyiry, 
ibch it was in thofe days, never is moii- 
Ciofted as nnberoming a hero ; though it was 
noraparttcuj^ the privilege of tire aged. 
The weslth^lt we have already ubferved, 
had houfea imtit of freeftoue, fpacious, and 
with many apaitrocnts on diAerent floors ;

IIoincT has li ft us many piflure.s of his 
heroes in iheii donis of rclaxaiinn with the 
gobht ciiculdtiiTg. It has itiderd In eii very 
antitmly obferved, that hi: Ihowti himfelf 
lliougly difpoh'd to loi-ialand ciMivivial cn- 
joynuiiT, IIoi.icc has aggravated the re- 
injik mio a iipioach. Vet allowing for 
the pi’Ciiliariin s of the mannrtj of the he- 
rrn'e a;;cs, inoft nt which arc liill found m 
the tall, there is gieat elegance in Homer*# 
convivial 1001*11112;*. Once he makes cx- 
pref# nu’iiiiou ot drunkennefs : but the 
anecdote foiins a ftr&ug Jeflbn to deter fioni 
th.'itvice; Ihowing, hy a terrible c.xampJc, 
that pci for* of the fuglicll rank and niofl re- 
fpcClablc clipradlcr, if they yield to intem- 
perance, 1**1 nee thrmftlves for the lime to a 
level with the lowclf. and mofi profligate, 
and are liable to every indignity. But at 
the fcalls of the great the fong of the bard 
feldom failed to make a principal part of 
the cnicrtainm|pi. The bard indeed feem# 
to have been a peifon of importance in tips 
houlehold cftablilhment of every wealthy 
chief. His knowledge and racovory, io the 
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dcficicnry of books, vcre to fupply ihc place 
of a library : his fkiiV in nmlic and poetry 
was to convey the ill rLiu6V'.«jn in the mull 
agreeable manner, and infoim even when 
pl.'alu.e was the only apparent oojcr>. In 
one inftance Homer atii ihiiics extraordinary 
authority to the bard, vb-j'iithens could 
not accomplidi his piiipof:^ of pi.fu:{xiiig 
hirnfcli'of the perfon of Clvtci'mi ilta and 
the principal fway in ihcAij aii govern- 
tneiiL, till he had removal the haid whom 
y\gamr.tnnoii had appointed to he ciitcf 
counfcltor to the in l.ii al f. i:cc. 

Women in the Iloinciic age enjoyed i;.ore 
freedom, and ctiminuiiieairit more in buft- 
nefs and amufcmciic among men, than in 
fubfequent a^es lias been in thofe 

callern eonntries ; far more than at Athens 
in the flourirhiiig tiims of the coininoii- 
wealth. In the ilnul we find Helen and 
Andromache ajipf.nmg fre«,vicu'lv in rotn- 
pany with the Tiojh:i chicls, and entering 
freely into the e.onvcrratiiiii. Atlciided only 
by one or two rvaiits, tlu‘y walk 

through the lliccls r>i i'tov as bniintf*- or 
fancy lead them, rcr.ei ’ji.-, perUx.. rd as 
fhc is by her fuit'»rs, do % uo: Icrupl.; occa- 
lionally to flmw hcil^U among tlmm ; and 
fcarcely more referve < <.ms lo li.i\e hecn 
irapofed on virgins than oiiivaritcd women. 
Equally indeed Ilomn’s cleg -nt eulogies 
and Hefiod's I'cvcvc fareafni iu<;vc women to 
have b"en in their da\s iniporlant members 
of I'ki ty. The chariiUr of Tcnelopc in 
the Ojlyltcc is the corxiplcicll paiicgyiic up- 
on the fex t}:.it ever was coinpofed ; and no 
language i.aa give a more rlf'juf <»t a more 
highly coloured piAure of ton jugal aitcc- 
tion than is difpluyed iii the coiivcrfation 
between Ile«.'dor and Andromache in (be 
iixth book of the lli.ul. Kvtn Helen, in 
fpite of her failings, and independently of 
her beauty, Reals upon our in Ho- 

mer’s dcfcriplioii by the nii'dtily of hti dc- 
;»f>ortment and the cL-gau-.c of )'.«r injiuKis. 
On all occaJions indeed Honici ilu«ws a%lir- 
pofition to favour the Rv : c’viliiy ^..id at- 
tention lo them he attnhutes moil panicii- 
larly to his grcatcll cha;. infers, lo Achilles, 
and llill more remarkably to H<’Ct(jr. I'hc 
infinite variety of his lubje£l$, and the hif- 
lorK.al nature of his poems, led him necef- 
farily to fpeak of bad'wMmcn: but even 
when the black deed of Clytcnineflra calls 
for his utmofl reprobation, {lill his deli- 
cacy toward the fex leads him to xiicntloii 
it in a manner that might trnd to guard 
againll that reproach which would be liable 
to involve all for the wickediicfs of on& 
With feme things of courfc widely differing 
from what prevails in dillant climates and 
diftant ages, we yet find in general the moft 
perfedl ^cency and even elegance of inan- 
ners in Homer's deferiptions of the inter- 
courfc of men and womciw Of this Helen's 


converfations on the walls of Troy in the 
Iliad, and in her couit at Sparta in tho 
Odyffer, aftbfd remarkahle examples. Q dj f 
office of civility indeed, whicii 
ufually peifbimcd by women in thd heroic 
age, may excite our wonder: the buniicff 
of attending men in baching feems to have 
been pcculuif' Co women ; and, in comp1i« ' 
meat to men of rank, was performed by vir- 
gins of the higliell rank. When Tclcnia- 
chus viiited Ncitor at Pyloi, the offiec of 
wadiing and clothing him was alligncd to 
tlic beautiful Polycailc, the virgin-daughter 
of the venerable monarch. When Ulyffes 
appeared as an unknown fti anger in his 
own palace, the Penelope, unin- 

formed who or what he was, merely in 
puifuance of the common rights cf hofptta- 
jify, dircAcd her young maids to attend 
him to the bath. UlylTcs iefiirc>d the ho- 
nour, and delired an old woman ; but the 
poet feems to have thought il necelfary that 
he (hoiild apologize very particularly for 
fucli a iiiigularity. Repugnant as thefe cir- 
cunidanees appear to rominon notions of 
r.iUrrii jealoufy, ytctiiioiiis not abfolulcl-v 
diiiiur.iur air ilill found among the Arabs. 
Indeed tl c general Icntim'^nts of the Turks 
towaid the female fex aie a liiange com- 
pound <>i ’ he grolfcft rcnrnaliiy with the moft 
bnupnlous decincy. For the ci edit of Ho- 
mei, hri'Acver, and of hi'; ag**, :t fhould bo 
obfcivcd ihtii, anK'in>, : il Ids variety of pic- 
ture^ of human paflioii, not a bine occins 
of that uiui.Uuul fenfua lily w'hich afteiw aid. 
fudifgiaccd («rectan manners. 

it w'a'; cuitomary in the heroic age, as 
indeed ..t all times in Greece, for ladies ot 
the bigheft laiik to employ ihcmfelvcs in 
fpinriing and needlework, and in at 
directing the buliiicfs of the loom ; whirii 
w'as Carried on, as till hitvly in the High- 
lands of Scotland, for evc»-y fiJmiiv WMlhnt 
itfolf. It was praife equally for a flave and 
a priiicefs to be Ikilfui in woiks of this 
kind. In Ilumer’s time wailiin.i^ alfo was 
employment lor ladies. The princefs 
Nauficaa, the young and brautiful daughter 
of the opulent king of Phaeacia, a country 
f.iiTird more for luxury than indaftry^ went 
witii her maids, in a carriage drawn by 
inulr^. LO a lOiiriUin in a feqticRcred fpot 
at loinc diJlancc from the city, to walk the 
clothes of me family. 

It is matter of no fniall curioRty to com- - 
pare the manners and principles of the hc- 
joic a^^e of Greece with thofe of oor Teu- 
tonic aocclfois. There arc ftrong iiuciL of- 
refeinblance, and there arc at the fsmetinjd 
ftrong cliaraflcrillical touches by whiclt 
they ftaud dillinguifticd. Greece wust a 
country holding out to its pofteff^s every 
delight of which humanity is capahlc but 
where, through the ineflicienev o. law. the 
i nftabilic y ot govcruiucatSs 9ud tbc charac- 
b f » 
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ter of the timers, happinefs was extremely 
preeriotts,, and the change fiequctic fiom 
the height of bUfs to the depth of rntfery. 
^HeBce)^ rather than from his natuial temper, 
Homer jeeins to have derived a iiieljiicholy 
tinge widely diifufed over his poems. He 
frequently adverts, in general relletiliutis, to 
<»the mifenes of mankitid. That earth tiou- 
. rilhea no animal nr»orc miferablc than man. 
ia a remark which he puis into the month 
of Jupiter himkl^'. llis common epithet for 
war and battle is * tearful.* With the 
northern bards, nu the comrary, war and 
battle were fubjefts of highftli joy and rocr- 
rtment : and this idea was fupported ia 
fa&, we are well .alTurcdi to a moft extra- 
ordinary di grcc. Y tt there was more gene- 
jofityand lefs crutUy in the Gothic fpirit 


of w‘ar.than in the Grecian. Whence this 
arofe ; what circumllances gave the weaker 
fex fo much more confcqucnce among the 
Teutonic iiaiions than among the Creeks; 
how the fpirit of galljutry, fu little known 
to this elegant and poln'h'cd people, (hould 
arilc and gain fuch uiiiverfal influence 
among the iicrcc unlettered favages of the 
North; that galluitry vvliich, with many 
fantallical and ionie mdchievous c(fc£ts, has 
pioduccl i:i.iny lo higMv fulutary and ho- 
iiOLii.iblc to mankind, will probably ever 
remain ctpi ally a ruyUcry in ihc hiltory of 
man, as why perrcilion in the Iciencrs and 
every elegant art fhouM be coiiliiicd to the 
little tenitury of Creerc*, and to thole na- 
tions which have derived it theucc.

nocence of a Romeo, or a Douglas, than to 
alTatne the terrible graces of a royal villain 
and a crafty aflalTm. 

Me commenced hb theatricsd noviciate in 
the cliaradter of Romeo. His figure is ele- 
gant, his features exprefiive, his eye piercing, 
and his whole demeanour animated. 

The tragedy of Romeo and Juliet is one of 
Slukfpeare's moft aflfedling dramas. The 
palfionof tpve, iuthe fcenes of this admirable 
author, often makes its impredioii at firft 
fight. The language of pafiionate young le- 
vel's is in no author fo ftrongly the didlate of 
nature as in this tragedy. 

Mr. Holman was introduced to the public 
by the Addrel's infcited in onr bft Magazine, 
page 319 , written by Mr. Banvis,nepliew to 
the Matter of the Academy, and fpoken by 
Mr. Thomas Hull, who had commenced a 
very early acquaintance with onr young ad- 
venturer, and whufe theatrical abilities lie had 
always etUemed and cherilhed. 

To grace our young adtor*s firft appearance, 
tlie copume of the play was by Mr. Harris 
tendered more con'efpondent to the fiible, liy 
the drelTes peculiar to tlie inhabitants of Ve- 
rona, befides many additional decorations and 
' om-aments. 

One principal ingredient was much wanted, 
a Juliet ftiiced to the age and figure of our 
Romeo. Mifs Vouiige had long outlived the 
form, as W'cll as age, of eighteen. To repre- 
fent this young Lady, was not indeed wMtli 
her a matter of choice ; (he com})lied with 
file defim of the Manager. If we could pof- 
iibly forget tlie great rcquifite of perfun, (lie 
made ample compenfatioii by her extreme 
attention to diara^ei . 

Mr. Holman's Romeo was, notwithRand- 
Ingfonie apparent deficiencies, generally and 
defervedly applauded. The tones of his voice 
were not as yet modulated to the fweet accents 
of love: this, we believe, in a great meafure 
proceeded from his prediledlion for die cha- 
rad^ers of Macbeth and Richard 111. The fre- 
quent repetition of tlieir tuzhulent and violent 
feends Teem to have given at firfla liaiihliefs to 
his manner, .nnil fometimes a too forcible exer- 
tion to his voice. 

Through the whole cbaradler lie W'as, it 
muRbe^iwned, i^irited, ardent, ahdejfpVef- 
five. In die feene with the Friar, lu^the 
diini A£l, he felt all the tormenting agonies 
of a defpairing and difiradled lover ; nor do 
we thiiik he w£<s ever excelled in this tiying 
ftl^iation, except by our great Rofeius, who 
triumplied over all competitors. Hol- 
/imatt's taking leave of Joliet, at the clofe'of 
' ‘rfie (ame was truly tender and pathetic.

the news of JuRet's death with a mixtore 
a(toni(hment, grief, defpair, and horror. 

The greateft and moft intereding fituadon in 
the play Shakfpeore referved for the tomb of 
Juliet. The a(loni(hment and fudden joy 
at the revival of Juliet, w*ith the confummate 
exprefiion of various and confiidting'pairions 
which Bany manifeCled in a manner not to 
be conceived but by thofe who faw him, threw 
the audience perpetually into the deeped and 
mod heart-felt anguKh. 

To Mr. Holman's great commendation, in 
his manner of reprefenting tVUs difficult feene^ 
he made, every niglit of liis adliiig it, cotifi- 
derable improvements : he has gained upon 
the affisAion of his auditors by unw'earicd 
efforts to deferve their approbation. 

Mr. Harrie, tho' he had prevailed on Mr. 
Holman not to hazard his fird trial of public 
favour in the pbit of Macbetti, was fo pleafed 
with hearing him rshearfe particular fcenes 
of it, that he complied with the young 
aflor's ardent wUh to (hew bis abilities in 
this favourite cbaradfcer. 

New fcenes and duplies were immediately 
prepared— the old excellent mufic of Lock 
received Additional force fi’om tlie great num- 
ber of voices and indruments in the feveral 
chorufes. Mr. Harris wiihed to Improve 
upon the alteration of drefs introduce by 
Mr. Macklin. 

The Highland habit is by all perfons of 
tade edeemed to be die belt fuited to, and 
mod becoming a wai'like people. It is at 
this day the fame as when the emperor Se- 
verus fent his fan Caracalla to extirpate die 
brave Caledonians. It diders not very greatly 
(n>m the old Roman military habit. They had, 
indeed, the addition of femoraliaf which the 
Highlanders difdain to we.'ir. How far the 
play^houfe habits are conformable to the ge- 
nuine ancient Caledonian garments mud be 
left to the criticks. 

The fcenes were generally very judicioiifly 
delineated, and (bme of them very pidlu- 
refque. We cannot approve of Macbeth and 
his wife conferriog on the murder of Dun- 
can in an ante-chamber before an entry or 
gallety for domeitics. 

To fay that Mr. Hdman, in this arduous 
charadlei> fully fiitisfied the expedbicions of 
•the public, ivould bq paffing the bounds of 
truth. His peifaii basnot yet in bulk gained 
adequate imporiahee, and fcarce any excel- 
lence will entirely make up for the want oC 
this mechanical requifite. 

His adhon was tifbt ^ways adapted to the 
profound roedicatiqp and fqlemn paufes in the 
fublime folil^uies of Macbeth. Hit dep was 
often precijpitaced, and fometimes be foU into 
the common but unpardoiuible fault, the 
want of due articulatioo. The lad word 
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nf a fentenca dropt is an abfolntd niii^ilatuNi 
of die whole. 

Thefe erroi's in his firfl exhibition were 
much amended in the fecond, and srciifly re- 
moved in the third. Ttiere is in Uulinan 
a noble and unextinguifhable fpirit, that bears 
him triumphantly through all diAculties. 

His conception of vifioiiaiy agonyt on the 
fuppofed appeanuice of Bamiiio in the 3 <i 
was rendered terrible to the audience, and 
the eflfedl was felt by reiterated applaufes. 

Mr. LUm^has in his excellent poem of the 
Adtor, ridiaiy^ the appeiirance of f he blood- 
bolter'd Baiiquo, with liisghadJy cciiiicenance, 
and his red worthed on his ihirt to mark tile 
lofs of blood : but this elegant writer did not 
refledl that the London audiences are by no 
means feledl. Tiie mixed cam|iany in our 
pity boxes, and galleries, muft he rotifed to 
feeling by fomething more than tlu: terrifiGd 
imagination of the player. Tlie murdered 
objedl itfelf aflTords wonderful afTiItance to the 
f|)e£tator. We muft confefs wc did not chink it 
fafe to withdraw the ghoQs of Pierre and 
Jafber, in Venice Preferved, from the af- 
frighted Belvidera, chough we grant that their 
abfence, from the great poweis ot thea^trefs, 
has not lately been felt. 

The moll partial praifer of Holman mud 
confefs, that the moral refle£licins ou the pro- 
grefs of time, which Macbeth applies to his 
own decline in years, loll their elTedl in the 
mouth of the young exhibitor. But his bc- 
roick and defperate courage in the confiiil 
with Macduir, was almolt beyond a parallel. 
** However this gentleman, faid a candid fpec- 
tator, has lived, we mull all grant that he 
died nobly.’* 

Our theatrical Nellor, Mr. Macklin, was 
prefent at our young n^or's fierformancc, and 
exprelfed his apprulxition of him in terms 
unequivocal : he called him the Child of 
Nature. An obfervBtion, however, of this 
gentleman deferves fome little ditcuftion. 

Amongll otlier praifes he liber;'.lly gave 
Mr. Holman, he faid, chat, to his great com- 
mendation, he intruduced in his (lart no tuw 
reaJingi, 

But every a«Slor of genius will, of neceliity, 
have new modes of action and elocution. — 
A Booth and a Garrick, as Mr. Davies, in his 
Dramatick MifccUanies, informs us, were 
much celebrated Ibr leart'hing after beauties 
whieh had efcaped the diligence of their pre* 
deceftbrs.-— Mr. Macklin bimfelf, . in his 
lago and Shylock, was appiirencly unlike to 
thofe who had exhibited tliefe parts before 
him. 

Mr, Macklin, wia mull fuppofe, meant 
by diis criticifm, that Mr. Holman, did not 
waoteidy differ in emphafia or adkiim from 


tlie accuftpmeil manner ; ftiat he did not in- 
dulge himfelf in fancied glofles el a plain 
text, nor in hazarded mterpretaiion byhovfl 
exprelfion. 

Felix, in the Wonder, or a Womap JKeepf 
a Secret I is, \ve are cold, to be Mr. Hobnan't 
firil eBay in comeily. The wretched lan- 
guage of this play is fafe from the critick s 
hut the fable is built on probability, and the 
oatliiie of the charaAers juft, Mrs. Centlivre 
was a kind of comic Bankes, whofe tragedies, 
from the admirable difjMifition of the feene 
and appoTite fitiution of charadler, luve, 
without the • afliliauce of a fmgle good line, 
never failed to alTe£l the moll enlightened at 
well os the lend knowing part of an audience. 

Let us advife otn* young friend to be a 
enmpleat mailer not only of the words, in 
his part of Felix, but i>f its gieat and varied 
bufinefs, which clunges writh every entrance 
and exit of the cliaraifter. 

Macklin will tell us that Wilks and frld- 
ficld, ill Felix and Violante, kept the minds 
of the aiulience in confiant a^ih|doa ; and 
tliat ill the lail a^, where the aiitl)^ artfully 
introduces a ftioke of nature from the feel- 
ings of a jealous lover confeious he had for- 
gotten what was due to the feniibility of 
a female he loved, they were inimitably 
affe£Ung. We have feen a Gairick's Felix, 
Iiis l.i(i a£led part, and his apphiiife was the 
refult of art carried to perfedlioii. 

Mr. Holman roufl call to mind, that the 
perfomicr in tragedy is fuppoited by tlie 
glow of fentiment and hjnnony of verfe, 
and Clill more by the great aClioii of the f.ible. 
The claim of the genteel cumic aelor to Che 
favour of the audience, mull refult from x 
correfpondence to the fjK^cch, :t£lion, and 
manners of cham^lei-s conllaiuly palfing be- 
fore the eye of the public. 

From a«i impaitial view of this young 
Gentleman's powerF, ns prefented to Ch^ pub- 
lic in Che two charadter.; he has aiffed, wd 
conclude, that we have reafoq to form a Very 
high expedbitlon of his future good fortune. 
He at prefent feems to have no radical faults, 
but fuch errors only as are competrat to a 
vigorous and a^live genius, which is apt CO 
exceed its pro{>Qr limits. 

Accurate fi>eakei's feldom rife to any great 
excellence. As we are bed pleafed wjtti'.

called him off from this feduAive employ^ 
tnent to the lucrative track of an Attorney, 
and made him ferve a clerklhij^under him : 
But though he was obliged tcAomrider tlid 
Law as hiswife^ the Arts wemhe iDiftrefles 
of his affedtion.— He liad a pfeon for mufic, 
though he played upon no inllniment ; could

R ichard RITSSELL, Efq. was bom in 
the Partfli ot Berinondicy in the year 
1723, and was the only offspring of Mr. jedm 
Rutfell of Che fame place, fellmonger. His 
father, who died in the year 1770, is fnid tu 
have been a mitive of Warwickihiie; and he 
acquired, by great iiidultry 111 Imiliiefs, about 
ten thoufaiid pounds, which he left to bis 
wife principally, who fui*vive<l him, and 
lived with her fon till the year 1780, when 
Ihe died. A liandfome monument is ercdled 
to both their racmoi'ies in Beimondfey 
church. 

I'heir fon carried on the bufmefs of a 
woulfoqder many years, and liad not relin* 
quilhed it altogetfier nC the time of his doatli. 
He is allowed on all hands to have conduced 
himfelf in it with great credit and integrity. 
In perfon he was below the common fbiture, 
w as pined with the fmall-pcix, :ind, while in 
health, was fomewhat inclined to corpulency. 
He was regular and pun^ual in his accounts and 
dealings, and, having been bred to an cecuiiomy 
w'hich horded on parfimony, never had any 
relifh fur purfuits which were attended witli 
confidenible expence. If he was luX gene- 
rous, he was honeft and iucomipt. As an 
inhabitant of a large parKh, and ss a Cum- 
miflioner of the. Pavements .and Sewers, he 
alw'ays oppofed the improper expenditiuu of 
* public money, and was ever ready to pay any 
fum on fuch uccafions out of his own pocket, . 
rather chan put the pariih, or commilfioo, to 
Che leall charge. It was very much owing 
to him ch.at the latter Cummilliiooefs intro- 
duced their prefent pradbea of {saying for 
their own dinners at alt their public meetings. 
He was in the commiflum of the peace for 
the county of Surrey, but ndver took out his 

His education had' been nariWV and con- 
fined, even for a tradefman ; but he poifelled 
.*i confulerable fhare of good fenfe, which lie 
improved by filing/ , He was, In particubr. 
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Esq. Tate of BERM6HDSEY.STREET, 

SURREY^ 

an admirer of poetical compofitions, and pun- 
chafed a luncer^'ibdre of Drury-toe play* 
huufe, , to gratify his love of theatrical eghi- 
bitions, winch, in winter, he almoft ooiillant* 
ly atteiK||ed i in fumnker be amufed himfelf 
with walking all round the metropolis, tnx 
never lay out of his own bed. He liad a 
kind of cynical turn^wddchled liim frequent- 
ly to opp^ the fetttiments of others t and 
diat' rendered him in a degree unpupulAr: 
thofe who knew him beft were not diigidicd 
with his chihidler, which tliough odd, bluut, 
and fingular, waa ICemetimes thought enter- 
taining, and always honell. He was a ftridl 
obferver of hi$ word on all occafions. 

As a politician he was public-^{>irited, and 
a great lover of freedom. He did nu much 
like to go out of his ufual track, and there- 
fore fcarce ever took journies; but having 
conceived a great efteem for tlie public cou- 
dudt of one of the Gentlemen wliom tie 
named an executor, Ids love of eafe did nag 
prevent his going thirty miles to vote for him 
at tt\ree or foiu* county elefbuns. 

Alvout two or three years ago he wrote t 
tradt, called " ff^ar mtt tire Sftfijii ; 'er, Frf 
Tbwgbts on Snifi-4alting i** Which, if AQC . 
well-written, w.is extremely weU' intended s 
the profits of this pnblic^tm. He /declared 
his intention of giving aiv^ in' cliarjtjf. la

helpieft pait of the creatiem^ and, as be had 
been a man of fome gaUati^ in the earlier 
jxiit of life, may we not chariuMy fuppofe 
that he intended making retributiod to ‘the 
by ddnations in their favodr the mod 
Iftjmi'and uiKommon ?

boAx of whom he had a good opinum fond 
they w'ere not jjl few) ty diibouiiting their 
bills. In thefe tranfadhons it isxertalh, fo 
far from being guilty of ufuiy and extortion, 
he nerer took a penny more than legal in- 
teceft. At a time- when the trading part of 
mankind were fuljedted to many inconve- 
ciiencies for want of regular remUrances, fucb 
a conduct on tlie part of Mr. Ruilcll was 
particuUrly ufefuL 

Fnm his firft being feized the jaun- 
dice, of which he died, he wjk firmly per- 
' fitaded tliai he IhouUl not, lup be frequently 
fold he'did nor svilh to recover. PoifefTed 
his full .fenfes almtdt lo the laft, he from day 
to day would talk of his approaching ilifTola- 
lion, and gave directions to his fervants, and 
to Mr. Leavis, one of his execiitoi s, who was 
every day with him, with a calmiiefs^ com* 
pofure, and for'itti^ of mind which would 
do Imnour to the ijeft -of men. His regulartiy 
wHs fuch, that having been accuftotned to 
pay' his fervants oh the d.'qr next after eveiy 
quarter-day, 1w paid, on the 30th of Septem- 
hcTp bis houfekeeper her wages, and made 
her a prefent for her care of him, an hour or 
tw*o only before his dehth, at a time when 
he expected almoft immediate diflidotion. 

• He was a great ■ admirer of fculpture, 
which probably led him to direct a monu- 
ment of socrol. Vfilue to be eredted in St. John's 
church, in Southwark. He judfed over his 
own pariih-chui ch lui this occafion, not, as it 
has been fatd, fnnn diilike to the intiabitants 
there (for whofe cliarity-fclMxd be left- i^ol. 
by his will), but from the imposlibility of 
tainii^room for its eredlkm in a febric an- 
cient and decayed. If this laft aft of human 
tanicy w*ill nut bear the rigid animadverfion 
of reafon and philofophy, let us confider bow 
few of us are perfeft ; dial the belt of men

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CVSTEMATIC didliiAions, and fpecifie 
^ Avifions of things, are ufeful in enlarging 
Ihe comprehenfienuf tliemind ; by mechodia- 
ing tlieobjeAs they Teem to extend the boun- 
daries of knowledge : but liaving no real 
Inundation in natui-e, tlicy fhoiild not be de- 
pend on too far ; they often perplex or 
imp^e Che progrefs of a curious en« 
^Inirer. This prepolTefiion in favour of lyf- 
tematic arrangevnehts, operates more forcibly 
upon us as the ideas to which it is ufually 
annexed become the n>ore sibfiraAed. The' 
ftrongeft analogies am overlooked, the 
plaint reafonifigB thought fallacious, and 
decifive experiaiepcs incondufive, when 
their tendenqr is cofubverc a diftinAion, 
of wbkh we had wrongly fiippofed na. 
fore herielf the wkbor. Every one tliinks 
that he knows what m animal is, and how 
kis contradiftingntfhed form a vegetable, and 
woidd^be ofienM at having bis knowledge 
tiiwmnedrihtoenpan. A d^ or a horfe^ he 
is perfhaded, are beings as clearly dU 
Aiqgoiflied finom an herb or a tree, as light is 
finwA darknefsi ye| as in thefOtib inthe pto*

The whicb tppertdn 


to moft animals, w'herher they proceed from 
the Cartefioii mechanifm, or from fenfation, 
are fo manifeft in quadrupeds, birds, fifties, 
and infeAi, that in our fiiA and fuperficial 
enquiries into nature, are apt to confider 
the pofleftioii or want of chefe poivers, as 
mal^g a decifive and elfential difference be- 
tween animal and vegetable bodies ; and it 
is not without a certain degree of regret, as 
k were, that we find ouifelves obliged to 
predicate animality concerning a great variety 
of beings, which are deftitute of every |x>wer 
of prugreftlve motion. If at the fame time 
we happen to liave entcitained fome pre- 
conceived opinions, no matter whence they 
have been derived, concerning the ufiiat 
ihapes of animals (cho^ they are far more 
dii^^nt from one another than fome of them 
are from vege^bles), our repugnancy to the 
admiccing a being of the outward form of a 
fhnA, into the clafs of animals, is much iu- 
creafed. Hence have proceeded moft of tlie 
objeAbns which have been made to the find 
Afeoveries of Peylfimd, Juftieu, Ellis, and 
others, relative to the animal nature of co- 
rals, madrepores, miUe|ior^ corallines^ 
fpunges, and a numerous tiibe of bodies 
which the very ingenious labours of MarfigU 
bad formerly nemovdd from the mineral

If lejedbng fpocicnneois mo^ 
os very inadequate tefk of animality, we ado|)C 
perce^ion in their ftead; nodoebthe would 
b« edeemed a vifionary in philofophy who 
fhould extend that faculty Co vegetables s «id 
yet there arefeveral chemical, phyfical, end 
metaphyfical reafons, which feem to render 
the fuppo^on not aitogetlier indefsniibie. 

The grAter tlie quantity of percepciattex* 
ifting in the" univerfal fyftero of creation, the 
greater is the <^ncity happinefs prodoced ; 
and the greats the quantity of happinefi 
producq^, the greater is the goodtiefs tif Che 
Deity in the eiliination of beings with our 
capacities. The latter part of this pnipofitton 
iifNnls no proof , and the former is liable but 
to one obje^iqn, and that gixnindeJ upon a 
falfe fuppoficiou. If it may be urged, all Che 
fliecies of percipient beings be not accommo- 
dated with objedh congruous to tlieir fa 9 ul« 
ties of perception, and produdlive of more 
pleafure than i^ain to the whole t'pecies taken 
collediively, then the aiiimacioa of that mat- 
ter of which they confift is an introduction of 
evil, and no ted of benevolence. This may 
be granted ; but in all the fpecies of beings 
which come within die obfervacion of our 
fenfes, the fuppofitkm of their not lieing fur* 
nifhed with objects fuited to their well-being 
is evidently not true, and tlierefore ought, 
from analogy, to be reje^d with reference 
toiiich as by their magnitude, their minute- 
nefs, or their dullneis of perception efcape 
•ur examination. 

That animals ihould feed upon one ano- 
ther, is a law of nature full of wifdom and 
goodiiefs, life and liapi>inefs being indefinitely 
multiplied thereby. For a given quantity 
of what are called vegetables, annually pro- 
duced upon a glulie of a given diameter, being 
fufficient but fur the fuppoit of a given num- 
ber of herbaceous animals, whofe place in die 
univerfe not admitting their immortality, it 
hath been wifely contrived tliat tlieir bodies, 
which, from their ftru^ure, mufe perilh, 
fhould, in ceafing to live, become Che inftru- 
ments of fappoiting life in beings, which 
could not by any odier mc;«is have liad an 
exigence, at lealt upon this globe i and of 
the other parts of the univerfe we know no- 
thing exc^ from analogy; and from that 
we muft conclude that die ^ w«r, be k 
finite or infinite^ is as fell of life as this par- 
ticular part with which we are eomched. 
Nay, aiiinuced matter, containing, as it were, 
the concentrated virtue of' many vegetables, 
ferves for the fuppcHt of life, the confe- 
quent commoni^ioh of happmefs in a fer 
more ample chan vegetables them*

If then every ptait of the vegetable 
kingdom hatli a degree of (wrcepcivity, how- 
ever fmall, there will be a gain of liapploefe 
to the whole fyiiem, tlie aggregate may be 
of a value not to be overlcnikcd by Him, to 
whom the exiftence of all thin:^ is equally 
pofiible, and from whom all creative exiil- 
ences are equally diftnnt in perfeAion. 

Wherever thero is a v;<fciilar (yftem, con- 
taining a moving nuti iiivc fuccus, there it 
life ; and wherever tlicre is life there may 
be, for aught we can pn>ve to die contratyg 
n more or lefs acute perception, a greater or 
tefs cipacity for the reception of haippinefes 
the quantity, indeed, of which, after we have 
defeendeJ below a certain degree of fenfibi* 
lity, will (according to our mciliod of efti.

1 ant fenfiMe that thefe and other diriil.'ir 
motions of vegetables may bv fome he cmi- 
(idered as analogous to the fttoni.'icic or in- 
voluiitaiy motiiMis of animals ; but as it ie 
not yet determined amongft thj phjl^logi<l'», 
whetlier the motion of tl>e lieart, tlie perir 
ilalcic motion of ilie bowels, ilxs contrnfhons 
obfervablc upon external impulie in the 
mufcles of anunaJs tiepriveil of their huadii 
and hearts, be attributabk to an iiritahihty 
uMa(.coMipaiiicd with pcrcej>tivity, or to au 
oncafy fenfution, there icems to be no reaton 
fur enteiing into lo ohfeure a difquihtion $ 
efpecially fince irritability, if atimiRetl tlw 
caufe of the motions of vegetables, mwlt, 
a fop ihri, be admitted as tlu: caufe of the 
exqnifite and difcernihsle motions of 
beings univcifally refened to tlie animal 
kingdom. 

Phyfical obfervatiom concerning the ge- 
nemtion, nucnrioii, orgamaasioii, life, healtls, 
ficknefs, and death of plants, help ns as little 
towards ilie ellabltihmg a diftriminacive cha* 
radteriUic between them and animals,' as 
metaphyfical f]>eculations relative to the 
truant ity of iappioLf^ or degrees of per- 
ceptivity. 

The eaflem practice of faxriwdariug tlie 
female p.'ilm-trc& by (baking over it tlie diiit 
of the male, which Hciodutus mentions in 
his account of tiic country about Ikibylon, 
and of which Dr. llalfelquift, in the year 
175c, was an eye-witnefs, was not un- 
known to Ariflolle and Pliny : but tlie An- 
cients feem not to liave carried the fexual 
fydetn beyond that fingle inffance, which 
was of fo remaikable a kind that it was 
baldly poiTible for them to overlook it s at 
prefenC there are few ' botaniUs in Europe 
who do not admit its univeriality. It feems 
geueiully agreed, that a coronmnication of 
iexes, in order to pnxiuce their like, belong^ 
to.vegetabic^tt^ well, as to animals. The 
diTputes fobbing among the anatomifts con- 
curniug the manner in which conception is 
acepmpliCbed, whether every animal be pr«>- 
duoed ijtiovo or, a o$rmUuhin ft wine 
f^ari'si are exi^ly fimilar to thoie among bo»

the fce<) pi*ortfic: jbut, however thefe doi]ibcs 
may be <]etermiiiw, they afle£l noC t^le 
fent enquiryi ftiictf it is pllowed on all hands 
that as the ej^ of oviparphs animals, cho* 
tliey arrive at their full magnitude, are inca* 
palde of being vivified by incubation, unl^s 
tlie female liach had commerce with chp 
male ; fo the dates of female palm trees, an<l 
the fruits of other plants, tho* tliey ripen, nni 
"^irrive at maturity, will not grow u^ilefs they 
have been fiuuiidated by tlie pcdlen of' the 
male. 

In like manner, notwitlifbindlng tlve di- 
veiiity of opiuioi%a*hicb bath long fubfiHed^ 
and in a matter fo little capable of being en- 
hqlitencd by evperimcnt, probably ev'erw'dl 
fubfifl, enneeruing tlie modus agendt by which 
nature elaborates the nutritive fluid, admini- 
fters it to the faetus in the womb, and pro- 
duces an eKtenfiori of pints ; yet fince a pla- 
centa and an umbilical chord arc by 
thou^lit elleivtial to the efb;6ling thofe ends | 
niul fince the cotyledons of plants, which iiv 
elude the corculum or firfl pyii^ciple of tlie 
future plant, with tf'hich they communicate 
by means of tubes branched out into infinite 
ramifications, aie wholly analogous to the 
placenta and umbilical chord of animals, we 
have great reafiin to fuppofe that the embryo 
plant and the embryo animal are nourilhed 
and dilated in their dimenfioiis after the fame 
way. This anrdogy miglit he extended and 
confirmed by oblervingthat the lobes, within 
wlucli the fcecundaicd germ is placed, are by 
putrefadtiun converted into a milky fiuid^ 
well adapted as an aliment to the tendei* 
itate of the plant. Exfpjratlan and iafpim- 
tion, a kind of laiynx and lungs, perfpiration, 
inihihition, arteries, veins, ladleals, an orga- 
nized body, and probably a circulating fluid 
iippeit.iin to vegetables as well as to animals. 
Life belongs alike to both kingdoms, and 
feems to depend upon the fame principle in 
both : flop tlie motioh of the fluids in aii 
animal limb by a ftrong ligature, the limb 
mortifies beyond tlie ligature, and drops oft ; 
a branch of a tree, under like circumfiances, 
grows dry» and rots away. Health and flck- 
nefs are ufily ocher tehns for tendencies to 
prolong or to abridge the period of life, end 
therefore niuft belong to both vegetables and 
animals, as being b<itb poffefled of life. An ealt- 
wind, in our climate, by its lack of moifture, is 
prejudicial to bothi both are fubjcjft to be 
frofl' bitten^ and to confequent mortifications i 
both laiigiiifh in egeeffive heats ; bbth expe^ 
rience extravafaCions of juices from repl^ionj 
and piningis from inanition \ jboth ^ fiifter

Seeds of various kinds retain their vegdta* 
tive powers for many yean: the vivification 
of the ova, from which the infefts occafion* 
itig the fmyt in com, and the infufiria aui- 
Hf itcuU ubfervabte in water after the macef* 
nition of plants, probably proceed, may be 
edeemed a fimilar ph9Bn9menou. It is not 
yet clearly decided amongft naturalills, whe** 
ttier die feeds of ipufliruoms, of mueor 5 ,and 
of die wlude clris of fiingi, Im not in a cepid'p 
humid matrix changed into vermicular ani« 
mals, which lolb in a little time their powet* 
of fpontanepus motion, ci>.^lefce togethei*, and 
grow lip into rhefe very fmgular plants : the 
quicknefs of their incre^fe, and the iiTefidildc 
foixe with which the lealt mouldinefs pror 
pas tes itfclf, and dribroysthe texture of the 
bodies upon which it fixes, feem to 
tuvVards an animal nature. 

Zb'dereiit vegetables require difiepent fnHsi 
as diflerent .'iiiimats do dif^reiit fixxl fur tlicir 
fuppoit and wril-bcing : aquatics pine away 
indiy Tandy giuiiiuls, .'uid plants which love 
rocks and barren fituntions, where they im- 
bibe their chief nutriment from Che air, be^, 
come difeafed and putrid in rich bogs and 
fwamps.

WE have indulged ourfolves in a cinfe 
ioveftigation of tliefe exdclleix Overtures, 
and found our attention ricldy repaid.^ 
They are, taken in a genend view, truly 
great ; and while they ditplay of the

.fcientific knowt^e that rarely appear ki 
modern puhiiCc^Vions. 

The fulb Overture opens with a Ihort but 
- noble adagio in Its ftile is not new, 
bat the inafiei' is fpoken in every bai' : digni- 
ty and firmiiefs, with cleamefs and fimpli- 
€ity,are its characleriftics,aad form an exqui- 
fite exord'uun to the following movements. 

From this we proceed to a jTapid move- 
ment in tommoH tim^ the fuhjedl of which is 
bold, fioFid, and perfedlly novel.

A little confSerMtion may evince the folly 
of tiie experiment. It is to be .icknowlcdged, 
tliat in]>arcs where the imiintor ads mecha- 
nically in t);e general turn of conipufitioii, in 
the modu'.arirjii of a period, ami in ]ieculi.i- 
rity of llruClaie, he may attain liis end. He 
in..y even rejcCl rule like S!iaki|)eare, and 
perfonify like Spenfer ; but when the frither 
of Alex.inder was delired to Uar a man ex- 
hibit w ho mimicke<l the 'voice of tlie night- 
ingale in the moR furprirng manner, he told 
his iuviter he had hjlencd to the nightingale 
herfclf. 

The general excellencies of a writer, as 
derived hum nature, arc better contemplated 
in her fhaji thro* the mediiun of her han- 
feript \ and he who is empowered to d-siight 
•r to improve us, will do it fronr) hi'* own 
ohiprvntion, without recurring to any other 
method of inftriidion. On the other h:iiul, 
it is a know n troth, tliat however incapable 
of transfuling a Tingle beauty of the favourite 
^iuihoi*, we are furc to adopt his faults :

Hence, to imitate Spenfer, w? cany our 
language back to Oliaucer and to CSower, ns 
if to make ourfelves unmrclligible w'cre to 
lei'cmhle him; and facrihee peiTpicuicy to 
cllipcic.al conftnidion, as if beauty were um- 
fcircd by barbarity. 

The grand deh^ which render the Faery 
Queen incapable of becoming the general 
admiratioii, derive their origin from this 
iinb.ippy imitation of favourite writer. 
When a t.afle for the more pleafing-rehne- 
niencs of poetiy and criticiTm began to dif- 
fufe itfelf tliro* our n.ation, SjHmfer rofe 
amongll the hrli of its cultivators. The 
Italians were taken for..liis nuxlels ] for t^cir 
language was the popular one, and no otlier 
nation could then boaft any ilMrig like poetry 
formed ppon the plan of Che ancient epic, or 
criticifm founded upon rational.' dedudiianf 
Chaucer, for his language, was confidered by 
him as the ** Well of Englifh, undefiled.** 
prom his mailers, therefore, 14 general he 
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sTv) fificatioii to them ; but witliout being pcif. 
felled of the means, our countiynun Teized 
upon Che thing. Indeed the fwait was the 
prevtiiling talte. The cafe was tlie lame 
with it Chen, as it is among us with t'ne long 
at prefenc, and for a long fpace of time no 
amorous fop w'as to be fecn without it. 

From Chancer, in particular, lie derived 
his obfolete Rile ; from Aru^ito his extrava* 
gniice of fable .ind his involution of lloiy ; 
and fmni TalTo fucli miages ns he meant for 
mnfeutine defeription, but which every one 
rejedls, as naufeous and difgulirul. I'o hmlh 
with one more inllance, he defeended To low 
ns to comply with tlieir method dT m.iking 
the rhyme coircTpond in ortbogr.iphy with 
its ftiUow. 

It is in writing as in morality, in which 
the exc^s of the virtue often cofiflitutes itie 
vice. Imitators have generally hilie enough 
to be p 1 e;ired with tlid brautievpf their -oni' 
ginals; and thinking with tlie vulgar, j^hnC 

we cimnot have too much of n gooil thing, 
coiiveiT that \\ bich, wlien moderately ufpd, is 
excellent, into its oppofice (pialicy. , Hence, 
for fimplicity, wc have lU'keilneR j and for 
uiulebaoched pathos, the w'hiiiing of puerile 
cxclrimaiioii. I'hub Philips, to avoid the 
vicious refinements Pope had introduced inr^ 
paRt>ral coinpofition, and obleiving tiut 
Spenfer frequently pleales in a .ly more 
fiinple and more natural, compofed fgine 
pieces of this nature, in which to ho ait lei'-, 
be is childilb; and to be pathetic, 
niatory. 

Such are the mifdiiefs into wliich ix e Tire 
allured by imitation, and foiled by aiicJvtriry : 
nor are the belt writers free from them j fiiV 
there are many thiiigi* fakl in the Poetic- oT 
Vida, not beqaufe they arc founded upon 
principles of nature, but becraife Inch is tlie 
practice of Virgil.,^ 

The author, therefore, wlu) would write 
to plcafe us, aivl pleafe ns to inlhu^, muR 
ftiftr his mind to wander thro* the Adds of 
knowledge, unprcjuiliced by Inbit, and un- 
confined by particul.'ir attachment ; and al* 
low her to fnarch inimitable graces from the 
living Volume of Nature, inflead of cheeking

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"kTr HATTER tends to refeue from the 
VV .aU^ffiArouiiiig hand of Time tlieve- 
neiable intatiunhents of antiquity, or alTid tlie 
curious enquirer in his refearches, is doubly 
entitled to approbiition and praffe, as being 
not only enceruiiiiiig, but highly ufeful :

cumpiiihed'in Che work before us. The en- 
gravings, which arc executed in a mafterly 
dile, pr^erve Co pofterity all that hasefcaped 
the ravages of << time,, weather, and the more 
unfjiariiig hands of avaricious men wliile 

bis 
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ftis acarrnte hitlorical inveflignitions elucidtite 
many dark and intricate points relitire to 
the hiiiory, mannei's, laws, niiJ culionis of 
our jiicciiors. In order to do this Wrc ef- 
fci^dnally, he ha<T, in liis preface, eXjjVlained 
many terms that utcur in the body of the 
U'ork ; and which,, to p^rfons who liad not 
dciiicatcd their lime more particularly to 
fludics of tins kim), would lutve been utiiiv* 
teil'^ilde. For tlieir benefit, he has given a 
general hillory of ancient cafllcs, calculated 
for relidencc as well ns defence, ex) laining 
Che tei ms apjMiel^ to their coridruflioii, gar- 
rifons, and privileges; to which he has added 
an account of the methods and m;Khincs ufed 
both for their attack and defence. CaCtles 
of this kind, lie think«, were uiikncnvn in tliis 
country before the Campiclt ; or if any Iiad 
been built hy the Saxons, Romans, or niicient 
JBritons (as fome writers have alferted), they 
were either deltroycd, or fo much decayed, 
thi'o' neglotR or invafions, that little elfe than 
their ruins were remaining ; and this has 
been atl'igncd as a fteafoii for the little difRi-ulty 
winch ^Villillm met with in making himfclf 
mailer of this country. 

Tauglit by his experience, the Conqueror 
immediately eredle<l callles all over the king- 
dom, in order not only to guard agalnll fo- 
reign in^rafion?, but at the fame time to keep 
his iiewly-ricqutred fubjedls in awe. His 
followen:, alfo, among whom he had par- 
celled oat the lands of the Englilb, built 
ftriMig lioUls on ihe-.r eilates to protect them- 
fclves from ihe refentmeiit of ihofe from 
whom they had been taken : by this means 
ilieir number we find was fo prodigioufijr 
encreafed, that, towards the latter end of the 
reign of King Stephen, they amunuted to no 
lefi: than eleven hundred and fifteen. As the 
feudal fyilem gathereNi ftiength, our autlior 
Aliferves, chefe caflles became the heads of 
baronies ; each caRle was a manor, and its 
caltdian, or governor, the lord of tb;il ma- 
nor. Markecs'and fail's ^vere divclRcd to be 
hcUl there, lo prevent frauds in the King's 
duties and cultoms ; and they were edeemed 
places where the laws of Che land were ub- 
ierved. This good Older, however, was not 
of long (TonLinaance ; for the lords of cafUes 
began to arrogate to rhcmfclvcs royid power, 
ami excrcifed both civil and criminal judicit- 
tiirc nut only within their cadles, but in the 
environs likewife ; arbitrarily feizing forage 
and provifiuns ftn* Che fubfidence of their 
g:uTifons. 

This liceutioiis behaviour was carried Co 
fech a pitch, that ia the tntaty between King 


Stephen and Henry II. Chen only Duke of 
Normandy, it was agreed, chat aU cadte 
built wictiin a certain period ihoiild be de^ 
moliflied i and, on the accelfion of Henty to 
the throne, all perfons wem pi'ohibited fj/am 
erecting new ones whliouc the King's fpecial 
licence, cadled Liesmia crenciiare *, 

'f'he materiiils of v\ hich thefe caflles were 
bttiit, we are informed, varied accordii^g to 
tbepLi,es where they w’ere eroded; but tJw 
manner of condmfling tlwrcl feems to have 
been nearly uniform.

tion of the militaiy machines then in u(e,‘‘w« 
mud refer our ic.ader9 to the woric itfehv 
He concludes this part of hjs preface With a 
curious Clide of military liws, enixfled aC 
Mance In King Henry V. from which wc 
(hail only extract one article, for the fake of 
tlie whimfical anangoment of thofe who iii« 
therein fpecitiid as tollowcrs of the anit» 
and which fliews that the Gentlemen of Che 
Faculty were not then in quite fucli high ' 
cdiinaiii'ii as at pieieiiC. 

« Alfii, all ioldiers and other perfbns re- 
ceiving wages to be obedient to tlierr imme- 
diate captains or nkidcis in aR things legafc 
and Iioiied ; all merchants travelling wicb 
the army, or buying or felling in the markets

xnenr, there covild be no appeal. It a'ppe.irs, 
howeVer, from fume palfagcs, that the au- 
thority of this, fuppufed infallible oracle is 
rather apocryplial, the accounts giv'en in by 
tije CommilTioners being in many inftancc';, 
paiticularly in that of the Abbey of Cro) la: id 
in bincolnlliire, proved to be erroneous ; 
whether from pious or otlier motives :enu:nsi 
to be determined.

I ORD Monboddoy ns we h»ive feen, in a 
J very copious Preface, which will in ge- 
neral be re'^arded ns the jjeft pait of liis work, 
!',!*» cs tlic hiilory of riiat phiioiophy which he 
w ilhcs to revive ; reminds his readers of 
the merit he may claim in having laid before 
t'lti public fiich fiibie<^i;s' of inipiiry ns mull 
excite the pliilofophical fpirit, if there be iuiy 
of it yet remaining in the nation j and par- 
ticulanlcs thofe fubjeCls, according to the 
natiir.il order of^ difcuillng them which 
forms liis general plan throughout that I'uc- 
cellton of volumes svitli which it is his bene- 
volent mrcntion to unlighLon and to hlefs a 
beivil(ler-“d and a mil'cmhle world. In an 
Intiodiit'tion, ho is again at the pains to itiirold 
the defign of both lliis and lii* puve*ling 
volumes. In tiietc he had intjuired into the 
o> ig:n amt continuation nt motion ; w iihuut 
the knovvlod,''e of which, ho nbl« ; ves,'tneie 
can he no plnlnfophy of naiurc. In that in- 
quiry, he hopes, that lie has argued fuccclV 
fully ag.tinfi tlic M.itorialifi.i, and Ihcwn tint 
matter ran neither be h.^gun nor coiutnuod 
by any power in matter, but by mim» tirdy. 
Ill the p.ectding volume:., allb, ho had af- 
ferted llie freedom of the iMiin.Mi will, and 
Ihown io his own facisf.ii^dion, that it u. deter- 
mined by no material neceifity, nor by any ne- 
celiity except wliat is eHenti.il to every intel- 
h* 'tiial nature, and is coniilient with the moll 
jierfcil freedom. In this volunie lie in(|iiircs 
c<mceniing tl.e origin of moral evd, and en- 
deavours to (hew, rh.it it is iu»t only of abfo- 
lutc neccjlity in the fylleni <»f the univcrfe, 
blit perfc^lly reconcilcablc with the providence 
of an all-wife and all-good God. And ^is 
.ill good phiUifo])hy is founded on fads, he 
li:\^ giv'cn a hilloiy of man through the vari- 
ous llages of his progrcllioii, fiviin the vege- 
l.iblc upwards to his intoUediial ItaCe. As it 
IS intelledl that forms what is properly called 
mail, and conllitutes iuni a facial and politi- 
cal animal, he luis enlarged much upon the 
focuil (late, and niatked the fcvcral grada- 
tions, from tlie mere animal up to the mofl 
perf^l (late of fcx:iety, and duwnwanls to 
the mod corrupt and wurthlefs; which clofes, 
ill our autluir’s apprehenlion, tliis fccne of 
man. 

He fuppofes, that in Mankikd there are 
not fewer than four minds ; the elemental minef^ 
the vegetable mind^ the animal mind^ and the 
intelle^ual mind. The elemental mind is 
that which aiiiiiuites the fire, air. e^h, and 
water contained in our bodies. The vege- 
table mind, or life (for thefe he makes fyiio- 
iiymuus terms), is that by which we grow 
and are nuuriihecL The atiiniai life is that 
Rurup. Mao. 


by which we have fenfatioas, ap|ietites, 
dcfircs, and by which we fad pleafure and 
pain. I'he iiitclledlual mind makes loan Clie 
mod various animal, and the molt w'otider- 
ful ctinqHjfition that God lias produced liere 
below. Man, as well as every tiling eli’e in 
the univcrfe, being a fyftcm by iilmfelf. 
Lord Monboddo, in order to confider this 
fyltem philofophic.il]y, analyfes man into the 
fcveral parts of whicli lie is compoied, and 
ex.imincs each of them by itfelf, paiticulaiiy 
veget.ible, his aniitial, and his iiitcllecliial 
p.ut ; which makes tlie proper divifion of Jiis 
fubjeiil into three parts. But under the lirft 
of thefe lie.id.«, he alfo fays fomelhing of the 
elemental ]v.irt of the human compufition. 
Ill proof c)f the ro-cxi(tei)ce of thefe four 
mind'. 111 man, and in oppofitiou to thufe 
who imagine that the elementary, the vc- 
gv r.ible, th>; a.iirnal, and the intellctRiui! life, 
m ly ho .>11 qiLilitiet or accidents of the fame 
nuiui, our .lutlior renfuns thus : 

In the full place, it would be very extra- 
ordiii;iiy, if the f.imc fnbll.mce h.nd qu ilities 
fo exceedingly different ; (or what c;.n bo 
more ditlerent than the pow'or of nourilhing 
and m.iking to grow, and the facility of 
thinking, loaloimig, and rcfle^Vmg ? and aie 
not the fenfitivc power, and the pow'er of 
fimply moving hody, very diffeicnr from 
eith«.r, and from one another ? As, therelure, 
the (bwjr.il qualities of the fame fubflar.ce 
luve always foiAe connexion or (mnlaiity to 
one :uiorhcT, ir cannot he prelnmed that the 
fame mi<i(l would have qualities lb entirely 
unlike lit one aiiOLhcr. 

“ isdo. If wc cov.ld fiipnofa that the fame 
mind cooUl, in the fame mlt.iiil, leafon and 
rerte.% inrry on the veg..t.iiion within us, by 
wiiicli wc grow and .lie ii.>ij:'tthed, and hke- 
v*i(e the animal oeconcmiy, if would be giv- 
ing a ]M>wer to the human mind, whuh no 
inferior d\?;ited mind is I'lidcitlood to hu/c, 
of lieing in different pUces, and performing 
fu many diderenc opcruiions, and all in the 
fame iiillant : inffioit, it would be, in fonie 
degree, giving .an omniprelcnce to the human 
mind. 

** Laflly, If the feveral minds of which I 
magitaiii that man is cumpofud, nowhere ex- 
ifled feparately, thcios might be Ibmc reafon 
to ftipimfc Chat they were all qiuditius of tho 
fame mind. Hut the elemental mind in our 
bodies cxiltb by itfelf in every unorganized 
body ; tlie mind, by which wc gn^w and aro 
nourifhed, in every vegetable; Che aoimal 
life in every brute ; and lio Cheift wifi deny 
chat the Deity is pure iutelVigenca Here» 
ctierefoi'e, we liavc all clicfe diOciienC minds, 
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ronf^itutiiis fo niniiy tliHvreiit fubdances, ex- 
iltin]:; by chemfelves. it is impoillblc 

to conceive that a ieparate fubdance Ihuub! be 
a qiialiix' or accident of another fubdance : 
for, to fuppofe tli^t fubdance might be acci- 
tltfiir, cir accident fubdance, would he to coii> 
ftiund all nature, and take away a ditVm^Won, 
widch is tlie foundation of all logic and all 
philofoiihy. 

“ As to tlie difficulty of conceiving how fo 
many minds can he joined in one conit>ofitioii, 
it is much mure difficult to conceive iunv one 
mind can be united with one bivly; for no 
two niiiuls are of natures heterogeneous as 
mind and body.'’ 

Having thus, Ihewn, or attempted to (hew, 
that man is a compofition not of fevcrnl qua- 
lities only, hut of feveial fubllances, our au- 
thor enquires into the nature 

Ihofc fubdance'. which are united in tills 
\\ onderful trame. 15y the elemental mind 
he fays we gravitate, like other Ivulies on the 
eartli, towards tiie centre. It is the fim- 
pleft, he fays, of all the minds tiiat enter 
into our <'.om]M)rition. 

*< 'I'lie vegetable life in us is that by which 
we grow and arc Mourillied, and by w*hich 
all the feveral operations of digcttion, circu - 
lation, and feerction are i>erformed. Neither 
do I kiu’W that tluirc is any niateri.d diiTer- 
cnco betwixt the vegetative powers in m.ui, 
and in any other animal which hits blocKl that 
circulates like Ins. I lhall therefore only 
obferve in gencnl, tluit, as what islmver in 
ii.Kure is fubfervient to ivhat it higher, and as 
the vegetable life is undoubtedly' infeiiorto 
the animal, fo the vegetation in .Tiiimals is 
made fubfervient to rlie animat maihomy ; 
and therefore cher; in the animal a circu- 
lation and fecretion of juice'] winch is not in 
the vegetable. It is furtlier to lie obferved, 
tluit the vegetative principle, though nuretlii- 
rily connected with the animal and inlullec- 
liwl, is |x?rfcflly didin^l from cither. For 
grovvtli and nutrition go on without being 
perceived by our intellect, which has no 
knowledge or confeioufnefs of it. Neither 
is it perceived by our animal or fenfitive 
part, not being the of any feufe, nor 
accompanied with plenfuru or pain. And die 
operations of the two are entirely didiudl ; 
for, by tlie aii'ptuil principle in us \v^ are 
movtilf and have fenf.\tions, but b/ the ^ve- 
getable we grow' and are iioui'iffiGJ. And, 
as the operJtiojos diflinCl, fo ai'e the or- 
gilils by which they operate. The aiunicU 
principle by nei'ves, die vegetable 

by arteries, veins a«d other velfels, w-iih 
diiierent; fluids 113 tU^fim : and tlielr operations 
•iitfodiili^Chat;thi7may bcfei»aKtted j for, 
if the perves of any mnembci' be cut, or be af- 
by a difeafe^ fuck as p palfy, tliere 


will neither be fenfation nor fi^ontaneous mo- 
tion in dial member, but there will be cir- 
culation of the blood in the veins and arteries, 
and confeqiiently the member will be nouriffi- 
ed. And, in fome p.irts of our body, there 
is no occafion for this reparation betwi.xt the 
animal and vegetable part ; for our hair and 
nails are entirely vegetable, witlxiul fenfation 
or voluntary motion. 

" The next p.art of our compofition, .af- 
cendirig ftill upwards, is the* animal life. 
From this life, as I have faid, w'c derive fen- 
iatioii .and fpont.'incuus motion, feel picafure 
and pain, .itui are excited j;o adlfxi by appe- 
tites and dcfircr. It is a molt material part 
of onr compofition, undoubtedly next to the 
principal, and by many made the jn’incipal ; 
Sul diere are m.iny thoufands, even of civi- 
lized rrcii. who Lve chiefly foi the fake of 
the nniinal lu'wv and liave little or no enjoy- 
ment but from it. Ihii, though vve were 
dtfpofed to live ai we ought to do, if the ani- 
mal in us, w hich, hy nature, is dellined to 
he the fervaiit of our intellect, and is imme- 
diately under its coinmatid, which our vegt- 
Litive ptiit is not, he not rightly conllitutcd, 
wc mult he very deficient, pailicnlarly in 
pni^tical life. It is evident, therefore, that 
a ga‘at part of the cxccllcii'-y of man mult 
depend upon his .anunal nature ; fo th.it it 
mult he conlidcred very accuiately m this 
philofophy, and w-ill be tlic fubjeCl of the 
ferond bonk of this volume; and lliave only 
mentioned it here, to Ihnw its connciftiori 
With the otiicr p.arLs of our iLitiirc, and alfo 
wherein it differs fiomthcm. 

It is for the fime rcafiin that 1 mention 
here the highdl pari of our compofition — our 
intellect ; the dilliiidtion lietwixc it and the 
vegetative p.irt of us is evident : and as to 
our fenfitive nature, it is clear th.ni the in- 
tclledl opd'.Ucs without eltiier fenfe or im^- 
gmatioii, by which only (he.iiunial opciMtcs ; 
nor is it connected in its nperrilions with any 
p.iiticular parts of tlie b-^dy, as our vcgei.able 
part is with arteries, veins, and other velluls, 
and our animal wdcli nerves, fibres, mulcles, 
and finews, fo th.ilany diforders in cbefc par- 
ticular p.aits do not .'ifledl it.

Lord Monboddo faw Peter the Wild Boy, 
who was brought, So Kagland from the woods 
of tTcrmaiiy, in tf^'feignof CicoTge I. 

It was in the beginning of June 1782 
that I faw liim, in a hirm-houfe called 
Jitoad-May, within about a mile, as 1 tuve 
fjid, of ii(tkb<xmjlcad^ kept there upon a 
penruiii, wliich the King pays.

But the woni.m of the houfc where 
lie now is (for tlic mnn h.tppeiKd not to be 
at home) told me thut l*.e niidciilotHl every 
thing th.iL w'as laid to him Cfrfu-eniing iJie 
Ciiinmon rdKiiis* of lift*; and 1 favv that lie 
riwdiiy uuvioi ilofM.! fcvti.'ii ihiug'i that fhefaid 
to l;im vvliili* 1 was -pr-lcnt. Anioug other 
tiiiir*'^, file* tiffirwi him fo fuig Vapcy Duwjem^ 
wli.'.h uccorilii.gly lio disi, and anritlw tune 
1I..U. fhc iinnicii. lie never was milcluevous^ 
hat I.,nl always that gcntlenois of nature, 
wlikli I hoM to l)« iliaiiii^terilHiMl of our na- 
tnia, at Ivill till we become <:..rntvonnls, and 
huui' is' or w.-uiiors. He feeds at piefcut as 
tijo f.u nivi* and his wife do ; but, as 1 was 
told h> i.;i old \.nman (oou IVfrs. Calloo, li\ iujr 
iit a Village m the uvighhoui hoexi, called 
llcnipliv.ul, who rcinenihcred to iiavc feen 
him u’hrti he fiifl t..iino 10 HeUfonlfhiiei 
which file conrpnicfi lo bt* 55 years befot'c 
tlic time 1 faw bei), that he then fed very 
iDiKhupoii leaves, and paiiikul.nty upon the 
loaves of cabbage, which fhc faw him rat 
raw. He was then, as flie thought, abtniC 
1 5 years of age, w alked upi ight, but could 
climb tiees like a fVpiiircl. At prefent, he 
not only eats llcfh, bmalfohas got the tafte of 
beer, and even of fpii it*., of which ho inclines 
to diiiik more than ii» can get. And the old 
fiu'mcr above mentioned, with whom he Jived 
twelve years b-d'ore he came to this former, 
told me that he had acquircil rlu'it tafle before 
he c.iiue to liim, that is, aliouc 25 years ago. 
lie is alfo luiconie very fond of Are, but lias 
not yet acipiired a liking for money ; for^ 
tlumgh he lake;* it, he docs not keep it, but 
gives it to his landlord or landlady, which, X 
fuppofe, is a leirim that they have taught him,* 
He ret’iins fo much of his natural inltin^X, 
tiuit lie has a fore-feeling of bad weathev^ 
growling and howling, and Ibewing gi*eat 
diforder, before it conics on.

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which I ohTerved niyr«lf» or coaM learn by 
inforhiatioR^ from others In the neiglibour- 
hood ; and, from all thefe fadh put together, 
the following obfervafions arife : 

Whatever doabcs there mfl>’ be con- 
cerning the bumatuty of tlie Oran Outaos 
it was never made a queltion but tliat Peter 
was a man. 

“ tJo, That he was, as the Bean fays, of a 
Cither and mother like one of us. This, as I 
have faid, was tlie cafe of the Savages found in 
the diftnal fwamp^ in Virginia, of the one 
found in the ifland of Diego Garcia, and of 
hem that was dtfeovered by Monfieur le Roy 
ip the ^fences, and, in general, of all tlic 
Sivases that have jbeen ftniiid in Europe 
within thefe laft three hundred years ; for I 
do not beKeve that, for thefe two thouf'uid 
years paft, tliere lias been a race of fuch Sa- 
vages in lUirope. 

^ 34/9, 1 think there can be no re.'ifun to 
dnubtof wtiut was written from Hanover, 
and publilhed in the news-papeiv, tliat he 
was found going upon ail four^ as well as 
other folitary Savages that have been found in 
Europe. It is true, that others have been 
found eredt ; which w as the cafe of the two 
found in the difmal fwamp 6f Virginia, like- 
whe of the Man of the Pyrenees, and of liim 
in the Ifland of Diego Garcia. Bnt thefe, 1 
foppofe, were not expofed till they had learned 
•(> walk ui>right ; whereas Peter appears to 
hare been abandoned by his parents before lie 
iKut leamc that lelTon, but w'alked as wc know 
children do at firfl. 

^ 449, I think it is evident that he is not an 
idiot, not only from his appearance, as 1 have 
deferibed it, and from his adilions, but from 
an tlie accounts that ve have of him, both 
Ihrtfc printed, and tikjfe attellcd by perfons 
yet living: for, iis to the printed accounts, 
there is not the lead inflnu.'iiion of that kind 
m any of them, except in one, viz. Wye's 
Letter, No. 8, wherein it is faid that feme

The Dean, in- 
deed, tells u.<;, that fume fufiierlcd he was a 
prttefiJerf and no gKHuine wi/ti man ^ hut not 
a word of lii.i being .ui idiot. And, as to the 
perfons living, not one w ith whom 1 have 
ctmverfcd apfiearcd to liave tlie le.ift liif- 
picion of that kind , tliough it was \ery 
natural that men, w lio were not ph!lofoph■:i'r^, 
and knew nothing of the prugrei's of Mm 
from the mere Animal to the Intel leiflual 
Creature, nor of the in^irovdtncnt ot our un- 
dcrOaiiding by focial intercourfe aiul the aits 
of life, but believed chat Man, when he in 
come to a certaui .nge, has from K.:turc all 
the facukies which we fee him CAeit, and 
particularly tii. faculty of (peedi, Ihould 
think him an idiot, and wanting even the c.v 
pacity of acquiring uudcrftanding. I knew 
an oOicer of di aguons, a man of very good 
fenfe, who was quartered wheiie Peter then 
lived, for fume montlis, and faw him almoll 
every day ; and he alfured me, that lie was 
not an Idiot, but fliewed common uiider- 
Itinding, which was all that could be ex- 
pedled from one no better educated than he. 

<< Laftty^ I'hofe who liave confidered w h.it 
lhavc faid of the diflicuUy of articulation, will 
not be furprifed chat a Man, who had lived a 
favage for Che fiili fimrteen or fifteen years 
of his life, fhoiild have made fo little progrefs 
in that art. 1 caAnot, however, liave the 
ieaft doubt that, if he had been under the care 
of Mr. llraidwood, of Edinburgh, he would 
liave learned to Ipeak, tliough with much 
more difliciilcy than a man who liad been 
brought up tame among peofile who had the 
ufe of fpecch, and who, confecpienCly, mult 
know' the ailvaiitige of it. And 1 can liave 
os little doubt that Mr. Braidw'^ood could have 
taught the Uraii Outon in Sir Afliton Lever's 
CoUediioii, who bad learned to articulate a 
few words, to ffieak plainly enough."

Cant OK (John), an ingenious natural phi- 
lofopher of the prefent century, was born at 
Stroud, in Cloucellerihire, on the 3 ift of 
July, 1718, O. S. and was pLiced, when 
young, under die cai'e of a Mr. Davis, of the 
ianie place, a veiy aide niathemacician, W'ith 
whom, befi>re he attained the age of nine 
years, he liad gone through Ixitli vulgar and 
decimal arithmetic. He then proceeded to 
the mathcmdtics, and particularly to algebra 
and aiii'ouomy, wherein he had made a Co^ 
lerablc progrefs, wlien his father took him 
from fclioul .uid put him to learn his own 
bufiriefb, which w as that of a broad-cloth 
weaver. This circumHance was not .ible 
to damp his zeal for the acquificion of 
knowledge. All his Ic-ifure time was de- 
voted to the afliduoiis cultivation of aHro- 
nomical ce j and, by the Iielp of the 
Caroline annexed to Wing's aHro- 

noniy, lie cd'rpy^ued eciipfes of the moon 
and other phenomena. His acquaintance 
W'ith that feience he applied like wile to the 
confti’ufling of feveral kinds of dials. But 
Che Hqdies of our young phllofopher being 
frequeiitly purlueJ to very kite hours, his 
father, fearing that they would iisjurc bis 


h^th, forbide him the life 
chamber any longer ttuQi for the pofpeeb cC 
going to bed ; and would hinvEelf often fen 
tliac his mjunaion was obeyed. The fon’s 
thirft of knowledge was, fo gitM^ 

ttet it made him attempt to evade the 'proh>-*‘ 
bition, and to find means of fecretipg 
light till the family liad retired tofcft,.wlieo 
he rofe to profecute, undiftiirbed, his fe- 
VKm ke puifuits. It vvas du^ this profd- 
billon, and at thefe hours, tlwt he comjHited 
and cue upon ftoiie, withno better aniintra- 
menc than a common kntfe, the fines of a 
large upright fun-dial,, on which, liefuies the 
hoiirof the day, was (hewn the Hfmg of the 
fun, bis place in the edi|)Cic, and other par- 
ticulars. When tliis was finllhed, and made 
known to his fatlier, be permitted it to be 
placed againft the front of his howfe, where 
it exciteil tlie admiration of feveralgentlemeo 
in Che neighbourhood, and ititruduced yomm 
Mr. Canton to tlieir acipiaintancc $ 'which 
wa«» followed hy tlie oiler of the nfe of tlieir 
libraries.

In the poffelTion of anotliei* gentle- 
man, a few miles from Stroud,, he fiift few 
a pair of globes ; an object that affek^ him 
uncommon plcafurc, from the gw^ eafe wkh 
which he could folve thofe [problems he liad 
bithei'to been accuilomed to compute. . The 
di.tl w:is beautified a few years ai the 
expence of tlie gentlemen of Stroud, fevwal 
of whom iind been his fchooi-fellovvs, and 
who oontiiiueil ilill to regard it as a veitydi- 
Hiiiguifiied performance. Among other jicr- 
fon.s with whom he became acquainted sa 
early life, was the late reverend ami jngo- 
niuus Dr. Henry Miles, of Texxing, aieaittodi 
and refpedlablc Member of the Boyal So- 
ciety, and of approved eminence in iiatofal 
knowledge. This gcutiemau perceiving tli;4 
Mr. Canton ixificlfixl abilities too pronljftqg 
to be cpnfmed within the narrow liinills of 
a coontrj' town, prevailed on his father to feZ 
liim come to liondon. Accordingly he fir- 
rived at the metropolis, onthe id^hof Marclj, 
1737, and refilled with Dr. Milos, St Tootoifo 
till Che 6th of May follod^ing, when lio ar- 
ticled himfelf fur the tei*m of five ye^, as a 
clerk to Mr. Samuel Watkins, roaficr of tlxet 
ac'demy ia SpM-fqunre. Ju tHk ifituariua 
his ingenuity, diligence^ and gomT ccnduf ^ 
w'cre fo well diCphiyed, that, on the eq>ira- 
tion of his clcikfhip, in .the month of May* 
1743, he was taken hito partnerlh^ wilh 
Mr. Watkins fw iluee years j whicfi gentfe- 
man he afterwards fucc^fisd in^Spital-l^ixe^' 
and tliere continued during his whole life.

On Sl 
A ndrew's day, i76j, our author was the 
third time eted^ed one of the Council' of the 
Royal Socidty i and on the Stii of 19 ovember 
In the following year he i*ead, before that 
learned Bod}, his fhrther experiments and 
efofervaftiehs on tlie enmpreftibility of water 
and forhe other ftnids. The eftablifhroent of 
this fad^, in oppofoUm to the received opi- 
nion formed on ihe hafW deeifion of tlw Flo- 
rentine Academy, was thought to be deferv;- 
ing of the Society's gold medal. It iva< ac- 
cntniingly moved for in the Council of the 
year 1764 ; but many verbal dbjedtionfis hav-

I T was a favourite opinion of m^iy phUo- 
fophcrs of ths lalL cciitaiy, that a mag- 
nciicdl principle, or very fulitih* fluid, to 
which they k^vc the names of uninta tfiundi, 
ffii'nlus untvcr/uUSf &c. pcrv.id jd the uiii- 
verfe, and gave to animal bodies a power 
of altr<i£tion and repulfioni This was the 
^ 4^9 fji.uy>riTKrfMi$ or anvnal ma^ncu fm^ of 
Father Kircher^;* and as this duid was 
fuppofed to hav* great power over the 
nerves, and to be analogous to the vital 
principle, it was Toon adopted in the cure 
of difeafes; tTpecially as a difeovery was 
thought to made of poles in the human 
body, hy means of which a current of this 
niagnctical fluid might be dire^led to any 
paiticulcirpait. It was imagined, that mu- 
ho rendered it more efficacious ; and that, 
like lightj \i was capable of being refle^fed 
by mirrors. Van Helmont pnhiilhed a 
treatife de nugnetica v^lnnrutii cufjtfnnrt and 
other writers extolled it as an univerHil re- 
medy. Thcfc opinions became a copious 
fourcc of empiricifm and iinpoliure in this 
as well as other parts of Furope. In t 6 ;^ 7 , 
as we learn from Dr. Gondall's hjfioncal 
account of the College's proceedings ageunjt 
empirics, one Levcreit, a gardener, wasfura- 
inoned before the Cullcgc (tif Phyfteian^ 
for “ curing or healing all manner 'of dif- 
cafes, but partteiilarly the King's bvil, 
“ byway of lliokuig or touching with 
** his hand.*' He was accuf^d of having 
laid, that ** when he Hroked any perfons 
“ to cure them, there went out of him fo 
much virtue and Urength, tKit he did not 
*• recovc^jjj^or fcvcral days,'* and that the 
lhccr.s vAierein he had laid were •• a 
fpccial remedy for many difeafes." About 
thirty ye.irs after the profecution of Leve- 
ret (, a perfon named Grca tracks acquired 
great reputation by a timilar praClice. An 
account of his fuccefs was publilhcd in 
i 6 C 8 , and it is probable that much of his 
celebrity was due to Mr. Boyle, who con- 
fidered him as an extraordinary perfon, and 
atieiled feveral of his cures. 

In proportion as found philoTophy came 
to be more cultivated, the vifionary doc- 
trine of animal magneciAm was- lefs regarded, 
and at length feemed to be totally neglc£led 
and ' forgotten. At this time of day we 
could hardly have expe£ked to fee it revived, 
and adopted with etitbiifiafni in

aud^t^emefluye of .the Angers on the hy- 
pdcHonaiia, 'and lower regions of the 
ffomach. 

The efliefts on the patients are various ; 
fomc ait not it ill affefted, others fpit, 
cough, fweat, and feel extraordinary beats in 
different parts of tbe body, and many have 
very flrong and extraordinary convulfions. 
Thefc arc catching, fo that when one has 
them many more are immediately affcAed. 
Nothing can appear more Angular than thrl'c 
to a man who fees them for the Aril time ; 
befides violent fereams, tears, laughter, hie* 
cup, and fpitting of blood, you fee the pa« 
tients looking out for particular people^ 
fmiltngtoone another, aiidTcndeavouring to 
fofeen the crifitr; but the magnetifer governs 
them all ; for chough apparently in a do/e, 
a look or a word from him will wake them, 
fo that it is certain he has a very great com- 
mand over them. Their convulfions arc 
called Crififes , many women are all'cdrd 
by them, but very few men. 

The Committee foon faw that they 
could do nothing tp the purpofe in this pub- 
lic way, and they very fcnfibly determined 
to make private cx'j[>erimcnts ; the objefts of 
which were, firft, to know if there was 
fuch a thing as snimsl magnetifm ; and fe- 
condly, to difeover whether, fuppofiiig it to 
cxift, it did any good. For it might 
and yet do no good ; but it could do no 
good, if It did not cxilt. 

With rclpcfl to its exiftence, nobody 
can feel or fmell it ; fomr, indeed, pretend 
to fee it come out of the finger w hich con* 
dufls it, and to feel its palfage when the 
finger is carried to the face, or crofs the 
hand. But in the former cafe, what they 
feel is the infcnlible tranfpiration, which 
may be made vifible by the microfeoprt 
and in the fecond, a degree of heat or cold 
arifing from the different tempau^res of 
the finger and face. As to the fiihill, if 
ever there is any, it is only the fmell of the 
heated iron, or that of the fingers.—* 
There remain then two ways of trying this 
remedy, cither by its final effe6ls in curing 
difearcs, or by its effcAs immediately per* 
ceptible in the animal oeronomy. Mr. Def* 
Ion recommended the former; out the Piiy* 
ficiana knowing that accident may often cure 
difeafes where remedies fail, determined 
to have recourfe to the latter, m the fureft 
procefi. 

I. Tbey tried it, therefore, firll on them* 
felvet, and felt nothing. 

t»' They then magnetifed feven of Def* 
Ion’s patients at Dr. Franklin’s, at PalTy % 
four fell nothing, and three felt or afTeftcd 
to ferla littlp.

4. At times they blindfolded Tome of the 
common peoplr, and deceived them into 
thinking thetnfelvea magnetifed ; and at 
other times they magnetiled them, without 
letting rhcni know they did fo. When the 
imagination was ilruck, the patients felt 
foinething, and when it was not ftruck they 
felt nothing at all. 

5. Having been told that a magnetifed 
tree would' prodi^econvulfionsy they blind* 
folded a young man, and laid they would 
lead him towards one. He did feel coo* 
vulfions, but unluckily they came on when 
he was moved from the tree, and were 
ftrongcll when he was at the greateft dil^ 
tance from it. Mr. Dellon faid this was 
owing to all trees being magnetic ; but if fp, 
every body fufceptiblc of magiictifm would 
fall into convullions on approaching a tree. 

6. One woman, accuftomed t • feel con- 
vuhions from magnetifm, felt them when* 
nothing was done to her, owing to the inu 
prcHion that they would come on. 

7. Another woman accu domed to be 
rendered dumb by her magnetic Dof^oct 
was in the fame manner rendered dumb by 
the Committee; but it it very extraoidi* 
nary, that this took place only on the ban* 
dage, which was at nrft upon her eyes, be- 
ing tjkeo olT, and on the hand being drawn 
ucrofs the face exaWy in the manner it bad 
been drawn when Ihe was magnetifed be- 
fore. The proccifi of her llruggling in vain 
to fpeak was vilible, and laltcd a minute ; 
but we fee that more fciifcs than one were 
to be alFcAed before it could take place. 

moli vilibly adedhed is the

JUDICIAL INTELLIGENCE. 

FROCEEDINGS in the COURT of KINGS BENCH, on the Caure of ihe MAN 
. of ST. ASAPl'I, who had been prolecuted for and lonvicU'd of a Libel. 


Nov'ember 8* 

M r. ERSKINL nrufe, and engaged the 
ai runt lull of the C\)(ii t of King's Bench, 

- by recapiuilating the evidence on the Dean of 
- Sc. Afaph's trial, in a clear and cuncife nDii- 
net* : after which lie turned his ntterition to 
the doctrines laid down, and tlie charge given 
to the Jury from Mr. jufhee Btdler, who* 
pi'elided ujK'n ilie Dean’s trial. He con- 
Cral^ed it with I^aord Mansfield’s opinions on 
fcvcial c;ncs, paiticularly the King againfl 
H. S. WtKMifall, In the courfc of this inveiii- 
gation, Mr. Jirfkinc feemed to feel no re- 
lti:;iint, but xviuit flou-ed n liberal cou- 
firu^ioii of the laws of England, and a ftrnfl 
actentioa to the juftice of his client’s caiife. 
He was particularly pointed againlt the doc- 
trine, tli;ic Juries w'ere judges only of the fact 
diveited of the law j I'ud he llrcnuoufly coii- 
temied, that his clicni s advert! lenient to the 
’ puhlicatioii in qucRioii ought to be conlider- 
ed as the context, niid, liad tliere been any 
criminal intention in the text itfelf (whicii he 
tlenied), w'as fufficiently explanatory of his 
diem’s condiidL SupjKife, fiiii) Che leni'iied 
Advocate, " a perfon was indided for blaf- 
pbciny, and it was alleilged in the record that 
the defeiidiuit had publifhed the following 
blarphernous tenet, “ There is no God j” if 
this unqualid^ phraie u as to be taken wich- 
imt ihc context, would not e\'cry priiicer of 
a Bi6le fail under Uie lafli of an Attorncy- 
Geueral's informa^on ? 'I'his mult certainly 
be the cafe, be9aure every fuch pniitcr w*dl 
find in David's ITalnis the following text : 

“ The fool httt Taid in his he:irt, is »o 
Gwl/* Aftor having very copioufly, in a 
legal, fnond, and political point of vieiv, 
bifified -iA the doOrine that Juries were to 
intents judges the law and /ofV, and 
in cafes .of libel, ctiey ought to confider 
te b'ltemlon, which was only to be gathered 


from a due attention to cverj^ part of the 
publication, together wiili the motives of the 
publifher; he laid down certain propohrions, 
from which he contendvd tiint Court could 
not recede, in fubnance as follows : Th.it 
when a bill of indiclnicnl or mforniari(*n 
charges a fiibjert xvuli any ciimr, and the 
party accufed put.s hi in! elf upon the coimuy, 
the Jury will proietd upini f*irh genual 
charge, and deh\rr the dcfend.int from all 
the pait>;, anil not from tme fai^t txdnfivc 
fiom another. Thiic no aCl which Che law 
in its gciitral theory holds criminal, coiilli- 
tutes ill irfelf a crime; ahltradled troiu the 
genend iffue of rhe durge, hut that the whole 
ou^ht to be collected by the Jury. 

If poll the two jirecediiig projiofitions he 
reatuned \ciy llrongly, and [lai ticularly ob- 
ferved, if rhe Scar Cli.imber dodlrine was 
again to be revived, tliank Goil tliere was now 
a Chief Jiiftire upon the liencli, whoQc li- 
benility of fc*ntiment, enlarged undcrfiinding, 
and magnanimity of foul, would prevent any 
dreadful elfedls from falling upon the people 
of England ; « but unliappily the pi efent 
Chief JulVice w.^s not immoiLd.” lie ad- 
vanced three other propufitiuns, upon every 
one of which he enlirgcd w'lth a clcai i.efs of 
dedudlion, .and fulidity of judgment, that 
claimed the utnioll attention from the Lencli, 
and the higheft admiration of tlic liar ; and 
he concluded with moving for a new ttuiL 
Judge Buller then obferved upon Mr. 
Erlkine's manner of ilatiiig his chaige to the 
Jury, and made ufe of fume pointed Ian. 
guage againfl the feveral matters adduced by 
‘Mr. Erikine ; upon xvhich that gentleman 
juflified himfelf as a^mg in tlie chara6ler of 
an mdependent advocate, appealing to the 
Court to obtain juilice in Mialf of his client.

Mr. Jiifltce Buller, who had prefided as 
JuJge in the pmrecution, m.)de a repoit of 
the pixx:eeilings which h:Ki then taken place. 
In this rejwit he dated with brevity and pre- 
cifioii wliat liappened, the evidence brought 
» ill fiipport of the itidiament, and the Jury's 
verdifi, which wa^, Guilty of ftubhjhing only. 
The Judge, dcflrou^^lf rendering this tiirfl 
decifivCf obj'ji5ted to ti'’-^ manner in which 
the verdift was found, anu told the Juty they 
ought to have found, whether tlie niatrer on 
wliicli they gave fentence was criminal or 
not. To this Mr. Erlkiiic objc^led, and faid, 
that the verdidt o^ht to he recorded as given 
in. The objechoiis made to his charge were 
two, which he confulered at fome length, 
in order that the Court might fee the grourid 
on which lus condud); proceeded. He dif- 
clainicil having given any opinion concerning 
the nature of tlie ptiblicalion in qiieflion. 
He only \viihc(l r« have got fuch a verdidf, 
in his opinion, was wni ranted by the evi- 
dence before the Court. 

Mr. Bearcroft: then rofe for the profeciitor. 
He tliought his fituation rather a difagrcc.ible 
one ; hut it was his duty to bring forward 
furli arguments as he thought the caufe in 
which he Wiis employed required. He 
would, however, fet out with a vciy ferious 
intention of doing juflicc to the quefiiou be- 
fore the Com t, to the rights of Juries, to the 
laws of England, to the publiCi and to the 
puties concerned in the caufe at ilfue. He 
contefted \\ ith his ufiuil ingenuity, the fevei'al 
propnfitions which liad been laid down by 
Mr. Erflcine, vvlien he moved for the rule. 
He efpecially attacked tiie fecoiid, which was»

Btcaufe the ai^l charged, though ejlablh'hed at 
a fi^I in a triul on the general ijfuCy does not 
nue/Jat lly anj anavoU ibly rjlablijh the criminal 
intintlon by any abjhafi cunclufon of laun ; 
the rft-tbliji went uf the f.iH b^-ing f ill no more 
than full tvidt-nce of the crime j but ftot the 
ciimc iff If urlcfs the J-tiy render it fo tkem^ 
felv'S, by rifning h volant. in/y to the Court 
by fgecial verdiM. Ill his opinion, the Joiy 
had only to do w.th the fadl, and merely to 
judge and to proii'iunce on its efledls or ope- 
rations. He deemed Juries the guardians of 
the public, the inrorelts of which tliey were 
litiund to protedl againd all oppofition or 
eiicreacliment. The moment therefore the 
public was injured, the biifinefs of a Juiy 
wdio were to decide o« tliat was, with- 
out regard to the intention of the agent, to 
£uaoi'. Mas. 


redrefs that injury. Nor, as he oonceivei^ 
was the advertiferoent which hhd accoin* 
panied tlie piihlic^tion any vihdication of k, 
as it woald nA be pled as any compeniatioii 
whatever for the various had confequeiices 
which miglit accrue from fuch a pubUcation. 
The learnt Counfel went through all the 
other propofitions in nearly the fame manner. 

He was followed by Mr. Cooper, who 
dated the quedion clearly, nii<l whole argu- 
ments were pertinent, and urged with (im- 
plicity and ai^our. judge Buller, in bis opi^ 
nion, had the greatelt law-authorities in this 
country for the charge lie had given on the 
fuhjeid. He faid, cafes in point were end- 
lefs. For a great many years, ^ix-and -twenty 
of which be was forry to add were within 
his own experience, the praidi^'c hail been 
uniform. All the Judges who had prefuled 
in his Majedy's Courts had held the fame 
language to Juries on every fimilar occ.afi(ui. 

Mr. Lyfler adnpteil the fame arguments in 
fubf lance, which had been fo ably and co* 
piuuAy urged by the Counfel who preceded 
him. 

Mr. Bower theught much of the cniifufion 
wliich adhered to the fuhjedt h;ul arifen from 
not fuldcicntly coiifnlcring the meaning ^ 
the word intention. He explained this term 
in its legal and technical figniticution, and 
applied liis remarks to the calc under con* 
fideration with much elegance and perfpicur- 
ty. He compared the cafe uf the public, and 
that of an individual, as futFeriiig through 
ignorance or inattention. And he infilted 
that reparation was d.ie'from one to an other 
in both, notwitlidanding it might li.ive been 
ellfedled without iiiteiirion or defign. He 
would ni>t enter into a com]ietitiori with Ins 
learned friend Mr. Erfkine, to whole fupenor 
abilities he was always ready to bow ; but 
he could not help lamenting his own want 
uf compreheiilion, in viewing the fame oh* 
jcA in a light fo ilifR*reiit from him. This 
happened in .a quotation from the dccifion in 
the cafe of ihe King agaimt Woodfoll, which 
Mr. Erffciiic faid i.ioil luminoufly exprelTed 
this fentiment-*>That when a man pnblilhes a 
liliel, and h.« mxhing to fay for himfelf, no 
explanation or excnlpariou, a criminal inten* 
tion need not be proved — It is an inference 
of coramou fenfc, not of Inv, T!ie repoi'C 
h<irc referred to (Iruck hi.n in a quite diifor* 
ent light. But that he would rather impute 
to his own inferior jodgmciu than to any 
ihifconception in his learned friend. He ad- 
verted to the cafe of the Biftiops, who in 
the beginning of the civil wars liad been 
nobly liberated by a Jury, l^qk upon 
them to judge of the law ns wellas^the foci. 
He would not invelligiite tlwir verdidh He 
regarded it with reverence, as aa inftance of 
(I g g the 
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tl» gnodnefs of Providence, in rcfciiing the 
kingdom by that means from del\x)Cic go- 
vernment; and without pretending to en- 
quire into the legality of fact an aClion, he 
would hope, whenever this coiinti 7 (hould 
Again be iii extraordinary danger, rae.m& of 
an extraordinaiy nature would alfo be adopt- 
ed, and lar.£tified by Providence, for etfeCl- 
.iiiig the fame important end. He begged tlie 
Cwit and the public would coiifider the con- 
fequei:ccs which mult neceilarily refult from 
4lis doArinc which a new trial would cer- 
tainly eltablilh. Ko two counties would 
agree in what was law, perhaps concerning 
any given libel. Middlei'ex would probably 
have an o]>inion, and the county of York 
another ; and wliile a peifoii was here fen- 
tenced to lie put on tlie pillory for writing 
or publilhing a feditious libel, he might in 
feme patriotic place be applauded as the fa- 
viour of his country. Alter a very elegant 
and pointed f|ieech of near an hour in 
length, tie apologized for liaviug coiifunicd 
fo much time, and declaim bis only ohjedl 
was to deliver lits apprehenfion of the law in 
queftion with freedom and candour. 

- Mr. Manley faid alfo a few w'ords, and 
Aitod 'a cafe which none of the gentlemen 
prei*>eding him had mentioned. 

Mr. Krlkine then rofe, and was on his legs 
confiderably above two liours and an lialf. 
The legal diftin^lioiis he made w^eft infinite- 
ly various and acutei; He viewed tlie quell ion 
as involving the mod ellential and diferimi- 
nating rights of Engliihmen. It wras a con- 
>i^ion of this w'hicli difpofed him, under 
eveiy |io(lihle difadvantage, to bring it for- 
ward. Nothing but his fupreme legAixi for 
t!ie purity of Englilh liberty, and the ccui- 
Aitutional law of tlie land, could liave tempt- 
ed him to embark in a caufe in which he 
W'as likely to be nppofed by the gr«ite{t 
authorities. He denied, however, tliat the 
quellion which b^d been agitated in this cafe 
could be decided by any authority on earth 
iti flat contradidiion to the fpirit and clianic- 
tcr of the common law of England. He 
was ready to produce innumerable aucliori- 
ties, whidi had no fuperiors in fioint of 
Weight and veracity, on his fide. All the 
greateft men wlio had enriclwd the world 
Iqr their legiil ^roduHioiis, had, wlienever 
the fubjedl came under their confideration, 
confirmed him in his opini6n. He :id verted 
to every ai;gument thrown out by the counfel 
•gainfl the dAfimdant, and pointed out the 
fophifiiy wfuch in his opinion liad uniformly 
mifled his learned friend, fo as to difler from 
liiin dUk^ (be fobjedi* He tui-ned with great 
ingenuity opd much real eloquence, every 
thing in his favour wluch had been objecved 
w the trial. Mr. Bower*s obfervatioos on 


Providence affended him an opportunity of 
making very merry with that gentleman, 
w ho, he faiil, fpokc on this occafiun r.ither 
like a prielt than a lawyer. 

In Che conclufion of his fpeech lie was 
anxious to be underflood as meaning nothing 
perfonallyilirrefpedlfubefjieLially to thejiulge 
on whofc ch:u 7 ;c to ^ jury at Slirewfbury 
he luid thus freely j^imciited. His motive 
w^as an iiiviolahic jpuchment to the conlhtu- 
tion of his couutfy, and Co the invaluable 
bleirings which it fccuVecl to Britons. He 
would tlicrefore rell the caufe on this ground, 
and hoped his Loidlhip would fee caufe tu 
grant a new trial. 

Mr. W'alfli read an elaborate compofitioii 
on the fame fule, which fuiiflied tlie pleading-:, 
't'heie Infted from ten in the morning till 
four in the alVeriuion. 

Lord .Maii.>:~-ld faid, “ W'c ate all of one 
opinion, hut it is noiv too Lite tu deliver it, as 
we cannot lee to read our notes.” The caufe 
was therefore .'idjouintd tu 

Mom>av, Nov. 2 2, when Mr, Erfkine, 
for the Defendant, moved the Cuiiit for an 
siirclt of judgment on two grouiuK; — the 
impcrfedlions of the vcrdidl, snd the illega- 
lity of the iiuUdlinent. He afTerted, that the 
verdidt, wherb.cr confidercd ns general or 
f{Hscial, was repugnant to tlie objedt in ilfue. 
On this ]>att of the argument he obferved, 
that if, when the Jury gave in their verdldl, 
they had (lopped at the word publish i\<;, 
it would have been a fpcciul one ; but by add- 
ing the word ONLY, there was a fomeiliing 
fiippofed which they left unexplained, con- 
fcquently the buTinefs could not be decided, 
or entered up in a manner fo very auk ward 
and unformal. He defired the record to he 
rcml. He protellcd againfl What it con- 
tained, as giving a very unfiiir reprefeiitation 
of what had puffed on the trial at Shrew f- 
bury. However, he did not relt the whole 
of the matter on this ground. He owned, 
indeeil, that it was not materLil to his pur- 
pofe, w’hcther the verdidl was impcrfcA or 
not; for whatever their Lordlhips might 
think Of the verdit^, he promifed himfelf 
their opinion entirely on the indi«5lnicnt. 
Here, he faid, he would gu:ird his client by 
ludi entrenchments, as were not to he fur- 
mounted by all that fopliiflry could accom.* 
idifh, and lay down fuch principles as he 
knew well were not to be controverted. 
He then went into the legal fciciice of libels 
with great accuracy and minutenefs, apply- 
ing, as be piXKceded, every maxim of law 
w’htcb he mentioned to the cafe before the 
Court. He read the report of the Twelve 
Judges concerning libels, as given by the late 
.ixird- Chief Juflice De Grey in the cafe of 
Horne. This he coufidered as a very com- 
plete 
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plete definition of the dodiriiie, bilt which 
exhibited tlie imperfection of the indi(^iinent 
in very ftrong coloui's. It was therefore die 
matter to which the attention of the Court 
niiift have been turned. He rrulted £ng» 
liOimen would ever conceive vciy didcrcntly 
of the matter. The paper In quellion' coiw 
veyed only the fentinents of an individualf 
on what, in hh opinioi , was peculiarly in- 
tereding to the whole kingdom. He trultcd 
tliere was not a vulnerable plirafc or fenti- 
ment in the whole performance. He knew 
not, at lea(t, what would occui to him 
againrt it, in cafeghc had been enipk»yc«l for 
ihe profccution. He liad rea<l it over r.nd 
over with all the .attcurion in h:s power, but 
without obierviiig any thing which couid be 
coidh'ucil intii a libel. He produced .alfo a 
veiy ex:raordin.iry iiidgm^-nt of the ccle- 
bi.iti-al JiMfcrics, concei uiin; \vli:'.t went to 
coiiLliture a libel; and he avowed himiclf 
jaepared to enter on Llic Ciinimcntarv' of the 
paper iiidicled, and vindicate it throughout. 
Thus grounded, he was coiiridci' the Court 
mult think as he did, that rhe picl'ent was 
one of tliole c iles, in wliich, for the credit 
of juftice, judgment ought to he .irrerted. 

Mr. Bc:i!*croff did not file to contend with 
liis learned friend on the validity of the in- 
diClnient, but on that of the vci‘di<5t. 

laird ManstieM iiitciTujited him, and fnid, 
that he nmlt conhiie himfelf to the former, 
inruiu.tting, at the fame time, that the Court 
were agreed to ruibiin the latter. 

Mr. Bearci-oft, on tlii'., owned himfelf 
pcrfcdlly unprepared ; and, with only men* 
tioiiiiig a few things, left the whole to the 
Oiiinfel that Ihould follow him. He ajioio.- 
gizeil, however, for Mr. Bower, who drew 
up the indi^iueiit, by faying, that it came to 
him at lb late .in hour, and was required to 
be re:idy by fo early a time next day, that he 
was only fiirprifed it w'as not more faulty 
tli.iu he found it. 

Air. Ccxipcr found himfelf in the fame pre* 
dlcameiit with his learned friend ; and he w.is 
about to diiclofe a circuniliinre which he 
doubted would do him no credit with his 
cl'cnt. For notwiihltanding all iluit had been 
faid about this Dialugiie, and nulwithtlanihiig 
he was retained to pn>ve its libel ious ten* 
dency, he would frankly inform the Court, 
that he h.nd never yet thoroughly re<ul it. 
Ho however made ihifk to multei* up a few 
obftTV.ntions in conden^nation of its feditions 
intention. But declining to coufume the 
time of the Coiut^ he did not doubt but Mr. 
Lylter and Mr. Bower were fotficiently pre- 
pared to do the fubjedl complete juflice. 

Mr. Lyller eonftned himfelf entirely to the 
paippfUeti oil which he reafoiied ablyi ai}d 


nr confulenihle length. In |he ooaHb of his 
fpeech, he pot the cafe, Chat Mr. Erlkine 
had a defign to fet lire Co his, Mr. Lyfter's 
hoiife, and Mr. LyBer gave orders to his 
fervancs to prevent the mifehief, fay killing 
Mr. Erlkine, or confinipg bitn whenever be 
appe.ii‘ed in circumllances of a certain de* 
Icription. This fupiioficion may not be cor« 
i •: Tly given, but was Bated by Mr. Lylter in 
fuch a manner as to atford the great 
entertainment. 

Mr. Bovver contended, that the Dialogue, 
W'hich the Dean had publilhed, was to all in- 
tents and purpofes libellous. It refinred te 
the prefent Government, which it compared 
to a Club, and reafoiicd from fuppt^ition to 
fad>. Whoever, therefore, regarded the fub - 
ject of that pamphlet in tb.is ligfit, could 
not but iec that it attacked fume of Che moB 
fundament.il principles in our prefent ron* 
Bitucion. Jt went, in hi:; opinion, to excite 
a po]mhir difeontent, or clamour, or diftiir- 
hince, on cliefe grounds, that the fnpreme 
magiitrate of chefe re.alms vva? not pei'pe>> 
tual hut temporary, was not hereditary but 
eiedfive, and that his riglvt to the Crown de- 
pended altogether on the w.ll of the majority. 
He thought tlicte very dangerous tenets to 
get abroad. They wem incongruous to the 
fpirit of our conBitucion, and could luwe no 
other effect than to fnhvert its nature, ami 
ciicumicribe its oiveraiionf. 

Loi’d Mansfield over-ruled the whole of 
Mr. Eiikiiie*s argument couc.eiiiing the vei-^ 
dic^ of the July. He tlunight it might p.*i(s 
either ns a genei-al or fpecial one, but could 
be recorded with pn>j>iiecy only as the latter. 
When this caufe was BrB broached in the 
Court of king's Bench, he had therefore: 
given a hint, which, he hoped, Mr* Erlkitm 
might have underBood. For, even in tliis 
early iVnge of the buBnefs, Iw liad read both 
the pa^ver and indi^lineiiC, and made up hi& 
mind from both, that the moft eligible way 
of proilucing a juft concluTKin wai to have 
moved fur an arreft of judgment on the 
invalidity of the iiididlment. In this his Lord- 
(iiip obferved, the charge midi be made out, 
and whatever was defei^ve I'upplieil, cxcqir 
averment and innuendo. It was the prf>* 
vince of a Jury, lie ohfervol, to judge of 
allcgor>’, fimilitude, allnrion, and whale vec 
nrg^ns were adopted by the wi iirr to eBi'fl 
bis libellous intention. But the f:iel muft faff 
rlearly, precifely, unequivixally etlahiiilK^l in 
the indidlment, inlomiich that the Jury muft 
fee it as diftindlly and fully, as tlie man who 
jkiB’ps by can f.iy, that he pvTceived or Bwv 
St. P.aurs Caihcilral, or the New Church in 
tlie Strand. He did not think this indieim^nt 
coi^tauicd any charges, tliougji explicitly and 
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unexceptionably exhibited; fo tliat all the 
conclufions drawn and urged by MV-. LyCler 
and Mr. Bower were not a-propos, as not 
canrefponding with the word. The Court 
pinere not to be guiM by ingeuiuiis rcafoningt 
jn eppafitton to its' ufual and eftabliibed mode 
4 }f procedure. His LorcUhip^ therefore, was 
of opinion that judgment io this cafe^ ought 
to be arrefted. 

Mr. Judp Willes and Mr. Judge Aftihurft 
both coincided with the Lord Chief Juftice, 
at the fame time giving it as their opinion, 
that had the indictment been fairly laid, the 
paper was written in fuch a (tile that it nmft 
teve juftified a libellous conftniCtion. 


Mr. JulticeBuller confined li'm'elf intirely 
to the indictment, which, as he apprehendeil, 
was very imperfectly drawn. He li-kcuife 
made feme obfervations on the publication. 
It apiicared to him to contain nothing direCtly 
impeachable, bccaufe it real'oned only hypo* 
thetically. There were confequenlly no 
grounds befuie the Court on which to pro- 
ceed in giving judgment. He joined on tliut 
account with the learned Judges who li?tl 
fpokeii before him, lliat judgment in this 
cafe ought to h" an'efted. 

Lord Mansfield then ordered the indiClmont

nor dire£lion, hut formed a ftomach, from 
the lower part of which defeeuded a inrin- 
branc fur performing the office of the rec^ 
turn, being terminated by the anus ; this 
kind ol ftomach was filled with exAeme ut ; 
and the two reins, which had a natural po- 
iition, were of an extraordinary fi/c.** 
Letters fioin Avignon, dated 06 L 24, 
mention, that M* jufeph Montgolfier has 
made feveral ingenious and iifcful c.xpcri- 
ments on the refifting power of the air. 
After having thrown afheep fix limes from 
the top of a lowrr in that neighbourhood, 
upwards of 100 feet high, by the aid of a 
machine called a Parachute, without the ani- 
mal receiving any damage, he prevailed on 
a man condemned to fufler a lohg iinprifon- 
ment to try the experiment, which was per- 
formed with the uimoll fafetv,to the falislac- 
tion of many thoufand fpedators ; in con- 
fcqueiicc of wliicli the Magiftrarc.s remitted 
the adventurer's puinlhiiifnc. The machine, 
we hear, is in many refpeds fimilar to au 
umbrella.

'.s^. Caine ou to be ar^u.'d, in the Court of 
Kind's- Bench, the return to the Writ of 
Mandamus, brou^^ht by Mr. Wooldridge, to 
be rctlorcd to the Office of Aldei man ; 
which was very ably argued by Mr. (.ar-

Death of an Author who has been 
^ fo long known to the Public, and fo 
judly celebrated as Dr. Johnfon, will natu- 
rally draw the notice of mankind to the HiC- 
tory of his Life, and an enquiry after his Writ- 
ings. Of his Life many narratives are already 
promifedfrom various quarters ; and we ima- 
gine that many anecdotes will now come to 
light, as die partiality of friendfhip, or the 
fiiggeftions of malicci may prompt the fe. 
veral writers. The charaAer of a man of 
letters will, howeveri be heft known by bis 
Writings. Leaving, therefore, the petty 
peculiarities of this admirable writer to thofe 
who are better acquainted with them, and to 
that difcreiion which candour, we hope, 
will didtate to them on a fubjedl of fo much 
delicacy, we (hall proceed to give an ac- 
count of fuch of his Writings as have come 
to our knowledge. If it (hould not be pcr- 
fedl, it will, at lead, ferve to adift fonie of 
his future biographers in a more full and com- 
plete account of his life. 

Dr. Samuel Johnson was born in the 
month of September 1709^ ac Litchfield, in 
the county of Stafford, where his father *, an 
old bookfeller, then refided, and afterwards 
died f . He received his education at the 
free-fehool of his native town, which at that 
time flourUhed ( greatly under the diredlion 
of Mr. Hunter; and which, among other 
einioenc ipen, had produced Bifhop SmaU 


ridge, Mr. W*ollafton, Author of Tb$ Ittliglm 
of Nioture dilineatcJ, Bilhop Newton, Chief- 
Jul^ice Willes, Ac. It is generally believed, 
tliat his early proficiency in literature induced 
fomo perfons belonging to the Cathedral to 
fend him to Oxford, and to undertake the 
expence of finilkihg his education tliere. Cer- 
tain it is, he was admitted of Pembroke Coh 
lege on the i9tb October 1728 ||, under Che 
tuition of Dr. Adams,the prefent Mafler of that 
Seminary. He was then 19 years of age, 
and is fuppofed to have remained there not 
more than two years, as we find he quitted 
the ITniverfity without taking any Degree. 

Wliether an inability to continue the ex- 
pence of a College life, or a difincliiiation 
towards it, occafioned bis quitting Oxford fo 
foon, we are not informed, but the former 
is generally fuppofed to have been the cafe. 
The firft emplo}’ment we find him in after- 
wards was the very ufeful, but ignoble one, 
of Dfher to the Free-School at Market Buf* 
worth, in Leicefterfhire. 

Thofe who can feel for the depreflion of 
genius will naturally lament that tlie perfon 
who was fitted to infirudl mankind (hould be 
confined to folimitcd a fphere.— Here, how- 
ever, he had leifare to devote himfelf to lite- 
rary purfuits ; and here, it is believed, he 
Hid in thofe ftores of information which af- 
terwards enabled him to inforroi to enteitain, 
atid improve the world.

My dear Backhoif, if you have not been

How did it go with you in the latu war ^ 
Probably badly. You made no ptegrefs in 
Saxony neither, by rcafun that wc did not 
dght againd men, but cannon. 1 might have 
gained a great many vidtories ; but it would 
have cod me life very flow'er of my army, 
and been only (hedding innocent blood. 1 
(linuld have deferved to be brouglit before a 
eouit-maitial, and publickly punifhcd. Wars 
in general are terrible — ** 

Tliefc expredions, coming from the lips 
of fo great a monarch, fo aftcdled the Lieu- 
tenant, colonel Backhoif, that they forced a 
dream of tears from the veteran's eyes. 

The King jiruceided : “ 1 can form as clear 
.in idea of the battle which was fought near 
Felirbellin as if I liad been prefent. When 1 , 
as Crown Piirice, redded at Ruppin, there 
was a very old citizen who remembered the 
battle, and knew ti e held fo well, that 1 took 
him once with me in my chariot. He in- 
formed me of every particular fo corre£lly, 
that 1 was highly entertained; and, on my 
return, thought to have had a little joke with 
the old mail. 1 afked him, ** Father, can- 
not you inform me what was the caufe of that 
great quai rep" •* Yes, pleafe*. your Royal 
Highnefs (fays he), 1 will tell you. Our 
Ekflor, as well as the King of Sweden, when 
Crown Princes, were together at Utrecht for 
their education : there weiethcn fome quar- 
rels and animofities between them, which 
rail to fo high a pitch, that they now thought 
proper to decide them. 

His Majefty delivered the report of the 
old man as he related it, in the Low German 
language ; but was fo tired at table, that he 
fell afleep. 1 Aiall now conclude the account 
of this journey, as it will be difficult to put 
on paper every particular Hia Majefty afttc^ 
and (aid. 
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REMARKABLE ANECDOTES and CHARACTER of Mr. THOMAS MATHEW, 
of THOMAS.TOWN, in tUc County of TIPPERARY. 

[From Sheridan’s Life of Swift/* lately publiihed.J 


T\UR1NG the time that Dean Swift r«- 
^ Tided in Ireland, there lived in thic 
kingdom a Gentleman of the name of Ma^ 
thtwy whofe hiflory is worth recording. 

He was polfelfed of a large cilate in the 
fined county of that kingdom, Tipperary : 
which produced a clear rent of eight thou, 
fand a year. As he delighted in a country 
life, he refolved to build a large comm idious 
houfe for therecfj)tion of gueds, furrounded 
by fifteen hundred acres of his choiceft laud, 
all laid out upon a regular plan of improve- 
ment. according to the new adopted mode of 
Englifh gardening (which had fupplanted the 
bad Dutch tade brought in by King William), 
and of which he was the hrd who fet Che 
example in Ireland ; nor was there any inr.- 
provement of that fort then in England, 
which was comparable to his. either in 
point of beauty or extent. A? this de* 
fign was formed early in life, in order to 
accumplifh his point without incurring any 
debt on his edate, he retii ed to the Conti- 
nent for feven years, and lived upon fix 
hundred pounds a-year, while the remaining 
income of his edate was employed in carry- 
ing on the great works he had planned there. 
When all was completed he returned to his 
native country j and alter feme time palfcd 
in Che metropolis, to revive the old. and cul- 
tivate new acquaintance, he retired to hi? 
feat at Thomas- town to pat the remainder 
of h'.s days there. As he was one of the 
fined Gentlemen of the age, and polfelfed 
of fo large :a property, he found no dilhculty, 
during his icndeuce in Dublin, to get accefs 
to all whofe charadler for talents or pro- 
bity made him dcfirous to cultivate their 
acquaintance. Out of thefe he fcledlcd 
fiich.as were mod confoimable to hisude, 
inviting them to pafs fuch leifure time as 
(hey might have upon their hands, at Tho- 
mas-Town. As there was fopiething un- 
commonly fingula^ in his mode of living, 
fuch as I believe was never carried into prac- 
tice by any mortal before in an equal de- 
gree. I fancy the reader will not be difpleafec| 
with an account of the particulars of it. 

His houfe had been chiefly contrived to 
anfwer the noble purpofe of that condan( 
hofpicality which he intended to maintain 
there. It contained forty commodious apart- 
ments for gueds, with fuitable accommoda- 
tions to theh* fervants. Each apartment was 
completely fornilhed with every convenience 
that could be wanted, even to the minuted 
article. When a gued arrived^ belhewedhiin 


his apartment, faying, « This is your Cadle 5 
here you arc (o command as ablolutely as in 
your own houfe ; you may breakfad. dine, 
and fup here wiienevei you i leafe, and in- 
vite fiich of the gueds to acc -aipany you as 
may lie mod agieerthle to you.'’ He then 
(hewed him the common parlour, where, 
he fjid, a daily ordinary was kept, at which 
he might dine when it was mure agreeable 
to him to mix in fociecy : “ but from this 
moment you aie never to know roe as mader 
of the houfe. and only to conflder me as one 
of the gueds.’* In order to put an end to all 
ceremony at meaUtime, lie took his place at 
random at the table ^ .iiiiJ Uius all ideas of 
precedence being laid afide, the gueds feated 
them reives promilcuoufly* without any re- 
gard to diftereiice of tank or quality. There 
was a laige loom fitted up exadlly liken 
Culfee lioiife. where a bar- maid and waiteis 
attended to furnifh refreftiments at ull times 
of the day. Here fuch as chofe it break- 
faded at. their own iiour. It was furnilhed 
with Chefs-boards, Back-gammon Tables, 
Newfpapers, Pamphlets, &c. in all the forms 
of a City Coflee-houfe, But the mod ex- 
traordinary circumdance in his whole do- 
medic arrangement, was that of a decached 
room in one of the extremities of the houfe, 
called the Tavern. As he was hinifelf a 
very temperate man. and many of his gueds 
were of the fame difpofition, thr quantity 
of wine fur the ufe of the common room 
was but moderate; but as drinking was 
much in fafhion in thofe days, in order to 
gratify fuch of his gueds as had indulged 
themfelves in that cudom, he had recourfe 
to the above-mentioned conti ivance ; and it 
was the cudom of all who loved a chearful 
glafs, to adjourn to the Tavern Toon after 
dinner, and leave the more fober folks to 
themfelves. Here 3 waiter in a blue apron 
attended (as was the faihiun then), and all 
thiugs in the mom were contrived fo as to 
humour the illufion. Here every one called 
for what liquor they liked, with as little re- 
ftraint as if they were really in a public- . 
houfe, and to pay their (hare of the reckon- 
ing. Here ton the midnight orgies of 
Bacchus were often celebrated, with the 
fame noify mirth as is cudomary in his City 
Temples, without in the lead didurbing the 
repofe of the more fober part of the family. 
Garnet of all forts were allowed, but under 
/ucli redridions as to prevent gambling; 
and fo as to anfwer their true end, that of 
amufementi without injury to the purfe of 

the 
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the players. There were two billiard -tables« 
and a laigc l>owltng-green ; ample pioviiion 
was made lor ail fuch asdelighicd in couniiy 
fpoits; filbing- tackle of all forts j variety of 
guns with piopcr amm unit ion ; a p.xk of 
buck'hounds, another of fox-houiidj, and 
another of k^^rmrs. He conltantly kept 
twenty clK>ice hunters in his Itablcs for the 
ufe of thofc will) w'ere not properly mounted 
for the chaoc. It may he thought that bis 
income was not fnlTicierit to fopport fo ex- 
p.iufive an eflabliflimeiu ; hut when it is coii- 
fulered that eigl.c thoufand a year at that 
time was fully equal to double that fum at 
prefent ; that Isis large demefne, in f<*me of 
ihe richefl mil nf It eland, furniflied the 
Ivsttfe with every necclfiry except groceries 
and wine , it may he fuppofed to be eafily 
l>i afbcahlc, if under the regulation of a ftnft 
ceoononiy ; of wiiich no man was a greater 
mailer. 1 am told his plan was fo will 
formed, and he had fucli checks upon all his 
•iomef^ics, that it was impoflibie theie could 
be any walle, or that any article 1mm the 
larder, or ?i fingle bottle of wine from the 
cellar, could have been purloined without 
imniedit'rc detection. This was done partly 
by the choice of faithful Stewaids, and Clerks 
of approved integrity j but chiefly by his 
own lupcrintendance of the whole, as not a 
day palfcd witluiUC having all the accounts 
of the prect-ding one laid before bun. 'ifiis 
he was enabled to do by his caily nfing; and 
Ihe biifiners being flinfhed before others were 
out of tlieir bees, he always appeared the 
mod difengaged man in the houfe, and 
ieemed to have as little concern in the con- 
duct of It as any of the gueils. /\nd indeed 
to a (Iranger he mig : eafily pafs for fuch, 
as he made it a jKiirit that no one fhould con> 
fidcr him in the light of madcr of tlic hoiifc, 
fu'r pay him tlie lead civilities on that fcore } 
which he carried lb far, that he fometimes 
went abroad wiihont giving any notice, and 
flaid away fcvural days, wiiile tl>ings went 
on as uiual at home; and on his reiuin, he 
would not allow any graiulatioriS to be made, 
l.im, nor any other notice to bs taken of 
him, (l'.i'i if he had not been abfent during 
th'iC time. TIk' arrangements of every fort 
were fo prudently made, that no multiplicity 
kof gueds or [!;ek domcllics ever occafloned 
any difuider, and all things were cm ^u^ed 
with the fame eafe and regularity as in a 
private family. There was one point which 
f^.eined of great difficulty, that of cd-ibli(h> 
in:: certain fignals, by which each ferv.inc 
might know when he was fummoned to bis 
mailer’s apartment, bor this purpofe there 
was a great liall appropi iared to their ufe, 
whMB they always aflTembletl when they 
x¥tre sot upon duty. Along die Widl bells 


were ranged in order, one to each apartment 
with the number of the chamber marked 
over it; fo that w'htn any one of them was 
rung, they had only to turn their eyes to the 
hell, and fee what fervant was called. He 
was tlie firft who put an end to that inhofpi* 
tabic ciillom of giving vales to fervants, by 
nuking a fuitabie addition to their wages $ at 
the fame time alfuring them, that if they 
ever took any afterwards, they Ihould be 
dilcharged with difgtaces and to preveut 
temptation, the gueflswerc informed that Mr. 
Matliew would cunflder it as the higheft af- 
front, if any ofler of that fort were made. 
As Swift had heard much iff this place from 
Dr. Sheridan, who had been often a welcome 
guclt tlieie, both on account of his compa^ 
nion ible qualities, and as being piecepior to 
the neplic.iv of Mr. Mathew, he was de>« 
fti'ous of feeir 7 with his own eyes whether 
the leport of it were true, w'liicli liu could 
not help thinking to have been iTiu.h exag- 
gci'tited. I7pun receiving an intimittion of 
this from Dr. Sheridan, Mr. Maihew wrote 
a ]x>lite letter to the Dean, requefting the 
honour of a vifit, in company wiiii the Doc- 
tor, on his next fchool vacition. They let 
out accordingly on hurfebavk, attended by « 
Gentleman wlio was a neai relation of Mr. 
Mathew, and from whom 1 received the 
whole of the hdlowing account. '] licy lud 
fcdrce i cached the inn where they were to 
pais tlie til It night, and which, hko mofl of 
the Irilh inns at that time, aflorded hin mi- 
fsrabie entenainiiicnr, W'hen a coacli and fix 
horfes «<rnved, ftiit to convey them the re- 
mainder of their journey to '1 hnmas-tuw'n ; 
and at the fame time bringing llore of the 
chuiccfl viands, wine, and other liqiiois tor 
their retreffimcnt. Swift was higlily jde. ied 
with this uncommon mark of attention paid 
h m; and iheciicuniftanceof iheccach pioved 
particulaily agictanle, as he hail been a good 
deal fatigued with his d.iy'^ journey, ^heu 
tli^y came vcuhin light of the houfe, the 
Dean, aftoiiilhed at its magnitude, cried out, 
« What in the name of God, c. n be the ufe 
of fuch a V. ll building ?'* “ Why, Mr. 
Dean,” replied ilieir fclIow-travelJer before- 
mentioned, ^ there are no lefs than forty 
apartments for gueils in that houfe, and all 
of them probably occupied at (his time, ex- 
cept what are refcrvcd for us.** Swilt, in 
his ufual manner, called nut to the coach- 
man to (lop, and bade him turn about, an4 
drive him back to Dublin, fur he could not 
think of mixing with fuch a croud. •* Well,'* 
faid he afterwards fodUenly, there'is no 
remedy, 1 mull fubroic } but I have loll a 
fortnight of my life.” Mr. Mathew received 
him at ihtt dcx>r with uncommon m.irks of 
refpeAf auU Chen condudling him to his

iparcmenty afrer fome compliments, made 
him his ufual fpeecli ; acquainting him with 
the cultoms of the houfe, and retired, leaving 
him in pofleflinn of his callle. Soon after 
the cowk appeared with his bill of fare, to 
receive his directions about fupper, and the 
butler at the fapie lime with a lift of wines 
and other liquors. ^ And is all this really 
fo ?*' faid Swift, and m..;/ 1 command here 
as in my own houfe ?'* 1 he Gentle man be. 

fore- mentioned affured him he might, and 
that notliing could be mos e agreeable to the 
owner of that manfion, than that all utu'er 
his roof Ihould live conformable t* their 
own infilinatu)ns,*without tlie leaft rcllraint. 

Well, then," faid Swift, “ I invite you and 
Dr. Sheridan to be my gnelts while I llay, 
for 1 think Z Qiall hardly he tempted to tmx 
with the m^ib b.dow.’* Three days were 
paifed in liding uver the demefne, and view- 
ing the ftver.il improvements, without ever 
feeing Mr. Mailicw, or any of the gnefts; 
nor ivere tticcoriipany below much concern, 
ed at Ilia abfence, as his very name iiinally 
iiupired thofe who did nut know .> m with 
sivve, and they were afraid his pretence 
would put an end to that eafe and cheeifuU 
nefs which reigned among them. On the 
fourth djy. Swift enteied the room where 
the company were affembled before dlni:er,« 
and addreff'd Mr. Mathew in one of the fiiuit 
comphmental fpeeches that ever was made $ 
m which he expatiated cii all the beauties of 
his improvements, with the (kill of an ar- 
tiff, and talfe of a Connoill'iir. lie (hewed 
liiat lie had a full comprehenfi’'ii of the uhole 
o: the plan, and of the judicious adaption of 
ihe parts to Che whole, and pointed out Icve- 
inl articles which had efcaped general obfer* 
vation. Such an addrefs, from a man of 
Swift s chnrafler, could not fail of being plca- 
fing Co Che otvner, who was at the fame time 
the planner of chefe improvements; and fo 
fine an eulogium from one who was flip- 
pofed to deal more in fatire than pmcgyric, 
was likely to remove the prejudice enter- 
tained againfl his charadfer, and prepofllfs 
the reft of the company in h>s favour. He 
concluded his fpeech by faying, ** And 
now, Ladies and Gentlemen, I am come to 
live among you, and it (hall be no fanlc of 
mine if we do not pafs our time agreeably.** 
After dinner, being in high fpir.ts, he en- 
tertained the company with various plea- 
fantries. Dr. Shei idan and he played into 
one another's hands; they joked, they pun- 
ned, they laughed, and a general gaiety was 
diffufed through the whole company. In a 
fliorc time all conftrainc on Ins account dif- 
appeared. He entered readily into all their 
little fchemes of promoting mirth, and every 
day, with the afllliance of his Coadjutor, pro* 
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duced fome new one, svhich aflforded a 
good deal of fport and merriment. Never 
werefneh joyous feenes known there before; 
for, when to eafe and chcerfuliiefs th«;re is 
fuperadded, at limes, the higher zeft of gny 
wir, lively fancy, and droll humour, nothing, 
can be wmting to the perfection of the fi>- 
cinl plc.'ifurcs of Ide. When the time came 
which obliged Dr. Sheriduii to return to 
his School, the company were fo del'ghted 
sviih the Dean, that they c.irnedly iiuieatecl 
him to .cmain there fome time longer ; ami 
Mr. Matlivw himfclf for once broke thro' 
his rule of never folic'iing the itay of any 
guclt (it being the eftablilhed cuftom of the 
lionfe, that all might depart whenever they 
thought proper, williout any ceremony of 
leave t.iking), by joining in. the lequelt. Sw»ift 
ioniid hinifelf fo happy in his fiCnation there, 
tha: he i‘>;adity yielded to their foiicicaciutis, 
and, inftead of the fortnight whiJi he Ind 
ongiiially intended, p .(fed four months there 
mucli to his own f.itbf.ii^lion, and th.it of ail 
thofe who vifited the place during that time. 
ILiving given an account of the owner of 
this happy manfion, 1 (lidl now rchite 
an adventure he was engai^ed in, of fo 
fingnlar a kind as deferves wdl to be 
lecorded. It was towards tl.e latter end of 
Qjeen Anne*s reign, when Mr. Matrunv re- 
turned to Dublin, after his long refidencc 
abroad. At that time p.artv r.m very high, 
but raged no wdicre with fuch violence as ia 
that c'ty, iiifomiich that duels were every day 
foui'ht tl'.crc on that fcoie. There happen- 
ed to hr, at tiuc lime, two Geiitlvnum 
in London, wlio valued thr»nif!ves highly on 
their ik.ll in fenci.i;; - the n.iine of one of 
them \v,is PacK', tlis other Cived ; the for- 
mer a major, the laf.cr a cap' a n in the ar- 
my, Kr-ning of th-n'e dily expl ^irs in 
D.ihlm, they relolve;}, likj two Knight- 
cnants, to go ovei in quclt of adventures. 
Upon enquiry, they Ic.^ruod th.at Mr. Ma- 
thew, lately arrived from I i.nnce, had the 
charadter of being one of the hrft fvvordfmeii 
in Europe. Puck, rejoiced to find an ant.i- 
gonift worthy of him, refolved the firl\ op- 
portunity to pick a quarrel with him ; and 
meeting Irm .is he w.iscarriei! along the ilrcet 
in his chair, joftled the fcre-k.h.urrnan. Of 
this Mathew took no notice, as fuppofing it 
lc,be accidental. But P3ck aftei wards boalt- 
cd of it in the public coftec-honfe, faying, 
that hs had purpofely ottered ihii infiilc to 
that Centlcm.in, who had not the fpiiit to 
refent it. There happened to be prefent a 
paiticular friend of Mr. M.dhew's of the 
name of ^?acnnmu^a, a man of tried courage, 
and repwed the hel\ fencer in Ireland. He 
immediai-ly took up the quarrel, and faid, 
he was fore Mr. Mathew did noi luppofe 

Uie 
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the a/frcmt intended, otherwlfe he would 
have chaftifed him on the fpot : but if the 
major would let him know where he was to 
be found, he (hould be waited on immedi- 
ately on his friend's return, who was to dine 
that day a little way out of town. The major 
fflid, that he fbouJd be at the tavern over the 
way, where he and his companions would 
wail their commands. Immediately on his 
arrival, Mathew, being made acquainted with 
What had palled, went fiom the coffee- huufe 
to the tavern, accompanied by Mncnnniata. 
Being (hewn into the room where the two 
Gentlemen were, after having feenred the 
door, without any expoflulation, Mathew 
and Piick diew their fwordsj hnt Macna- 
niara ifopprd them, faying, he had fomething 
to prnpiife l)ernre they proceeded to adlion. 
He faid, in cafes of this nature, he never 
could hear to be a cool fpe^ator ; fo, Sir 
(addielTing himself to Creed), if you plenfe, I 
fhall iKive the honour of entertaining you in 
tlie fame manne* .** Creed, who defired no 
better fport, made no other reply than that 
of iiifiaiirly drawing hi.c fword ; and to wotk 
the four champions fell, with the fame 
compofure as if it were only a fencing* 
nivtch with foils. The coiiflidl was of fomc 
duration, and maintained with great obfti- 
racy hy the two oflicers, notwithflandmg 
the gieat effufion of blood from the many 
wounds which they had received. At length, 
quite exhaufted, they both fell, and yielded 
the vidtoi7 to the fuperior fkill of their anta- 


gtmifts. Upon this occafion, Mathew gavS 
aremaikableprouf of the perfect coitipofnrtf 
of his mind' during the adlion. Cre^ had 
fallen the firft ; upon which Pack exclaim- 
ed, ** Ah, poor Creed, are you gone?'* 
Yes/' faid Mathew, very compofedly, “ and 
yon fhnil indantly Pack after him at the 
fame time making a home thruft quite thro* 
his body, which threw him to the ground. 
This was Che more remarkable, as he was 
never in his life, either before or after, 
known to have aimed at a pun. The num- 
ber of wounds received by the vanquifh- 
ed parties was very ^reac ; and what 
feemed almoft miracnlousf their opponents 
weie untouched. The furgeons, feeing the 
desperate Hate of their patients^ would not 
fuffei them to be removed out of the room 
where they fought, but had beds imme- 
diately conveyed It, on which they lay 
many hours in a Hate of infenfibiiity. When 
they came to themfelves, and faw where they 
were. Pack, in a feeble voice, faid to bis 
companion, Creed, 1 think we are the 
conquerors, for we have kept the field of 
battle." For a long time their lives were 
defpaircdof; but to the aHonilhmenc of every 
one, they both lecovered. When they were 
able to lee company, Mathew and his friend 
attended them daily, and a clofe intimacy 
afterwards enfued, as they found them men 
of probity, and of the bcH difpofitions, 
except in this Qiaixotifli idea of duelling, 
whereof they were now perfeQly cured.

rr^HF.RE is no country in Europe where 
^ the Ipirit of benevolence is more uni- 
verfally diffufed than our own ; and amongH 
the various inHicuiions which have arifen 
fiom this national philanthropy, there are, 
we will venture to fay, none which do us 
more hot-.uur than thofe founded for the re- 
ception and cure of indigent lunatics; of 
whicii. befiiles the two in the metropolis 
(Beihleni and Sc. J^iUku's), and which are ftid 
to he by far the largeH in Europe, th^re are 
others lately eHablifhcd at MaucheHer, VorV, 
and alfo, if 1 miHake not, at Liverpool. 

St. Luke's Hospital, Co Tome account 
of which w e ihall at prefeiii confine ourfelves. 


wis iiiniinied in 1750, at the North end of 
Moot fields. The motives which adluated 
the worthy citizens of lAmdon, who firlt 
phnned and promoted this diaritabJe work, 
cannot be better difplayed than in their owa 
words, which we (ball here quote *. 

I. Experience had long fhewn,that the 
** Hulpital of Bethlcm was incapable of re- 
ce'iving and providing for the relief of all 
** the uniiappy objeds of this fort wlio 
made application for it. 

** z. 'i hat the expence and difficulty at- 
tending the adroiOTum of a patient into the 
“ Hofpical of Bethlcm, had difi:ouraged many 
** applications for the benefit of that charity,

•* 3. That by this unavoiddblc cxclufion, 
** or delay in the admirTion of objc^ls of 
** this fort, many ufefal members have bevii 
•* loft to fociety, either by the dtfordergaiii* 
“ ing Arength beyond the reach of phyfic, 
^ or by the patient';* falling into the hands of 
perfons utterly unfkilled in the treacmenc 
** ol the diforder, or who have found their 
** advantage in tieglefling every method tie- 
ceflary to cbtaiii a cure. 

** 4. Th.it many families (in nr- mean 
circi.mAances),*tiirough the heavy expence 
attending the fupport of one objcdl of this 
** fort, ba\e themfelves become objedU of 
** tharitahlc relief, and thereby doubled the 
“ load and lofs to thepnbhc. 

“ 5. That the moll f.it.tl a^ls of violence 
on ihemrelvcs, .attendants, and rehitions, 
have been often con let; nent on the fmalteA 
** delay in placing the afflicted with this 
diforder under the care of perfons expe- 
riencH in guarding again A an.' preventing 
« attempts of this kind. 

6. That no paiticular provifion is made 
** by law for lunatics, the common pariAi 
wurkhuufes being no ways proper for 
** their reception, either in point of accom- 
modatiop, attendance, or phyfical afhA. 
anre, 

** 7. Tlhit the joining tliis to any other 
Hofpital KoC particulaily adapted for the 
reception of lunatics, would h.ive been 
highly improper and dangerous ; and 
** that the joining it to ffcchlcm would 
have deprived it of its principal ad van- 
tage, that of being under the immediate 
** inlpedlioh and government of its own pa* 
trons and fnpportcrs, in.irmuch as no 
benefaiAion to Bethlcm, how great foever, 
** necefl'arily conAitutes Che donor a Go- 
vernor of that Uofpital.’^ 

Sucli were the benevolent motives of the 
Aii% promoters of this defign. The weight 
they have had in the general opinion, the 
largenefs of Che fnm contributed for its fup* 
poic abundantly teAihes, and leaves no room 
to doubt of a continuation of the fame gene* 
rous difpofition for the future maintenance of 
it. In the liA of bencfadlors we obferve the 
name of the late Sir Thomas Clarke, MaAer 
of the Rolls, who bequeathed to it at his 
death the fum of thirty thoufand pounds. 
By this and other liberal donations from well* 
difpofed perfons, the Governors, in 1782, 
were enabled to lay the foundation of tbs 
Kew Hofpital reprefented in the Plate, after 
a defign of Mr. Dance» the Architcdl under 
whofe direction it is efedled. This new 
edifice with the plaionefs aod fimplicity that 
£vKor. Mao* 


are commend.ible in buildings intended for 
charitable puipofes will unite every accom* 
modation that can be wilhed for in a Lu- 
natic H<ifpital. Tlic galleries will be airy 
and fpacious ; and there are l.irgc inclofures 
behind the Hofpital, which will ferve as 
airing- grounds for the patients. The front 
reprefented in the engraving looks towards 
02 d-Arc«r-ioad. 

The number of patients in the prefent 
III 1 it'd in M(x>rftLltis amounts generally to 
one hiindied and tun. In the new Hofpital 
there will be room for a much larger num- 
ber. Of the abovementioned one hundred 
and ten, eighty are recent cafes $ and thefo 
arc put on fuch a plan of metlicine and re- 
gimen as is deemed fuitable to their cafe by 
the phyfician, for the fpace of one year, iC 
they rcm.Vin fo long uncured. They aro 
then difch.'irged from the houfe, to be re- 
admitted in their turn, for life, among tho' 
incurable p.'itieiits, the number of whom is 
limited to thirty. But it niuA afford greac 
comfort to every humane perfoii, to Icaro 
that a very large proportion of the patients 
are every year reAored to their reafon, fo t!i.iC 
not much more than one in three of ail 
who are admitted are feat out uncured. 

A General Court of the Governors of tho 
Hofpital is held twice in every year, viz. in 
February and AuguA; but the principal 
bufinefs of the Charity is conduced by what 
is c lied the Houfe Committee vf twenty -one 
Oovernors elected annually for that piirpofe^ 
and who meet cveiy Friday. 

Wc (h*ll end our account with a copy of 
the InAruflions, printed and diAributed by 
the Ch-irlty, for t!ic tife of thofe perfons wiiv 
apply for the adiniiiion of patients, viz. 

1 . No perfon (hall knowingly be rrcciv- 
** ed as a p.'iiienc into this ilulpital, who is 
** HOC, in point of circuniA.iiiccs, a proper 
objeiA of this charity, that is, poor and mad. 
** IJ. Or w ho hath been a Lunatic muro 
** than twelve kalendar months.

A LESSON for YOUNG MEN.

P ERMIT me to convey to the pcrufjl of 
your readers a tale of private woe, 
which, although at firft figlit it may appear to 
concern only the fate of an unfortunate indi- 
vidual, ivill, 1 am inclined toChiiik,on a clofcr 
review, tuin out not wliolly unintcreding to 
tlie community, inafmuch as it may afford a 
Icifon to the young men of the prefenc day 
for avoiding ihofe rock^ 011 wliich the un- 
happy fubjedl of this Ict-er lind formerly Iplit. 
Without fuiiher preface 1 Aiall now piuceed 
to my dory : 

Mr. P. was the youngeft of five children 
of a wot thy tlcrgym.in m this county. The 
two elder fons were brouglit up to trade, in 
which they both made a confpicuous figure 
ill the metropolis, and have been fome few 
' years deceafed, leaving ample fortunes be- 
hind them of their own acquifitiun j one of 
the daughters was married to a gentleman of 
indepeiideiic fortune, and the other is yet in 
a date of celibacy. 

John, the youqged, and the fubjedt of 
this letter, was bound an apprentice to a 
woollen -draper, foon after which he loft his 
father ; and, his mader likewife dying before 
the expiration of his iiidentores, he was left

to the guidance of his own will at the early 
age of ninctefP ; a time when youth are per- 
haps Icfs cnp.ihlc ot being truded \v ith their 
ow'ii condutd th.iu at any other period of 
their lives. 

Being thus unli.'ippily deprived of the pa- 
rental aid of his father, and releafed from the 
controul of a mader, he took lodgings in the 
city, and for fome time led a life of gaiety 
and dilfipation ; although 1 mud do him 
the jiidice to acknowledge, that his con- 
dudt during that period was not marked by 
any flagrant breach of the laws of decorum 
and good order. To this imprudent dep ef 
quitting the bufinefs to which he had been 
originally bred, and negledting to procure a 
mader for the I'cmaining term of his appren- 
ticed! ip, may be ultimately referred every 
fccne of woe and calamity (and God knows 
thefe have been fiiflicicntly numerous) which 
hath befallen liim in the fubfequenC adh of 
his ilUdarrcd life. 

In thefe lodgings he continued about a 
twelvemonth ; and as he w'as of a generoua- 
difpofition, and poirefled no fniall fliare of 
beneficence and philanthropy, his departure 
was heavily lamented by the fervants } on«

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of wlioipf a lad whofe employment it was to 
run on errands and to fweep out the ihop* 
bad by a mild and tradable behaviour mure 
particularly conciliated his elleem« and olteii 
tafted of his bounty ; this circumOance 1 
menrion^ as I fliall have occafmn tu fpeak of 
lliis perfoii again before 1 cunclude tiie me- 
moirs of my unfortunate friend. 

Being faiiated wiiii the pleafmcs andd.fll- 
pntion of the town, he began lerioiiAy to 
refledl on the precarious Itace of his aifairs , 
and the necenity there was of attaching him- 
felf to fome induttrious calling, hy winch he 
might gain a comfortable livelihood. With 
this view he on the hutinf^ of a 

graiier, as being (in his opinion) eafily to 
be learned, and accordingly bade .idieu to 
London, and proceeded to K ■■ — y M.iilh, 

wher'.‘ he pLced Inmi'elf under the tuition 
of a large and Ikiiful renter in that feitile 
level, being buoyed up hy his hr4ibhcr.in law 
with the aduraiice of hi.i afTiftrince in fuiiiilh- 
iiig him wiih the loan cf a fum of muiicy 
iutlicieiit to Itock a farm, whi n he fhould 
have madeiiimfcif pvifcdin the principles of 
agricultural knowledge. He was ouw arrived 
at the age u( a 3 j a period of life hy far too 
advanced for the attainment of a cornpetent 
{kill in any profclTion to v/inch the mind had 
not before been habituated In lull reliance, 
however, on the proniifes of his friend, 
having now been three years in the Mai Hi, 
he wMited on him, and chimed the per- 
(orm.incc of liis voluntary oftcr. But wdie- 
Cher from inability, or whatever ocher caufe, 
this gentleman thought fit to retnidl his en- 
gagement, and refufed to fubl^autiate the 
original offer made to his brother in-law, 
who, in coiirequence of this refufal, perceiv- 
ed his hopes of embarking in country bu- 
nefs elTedlually deltroyed, his ovmi fmall 
fortune being totally incompetcMic to this 
parpofe, and an unhappy family cj larrel 
wliich fubfifled between iiis two broihers 
and himfelf fhutiing him out fiom eveiy 
cxptdtation of a rclource from that quaiter. 
Having confumed the fmall remiint of his 
fortune, he was reduced to the difagreeable 
expedient of throwing lumfclf on his mtKher 
for fupport : but finding in a llioit time 
that his abode with her increafed the ex- 
penccs of the old lady beyond the ability 
of her income, he left his aged parent, and, 
net being able to procure an employment 
which might liave been confillent with ilie 
ftyle of life in whieh he had been brought 
up, was driven to ftoop to a piece of fervi. 
lily which liis foul abhorred, and hired liim- 
felf to a gentleman in London as footman, 
with whom, however, he did not long con- 
tinue.

his lluider finances can prnciuc, where cold 
and hunger (the moll pungent forrows that 
can embitter the cup of afilidtion) aie hccume 
but toe familiar to him. 

Not to trouble you W'ith a minute dct.dl 
of the ft'vcral viciflitudes of fortune which 
he hath umlergone during apciiod of feven- 
tcenyeair, in which lime he \v..<t once Ihip- 
wreckrd, .nndui'h ciiilicuily cfcapcd with 
the lids of every aiticle but his weaiing ap- 
p.ii el, 1 fhall h.iflcn to relate his prefent very 
foi lorn I'c. lull til 111. 

During the inclemency of the laft fevere 
winter his alilidtions were tru'y piciuble, .'iinl 
1 educed him tu the necclfitv rd making ap- 
plication to his lew fui viving trleiids for the 
mctins of prefent fuppoit : lUit this preca- 
iious fupply has been king fince cxhaiUfeJ, 
and his fituaiion is at this inftant If ill more 
deplorable than ever, hciglitcned with this 
agonizing reffeilion, that old age is now 
ifcaling on him apace, the infirmities of 
whicli will lender him (fill more incap.«ble 
than ever of fupporiing the accumulated mi- 
feiies of |K)veriy and ditejfe. 

Among lulier applications which his dilfrcls 
hath induced him to make, the peifon whom

Mrs. Footman replied, No ; but it proceed* 
ed from a fudden fear, that fome mifehief 
might be done to her, who had very nar* 
rowly efcaped death from him ; for fo foon 
as (he was out of the cellar, (he Cold Mrs. 
Greenwood that (he then remembered him 
to be the man. They went foon after to the 
Cleik of the Peace, and procured his removal 
to Newgate, where he conlefTed the fadl, and 
(aid. To the grief of my beat /, / killed him. 
The lonrtli and lafl was Mercer, wfio 
would not confenC to the murder of Mr. 
Stockden, and did preferve the life of Mis. 
Footman, to be (as Gnd would have it) a wiC- 
nefs againfl liis companions. Mrs* Green- 
wood did not dream an/ thing conceriiiog 
him, nor hath tiiere been any drfeovery 
of him i but hs is efcaped, and the other 
lhr»*»'weie executed. 

• After ihe murderers were taken, M/s. 
Greenwooci lire lU. chat Mr. Stockden came 
to her in t'lc llrce:, and faid, Fliz.fft.th, 1 
thank thee \ the God of Heaven reward thee for 
what thou bajl done / fince whicli, (lie lath 
been at quiet from thofe frights, with whicli 
(he was^fo tormented, that hei hulband, who 
is a very hontll good man, told me, he w.v: 
afraid that flie (hould not out- live them : 
And her neighbours faid, that (he waj 
llrangely altered in her countenance. 

Thus I have given a (hort, but true ac- 
count nf an extraordiu.'iry providence o£ 
Gnd, in the difcoveiy and punifh- 
ment of notorious murderers : ai'.d 
though 1 am fenfible tliat there .'uu 
many in this feeptical .igc uho will ri- 
dicule and make fport with this re- 
lation (whofe intereft it is to run 
down all narratives of tliis nature); 
yet I hope, that men of better minds 
will judge this more worthy of. pub- 
lication, than many otheis tliat have ap- 
peared abroad.

T WORE net always the black round wig 

ill which you fee me, nor was 1 always 
fubjeft to that ab fence of mind wiili which 
at prefent 1 am reproached. In my infancy 
1 was very pretty, at .acci.idnig to my 
mother, who preteaded I was toa pi ttty (or 
a boy : I own, r.obcdyelfj ever repioachud 
me with this Be that as it v\ill, 1 

was an only child, and my mother, wlio had 
reftjdUd but little on education, humoured 
and fpoi'.t me, infomuch that at nine years 
old I was one of the molt froward, miichiev- 
ous little boys you have e\cr feen. 1 was 
iilic, headtlion}', tnrbiihnt, and te-iFin^; ; 

I afked a tliouf.iiid qurftior.b, and never Itl- 
tened to an aniwer. 1 would neither leim 
any thing, nor do any tiung, except keep ta- 
tooing my drum, and whiltling my fife. 
No tutor would Ray with me hall a ^ear ; 
and as 1 had already driven away three Ab> 
ho-;, my mother at laft confenu d to fend me 
to college. 

i was then in my eleventh year, and wept 
much at leaving my home and my parents ; 
for, notwIiiiRanding my foll.cs and tricks, 1 
had a good hcait. When I cimc ro fehooJ, 
however, 1 was not vciy forry to fee rnyfclf 
in a fine lioufe, and furrounded by beys, 
who all feemed full of mirth and play $ for, 
as it happened, ] arrived juR at the time 
when fchocl hours were o/cr. 1 began to run 
and jump, and told rhofe who hiougbc me, 
I was fure 1 (huuld like f-chocl exceedingly 
well. 

X Immediately conceived a frlendHiip for a 
young fcholar, named Sinclair, about two 
years older than I, and who won my heart 
by his open and lively temper; though 1 
muR tell you he was as rational and well in- 
formed, for his age, as 1 w'as ignorant and 
iinthinking. The next morning 1 found a 
ftrange alteration in the ho'ufe. 1 was to 
take my feat, and undergo an examination 
te know which clafs I belonged to, when it 
was difeovered I could liaidly fpell: imme- 
diately a geneial hue and cry was excited 
through Che fchool ; and a little boy, not ten 
years old, who was next me^ laughed fo 
heartily, and appeared to me fo impertinent, 
lhatl could pot forbear giving him a hearty 
box on the ear, which knocked him oR* his 
feat^ 

In vain did I ftruggls and fcold : J was 
feized, taken ignominioufly fiom my place, 
and dragged out of fchool. As I pafT.-d by 
Sinclair^ he caRalook foexpieRive of ten- 


dernefs and pity upon me, that in fpita oX* 
my paflion 1 found rnyfclf affedlcd. 

They took me into a daik chamber, fliut 
me .'p, and dcclaicd 1 flioiUd Ray there 
eight days with nothing but fonp, hicad,and 
water, to live upon j after which they left me 
toiefleiR at Itifure upon the crime of knock, 
iiig tiiy fchool-fellow down. 

By groping round the room I difeovered !e 
was nutted all over, and tolerably large ; I 
then began to walk about without much ap- 
ptthenfion of hurting niyfelf, and to turn 
in my mind all the rircumiLinccs of aiy mif- 
fortune. 1 Icit rnyfclf deeply degraded, and 
hcMttily repented 1 had not profited becitr 
t} tlie Idfons of the three Abbda I liad 
driven from me. Oh, my mother ! cried I, 
weie you but here, you would not fuRcr 
me to he tie-Ued with all this rigour. And 
yet, had you but permitted my fitR maRer, 
or my fecond, or even my third, to inflifl 
fome gentle pnriinimcnt upon me, as tiiey 
detired, I (hould have known how to read j 
then, perlrips, 1 Riould not have been (o 
apt CO Rilke, nor have now been in a daik 
chanibcM', 

In tl'.cmIdR of tlicfe forrowful reflexions 
1 remimhercd the look of Sinclair; I 
ihoutdit 1 f'iw him RiU, and the fuppofition 
touched roc ; and yet what nioR vexed me 
was, that he had been a witnefs of my hu- 
mluaCion, my paRion, and my punifhment. 
1 thought he would defpife me, and that 
idea was infupportahle. 

While I was thus mournfully muflng, 1 
heard my door open fvddmly, and faw Sin. 
Clair appear with a lanthorn in his hand, f 
threw myfelf upon his neck, and wept with 
joy at the fight. Come, faid he, follow me ; 
your pardon is granted. 

My i^ardon ! I am indebted to you for it ' 
I'm fure lam ! it gives me pleafurc totbink 
it was granted to your imerccRion. 

T hey vnly require you to make an apology 
to him you have q^'ended. 

Make an apology! What to that liitlo 
fcoRer ! no I— — 

He was wrong to feoff you, I own ; h« 
was guilty of ill manners; but you were 
defic'-.nt both in rcafon and humanity. 

O, 1 have done him no great injury. 

Becaufe you bad not the power and yet 
bis arm is black with the fall. 

His arm black ! What ! and has he Ricwcd 
It then ? 

The maRer inRRcd upon feeing It. 

Hf 
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Ho flioulJ not have cnnfcnted I He 
nnc to have cnmplaineil 1 He has proved 
himhMf of a moHii cowaidly tentpcr, and 1 
will never afk paulon ot u cow:.rd ! 

H.s chara£ier is not now the i]iirflion. 
You have commuted a fanlc tiF a icnniis n.i» 
turc, and you uugtiL to make uli.it icpaia- 
tioii you can. 

1 would railier remain where 1 am than 
dtir^race myfelf. 

Pray tell me. What do you uiidcrfiand by 
difgracing yoiirfclf ? 

'Ihis (|iit'Lhoij fliFconcci ted me; I knew 
not u hat to anfwcr, and S:iicLiir went on. 

Todiftpace yourfolf, is rodijiwdowii fome 
merited cenlure or punifhmenc ; to adt 
•.'.aiiiil your coiifcicnce ; th.it is, contrary to 
ttutli and jultiCtf. In alkiiig pardon ot enc 
you have wronged yi.u will do an e(]uit..blc 
act and iquiiv is nut difgi.ice. 

kut they may (uppol'e 1 niTc pardon only 
forlL'jr of lein-Miiiiig lo conhiu-ment. 

And if they Ihuuld, that will not difgrncc 
you i fincc ccniuic, as 1 h.ive faid, niiill he 
rrn riled iNsfore it can be dir-riccful. 1 pro- 
'ixu'u a reparaticn ftiiiiiliy conlorm.ible to 
juftice and good bre'diny, and 1 ihouM he 
forty tor iiim who ftiuuld foohlhly fuppofe 
i'lich an delcrvmg of cenfure : the 
ridicule be would call upon you would fall 
upon himfelf, in the c)es of all rational 
|>eoplj s 3>'d it IS the opinion only of fuch 
Ikut is w'urthy notice. 

Well, well — lead me where you pler.fc, 
I will do whatever you dcfire. 

.Sinclair then embiaced me, led me from the 
daik ch.'imhcr, am', after a proper apology, 
I was paidoned; h- ^ it was not long before 
3 inclined tVifh peuaiice. Idle, untbiiikn.g, 
noily, and apt to wrangle, 1 fnondiew clown 
the avei lion of ail the niatler.s, and many of 
my rchoiil<fellou-s ; ano had it not been fur 
Ihe prottdlinn and fiim fiiendlhip of Sinclair, 
who was the moA diltinguifhed and belt 
beloved of :.ll the fciiolars, 1 (hould certainly 
have hten fent home in difgrace before the 
end of the ys'ar. 

Tuo years paffed awtiy, much in the fame 
manner ; at the end of whicli time Sinclair 
left cnllvge, and went into the army. Scon 
aficr I had the misfortune to lofe my mother, 
und this Lninpictr*d my afli £iitm : 1 wept, 
and remembered 1 had been .i continual \ub- 
je6t of vexation to her. Alas ! faid 1, did 
Ihe hlefs me with her parting breath ? Could 
Ihc pray for an ungrateful child, who m'ght 
h.ive been her com fun, hut who was her 
tormentor ? What dreadful remorfe muft I 
endure ! To her 1 owe my life ; Ihe nred, 
Ihc chenflied, fhe loved me > and what have 
I done for her !— — Oh my dear nioiher, 
is It then denied me to repair my wrongs f 


My mother ! I have no mother ! She id 
fnatched from me ! The fweet confolation nf 
iii.iking her happy is for ever loft ! 

My grief became fixed, it preyed upon 
my mind, and 1 fell i.ito a kind of confump- 
tion, which put ray life in danger. Dtirival, 
my uncle and guardian, took me from coU 
lege, and went w<th me to his country- houfs 
in Franche Comte. He travelled with me 
all through that fine province, in order to 
diveit my mcLinclioly. After remaining here 
three years, being then feventeen, 1 went 
into the army. 

1 had continued my ft^'dies under the eye 
of my uncle ; but not having a habit of 
indultry, I made little prrgrefs ; and to learn 
fitamed to me the moft tn efome thing in the 
W'otid. My temper and undeiftandiiig were 
equally imi.nlrivated ; and what were called 
pianks and pettt;'uiefs in childlKX>d became 
the torments of my life. I w'as hafty and 
paliiunate, even to violence; and in thefe li- 
diculoiii. hes of anger 1 was .*ihfolntely half 
inf.ine; I ft uttered, faid a thoufand extra- 
vagant and highly improper things, and %vas 
ill fai^l capable of being hurried away into 
the molt fhameful exctlfcs. 

My uncle was the only ))erfon w'hn could 
manage me ; for 1 re.iUy both loved and rc- 
fpeflcd him, and fcldom forgot my fell in his 
prefence. His too great indulgence, how- 
ever, fuficred me to contr.idt dc'ftrnftive 
habits, which had he ufed his authority to 
coneA would never have become fo looted 
and lo fatal. Fur when any one complained 
of me, he would anfwer, Thefe youthful 
errors will w'ear away, for I am ceitain he 
has an excellent heait.'* 

I dep.irted for my g.irrifon with a fort of 
Guvciiioi, to whom my uncle confided me, 
and w'ho w'ns to have remained with me a 
ye.'ir ; hut in fix weeks time I quarrelled 
irrccontik^ably with my Mentor. 1 turned 
away the fervant my uncle had fent with 
me, hired a valet without a charadler, and 
thought myfelf Che happieft of mortals. 

RofTignol, my valet, was young, genteel* 
and infinuating ; he became my favouiite, 
regulated my expences, and in lefs than two 
months hi ought me in bills for four thoufand 
francs (i661.} ; that is to fay, for the full 
iiira of my half year's allowance. 1 faw 
then plain enough that Roflignol was M 
rafeal ; but the bills^fjnuft be paid. 1 bor- 
rowed, became a debtor of courfe, and 
turned Roflignol away, W'ho, at parting, 
robbed nae of all the rings and jewels 1 pof- 
fclfed. 

Some days after this adventure, I quarrel- 
led with one of my comrades, fought, and 
received two wounds, tiuit made me keep 
my bed two months. During my confine- 
ment^ 
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ftistit, I reflefled ofrfen upon my thoughtleft 
and impetuous behaviour ; and began to find, 
that in order to he happy ^ it is iieceflary to 
hear reafooi repel firft emotions, vanquifh 
defers, and obtain a command over the paf* 
fiuiis. 

1 had lived a year ihgarrifon. when war 
was declared, and I departed for Germany^ 
where I made feveral campaigns, and dilbo* 
vered much zeal and little capacity. 1 was 
very anxious to fight battles, but not to learn 
the art of winning battles j for which reafon 
my military career was not very bi illiant, as 
will be feen. 

My uncle, meanwhile, wasaAive in feek« 
i*ig ,to efinhlifl] me well in life. 1 was one- 
and -twenty, and, defirous of feeing me mar- 
tied, he chofc a young lady, who, had 1 not 
been as headftrong as iinjufl, would have 
made me ilie happiefl of men. 

Julia, for that was her name, then but fe- 
venteen, added to all (he bloom of youthful 
beauty an ingenuous mind, and a countetiance 
that was the pidiure of gentlenefs, innocence, 
and virtue : a calm fertility dwelt in her 
eyes ; and never were Che marks o6 impa- 
tience, angeri or contempt, feen upon her 
brow. Once feen, fhe was always known t 
her foul was all o\itward, it dwelt in her 
face and fat m j and thnt foul, that face, that 
form, were all angelic. Her mind was jufi, 
folid, and penetrating j her reafon much fu- 
perior to her age; her defires moderate t and 
her chara^er prudent and firm. She fpoke 
with Che tongue of benevolence, and fo nn- 
afiedledly, yet expreflive, that fweetnefs and 
modefly feemed to live upon her lips ; the 
found of her voice wcht to the heart. 

Such was Julia | fuch was the wife my 
uncle gave me. Her perfedlions might have 
fuppli^ the 'want of fornine j but fhe was 
rich. As foon as 1 was married, my uncle 
gave my eftate into roy own polfefiion i and 
thus at one -and -twenty was 1 in the full en- 
joyment of a good fortune, and the moil 
lovely woman upon earth. It depended only 
upon myfelf to be liappy. 

The winter after my marriage was fpent 
at Paris, where I again met Sinclair, my old 
college friend, and we became more intimate 
than ever. Sinclair poffeffed all the eminent 
qualities which his early years had announced. 

In war he had been highly difiinguifhed $ 
and at a time of life when ardour and promp- 
titude only are genet ally difeovered, he had 
given proofs of fuperiur talents, prodence, 
and fortitude. His roodefty and fimplicity 
difarmed malice, and wboetrer fbould have 
forborne to praife his condufl and worth, 
would have been thopglit die enemies of 
Virtue. 

Julia too had a firifi friendfilip for a yeui^ 
£vkop. Mac. 
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Widow, he^ relation, whofs nanis Was lie- 
Jidda $ a perfon reinai kable for her virtues 
and accomplifliinents. 

Behold me then married to a Woman wliom 
1 preferred to all the women in the wuild $ 
chenfhed by an uncle whom I refpeCled as a 
father; in friendfhip with a man of my own 
age, but who had the prudence and wifdoni 
of a Keftor; enjoying not only the conveni- 
encies of life, but even all tlie imaginaiy 
bl ifingS, or rather baubles, on which va- 
nity lets fo high a price ; all the felicity which 
love, friehdfhip, youth, health, atid Wealth, 
could procure* Wh^t was there wanting (m 
complete my happinefs ?— -One finglc ;.d- 
vantage, u'ithont winch all the leit aie 
Iruitlefs — a giod tdjCAtion, 

The two firit nionihs of my marriage 
were the mo(t fortunate and peaceable mo- 
ments of roy life ; bur my Ivippinefs quickly 
began to decreafe. My palfion for my wife, 
which grew daily fi longer, made me guilty 
of the capi ice and injultice ivliicli are fo de- 
ftrn^live to prudence and rc[iofe. 1 wifbed 
to he beloved as 1 loved ; that is, to excefs. 
Julia liad a molt true and tender affedlion for 
me ; but (he was t(x> wife, and had too much 
command of herfelf to indulge fancies, which, 
by inflaming the miud, might deflroy her 
tianqudlity. 

1 began at firft by a kind of moderate com- 
plaining, but foon became fallen, lufpicious, 
and difeontented. 1 felt in my heart ..n aver- 
fion for every body chat Julia had any regaid 
for, and efpecialiy for Belinda. 1 preferved, 
however, fuflicienc reafon to condemn my 
own caprices, and c.Tefiiliy concealed them. 

One day, when I wms more out of temper 
tliau ofual, 1 went to my wilt's ripnrcnr.ent, 
and was informed that (he was Ihut up with 
Belinda. 1 opened the door fuddenly, and 
entered; they were in earneft converfation, 
but the moment they faw itie, they were fi- 
lent. My wife, 1 obferved, blulhod. and

This fmile drove me b-flde rayfclf; 1 
thought it an unpardonable infulc ; and lofing 
all refpsdl for myfelf, my wife, or the pre - 
fence of Belinda, 1 uttered wirh volubilit) , 
and without fcruple, all the excrav.<ganc' « 

L I 1 whicl- 
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ivhich pnfTion could infpire. Belinda, as 
foon as flie could Had an opportunity, rote 
and retired. 

No fooner was I alone with Julia, than I 
found my courage gone I 1 was filent ; and, 
to conical my anguifli, walked hadily back* 
ward and forward about tlie room. 

1 was informed of this before my marri- 
age, (aid Julia, but I could not conceive it 
poflible* Poor unhappy miml added (he, 
with her eyes fwimming in tears, my heart 
weeps to fee you fuffer thus. But be com- 
forted 1 the indulgence, the love, the ten- 
dernefs, of your wife will in lime, 1 hope, 
cure you of this iinfoi lunate defcdl. 

She pronoiH'iCed 'befe words with fucli 
fenfibility and atl'cCVion, that tht y pierced me 
to the hc.iit ; I deeply felt how culpable and 
mad I had hcen, .iiid, bathed iri tcais, ran 
to the confoling angri, uhoiultl hit arnns 
out to receive me, and fobbeu upon her Iki- 
fum. 

As foonas I wns capable of lillcning to an 
explanaCiori, Julia informed me, that jult 
as I entered the cb.imber, Belinda had been 
icllmj: her a fccrct, wlv.ch, (lie f.sid, 1 am 
fvire you will not alk nu to leveal, becanie 
it is confined to me wit'iout the liberty of 
mentioning it, though it will one d^y be re- 
vealed to you. 

This information, far from being fatisfac- 
tory, gave me a kcjct vsxatou, wh'ch I 
could with difllculty hide ; but as I was 
re.ally hnmblrd by tl.e p’t'iion I had iuH been 
in, 1 diffemhled my clugrin, and afl'ecicU to 
appear fatisAed, 

In this (ituation, wanting fomebody to 
complain to, 1 went in fearcti of Sinclair, 
and told him all my |»;iefs. He blamed me, 
and approved the cone of Julia, bcflowing, 
at the fame lime, the higheil eulogiums on 
her prudence and fortitude.

You 
have for her an extravagant p.'.ilion ; er love 
is ennobled by a finccre and virtuous friend - 
(hip, which elevates the mind, and will ne- 
ver lead it into unreafonabie fellies. 

I underftand you.— She will never love me 
as 1 love her ; I am a fnolifh madman in 
her eyes— She has told you fo. 

1 faid this with great emotion, and Sin- 
clair retained no aiifwer, except by (brag- 


ging his (lioulders, turning h's back, and 
i]uitting nie. 1 remained petrified, cuifiiig 
love and fricndlhip, excLiming againll my- 
felf, and all that was dear to me, and ima- 
gining <myfelf the moft unhappy of men. 

Not daring again to put myfelf in a pafTion, 
I became fulky j but the gentle and mild 
manner of Julia vanejuKhed my ill- humour, 
and we came to a new explanation concern- 
ing Belinda, in which flie ofli red never to 
fee her more, fince 1 feemeil averle to her, 
I (ball ever love her, faid (he, and nothing 
(hall ever make me hetray the (ecrci (he has 
entrufted to me ; hut thci c is nothing 1 would 
not faciifice to yuiir peace of iniiiil. 

I was affetHcd by this ^loof of generous 
love, and all my dillike to Relind.i vanifhed ; 
1 flew to her honfe, entre.ited her to forget 
it»y 1 ite behaviour, and brought her in tii- 
umph to my wife, who had notfceii herfincc 
the filly fc-nu ‘a which 1 iuteiruptcd their 
cunvei farioii. 

1 he Ihort remains of the winter glided 
away in tolerable tranquillity, and in fpring 
1 tejoiMcd the army : when the campjigii 
was en,ded^ I returned to Paris, with Sin- 
clair, who joined me on the road. His r.ir- 
riage Waited for him a league from Pan?, 
and his fcivant gave him a note, uhich he 
lead will) gi eat eageinefs, and, quilling me, 
drove away in Ins own carriage. 

Howevcf fimplt! all this might be in appc.'ir- 
ance, 1 found mylelfinvoluntaiily uncafy when 
1 confidercd ir, lor which I could alfign no 
caufe ) or ratlnfr, the caufe of which I W'as 
afraid to dilcover. Till then, 1 had .‘ilways 
fiippofed Sinclair totally bufied about milir'ry 
promotion, and the udvancereent of his for* 
tune ; 1 ewns now convinced the note came 
from a woman j he was moved while he 
read it; and, what was more, I'remaikedhc 
w.is emharraired by my prcfence. 

lie was in love then, that was certain ; 
and why fhould he make a myftery of his 
love to me ? if there was nothing criminal 
in his attachment, wherefore hide it from his 
moft intimate friend ? Then followed a 
thoufand ideas, which J vainly endeavoured 
to drive fiom my memory. I rernlle^led 
the enthufinfm w'lih which he had fo often 
fpnken of my w ife, and fhuddered ; my 
brain was diftiirbed, and 1 had no longer the 
power to expi-1 a doubt that racked my foul. 
1 found a tci nble kind of plcafure in yielding 
to the jealoufy which I had vainly imagined 
was for ever vanquifticd.

1 did not, however, meet Sinchir with the 
f.imc pleafure in the comiirmy of mv wife as 
formerly; not but I fufl'ered full as much 
from the fear of his perceiving my difeafe, as 
from ipaloufv itfelf ; for fuch was my incon- 
ceivable caprice, though he uifpiieil me with 
fufpicions ttie mod injuiious to his honour 
and friunJIhip, I yet had futH:ie!it value for 
him to dread he flinuld think mecap.'hlc of 
fufpicion. 1 fonieLimcs looked upon .urn as 
a rival, but ofrener §s n ccufor, whofe edeem 
nnd approbation wcie abfolutily nccwUaiy to 
my happinefs. 

Agitations like thofe aft p'nverfullj» upon 
tlic temper vvlicii under the iidl lence of pal- 
fi'iii ; tlii'y ii.llieiiccd and iiifeftcd all my 
tlioughr, aiul 1 was in a delirium tliat de- 
prived me ol tile ufc of rcafon. More inra- 
p .hie liian ever of rt'fl:;ftion, 1 had nut only 
given over llic idea of vantpiifhing my cnois, 
but of hilling them alfo, ami yich -•! to ail 
my naiuial impcluofity. Punftiliouf, and 
cafily uftciided, hko all people who want 
cduuttion, .^nd goaded lulidcs by the fccret 
tho'ns of je.iiouly, the only vice I was afr.iid 
lliuind he ff'cn, 1 was always piipicd, or 
diockedt or aiigiy, and nobody knew why. 

Til thefe humouis I thnu^^hc the angelic 
milJ.icfs of Julia hypocrify ; her gentle man- 
lier of fpeaking appeared alfeifted, and drove 
mu mad. The next moment 1 pci haps be- 
Ciiitie feiifible of my iiijuriico, would filently 
ow'ii It was impolfible fur any p»:i Ion to love 
me, and fall into firs of defpair ; dm ing 
V'liich L ivould bitltrily leproach niyfeif iur 
making the v/otn iii I adon d miferahle. 

Then would I icnnemhei my Julia in r.U 
I'.er clurms', lec her in all the fpleiid'irof her 
bt uty, and all the mildncr. of her aH 
..lid wonder at my owa cruel' y. 1 would 

jrcii'kct my palTioiis and caprices, and the 
tliought would (laig me lu t!ie heart. 1 
Called myfcif barbarian, madm n, deceived 
niyft'lf, fhed iiie rt/iUling teais of lepeiuauce 
over my ei ror<:, determined to fubdue lliKip, 
imagine myfcif cured, and, three days aflerj^ 
be guilty of tlic fame excek. 

Uiiliappy in m> msiul, niul f^ill mors fo 
becaufc iny unhappini-fb wjS all my own fault, 

1 endeavoured by dilVipatioii to drown my 
forrows. 1 formed new acipiaiiitance, went 
znoie into fafhionable life, feldoni made fmali 
p4rties, but invited twenty or thirty friends 
once or twice a week to my lioufe; kept 
boxes at ail the theatres, and never, during 
the winter, m.lfed a mafq ier.uit, or a hrlt 
reprefentation. But in this vam refe trch I 
found nut the happinefs that Bed m thou,.h 
1 injured my health, and deranged my foilunc. 


Sinclair did not fail to rfmeiiftnite eoti- 
cermng my new mode of lih*.

piiifuedby hatred, overwhelmed by calumny » 
and condemned by reafon and humanity;

What, Sinclair, have you never met a 
G.inielter woichy your efleem > 

I have, lov/n; and yet, lud not experience 
convinced me of it, reafon n^rver could have 
conceived their exigence. Men, who 'are 
occupied only by dreams cf enriching them- 
feiver, think all dehc.icy the prejudice of 
education : it is very diflicu'.t for fuch per- 
fons to preferve noble feiUimcnCs; their pro- 
bity IS fti iftly reduced to not (leal, and fuch 
kind of probity can never confer a defirable 
rcputaticiu Such is the general opinion (ad- 
mitting many exceptions ) concerning a cer- 
tain clafs called monied men, who yet ufe 
none but Icgicimafe mer.ns and calculations, 
whiAi often imply great genius, to get rapidly 
rich ; and if fuch a prejudice exifts againli 
chefe men, what mull be thought of Game- 
sters; men who coiiltantly feek happinefs in 
the deftruftion of others ?

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HISrORICAL VIEW of the PROGRESS of ENGLISH SONG, from the CONQUEST 
to the PRESENT TIME.

^pHE Saxon language continued to be 
fpoken by the old inhabitants fur near 
a century and a half after their fulidudion ; 
bat hy a lapiJ, though, d(»ubtleff, gradual cor- 
ruption, from Ml inttirmixiuic of Norman 
word*:, and the adoption of Normm idiomq 
and modes of fpeaking, we may, in feme, 
piohably the earlier parr of the long and tur- 
bulent reign of Henry 111. pronounce it to 
have died a > iolent death ; the written di<tk*d^ 
we meet cowards the end of his time being 
ediiitiJly a different tongue: from thb un- 
certain period, therefore, we date the birth 
and eOablifhment of the Englifh language. 

Rcfoie we proceed further, the reader 
mny nut be difpleafed with a rather cut itms 
palfage in an ancient writer, relative to the 
vulgar miHle of finging in his own time, the 
age of King llepry 11. In general, fays he, 
there is not the leaft uniformity in mufical 
modulation. Every man fings his own fong ; 
and, in a croivd of fingers, as is the cullum 
hcie, fo many perfons as you fee, fa many 
fengs and' various voices will you hear. In 
t|ie northern p.arts, nn the confines of York- 
ibiie, the natiies, he Cells' us, iifed a fym- 
phoniac harmony with two different tones : 
one finging the under pare of the fong, in a 
low voice ; the other the upper part, in a 
Vivctt equally fofe and delighting $ and this 
not fo much, lie fays, by arc, as ute and na- 
ture ; chikien, and even infants in the cnidfe, 
obfci ving tilt: fame kind of modnla ion. 
This pradlue, altogether peculiar to lliefe 
people, he fuppofts them to have acquired 
f^j.'uin the Dmes and Norwegians who hac| 
fettled or r.fuied in thefe parts. Later 
writers, however, incline in believe thai they 
had learned It from the ntCiiliod obferved in 
chanting the fervice by the Mtnik; of W«)ar- 
mouth in the bifhopnek of Durhani. 

Jhe moH .incient Englifh long now extant 
one in praife of the cuckno, a favourite 
fubjeA, in every age, both with poets and 
nuificians. This gi eat curiofity (for befidu 
that the words th'.mfelves are far fmm being 
inelegant, they hre accompanied with a very 
maflcily mufical compcfition for fix voices, 
in the nature of a catch} is piiefi^ed in a fine 
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old MS. in the Harlcian library, and is, by 
Sir John Hawkins and l5r. Burney, both of 
whom have inferted it in their refpeAivc 
woi ks, referred Co about Che middle of the 
liftecnth century. But the reafoning of thefe 
two tenined and ingenious gentlemen on the 
fubjeQ is as incnnclnfive, as their judgment 
is erroneous. There cannot be a doubt that 
the manufenpt is two hundred years older ; 
i. e. of the latter part of the reign of Henry HI . 

In the eni'iiing reign we are fortunately 
enabled to proceed with greater certainty and 
fuccefs. |n the Rritifh Museum is a large 
folio book, written by the hand of fome 
Norman feribe about the beginning of the 
time of Edwafd U. and containing a variety 
of ftings and poems, by difTereut aiithun;, 
both in French and Englilli, chiefly, i\r it muff 
feem, of the preceding' reign. Midi of thufe 
pieces are of an amorous or fatirical turn, and 
many of them, for fo remote an age, not def- 
Cituccof merit. The libel on Richard, Kiii^ 
of the Romans, printed byp Percy in his Ke- 
tiques of ancient Englijh Poetr^f is fnim this 
colleAion j from whence, likewife, Warton, 
in the firlt volume of his Hiliory, has made 
feveral extradls ) which, hoiv'ever, are very 
inaccurate. It hkewife includes an ahiifive 
b;*llad againR the Scots ; and another againd 
the French, on the iufurredlion at Bruges in 
1301. 

Of neatly the fame age, in another manu- 
feript, we h.ive ** a fong in proife of the va- 

liant Knight Sir Piers de Birmingham, 
** who, while lie lived, was a fcourge to the 

Irifh, and died A. D. izSS.'* But it U 
very long, and has little merit. 

' Puring the reign of Edward HI. Chaucer 
confiderably impioved and polifhed both our 
language and our poetry. He is, undoubted- 
ly a writer of gi-eat genius, and, almoH, the 
firft EngUlh 'poet 'worth naming. In the 
C'^NTXRBVBv Tales, and, iiideed, through- 
out his works, are humberlefs allofions to the 
Hate of the mufic and fong of his age. But 
few,perliaps» if any> pf thofe numerous fongs^ 
which he exprefsly telii us he compofed, and 
for the compofition of which he ceRifies fo 
modi peniteace^ feem to have come down

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vs$ unlefs the rondeau printed by Percy, 
beginning. 

«• Your c«i*o cyn will fle me fodenly.** 
fhould liappen to be one of them. His baL 
lades may. indeed, have been fung, but they 
ere certainly no fongs. 

Of the reign of Richard II. there is no 
fong known to be extant. A manufcript in 
the Cotton library, of the time of his ufurp* 
iiig fucceifor. contains a farcaftic ballad upon 
the execution, as it fliould feem, of John 
Holland. Duke of Exeter, whom the author 
calls Jac Nape,'* and for wh tfe foul he 
makes the reft qf the confpirators. by name, 
fing ** Placebo S dhigeS* It begins. 

In the moneth of May when galTegroweth 
greenc/* 

and is accompanied by another, againft the 
Lollards, of the fame age. 

Henry V. forbad liis fubjcAs to extol his 
vldlory at Agincourt : but tliey eitlier had 
already begun to chant triumphal fongs. or 
were not deterred by the prohibition j for 
one of chefe pieces, with the original mufic. 
is luckily preferved to us. and has \)een fre* 
quently printed. 

The reign of Henry VI. is an aera of great 
confequence in the poetical annals of this 
country j not fo much, indeed, from the ex- 
cellence. as from the magnitude and multi- 
plicity of its metrical produdlions. The 
works of Lydgate. Monk of Bury, alone, are 
nearly fufticient to load a waggon. His bal- 
lades are numerous: but we find nothing 
which we can call a fong. except a fort of 

roundel!** previous to the coronation of 
IJlenry the Sixth. But Dan John, like molt 
of the other profefled poets of that age. la- 
boured too much with a leaden pen. in what 
was then tliought a folemn and (lately ftanza 
{rytbme royal), lobe a good writer of tongs. 
Tliefe were chiefly cumpofed by anonymous 
and ignorant rhymers, for I he ufe of the vulgar, 
and it is by mere accident that any of ih*in 
have been preferved. It muft. indeed, be 
confelTed, that moft of thofe which remain 
poflefs very little merit, befides that of exhi- 
biting the i^ce of the art at the time in which 
they were written ^ though a colledlion of 
fuch things, rude and fimple as they are. 
would by no means prove either unworthy 
of attention, or void of ufe, Tbe Teurname/tt 
tf Tottenham, however, printed by Percy, is a 
very humorous and very excellent compo- 
ficion. But the moft curious and remarkable 
pieces of this period are two fongs or ballads, 
in a rude Noithern dialed!, which deferve 


particular attention : the one is upon (ha 
battle of Ocierhurn, fought between the 
Scots and the Engtifb, under (he icfpec* 
rive commands of an Karl of Doiiglae 
(who uras flain in the field), and the gneac 
and celebrated Henry Lord Percy, furnamed 
Hntfpur. fonof the Earl of Nurthumbeiland^ 
who was carried p: ifoner into Scotland j thn 
other, if not a different modification of this 
ballad, is on an imaginaiy conflict between a 
Douglas and a Percy, occaliuned by a hunt- 
ing-match fuppnted t<} have been made by tlw 
latter in Cuevy Chack (i. c. the heights of 
Cbiviott in Norihumherland, then within tho 
Scuttiih march), in wliidi they are bo’li flam. 
This is known to have been a popular fong 
in the time of Queen Lliz.iheth. 1 never 
heard.** Aiys the accumplilhed Sir Philip 
Sidney. the old fong of Pei cy and Doughis. 

that 1 found not my heart moued rooio 
** than with a trumpet ; and ye: is it but fung 
** by fome blind crowder, wth no rougher 
« voice than rude ftiie ; which hemg loeuill 
** apparelled id'Hhe iliilt and cobweb of that 
vnciuillage, what would it workc tnmmed 
in the goigeous eloquence of Puidarc ?'* 
Hotwithftanding this eulogy, it feums to have 
been little known and much neglcded ; and. 
being modernized in a lucceeding reign, be. 
came totally fui gotten, till it was accidentally 
recovered by chat induftrtous antiquary, Mr. 
Thomas Hearne, hy whom it was fiiit print, 
cd; and fiom him Bifhop Peicy inferted vc 
in hid of antient Poetry'^ ill 

which, likewire. Tbs Batik of Otterbura, two 
copies whereof are luckily extant iii ilu Mu* 
feiim, made its firft appearance. 1 hefe 'wo 
fongs are. by this ingenious writer, atcribed to 
a body of men who arc fuppoied to have 
been, about this peiiod, and for fomc pre- 
ceding centuries, vciy numeious and rc.f|ie£U 
able) and concernim; wlioin ho h.ts favouud 
the world with a moft ingrniiuis and elegant 
eifay. Tho reader will inimcclidttly reculieft 
—the** ancient Enghfh miiiftiels,'* of wliom. 
before we advance furiher in our little hif. 
tory, it may not be impertinent ur improper 
to take fome notice. 

Without attempting to controvert the 
flighieft faA laid down by the learned pre. 
late, one may be w'ell peimicted to queftion 
the propriety of his itirerences, and, indeed^ 
his general Every part of France, 

but more efpecially Normandy, feems to havn 
formerly a^unded in roinftreJs*. Many of 
tfiefe people, we can eafily luppofe, attended 
the Conqueror, and his Norman Baioiis. in 
their expedition to England; and |-erhaps

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were provided for, or continued to gain a 
fnhfiilcnce, by their profefTional art among 
t'is fciiI'-Ts. The conflant intercourfc which 
fo long fubfi fled between the two countiies, 
that is, while the Englifh monnrchs had pof- 
fetlions in France, afforded the Fit;ncli and 
2 > 7 ornia» minflrels conflant opportunities of 
a free and iincxpenfivc pafTige into England^ 
where they were certain of a favourable re> 
cepiion and liberal rewards from the King, 
lil-^ B.irons, and other Anglo^Noi man fubje^s. 
French or Norman minfhcls, however, are 
not Kngl’.fh ones. 'J*l.ere not the lead 
prtwf that the latfer wcie a refp -liable fo- 
ciefy, or that rliey even cisifervc the mme of a 
loc'ety. That rhfre were men in ihofe times, 
as there are in the f)rt.rent, who gained a 
llvjliljciod by goin" r^'ont from place to place 
finding and playing tothj illitci ate vulgar, is 
dw.ib*L{\ true i hut thar thjy were received 
Intuthe t i'lh’' of tiK* ncbiliry, fung at their 
ti’do, arid Were revar<U"'i like tlic French 
mii'shck, i:tvs not a-’.y w'h jrc /^ppe^u*, nor is 
it ii all r I'- Iihlc. The icaf.-n Is evident, 'i'iie 
F.rnth tongui. alone \\ i.fcd at Court, and 
in ilir houlwMoIds of l!u. Moir*'*an Jiarons (vsdio 
dcfpifcdlhc Saxon inaniivn; aid laiiru.%'-/), lor 
many cjiiLurlcs after the Crficrueft, and con- 
tinued till, at leall, t'.it* reign of Htnry Vill, 
the polite language of hoili Coinr. an 1 coun- 
try, and as w'.U knev/nas the itfclf ; 

a fait ot v.'l ’ch (to kjcp to our fubjrtfl) we 
need no otlic/ cvidtrce than the muUitudc of 
F'rench poenvj and fon.rs to he found incvciy 
library. 1 he learned ir» ..tlfo above noticed 
inijlit, tlipreforfi, wiili ini.i\ propriety, luve 
l» vn iiititlcd, “ An Ellliy on the ancient 
Fkfnch Minllrcls," whom the fcvcral ladls 
and anecdotes there l ited a!on." concern. 
<'* the Englilh rainltjc':, all tlic knowledge 
\vc Itave of them is, that by a law of Queen 
Elizibeth, they we-.e priuiounc-^d ‘‘ rogues, 
\.igah».»nd*!, and fli.rdy-btggirs,** a fuiTicunC 
proof that they weie not very ref; reliable in 
tier time, flow eminent fo.'vtr they might 
have been bjfore. Th.it fu»:h chanuflei s as 
tlrci'c fhould have left us no nieiTiorial:i of 
thcirfclves is iivA at all furprifing. Tliey 
could lio^Tand play ; hut it w'as none of iheir 
buftnef) lo read or write. So that, whatevvr 
their fongs may have been, they fi^eiTi to iuve 
p>-Mf1icd along with tlitrn j fqr, excepting 
the two ballads which have been met. loned «, 
(ncith;:r of which, unlefs it be from the rude 


and barbarous jargon in which they are com- 
pefed, are necefTirily afcribable to minflrels), 
we have not a lingle compofition which can, 
with any degree of certainty, or even plaufi* 
bility, be given to a perfon of this deferip- 
tiun 

Ames, the author of the Typographical 
j^rtiquuifs, is faid to have had inliis poll'tliion 
a folio volume of Englifh fongs or ballads, 
compofed or collefled by one John Lucas, 
about the year 145.:, which Sir John Hawkins 
thinks** is probably yet in being.*' Whoever 
has it, would do the public an cffential fervice 
by informing them of the nature of its con. 
tents. As tfi Shirley's colledfion, in thcAili. 
molean inufoum, it is of very little value, ai.d 
contains, at Ic.aft in the prefVnt fenfj of the 
v.'crdb, nciihci fon^s nor ballads. 

The i*ign of Edward IV, aflhids no pisr- 
tlciilar info: Hi, 'ion on the fuhje£l. In that 
of his fon and fliort-lived fucci tfor, \vr- have 
a fong wiitttn by the learned Anibrny WUU 
villc, Earl Rivers, during the time ol his im- 
piifonment, by the aibitraiy diilalcs of the 
ambitious and ufurping Cloucelfer, in Fontc- 
II rfl cafile. This little piece, vvliicli is pii,. 
ftivAi by Roufe the hiftorian, and lias been 
rcpiiiitcd by Pc'cy, is an imitation of the 
nie-fuic of one aferibed to Ch.iuce*-. 

Ihcre is no fong extant v.bxh can be 
f-ifcly afciibed to the rti,7,{i of Richard 111. 
Skciton, in the time c: his .miTicdiatc fuc- 
cciToi, n a poet of furoe cin'nenca. He wai. 
agicar wiItLi- o( ‘‘ baihids'* and ‘^ditties of 
pkaiuie,” a few of vvhl-.,li we Inve left ; hut 
the befl, at Ic^ll the moll hu morons of 
tliem, is, at prefent, too gioil. to heenrlured, 
and the others aie coo inhpld to bu re- 
garded, 

T-he late Mr. Thorefby had a faT large 
manufetipt cullcflion of Enghlh uyr.,»sof thl.^ 
period, with the mufical compofitions of the 
moft eminent mafleis, wliicli liad once he> 
longed to the Lord Fairfax. It afterwaids 
came into tlie hands of a gentleman in the 
city, who peimicted gieat part of it to be 
engraved and publiflicd. '1 he mufic, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lurncy, is fomcwliat uncouth, 
but is flill better than the poetry. To fing 
by note, appears to have been then an ordi- 
nary accompli fitment. 

The fnngs ufed at this time, and, indeed, 
down to the Reformation, were mo/lly in 
F'rcncli, Italian, or Latin. The mufic-book

The Reformation appears to have given 
full as much employment to tlie b.illjd.

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ACCOUNT of Mr. BLANCHARD’S AHRIAL VOYAGE from CHELSEA to RUMSEV 
in HAMPSHfRE, Ofi. i6, jjH. 


[Extradled from his Jou 

. Blanchard*5 Journal of Ms aerial 
voyage from Chclfea to Rumfey in 
Hampfhirs containing many particulars 
equally curious andaniufing, it mriy, peihap% 
be acceptable to our Readeis to give them 
a fliort accciiinl of it, efijeci-iliy as through 
thewiiole courfe of thofe hazirdous experi- 
ments be has given evident proofs that he is 
not only the intrepid phiJofopher, but the 
man of real fcience, and has infpired Tome 
hcp«s that this invention, though now only 
matter of cuiiofity, may, in time, be found 
of the greateit utility to mankind. 

On the ifiih of Odlcber Mr. Blanchard 
emhai'kcd in his aerial machine, and afeended 
from the Militaiy Ac.nlemy at Chelfca, ac- 
companied by Mr. Sheldoni riofclfur of 
.Anaromy, and F. R. S. 

Tiiiir afeent w.is at firft but very inconfi- 
dcm^'Ie, owi''.T fQ iiig prreat v^'clght they 
carried up with them, conlhting not only of 
tlieir hallafl, hut of a number of mathemati- 
c<il inltrunK ntN tor m iking experiments ; and 
liaving received a violent fliock againfl a wall, 
t*>o near which they had placed their appa- 
ratus for filling the globe, they weic obliged 
ro throw down a cnnfidcrable part of tlie 
former, and all the inlti uments, except a baio- 
meter, cuinpars,trlercopc, and flageolet : their 
provifions met with the fame fate, except a 
bottle of wine j and now being freed from 
their incumbrance, they afeended with great 
velocity in a dirc^)i:in nearly pcipendicuhr ; 
but rhe h iroinctvi h>;ing Ipoilod, piuhrihlyby 
the Ihi'ck they I,, j rccels'-d, it ss.i-* ur.po.- 
lihle for them ti .afe^rtain thdr elev; tum, 
'J hey had Jikewife, in theii hmry oi liglii' a- 
ang the machine, Inadvrienily thrown over 
the lundlc of tl:e kfr wing, wnlcli prevented 
their hovering over tin; place of cmhaikaii'm, 
as was at firrt intended. The violence of the 
current of air was fuch, tliat it unavoid.ibiy 
carried th . machine in a dirtdlion from 
London, flowever, notwitlifiandmg iM-, and 
their being un.ibic to life ths wing-,, hy Mi.

“ At twenty minute., pafl twelve, Mr. 
Sheldon, calling his eyes over the earth.

ohferved that the objefls on its Airfacd 
appeared very fmall, and that he felt a pain 
in his ears. 1 replied, that 1 faw every thing, 
like him, in miniature, and that my ears, 
too, wete afleflcd witli an extraordinary fen- 
ration, but chat it was a very trifling one : 
however, that if he wilhed to proceed in a 
iefs exalted region, liu need only mention it, 
as I had now tlie machine perfeflly under 
my command. ** No (replied he), I have 
an entire confidence in fkilii direfb 

your courfe agreeably to your owr^ incllna- 
tions.** He added, with that enthufiarm 
with which that fituation mull infpire even 
the motl inftnlible the firlt time they expe- 
rience It, ‘ 1 nni unable to confine myfeif to 
any particular obfervation : all that 1 fee de- 
lights and enchants me. In this moment I 
polTefi, no other power but rhat of admiration.'* 
** 'I'hc balloon, of which I had left a 
twelfth part void, now appeared to be fully 
diflended, and to form a noble fphere. Tlie 
filken tubes were foon filled, and the inflam- 
mable airdifengaged icftlf abundantly through 
them, fo that 1 was not obliged to have re- 
courfe to my valve. 1 then informed Mr* 
Sheldon iliac we were defeending* It was 
now*^ thirty minutes after twelve. He afked 
for the bottle } and w'e drank to the health 
of the Kings of England and France, 
the Prince of W'^ales, and all the Royal Fa- 
mily. After this, my companion, feeing 
that he could nor be carried farther, obferved, 
I’e ihould chfeend without regret, fince he 
ii «'i *'■ r.i]utcd Kings from the regioiis above.'* 
As I c-ioUl not rc!> on my barometer, 1 tool: 
va oncol the fleur.s-de-lis from my flag, and, 
till Ii out, it appeared to afcei^ la^i 
pidiy i tfiis convinced me of the quicknefs 
of out .defccnc, which, before I had made this 
experiment, was a matter of furmife only *• 
All the ballad which now remained, was a 
marine flag, and our bottle half emptied of its 
liijuor. To throw out tliefe was our laft re. 
foetwi , except our clothed, which indeed, had 
it hcien necejniry, \vc ihouKi haw ridded our- 
felvcs of rikcwifv, to diminilh as much a> pof* 
fible the velocity of our del'ccnt, and to avoid 
flril*!:)-; againfl t.be trees or hoiifcs, over 
which we were pcrpendiculaily at that time* 
By a tiniwly dlfdi.irgeofoui bottle, we checked 
the progrers of cur defeent, and prolonged

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it fome hundred yards ; we then proceeded 
in a more eafy manner towards the eprth, 
and we alighted in a meadow near the vil- 
lage of Sunbury, in the county of Middlefex, 
fituated fourteen miles from London. Ic was 
here 1 left my fellow-traveller; it was fifty 
minutes pait twelve when we reached the 
earth. 

My hat having been thrown our, tvith the 
inftruments, at Chelfea, Mr. Sheldon endea- 
voured to procure me another, as well as to 
furoilh me with fome provifions to enable 
me to profeente my voyage. But, after 
having waited fume time, feeing nothing ar- 
rive, I gave way to my impatience. 1 had 
caufed frefh b: ]l iflato be placed in my boat, 
within 2olb. of the weight of Mr. Sheldon. 
Finding that tlie machine was prepared, 1 
determ mtd, for the fecund time, to fet off 
without either hat or provifions. 

** 1 had remained on the ground near thirty 
minutes, as well for the puipofe of caking in 
ballnlt .ns to fuflcii fome cords which were 
loofe ; but eager to make as long a voyage 
as poffible, and liaving no time to lofe, 1 only 
lequeBed Mr. Sheldon to give dh eilions that 
the cords which held down the m*achine 
JliDuld be untied; wliicli being done, 1 arufc, 
in Che fpacc of four minutes, to an elevation 
equal to (hat in which all Paris beheld me 
111 theCiiA Ml* !)£ Mars. During this afeen- 
fion, 1 was c..rried by a N. F.. current ; and, 
meeting with aiioitier, 1 was carried K.S. K. 
of Sunbury. Having then loft figlit of the 
earth, and perceiving my globe Co be gre.ntly 
diftended,! opened my valve, and re-dcfceiulcd 
in the current N. h. It was, at this inftant, 
twenty- fiX m unite', paft one. Four minutes 
afterwards ] entered into a thick fog, in 
which 1 remainr.d ahonc five minutes, and 
through uhicli 1 w.^s earned by the fame 
riirrent. My globe had diminillied confi- 
dernbly during \ib piogrcfs through the fog. 

“ At 33 minutes paft one the heat ol the 
fun became exccllive, and my globe d*ftcnd- 
ed icfelf anew. Being defiious of difeovering 
if, after having paiced with fo much in- 
flammable air, the globe ft ill retimed a 
fudicirnt quantity to fill itfelf entirely, 1 ihuC 
the Cubes, by holding them in my hands. 1 
inltantly role to fu cor.fiderable an height, 
that the objects, which had juft before been 
the fubjeft of my admiration, 1 now loft fight 
of. The earth foon prefented no other form 
to my eye than that of an even furface : a 
minute afterwards it totally difappeared. 1 
then found myfelf under a clear fky, obferv* 
ing, flora a vaft elevation, the clouds moving 
under my feet. I imagined T was, for fome 
time, ftacinn.iry : at this clevatirn I occupietl 
myfelf in taking notes, which had furniihed 
lur wiih the obfervatiops 1 liave been relating.

** At fifty minutes paft one o'clock the 
pieces of ribbons which 1 threw out from 
time to time (to fupply the defedi of my da- 
maged barometer in the obfervation of tho 
rifing or falling diredlion of the globe) ap- 
peared to afeend. 1 inftantly threw down 
a paic of my ballaft, which 1 took care Co 
crumble in pieces, that no one IhoiiIJ receive 
any hurt from its fall. In a mnroeiiC 1 w'as 
elevated above the fcatrered ribbons, and was 
c. i *jed fo high, that I began to expenence 
great difficulty in breathing. One of the 
bladders which 1 iiad> in tne boat, filled w irti 
atmofpherical air, hurft, at this inftaiir, witli 
a dumb report; it frighted one of the pigeons 
wh’ch I had taken with me to difpatcli them 
as couriers. The bird efcaped from under 
my feat, and at firft tettk li^r ftaiion on the 
fide of the boat, and flew awjy when I en- 
deavoured to catch her ; hut, un.iccultomtd 
to a region fo elevated, and to fo rarifiud .111 
air, fhe could not long fupport hcrfelf on her 
wings. 1 followed her flight with my eye, 
and could jwceivc fhe laboured hard, and 
was unable to fly about Che globe without 
flapping her wings with extreme precipita- 
tion ; hardly was fhe able Co keep up to the 
level of my equator. As fhe wheeled round 
the globe, flxe fuddeuly difappeared. Con- 
cluding fhe was gone away. 1 looked down- 
ward<-,in order to caicli a fight of her; when, 
like Noah's dove, having found no refling* 
place tor her foot,*' fhe returned a few mo- 
ments afterwards, and repofed herfclf on the 
fide of my vetfel. This a6i of fidelity was no( 
fuflicient rntircly to regain my confidci.cc. I 
made the bird my piifoner, and efleftually fe- 
cull’d her with a ribbon. 

IWevated to fuch an exiraonlinary 
height, my compafs underwent no apparent 
v'uiaiion. As 1 now perceived notlr.ng but 
the heavens, and w.as equally ignorant uheie 
1 was, and whither 1 w'as going, I made no 
life of my fly, but fuffeied myfelf to be 
carried away, at tiie mercy rf the wmiuIs, 
without making the Icaft attempt to refift. 
The obftivations lelaiive to the efTrntial im- 
mobility of Che nci’dle, and the apparent im- 
mobility of an Af HOST AT who h borne along 
the current of air, convinced me, that, when 
he has toft fight of the earth, and has iia 
longer any vifible points of companfoti, the 
compifs becomes totally ufelefs; fm* the 
traveller may be* earned, rapidly or flowly, 
by^hc wind, in all poflible diredlmns, without 
any variation of the needle, and wiiliout 
peiceiving any change in his fitnation, fince 
he may .advance, retreat, or move obliquely, 
without being fenfible of the tendency of the 
bailcKin during each of thefe motions. The 
compafs, therefore, can be no fartlier ufefuf 
than where we are enabled U) compare tho 
L 1 1 direc* 
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diteininn of the neeil!« with terreHrial ob- 
jects; and to form an idea of the way weaia 
ni. king by ubfeiving the earth, which then 
appears as rt^tiring on one fide, and gives 
eertain dam rcrpefting the coutfe we jiurfue. 

“ At fea, Uie direflion of thccourle is de- 
tei mined by The angle made by the needle 
ivi’.h the keel of the ihip; but^ in the ex- 
alted regions of the air, theie are no polfi'de 
determined poin'S, unlefsotie he within view 
of the earth. The compnfs will always want 
an angle of conipanfon, w'hen an Ae gos tat 
is above the clouds. • 

** At fifty-eight nriinntes pad one the cold 
became fo fex'ere, that 1 could no longer bear 
}t, and 1 found myfilf under the neceility of 
making a n'jarer appioach to the earth. I 
theiefoie opened iny valve, and I <iuickly 
defeended into a legion wliciice it becaipe 
vifihle.*’ 

M. KInncIiard was now at Clierifey, over 
uhidi hu hovered about three niinures, and 
till lied in the 3. £. giving a coufiderahle ele- 
vation to liis machine. He then tried it veral 
RiJi’fle ivies (the imperfcfl fuccefs of which 
be atiiihutcii to Ins being deharied the uft. of 
his wings), and, opening the valve of his ma- 
chine in order to come nearer the earth, 
p:iir\d over Woking at fifteen minutes after 
two. 

** 1 now began (fays he) to fuffer extreme 
Ihii ft, without halving any iliing left to relieve 
It. I'lns ci: cumltuiice fhould ferve as a IcHun to 
future Ai.kunau 1 £s, and induce them to 
hdlAit their niacliine with a few bottles, 
bur, however, luic to ciuifider tlieni as iMllalt 
till th(7 niu eiiiptitd. 

** As thf \vind, on our dcpaiiure from 
Ciiehca, hjJc.iirudu toward*' Wiiidfor, and 
as 1 thin krew m e the cxafl difhince of that 
jnyai palace from ‘iic enpir d, I was induerd 
to belli ve th'.t thv! pl.ice I iiovi obftrvcd was 
that tov\(i. 1 therefore prepmcii myfelf to 
dcfcend on a c.iuvenient fpot, and pay niy 
l'>on-.';;c to the place honouicd by his Ma* 
jiliy’s rclidtoce. IJut taking my lelefcope, 
and nut deCcryir.g .ip.y loyai li.dnt.iticm, ] con- 
ch'di li 1 was in .i rr.idake, and 1 contented 
niyfelf will, fainting the inhabitants of the 
place, who anfwcicd me with loud acclama- 
tirn.. 1 conliiiued my route at the fiime 
fit vr.' ion. 

‘‘ Ahoiir forty-five minutes after two, I 
C^'me ill fight Farnham, "It had the ap- 
pearance of being a confidcrablc pUcc. 'fhe 
idea of Windfor being itill upper moll in my 
niiiid, I now imagined, fur a fecond time, 
that 1 w.is approaching it, and refulved 
to make my defeent there, provided I was 
able to come ovi-r it. 1 was net, at that 
pme, in a vuy elevated ftatiu). 1 could dif- 
tioguilh, with gr^ai cate, the emincoces from 


the plains and rallies. I proceeded Hill lower, 
in order to arrive within hearing of two men 
whom I faw on the road. I addrefled them 
tlirougl: my fpeaking-trumpet, ci 7 ing out. 

Is that Windfor?’* The fimple fellows, 
teniiied at hearing a voice in the air, and 
efpecially a voice Ai otiger th in that to which 
ttiey liad been accuAomed, after looking 
whence it came, no fooner perceived me 
than, iiiftead of anftvering roe, they inftantly 
hut I led fiom the fpot, and took each ailifi 
Icrcut load, with the grente A precipitation.” 

S(M)n after till', Mr. Blanchard paAed over 
thcHilbop of W iiiChcAer’s palace at Fainham 
in Snriy. 

o V.ii ions rivuletc ferpeittinrd through tlie 
environs of this bui'diug ; the gardens were 
ornaineiited with a Aiict of water of great 
extent. The dcfire of contenaplnting tliis 
cli.nniing profpc^l indviceil me to lower my- 
felf. It VT.S now nine minutes after three 
o'clock. I ioibnitly defeended, and found 
that 1 WHS nearly pcrpendiculnt ly over tlie 
building, peife^lly difccriiiiig every objcdl at 
the elevation of three hundred feet. 1 per- 
ceived many people in the park, which tvas 
dircdllf under me ; apd 1 particularly noticed 
feme ladies, who had faftened their handker- 
chiefs to their cancs, and waved th^m in the 
ail. 1 faluted them with my Dag; and 
after throwing duw n a c.ird, on which 1 had 
liaAily written a few words to thank them, JE 
coniimicd my route. 

Wlien I found myfelf at fome diAance 
from this m.ble feat, 1 threw out a great por- 
tion of my ballaA. In the fp.ice of two mi- 
nutes I was lui rounded by a clopd, which 
foon deprived me of the profpcdl that had 
juft beroie been the fuhiedl fif niy admiration* 
1 was leizcd with a d.imp cold as 1 was hur- 
ried ihtough it } and anotlicr rloml, in a re- 
gion fupciiorlo ihiSyObfaiied the light of the 
lull. 

“ Alone among ihefe clouds, in I he niidft 
of the moA protouiid fikuce, this fituation, 
which might he thought terrible, perfedl- 
ly erichamed me. It is in a moment of 
ex'acy like thi.s in which the mind becomes 
elevated, that man may be allowed to exult 
in 1.13 diicoveries. 1 had never before been 
fo proud of my exiAence, nor ever experi- 
enced moments fo delicious, us when 1 was 
meditaiirg, from this immenfe heiglit, the 
magnificence of the fpedlacle which, in fo. 
varied a fliape, I had enjoyed. 

** Whilft my mind was thus occupied, in 
my progrefs through this awful folitude, the 
fun, on a fudden, appealed again in all its 
fplendoiir. Although elevated above the 
cloud that had deprived me of its fight, yet 1 
derived no advantage from its returning rays. 
Its heat had no cffcdl upon ine, and tlie cold ( 


1 
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frit in this lofty retrlon became intolerable. 
Then, lor thefecond lime mlhe l^mc vnyagc, 
I found my fituation much moie elevateclihau 
Iliac to which 1 afcMidtd on my fiift e:;peri- 
ment at Paris. 

“ In this temperature I continued ti 4 
thiity-one miiiutts after three o’clock, when, 
opening my valve, 1 came dowinvards, and 
found myfelf fufpended over another man. 
fion, which appeared to me ne.ii ly as beau, 
tiful as that which 1 had Lately left. 1 fa- 
hited tlic inhabitants, wliDaiifwLrcd me with 
(houts of joy. Many of them fpf'kc to me, 
and I could eafily diliinguifh the (omul of the 
words from their fhouts; but, hfiiiga Hringer 
to the language, I could not uiiderlfand them. 
Tliis manlinii was contiguous to a village 
over which I was then p.'Hiiig. 

** Appiehenfive, from the celerity of my 
defeent, of linking ngainfl the linutc-tops, I 
ir.d.intly regained my equilibrium, and con. 
tinu-:!d my piogrefs, veering off with nn lx* 
tr.ioi'din.iry fwiftiiefs, and Hill diivirig along 
the fame current. At that elevation 1 paiTcd 
in a line between Alton and Shci borne, 
nearly at an equal diitance, jult before 1 came 
over the village where 1 faw the manfiun aU 
ready fpoken of.’' 

Mr. B. next palTed over Winchefler j and 
foon after determining to f.nifli his cuurfe, 
endeavoured to clioofe a proper place for his 
defeent. The trees and houfes (he proceeds) 
appearing to By away from under my feet, 
1 glided, if 1 may fo exprefs myfelf, along 
the furface of the woods, being no more 
than 6o feet above the trees. 1 traverfed, 
in this region, fome branches of canals and 
rivers, with a fwifrncfs which continually 
Varied the pinrpc£ls beneath, and produced 
an cffedl extremely magnificent. 

“Pairing over a forclt, I perceived a woman 
leading a girl in her hand. Senfihle that 1 
could not he uuderdood by fpcnkinc; to them, 

1 was willing, at leafl, toalfoid myrdf fome 
amufement and relaxation ; and 1 began to 
play an air on my flageolet, which had 
efcaped rhe wreck. Hearing the found of 
the inRrument, they at firfl looked round 
them on all Tides With an anxious curiofity ; 
but lifting up their eyes, they no fooncr be- 
held mO, than, imitating the two peafaots, of 
Whom I had demanded if 1 was neai Wind- 
for, they ran away in a conflernation which 
1 in vain endeavoured to remove by fpeakiug 
to them : but they were ftill more alarmed, 
and they continued their flight with great 
precipitation. They took Ihelter among the 
trees, where I obferved them flraying for 
fome time, till 1 lolt fight of them. 

“ After having traverfed thefe woods, f was 
carried over an extenfive valley. My atten- 
tion was engaged in exploring its besuties^ 
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when I perceived 1 bad fo far defeended, 
tli<it 1 was in danger of flnking agaiiili the 
lull which lay in my route. 1 inltaiuly threw 
out fome ballafl, and regained a fufli'jicnt 
elevation to avoid it. At this moment my 
colours, which I lud placed upon the fide of 
my veflei, fell over. Vexed at this accident, 
1 detei mhied Co recover iny lofs, if poflible t 
hut keeping my valve too long open, whilit 
: y atiemicn was bxed on the flag, which 1 
kept following with my eye as it fell, t 
fuflered too great n quantity of 11 flammable 
air to efcape fiom my globe ; and I came 
downwards with fuch velocity, that one of 
the feet wliicli was fliflened to my gonflola 
was dhjointed in Itiiktng ag iinfl ihcgrouud. 
1 cuiifoled ii>yfeir, however, in this difafier, 
by the pleafnrc 1 leceived fiom recovciing my 
flag, which 1 h;td f(Mz^'d in the air .as 1 was 
coming down. The (hock I received occa- 
fioiied my machine to rebound I'cveral toileS 
high t a pound or two of h:ill:iR, thrown 
our, impelled it upwards ro the height of 
200 feet ; 1 then threw out more, and my 
equilibrium was reRored. 

“ Apprelicnding, .is I have already ob- 
ferved, that 1 was v^ry near the fea, and 
having even imagined chat 1 had fcvui at times 
caught a ghmpfc of it, though not fuiVi- 
cieiitly fati&fied of the reality of (uch appear- 
ances ; the fog, too, increaling, and fprcadtng 
itfclf on all Tides, 1 judged it piudcnt here 
to terminate my courfe. In proceeding far- 
ther, 1 Ihimld liave expofed myfelf, without 
any advantage, to dangers the more immi- 
nent in proportion as I was more ignorant of 
tlieir approach, and was going on entirely at 
a ventuie. 

“ Duiing this latter period rf my progrefs, 

I had been luokiiij: nut, as 1 h.ivc before re- 
maiked, for a fpoc propci for my defeent; 
and 1 at length made choice of one. A Tin- 
gle tree, in the inidfl of an open field, af- 
forded me an rafy l.mding-plaee.**— 

“ 1 had juR written a letter (he continues^ 
to a fiiend in London, which 1 faitcned to 
the ribbon that held my p’geon in captivity. 

1 he bird flew away, .'<nd, after making fnm** 
turns in the air, appealed to fly Cowaids tlic 
capital, where indeed fhe arrived with my 
letter the fame evening. A fecotid pigeon, 
which 1 h.u( let oft after I had got out of my 
J^oat, has not fince made her appearance. 

I had no fooner retted on this plain, 
which lay in the vicinity of Rumfey, a fmall 
town ill Hamplhire, than the inhabitants of 
that pijce and the neighbouring villages 
camu about me, (houtiiig in the molt jo> fill 
manner 5 and, chough a ftrangerto their l in- 
guage, 1 could not mifapprehend their feel- 
logs. Thefe honed people laying hold of 
fome cords which hung from my boat, 1 
* JL 1 1 2 threw 
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threw out a few handfuls of ballafl, and 
aniufed them with the fight of my globe ri- 
fin^ above th«ir heads. 1 felt a f.tisfadlion 
tquil CO that which they appeared to feel 
theiiifelves in towing me into tlieir town. 
Aly progiefs thither by the nearelt road be- 
ing ohftrufled by a gateway, 1 was hauled in 
this manner, confiderably round about, over 
the fields. Lengthening my cordage, and 
dimioKhing my ballafi, I proceeded, led on 
by my coiidudtors, above the trees, the walls, 
and the houfes, in ordpr to enter the town. 
1 found the Itreets filled with fpedlators ; tlie 
roads, likewife, were 011 all lides crowded ; 
and I enjoyed, with them, the pleafure of 
having rendered fuch a multitude happy at 
lb eafy a rate. 

** *1*0 give my extraordinary entry all the 
aid of fancy, 1 liond eredl in my car, at the 
elevation of the houfe-tups, bearing my co- 
lours ill my hand, with which 1 ialutcd the 
innumerable throng of fpedlatois that fur* 
rounded me. Thu fcenu, fo novel to the 
worthy people who gave me fn cordial a 
welcome, lilted till the clofe of the day. 
Wearied as 1 was, from having pafled the 
preceding night in preparations for my enter, 
prize, and from the exertions during my 
voyage, yet 1 could not deprive them of the 
gratification they fo eagerly defired j and I 
fuHered myfelf to be led by them, in this 
manner, feveral times about the town. 

“ While I was preparing to empty my 
globe, a gentleman whofpoke French ac- 
cofled me, informing me he was jufl going 
to London, wliere he hoped to arrive early 
the next morning, and kindly oiTering to 
charge himfelf with my commands thither. 
This offer, although 1 had already difpatclied 
my two winged .ouriers, was very agreea- 
ble to me. A pen and ink being brought, 
I wrote the following note to my friend Mr. 
Hui^er, an eminent enamel- paiuter, of Great 
Alarlhorough-flreet. 

** Be as eafy refpeAing my fate as I my- 

felf was on parting from you. 1 made a 

voluntary defeent, feventy-eighi miles dif- 
** taut from London, at half palt four. I 
** am this moment in good health, in the 

Cv^wii of Rumfey, and 1 (hall endeavour Co 

fee you early to-morrow.*’ 

Scarcely bad this perfon left ms, when 
Mr. Penion, jg gentleman of* the neighbour, 
hood, forcing his way through i.ie crodU, 
came and politely offered roe the accommo- 
dation of his hotife and garden. He laid 
lield of my colours j and my condudlors fol- 


lowed him, holding the cordage of my ma- 
chine. 1 proceeded, keeping about the 
height of the walls i and I alighted, in an 
eafy manner, in his garden. After having 
drunk to the health of my hofl, my firft care 
was to empty my globe, a procefs which 
took up double the time 1 had employed in 
filling it. 

** After this operation w.ns over, I was 
condufted by my kind hoft into the faloon, 
where the neighbouring nobility and gentry 
were alfembled, to whom Mr. Penton did 
me the honour to introduce me. An excel- 
lent fupper was ferved up, to which, as ic 
will eafily be imagined,el did great credit, 
as it was my firff repaft that day. 

Mr. Sheldon, from the inftant I had 
left him, had followed me on borfeback ; 
and having informed himfelf, from place to 
place, of rbe diredlion of my courfe, he ar- 
rived at Rurufey at three o’clock in the 
morning. 

The next morning every one was kind - 
ly ufllcious in afllfling me to pack up my 
balloon, and tranfiiorc my boat, in the mofl: 
commddious manner. 1 truffed 1 fhould 
have reached the capital in the conrfe of the 
day ; but our progrefs was retarded, at evet y 
poll, by the crowds of curious people that 
flocked about us ; and we were obliged to 
fleep at Bagfhot, a fmnll town, fituated 29 
miles from the metropolis. 

“ My arrival had been announced for 
Sunday ; and 1 hoped that on the next day 
wc fhould have been able to have entered 
London in a priv.'ite manner : but I was un- 
der a miflake. I had no fooiier arrived at 
the Military Academy at Chclfea, than 1 was 
furrounded by a numerous retinue. My boat 
was taken by force from behind the coach, 
wheie 1 had caufed it to be placed. Mr. 
Sheldon and myfelf were likewife forced out 
of our carnages, and obliged to feat ourfclves 
in Che boat, and to proceed, with our flags 
in our hands, in the fuite of this fplendid ca- 
valcade. A band of military mufic preceded 
our car, which was followed by a great 
number of carriages, and a prodigious con* 
courfe of people. In this manner did we 
make our entry into London ; the farther 
defeription of which 1 leave to cluife who 
aiTifled at the proceflion, not prefuming to 
arrogate to mylelf the honours of this tri- 
umph. I wifh only to triumph over envy 
and malignity happy, indeed, could X be 
able CO filence them I

The foldier had his knapfack upon his 
(houlder — and, above It, the knapfack of his 
comrade, whr> was Tick, and unable to carry 
It himfelf : lie had, over all, a box with his 
w'fu’s clothes, and a lar, e cloak which tiled 
to defend her fiom the rain. Thefe he fiip- 
ported with his left hand j while, with his 
right, he helped his wife on her journey. 
The dav was fuUry and airlefs ; the fand wai;

His wife w^s 
flanging her head, and was hardly able, with 
all the little alliftance h: could attord, to

I^ORAL fubjedls wrere among the earlieit 
open which poetry was exercifed. 
When writing was little pradlifed; when 
ftone or wood were the materials, and a 
graver the inftrument ; information by writ- 
ing could be little extenfively communicated. 
Poetry then in fome degree fupplied its 
place : the philofopher clothed his precepts 
in verfe, and in that form the minds of his 
pupils reuined them both more eafily and 
mere accuiaitely than in profe. But with all 


the improvemer^s of writing and piinting in 
la^r ages, the Mufes have never ceafed to 
claim and to maintain a (hare in the province 
of Ethics. Indeed, fcarcely in any branch of 
poetry has greater f.Hne been acquired. Po- 
etry has dill that advantage, perhaps aniiMiw 
fome others, over profe for the purpofes of 
inftniftion, that Che form in which the fen- 
liment is clothed being both more ftrikmg 
and lefs readily capable of alteration, ihe 
fetUiment itfelf is left liable, in repetition or 
recolkdtion, 
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recollcAion, to lofe its fpirit, with the lofs 
or ch in^c- of its tlrefs. 

The render will however, perhaps, a little 
wonder what connexion thefe n mat ks can 
luve with a poem of fuch a title as ** The 
Progrels of RiTiiiemeift.*' Indeed, it muft 
he ctnikiied, that the title has been finp.ul.it ly 
ill cliofen. The term njlmmcnt applies to lo 
many widely ditrering things, that we are 
totally at a lofsto know wl1.1i the Progtrjs of 
Mt'fimtnent nny mean ; and no idea th it ic 
re.idily excites will be any (ji eat incentive to 
curiofity. We have been therefore ourfetves 
furpnied to (:iid a perufal of the poem, 
wh.ch lade.'d we have not engaged in till 
rather Iriif, and urged hy favourable accounts 
of other R;w.c2;vers, fo extremely well re.

In the Firtl and Second Books of the 
Poem the Authiir di>pl.iys a vrry exunfi/c ac- 
(jiKtininnce with both ancient and modern 
wnteis. In the third he more pirticularly 
difsovois Che knowledge of a man of the 
world, a philofophic.!! obferver of mankiml, 
whofe rank and fiiii.ilion in life have enabled 
him to lee, and whole ahditics and re.ic!iiig 
to jnilgo ol, tiie general char.iilcr whkh per- 
vades rhofe wh >, le.adm;^ liumaa affurs, con- 
tribute lirgciiy to form the chara 6 ler of the 
multitude. We (liall preicr this Book foi* 
quotations, bathbecaiifc it is formed of ftoies 
moio peculiaily theantlior's own, and becaufc 
his own words are here more particularly 
necclf.iry to give any idea of his manner of 
Creating the fubje^. The philanthropic rea- 
der^ acquainted with ancient manners by 
Rudy, and w'itli modern by converfation, 
will, wc are perfuaded, be pleafed with the 
fullovviiig eulogy of the prelent age :

Mr. Pyc, the .n.tlior of the Poem of which 
we have hern giving an account, is now Re- 
f refentative in Pailiarnciit for Reik(liire| an 
lionoiir which his father, giandf.rher, and 
c'lhers of his anceflors, enjoyed befoic Iiiin. 
The Ikss its origin from the liaruns of 
Kilpec, in llercfoidflnre, and its name from 
Hugh Lord Kdptc, in the leign of William 
Rufus. The foil of LotdUugiiw as called among 
the Welch ap Hy 3 the letter Y having in the 
WV.ch oitlio;,Tr-pljy flic power of oui IT ; and 
the name rcnniining to the f. niily, became in 
time fhortened to Pye, as in more n.odern 
limes Pugh has been formed, according (o 
fhe Eiighlli oithogr.'iphy, from ap Hugh. Sir 
Robert Pye, Auditor of the Jixchcciuer in 
the rei:;ii of James I. lineally defeended from 
Hugh Lord Kilpcc, purchafed the prefent 
f.miily elhite of P '-uigJon in Beikfliire. 
ills Ion, alfo Sir Robert Pye, married Maiy 
elded ddughter of the great John Hampden ; 
and, in the civil wars, role to the rank of 
Lieutenant general in the Parliament's fer> 
vice. He nevcrthelcfs was foi innate enough 
to make his peace at the Redor.ition, .ind 
preleivsd his fieikfhiie edaCe; hut a l.rge 
propel ry about Pye-ftreet, in Weftminder, 
having p.ifred into the hands of the church 
of Vv’e'iminfler, was never recovered. The 
inipr'idtnce and unfortunate fate of Mr. 
Hampden Pye, elded Ton of Sir Robert Pye 
and Mary Hain|;|jJen, has alTorded the fuhj^ 
of a beautiful epifode in the pr«.*cnt Mr. Pye's 
elegant Poein, inticled * Faringdon Hill.' «’ 
Mr. Pye was boin in London, and was 
educated under a private tutor at home till 
he wras of .111 age for the iiuiverfity, when he 
was entered a gentleman-cormmoncr of M.ig* 
dalen-College, in Oxford. He was dure 
early didinginihed by his genius for poetry. 
Some veifes of bis, among the Oxford Qra- 


tnlatory Poems on the Peace of 1763, havCf 
for the very early age at which they wero 
written, great merit. While the more re- 
fpcflable of the elder perfons of his college 
loved and cheriftied his talents, fomeotheis, 
of a diflerent charadler, found reafnn not to 
be equally delighted with iliem. One, wlio 
was particularly difagreeable to the young 
men, had the misfortune to fall in love with 
a young bdy then refident at Oxford, not 
long after married to a young gentleman of 
large fortune (a gentleman-commoner of the 
college with Mr. Pye), and now the amiable 
mother of a numerous family. Mr. Pye, in 
revenge for fome affinnt tu (hofe of Ins own 
gown, ridiculed the Senior's pretenfions in 
the following epigram, winch was circulated 
through the univcrfity ; 

O L'»ve, tho’ Virgil's lays aferibe 
Rcfiltl^fs power to thee. 

Yet flill 1 dioa^ht the facr^ tribe 
Of Dullnefs ever free. 

Potent 1 deem'd her ample (hield 
Her favourite fons to fave ; 

Thu* to thy foft dcmninion yield 
The^viituous and clve brave. 

But /nice the fplendour of thy throne 
Makes Muddinol obey, 

» I And myfelf compell'd to own 
Thy univerfal fway. 

Mr. Pye, foim after he was of age, rom*» 
ing, by the death of Ins father, into polleinun 
of the family eflaie, fettled upon it as a 
country gentleman, taking a commillv^n in 
the militia, ailing as a Juflice of Peace, ami 
being zealous in all that bufinefs of the coun- 
try ol whicli, .IS it brings no pecuniary ad- 
vantage, the cxtcnfive refpedl naturally ac- 
cruing from it to a man of fenfe and inte- 
grity, is the pro|X!r and juft reward ; the due 
execution of it indeed placing the Enghfli 
ceuiitiy- gentlemen among the mo/t ufefui 
and tiuly refpt liable charaAers that can 
exift in any a>un:ry. Such employments 
divided Mr. Pye's time with his literary pur- 
fuits, till at the late diifolution of i\iiii:imei>t, 
a feafon of violent ftruggle of parties thro”^ 
the kingdom, he was called by a very large 
majority of the gentlemen and frrcliolders 
of his county to the firft fituation that an 
Plnglifliman can hold, a fituation like which 
no other country knows. The honour, how- 
ever, ^ attending tlut fituation being by no 
means of unchangeable brilliancy, but mo- 
mentarily liable to receive new fplendour, 
or to thke the fouleft tarniih from the con- 
dudl of the pofTelfor, w'e have at prefent only 
to wi(h fair fame to our poet from his poll- 
tical career. It will remain for him to taka 
care that it (hall furnifli matter only of eulogy 
for the future biographer and hiftorian. 
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Antient Mctaphyfics. 

T-T AVING thus eft ablilheJ theeziftence of a 
* •* ftate i»f naiui e, our .luchor next enquires 
U'hat fort of an animal Man, in that ftate, is. 
Here Ln ge fit Id of oMenracion and compari* 
fon uptns ; nor is our author in liis very extra* 
tirdinary fpeculations rdwayt abfurd and v^’tiim- 
fical. But of his opinions, both f.ancifiil ami 
rational, we fliall give, without difcrimina iig 
the claflTts to utuch each belongs, fome Ipv- 
cimens. 

The body of man, he obferv^s, is fitta' to 
Ins vaft, cip?cimii, ilhd vei.i.ile mind, being 
endowed with ftrenitdi and agility, a cap n ity 
of tuffrnn-' as widl ifting, anc' of endii* iog 
any extremity of weai her, and all variety of 
climates ; and on tiie whole, iuperior to that 
of all other ai.iinals, though m tome particular 
bodily faculties they may excel him. He is 
capable of acquiring va'ioiis faculties, among 
whicti are thofe of fwimming, and walking 
•rei^t. ■ lief' -acquired faculties of botiy are won- 
derfully improved by, what is pectiliai logman, 
a I'enfe of honour. And tliis induces our au- 
thor to believe that fuch «i man as Achilles 
might ha VO heat, in luiming, even an Oran 
Ou!.in,or the Savage of the Pyrenees, whom 
nobody could lay liold ot, iho' that be the 
cxercife in winch favages excel the moft, and 
though h is pet fu.tdcd that the great Oran 
Outan, of Angol.iy is naturally lli linger and 
fwifter of foot than Achilles was, or chan 
even the Heroes vi' the preceding age } fuuh 
as Hercules, and fuch as I'hefeus, Pirithous, 
and others mentioned by Neftor. But Achilles 
had foimed h.mfelfto tunning by great exer- 
cifc i w'hereas the Oran Outaii nevei runs hut 
for fome iiecelfiry of life : and if this be true 
of running, it will hold much more of fuch 
exercifes as wieftling and boxing, of which 
the Oran Outan has no ufe at all : and as to 
the cxercife of arms, U is im|Tofliblsth:it there 
could be anv comparifon betwixt them.*' 

JLord Munboddn goes on to celebrate the 
praifeb of cxercife j the advantages of living 
in the open air. without clothes, without 
hnufes, and without the uf« of bie. He 
fhews how men fell into* the ufc ot thefe 
pernicious 'hings} and proves (utTicienilv, 
that in many niltances and circumftantes they 
really are pernicious. Por the mifchiefs that 
arife fiom clothing, Lord Monboddo Chinks 
there are only three remedies, and thefe bat 
partial : 

The firft is, to wear as few clothes as 
may be, and thefe as loofe and flowing as 
ptiiTible* Tt^is, 1 ghferve, was done by all 
nations in the flrft ages of tlieir civility. Thci e 
arc fome barbarous nations, which cover only 
thofe parts tl^/ 'Nature, wlicn it begins to

be cultivated, directs us to hide. The Ro« 
mans, as Aulus Gellius Cells us, wore at flrft 
only a gown, and no tunic iiiu.er if. And the 
Lydian*^, as Herodotus informs us, before they 
wereconque^rd by the Perfuns, wore nothing 
but a Tingle garment, till Cyiu', by the .idvice 
of Croc us, obliged them to wear a waiftcoat 
in Arder to make them eff.ni>i.arc. 1 fay, 
therefore, chat .o wefr m.tny clothes, and 
thefe ft rail an * clofe to he body, is very 
wcnke.iing, aud few things mure OeftiuAivc 
to health. 

'Phe fecund pallhtive of tlie mifehief is, 
being much naked and in the open air, as 
the Gieeks were, eXM'Ciftng in that way, and 
m.iking much me of frik^ljon and anointing. 
This laft was pra£t fed by ill nations of old, 
barbarous and pohto, .md is ftill prafiifed by 
all barbarous nations, hut is now univerfaiJy 
diiufed by the natifins ot Hnrope, for whac 
good *'eafon 1 kiMW n t ; But 1 Chink 1 k*K>w, 
from ity own ev|vri lence, th it tc gives biKh 
firength nd -‘gihty^ ind. if it had no other 
good we are .at leaft fo long naked, 

and in a natural ftaie, while we .ire anointing. 

“ The Lift icmedv for the mifchief ih tie- 
quent baching, hy w'h cli the cruft that muft 
necetfiniy gather upon our bodies by living m 
fo foul iin air, is waftiod away, .and our (kin, 
for fome Ihort time, reftored to its n.itive 
polity. Some vainly irn.agine they do this, 
hy putting nri a clean (liirt ; hut they niighc 
as well think to make a dunghill Llcan by 
throwing a white cloth over it. The bath f 
would lecommeiid is the cold bath, which 
will ferve the double pur|>ofc of cleaning and 
of bracing. The waim bath may be ufed 
fomerime.^, fur gierilcr cleannefs, as warm 
water cleanfes better than cold: but 1 con- 
demn the conft.int ufe of it, unlefs a man 
wete Co live the life of an Athlete j for then 
he would need it to foften and relax that 
rigidity which gieat labour produces $ but 
we, that live iiulolenrly and efleminately^ 
need more to be braced than relaxed. 1 he 
Greeks and Romans, when they exercifed 
cveiy day in the Palasftra, were, I am per- 
fiMded, the better fur ihe conftant ufe of it. 
Rut when they Ijpcame luxurious and efts- 
fnir^te, they were as crrtaiiiiy the worfe f4ir 
it $ for they ufed it then, not for lefrefhmenc 
after toil, but for men* pleafure ; an ' it was 
then properly compared to induUence in wine 
or women, according to the d iiich.

Bu; thefe, as 1 1 '.u.'obferved, ‘irvb i; par- 
tial leniedies j and Nature never prompts an 
M m m animal 
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animal to do any thing that requires .1 re- 
medy, and much lefs a thing tliat will not 
admit of a complete remedy.'* 

Our author neat enquires into the contti- 
tioii of n eii living in a (talc of nature, with 
rcf|Kdt to fli cngth and fizc of body, health 
and longevity. In all thefe refiudhi he 
Aiews that men in funner rimes an 
infinite advantage over the prefeiu puny 
race in civilized focieries ; and th.it they lolt 
them in proportion as they dcgenei-iitcd 
from the Rate of nature. On tliis pit 
of his lubjedt our author difcoveis a very in. 
timate acquiuiianre with ancient as well as 
modern books. 

Lord Monhoddo goes on to enquire into 
the difference betwixt our animal aiul in- 
tKlledlual natures ; and the changes or de- 
viations from the natural Hate, the vices and 
difeafes which caufc the decline and diminu- 
tion of the body in the civil flnte lie com- 
pares the mind of man, in the natural llate, 
or in the fiilf ages of civility, with the mind 
of man moie advanced in focial Life: he 
Ljki's notice of varunia differences among 
nations, lamilits, nnd indivuliuls ; and fpe- 
culates concerning tlic fevcral v.irieti8S of tlie 
human fpecics. 

In the lad ch.iptcr of this volume Lord 
Monhoddo makes .in apology for iniilling fo 
much upon the dcgciicr.icy ol men in Idter 
times, and offers (ome advice Co tlie lulcrs of 
ii.nions, particularly to liiofc of Gre.it>ljti- 
tain. He recommeiuh ro their imitation the 
following example of the Kinprcfs of RuOi.i j 
which, as it is very cm ions ar.d not generally 
known, weih.dl lay hcfoicour rcadci;». 

111 this pl.in (lor pieferviiig and im- 
proving the nob ! ly of btr cuimtiy) the 
Emprefs proceeds upon (h.s fundamei.fai 
maxim of the ancient polIucM phili.fophy, 
that the citizens of a wclUcondituled coni- 
raonweallh ought not to he educated as the 
children of private pci ions, but ns children 
of the Itate, and according to public wifdom, 
not private judgment. 1 Ins tulc it was ini. 
puilible tu foliuw with icfpedt to all die ci* 
lizens, in fo great an enipirt as that of Ruflia ; 
buc the Kn'.prcfs has Luntrivcd to make it 
praChcable wuh refpe6l Co the cliildren of 
the people of Che fiid rank j and, like the 
Icg'flaioi of jp.iria, fhe has nut confined her 
Ydan CO (he iduca'iuii of rl.s me*' only, hut 
i.as extended it Co the women. She llias, 
ilicrefure, cici'lml two p.tr.u ichuoh or aca- 
demies, one for male children .nd the ot'.er 
for female; Che fnii conraining about 700 
ni.iles, and t!;e oclicr about 400 females. She 
lakes in both at the age of five j and keeps 
the males fifteen years, and the females 
Twelve ; ard, during all that time, the parents 
fee theiu but feldom, and never except by 


permiflion of the Emprefs. While they 
are there, they are taught every thing that 
may make them ufefiil members of the date ; 
the men arts and fciences, the learned lan- 
guages, and the modern that are of the 
greatelt ufe; alfo riding, fencing, dancing, 
and all the military eXv-rcifes ; and the wo- 
men, every thing that is proper for their fex. 
The gieateft care, at the fame time, istaki**i 
of their diet, and m.inner ot life. In Rufli.i, 
the bcHlies of men aie ruined by the immo- 
deiate ufe of fire, and of b.iths exceffively hor, 
by veiy warm clothing, andhy the drinking 
of fpirituuus 1 quors. In thefo fchools tliere 
is no ule of fire at all fti chimnics ; and in 
their looms, which arc very large, thf’yhave 
only two Itoves, one at each end, very mo- 
cliraiely he.ited. They are not allowed the 
life of the hot bath ; they wear no furs, and 
hut thin ciotl'.ing ; and they drink nothing 
but w.'ite.r j and, for the fit ft two nr three 
they live onlycn vegefibles ; and, for 
the reft of the rim::, ilicir table is very frugal 
and fiiTiple. The cunfeqnence of thefe rc- 
gulat oils is, that they rue remarkably healthy, 
and /ewer of them die in the year than of any 
•ihcr clafs of people in the empiie of tho 
{.ime imnib/r. In fhorc, it ap^wars to me 
tlu’t no h;^!tcr plan of education has been de- 
viled liiu«' the days of Lycurgiis ; and it muft 
make iliis gieat Princeh, who has executed 
it, and c. 1 1 led it on with fo much care and 
attention for thefe fifteen years, adored by 
all thofe of her fui'jefts who have fenfe 
enough lo know that it is impoflible any na- 
tion can tiourifh, whofe nobility and gentry 
aic not propel ly educated." 

In conclufion Lord Monhoddo fays, ‘*And 
htic I hnift\ this vi lume, iii which f Inve 
treated of ni.in as an animal, or m o' her 
won's (It the natural ftate of man. '1 here 
aio, 1 know, who doubt, whether this (Lite 
ever had a retd exiftcnce : Rut fuch men 
have not learned rightly codillinguifh betw.xc 
the .‘iiiim.'il and inCelle£tual creature; nor 
have they obKrved that in all animals, even 
iM fuch as are leis compofed than man, and 
indeed ill all natural tilings, there is a pro- 
grefs from an imperfeff ftate to that ftate of 
pel lection for which by nature (he thing is 
intended. This is fo evident to me, (h.ic, 
from theory only, though it could not be 
piovcd by ladls, i fhouhl believe that man 
was a mere an mal bcfoie he was an intelli- 
gent being, and that there was a progrefs in 
Che fpccies fuch as we are fnre there is in the 
individual. 1 therefore hold, that whoever 
de.iics th's progreflion of man, is ignorant 
both of the hiftory and pliiloUiphy of roan.

The grave alTertions of this writu upon 
the fubjcCl of his own piety, if they are nn- 
cerc, ate a driking proof of great ariot.ance 
and felf-cohceit. For fo bold, whimlioal* 
fingular, and paradoxical a reafoner, to talk of 
alferting eternal providence* ami juditying 
ilie ways of God to men* is indeed aflonilh. 
ing. Js it only* then, to fo oblique an eye, 
an eye tliat fees matters in a light d. derent 
from all the red of mankind, that Providence 
can beaderted* and the wnysof God judihed ? 
Many readers will lind marks of impiety in 
the eccentric writings of this m^n ; not one* 
we prefume* will difeover any proofs of reli- 
gious zeal. 

Ji' we conffder him in the light of a feho- 
Jar* we (hail And matter of very conddcrable 
praife* for certainly he is ext'.emely ver- 
fant in the writings of both antienc and mo- 
dern times. If we view him in chat of a 
phiJofopherj we find him advancing as a 


difc'jvcry what is only an abufe of language ; 
and, while he derides the niodcd labours of 
tliofe men who invedigatc the powers of na- 
ture by lines and figuies, and menfura- 
tionsand computations, andfadls of natural 
l.idory,'* raifing his head in cxpeflation of a 
laurel crown* for alferting tliac every man has 
four minds. He has c «d his eyes over the 
world, and ranfacked multitudes of books, 
not ’• '‘.h the fiee and candid mind of an im- 
partial inquirer into truth, but in cider to 
find mateiials for fupf citing liis extravagant 
t.ojirums and prejudiCLS. Vet, in what he 
has obferved concerning the deviations of 
men in civili7ed focictics from the date of 
nature, and the pernicious ctTc^lsof tliefeon 
he.ilrli, drength, and lile, he is often right 
and ufcfiil j and on tlie whole, the novelty 
of h f: pofitioris trnds ro dimulate Inquiry 
into various fulijedls. 

AMRf'DOTES of Lord MONRODDO. 

flE is the fon of a gentleman nf a fmall 
cdaccin the county of Kincardine, in Scotland, 
but whowasrieffrnded, by the male line, Iroin 
the ancient ami iiiHioi.rable family of Sir Ro- 
hm Burnet, •'( l.vyrs, Jiaronet* and by fc« 
males of the noble f.imilitsof Marfhall* Ai- 
buthner, and Pouglas ; a d iiightcr of which 
lid family was his gre it grand mother, whole 
name, and the name of her hulband, Robert 
Irvine, of the ancient and lionoui able family 
of Drum* who I'crved under Gudavus Adol- 
phus as a captain of hoife, are dill upon his 
iioufe, winch they built. Hefpired no ex- 
pencc’, that his fmall fortune could afford, 
upon the education of his fon : he kept a 
I rivate tuioi for hun at home, then font him 
to the Kinc^’s-c illcge of Abeidecn, where* 
altti lie had gone Uuougli his coutfes, he was 
at the expence of rending him to the univerfity 
of Groningen, in Holland. He lludied the 
civil law ; he icniaincd there three years ; and, 
living in a Fieiicli hnufe, and with EngliAl 
genthinui* of whom there w.is a confidcrable 
iiumbcr at Groning'^n at that time, he 
learned both the Firnch and Englidi Ian- 
guae-js. When lieitturnvd to Scotland, and 
came to the bar cf the Couit of Sclllon* hu 
was taken notice of on account of his learn- 
ing by feveral Izarncd Judgis who fat then 
u^>n that bench, an-i wt-rt fcholars as well 
as lawyers, and yariicuiaily by Duncan Forbes, 
rhe Pieiideni of the Court, who has lived and 
hi»rne office in Scotland innurtime. In his 
company he had the honour to be very much s 
and after his death, he affided in fetting on 
foot and carrying on a fubfcilption in the Fa- 
culty of Advocates, for a datue vvhicb they 
crcAed CO liis memory. This datue is the 
work or Roubiliaci and is judged by the con- 
M 01 m a ooiffeurs 
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noifleurs tc be the fineft ftatue on thia fide of 
the Alps. Under this Prciident and Tome 
learned Judges that fat with hinii he learned 
the Scotch Uaw ; and he has a large colltc- 
ti<. n of '-ieciiions of theirs, which hr thin' s 
the mod valuable coilcdlion of the dtciiions 
of the Court. 

When he came to be of eminence in his 
profeffi(>n, he was emplo>ed in the gtc-ated 
caufes, particularly in the caufc of Uoui;l:i:>i 
perhaps the greateft private c.-ufe, every cir- 
cumdance confidered, that has been in Europe 
of a grrat while. Of wnac f\.rvicu he was in 
that caufc to Mr. Douglas, is pteity well 
known lie made, while the cautc was de- 
pencung, three journijs to France, and took 
down all the piooi on the par' ot Mr. Douglas 
with fo much candour and accuracy, that he 
was delirecl by the French l.iwycis, on the 
fide of the Duke of F-laniiluiP) todidfate it 
all. The lait c.uife h.- ^"is employ vrd in be- 
fore he luit the bar, Wd't i k«.x%i:- a t mfe of 
great imporran.e. It wis the qucfllon con> 
ceir ing the Pceiagc ot SunierlaiiH, in which 
hi> •owkege of the Acoich Antiquities was 
of ''ei » gr“ it ule to th« Countef*-. 

>Mjile he was in Franv.^, and **.iTiploying 
liis Itifure time in htci.ny purfuits, he 
caoce\s>cl the dvfign ol Hcuik an author. He 
h»d been long cut ions about the oiigin of me 
liioft w nderful art among men, ai.d which 
appeals to the phiiofopher not the lefs won> 
dtnul for being fo common, the art of Ian. 
guige { and he had lujul t i i E^ok giving an 
account of me of the rudeit languages upon 
earth, VIZ. the lam^uage of c'le Hurons, m 
North- America. This book he nevti could 
lay hold cf; hur at laft difeovired it in the 
F rtiicli King's lihr. y.and, by the couru Cy of 
the- then l.brary- keeper, Mr. Cap*'ennier, was 
allowed the extraordinary piivilcge of curry- 
ing it home with Iiim and kec ping it for feme 
week'-. By this hook he was carried fo near 
to the origin of the art, that he thought he 
could form feme fyftcm of the invention and 


progrefs of it ; and this prodtreed his firft 
volume of the origin and piogieE of language, 
printed in the year 1772, and a fecond edi-

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Druidifm Stfelf, and were placed as menno* 
rials to rc^cord different events | Aich as re- 
markable inff:inces of God’s mercies; fingular 
victories ; boundaries, and fomecimes fep*il* 
chres. Various inflaiices occur in the Old 
Teffament of fuch being ereCled by the 
triarchs. Such was that raifed by Jacob at 
Luz, afterwards by him named Keciicl j fuch 
th'* pillar placed over Rach.iel's grave ; they 
weie likewife marks of execration, and ma- 
gical talifmans. 

From having been long confidered as ob- 
jects of veneration, we find they tvere at 
lenrth, by the ignor;>nC and fu peril iiiou», ido- 
latroufly worfhiffped ; wherefore, after the 
incioduCtioii of Chriltianity, fpmc had crolfes 
fet on them, which was confidered as fnatch- 
ing them f 4 n the Icrviceof the Devil. 

Vulgar lup* ifticion, of a later da-,*, has led 
the common people to confider rhefc monu- 
nients as perfons ti.nisfoimed into Hone for 
the punifhmcnt of fome crime, generally that 
of babbatfi- breaking. Tf.js talc, however, 
is nut confined to fingle Itones, '>i]t is told 
alfo of whole circks 5 witr.efs ih(\|e c-.lltd 
the HurUrs in Cornwall, and RottorukStnirs 
in tVarwickfhiie. The fi»fl are, by the po- 
pulace, fiippofcd to h:tv <3 been men tiius 
transformed, as a punilhment for playing on 
the Loid's Day at a game called Hurling j 
the latter, a pagan King and hts army. 

Carnes, ox Cat pities ^ were generally fituared 
on eminences, fo as to he Vifible one fiom the 
Ollier ; they are of dififeient Jizts, loni'J ctm- 
taining at kalt .111 hundred cart-load of Hones : 
their !oim is comc.il, a flat ftone crnwning 
the apex. On thefe fires were kiiulled, fays 
Toland, at cc-itain tirn*'’. of theye.ir, n<:riico- 
lai'lyon the eves of the firfl of May and the 
firft of Nuvemher, for tfie purpofe of fi^cri- 
fic'iig ; at winch lime all the peoph* iiavmg 
extinguifhed their domellic hearth', le- 
kindled them iium the facred fil^,s of the 
C irncs. 

Krfl'vaenSf that is, Rone cheRs, commonly 
confitt of four Rags or thin Rones, tw<i of 
which are fet up edgeways, ncai ly parallel ; 
a third, (horter than the other tw'o, is placed 
at right angles to them, thus forming the fidi's, 
and clofin ; the end of the clieR : the fourth, 
laid flat on the top, makes the hd or cover, 
which, on account of the inetpiality of its 
luppoiters, inclines to the horizon at the 
clofed end. Various have been the opinions 
of the antiquaries concerning their ufe. Some 
fuppofe them to have been altars, and ima- 
gine ilie inclination of the covering to have 
been intended to facilitate the draining of the 
blcxid from the viClim into tlie holy velfel de- 
ftined to receive it. Others alferC that they 
aie ibinilchral monuments, and fiipport their 
opinions by faying that botii the fiza of them.

Koci HjJoas^ whltli .lie c.ivitie3 of different 
fize.s, from fix feet to 3 few indies diameter, 
cut inti . the <ui face of the nx ks for the pur- 
polV, as is fiippofed, of collecling the dew 
and rain, pure as it defeerded from the 
heavens, fur the ufe of abluiiciis and purifi- 
cations preferined hy the DruiduMl religion. 
Of tliefe bafoiis there arc ivvi* fi>fts: one 
wiiii lips or commuiiic-itKMis between tlie 
different bafons ; the other, fimpie cavities. 
Thefe latter fcrm to have heeii intended as 
rrfcrvoiis to preicTve the drw,. which the 
Diu.ds dc'( nied tlie purcR of all liquids, in 
Its origin:.l |mii itv , and was perhaps ufed to 
mix with tlie'.r milletoe. 

Sciiue of them are fo formed as to receive 
the head and part of the human body. One

Rones to cx iClly pot led un .1 pu'.nt, as to be 
eafiiy C'uifed 10 lock or vibrate if tfuidied at 
a ceirain place. Soine of thefe are artificial, 
and others natural rr'cks, cleared of the cir- 
rumjriC&n; caith, am' were probably ufed by 
the Di'tiids a*; mill timeri^c of pious fraud, like 
the Riitue (if bt. Kunibiild by the Monks of 
n moii.iftcry in Kvii* ; which Raiue, though 
only the fue niid fi.'^Mie of an infant, could 
niic. It was pretc'iidLU, he lifted by any one 
labouring under an iinexpiated offence, that 
is who had not hy a/mi and offerings pur- 
chafed their abfolurion. The figure Itood oa 
a kind of pedeRal agaiiiR the wall, to which 
it was fecuied by a ftcrit peg, which might 
be put III or w'ithdiawn on the ocher fide. 
It the penitent wns ngg.irdly in his offering 
to the Saint the peg was applied, and the 
/igiiie became inimi veable even by the 
RiiJi gcR man ; and, on the contrary, a liberal 
benufa^ion made it eafy to be lifted by the 
iTioft dv'hcate girl. 

Though this be neither a AiperRitious nor 
a credulous age, little dif|H>fed to give into 
the opinion thsc virtues, like entailed cRates, 
defeend to poRerity j yet incredulity itfelf 
might have been R iggcrcd by fome late oc- 
cunenecs, si:d ainiolt Jed to (uppofe that St.

The Cromlth^ or CromUcb^ fays Mr. Grnfe, 
differs from the Kid- V:,tn in not being clofed 
up at the end and fide«<, is alfn generally 
of larger dimcnfions, and fometimes confiffs 
of a greater number of ff ones, 'f lie tei m 
Cronnleh is, be fays, derived from the Ar- 
monc word Crum^ crooked, or bowing ; and 
ffnne, alluding to the re\ erence perfons 
paid to them by bowing. They are, by the 
vulgar, called Coetne Arthui, orAithiir's 
Quoit j it being a cuffnm in Wales, as well 
as 111 Cornwall, lo afciihe all great and won- 
del fill nhje .its to Prince Aithur, the Hem of 
tbofe ('ountru s. 

Cttcles, Ovals, &c. it is now generally 
agreed, were 't-rii; lies, orphneesof fokmn af> 
fcmhliesfor councils, orclrtflion, and Oa»s of 
judgment; 'hey aic for the niolt puitiir- 
Cular, though they OiCafionally diiU'i in 
figure as well us diiticnfioii!;. 'I'hc nrioli 
iinipk* wei e compoled of one circle. Stuiie- 
fitfi'gi coi hlKd of two Clicks and two ovals, 
refpediivtlv conccr.tiic ; uhilff Chdl at Pot. 
faith, near b(. in Cornwall, is formed 
by four intci feeling circles: and the gi eat 
temple at Abuiy, iii Wiltfhrc, it is fatd, 
deicrihcd the fiyiiie ol a ferapli ci fiery 
fiying ferpent, itpiefenttd hy clicks and 
right lines. In the uriiclc of magnitude, and 
number of Oones, tlieie is the gicalcll v.w 
jriety, fome circles being only twehc fret in 
diameter, ai>d fi rmed only of tuvl-u llcn»':i ; 
others, futh as Sionihmge ;in.I Ahuiy, con- 
tained, the fiil^ one hundred and lOTiy, and 
the freond fix hundred and fifty-two, and cc- 
ftupird many acics of giouinl. 

The hft Dj^uidical mnnument mentioned 
fiy our autlior rsthe o*i Hok St ’iic. 

This inunument is fermed hy a large oi lii- 
culir ffone, fupported by txvo fmalkr, be- 
twixt which there ir. an aperiuie or pa^uge. 
** l\\e mV made of iheni by the ancurnts 
f* (fays Horlafe) we can only guftfsat; hut 
we have reafon to think, that when (knirs 
** were once ritually confecrared, the y aitri- 
** bated grrat and niirucnloua virtues to every 
pait of them, and imagined that whdiever 


“touched, lay down upon, W'as fui rounded 
“ hv, or p..lled through or under thefe Hones, 
** acquired thereby a kind of hemnef*:, and

Ihcre is a rock of the Tolnien kind at 
BonrilMy, in the KaH Indies, held in greet

Having tbi 7 followed our author through 
his account of Dnhdical monununts, whicli 
finiibes Ins preface, we proceed to the body 
of the v/ork. 'i'o each county, which he 
takes alnhabetically, is prefixed a map, whicli 
is followed by a (hurt defeription of its fize 
and fitiiation, a liHof its maiket towns, and 
Che antiquities in il moH worthy of notice. 
To C'ch plate is annexed a dcfctiption of its 
ol jeiil, containing an hillorical account of its 
fituatioii, and every interelling circumffance 
belonging to it. As a fprcimen we liave hero 
given his account of Reading Abbey^ Beik- 
Ihiie. 

“ This was a mitred parliamentary Abbey, 
and one of the nioH coufidetablc in England, 
both for tile magniliceocu of us buildings and 
the lichncfs of its endowments. King 
Henry 1 . began to lay the foundations anno 
1121, having pulled doun a fm.ill deferted 
nuiiiii'ry, hy fomc faid to have been founded 
by hlfiida, motliei -in-Uw to King £d- 
waro c..ikd 1 he Martyr, in expiation of the 
murder of rliai king .it C irfe ( aftle. The 
new mond'teiy w'as corii|ib.reM n'. four years; 
butllie chincli waseiihei not c< l iecraied till 
the icir.ii of Heniy IJ. or elfe rh.it ceremony 
was, fur Che fecond lime, performed in the 
year 1163, or 1164, hy AiclibiAmpBeckeC, 
the King andm jiv of the n<>biliiy being pre- 
lent : it was dedicated to the honour of the 
Holy Trinity, the hhlTid Vn gin Maty, ami 
St John the Lvaiigclilt. B owiie Willis, 
fiwm diveis good aiiihoiities and leafons, lu 
theft*, adds ht. Jame^, making its lutelais Hand 
in the following Older : The Holy Tiinity, 
the BUfled Virgin Mary, St. J.'imes, and St. 
Jolm the KvangthH. It was, luiwcver. com* 
monly calhd the Abbey of Sr. Mary at 
Reading, probably fiom the extraordinary 
veneration paid in thofe d.iys Co the Holy 
Virg n, which even exceeded that llicwii to 
the name of ChriH. li wjs endowed for two 

hundreil 
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hundred monks nr the Benedidline Order^ 
altho* at the Inqnifition 50 Edw. III. there 
were only one htinilred. 

“ In this Ahbcy was buried the hotly of 
King Henry I. its founder j but his heart, 
eyes, tongue, brains, and bowels, according to 
Dr. Ducaiel, in his Anglo- Nornnan Anti- 
quities, were depofitetl under a handfome 
monument before the high altar in the an* 
dent priory church of Notre Dame dii Pres, 
Otherwife De Bonnes Nouvelles, at Rouen, 
founded anno <060. and deClroyed during 
the fiegc of Rmien in 1592. 

** Here likewife was interred Adelisa, 
his fecond queerf; and, according to fome 
writers, his daughter Maud the Empicfs, mo- 
ther to King Henry 11 . thougli otlieis with 
more probability fix the place of her fepulchre 
at Bec,m Noimandy. Over her tomb here, 
it is fairi, were the following verfes.

** In this place was alfo buried, at the feet 
of his grandfather, VVilli.im, eldelb fon of 
King Henry II.j likewife v:on(l.ince, daugh- 
ter of Edmund de Lanr, ley, Duke of Y’uik; 
Anne, Countefsof Warwick } a fon and daugU* 
ter of Richard Earl of Cornwall ; and a tr**.at 
number of other perfons of rank and 
tion. King Henry I. had a comb on *viiich was 
his elligiev’, as appears from a record (|uaced 
by Tanner ; and probably ►*.iere were many 
other niagnificeiil mouo.nenis which were 
demoliflied or removed when the monallcry 
^as converted in* o a toyal maiifion; but it 
IS not likely the honck of the perfons bu- 
ried diltributed <iiid thrown out, as af- 
fert'^d by S^ndford, ncitlier was the Abbey 
turned into a (table ; for Camden fays, ** the 
monaflery, wherein King Henry 1 . was in- 
terred, was converted into a royal feat, ad- 
joining Co which Hands a fair (table, with 
noble horfes of the King's!" The demo.

** Hiftory particularizes only two councils 
held here in the refeftory, or rather the 
church: one in (lie reign of King John, by 
the Pope's legate ; and the other in that of 
Edward I. by Archbifhop Peckham. There 
is reafon, however, to beheve, that divers 
others were held in die fame place $ like- 
Uife in this monuRery a pariiament w.«s af- 
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fembted, jt Hen. VI^ wherein diver* Inn 

were en;idted. 

«* This Abbey had funds for entertaining 
tlie poor and travellers of all fons ; whicb^ 
according to William of Malmfbury, was fo 
well perlonned, th.it more money was fpent 
in hofpitality than expended on the monks. 
Yet, neverthclefb, Hugh, the eighth Ahbot^ 
having, as he fays in his grant, obferved ^ 
iirquoper partiality in the treatment th« 
rich m preterence to the poor ^althungk 
the founder, King flenry, had ijiredled 
liofpitality (hould he (hewn inditTereuf'iy to 
all perfons, therefore fo'^nded an 'lofpital 
near the gate of the r,iona(tery, fr,r the re* 
cepciiMi of fuch pilgrims and por., perfons aa 
were not admilted into the Abbey ; and 
likewife gave to tlic faid Ur fpkal the church 
of St. Lawrence for cv»-i> maintenance 

of thirteen poor perfor ^ m diet, clothes, and 
other nccelTarics, allowing for the keeping 
of thirteen more out of the iifual alms. This^ 
in all likelihuo done under the fpecious 

pretence of chanty, wms only a method taken 
to exj'-.iie the meaner perfons from Che 
table ;,f the Abbey, which was at that timCp 
w*'.en inns wee not fo common as at pre* 
lent, often frequented by travellers of the 
belter (brt. By this means alfo a confiderable 
f jving would .iccrue to the houfe ; the far9 
of this hofpiCal boing, doubtlefr, fuitable to 
the cnmiiiion of the perfons there enter* 
tained. 

** An hofpital for poor lepers was a’fo 
founded near the ciiurcb by Auchcrius, the 
fecond Abbot: it was Ued.ciUd io St. Mary 
Magdalen. Here they weie cumfortably 
mainMined, and governed by divers lulcsand 
regnl.uiDns, admirably well calculated for 
piebTving peace, hiimony, and good order* 
Among llvm were tlicf© : Any one difput- 
trig, and heii.g fulcrcd by the rnafter to hold 
his peace, nor obeying at the third monition, 
was to .-jvf* n icliing but bread and water 
tlKic day. lie vvbo gave the He was fubjeft 
to the r^mc piw'dhmenc, with fome humi* 
li,«iing cii cijnii'^.inces. If, after this, he con- 
tinued fulleu, or did not patiently fuhiniC te 
his c.'.Rig.u’am, it was to be repeated another 
dny } wbi'p, if he (till perfevered in his ob* 
ftimry, h^* w.iv to lofe the benefit of the 
th'inty for f<e-ty days. A blow wasimiB'i-

Ceeding year, when divers of thofe Batons 
were cxcommiiniciced particularly and by 
name. In 39 Hen. Hi. the maincenai.ce of 
two Jvwifh converts, both womtn, was im- 
pofed on this houfe ; and in the fame reign, 
the King atcempring to borrow a laige fi.m 
•f money from ^/cme of tlie great Abbies, 
.tmong wbicif were VVeflmtndbr, St. \lhan\ 
Heading, and Waltham, was pofitively re* 
fofed by the Abbot of Reading. 

Fuller, 111 his Chuich Hiftory, has this 
anecdote of one of the Abbots, which he 
Hiles * A pleafant and true Story :* King 
Heiify VI 11*^ as he «•.■»$ hmiting m Windfor 
Fureft, victier cafually loft, or (more pro- 


bably) wilfully lofing himfelf, ftmek dowii| 
about dinner- time, to (he Abbey of Reading, 
where, difguifing himfelf (much for delight^ 
more lor difeovery to fee iinleen), he was 
invited to the Abbot's Cable, and pafled for 
one of the King's guani ; a place to which 
tlie proportion of bis peiftm might properly 
entitle him. A fir- loin of beef was fet be- 
fore him (fo knighted, fays tiadidon, hy this 
King Henry), on which the King laid on 
luftily, not difgiacing one of that pl.ee for 
whom hu was miftaken. ** W'ell fare thy 
heart (quorh the Abbot), and here in a cup 
of fack 1 remember the health of h:s Grace 
your mafter. 1 would ^give an hundied 
pounds on the condition 1 could feed fo 
iinartily on beef as you do. Alas ! my weak 
anil rqueaz e ftomach will hardly digeft the 
wing of u rabbit or chicken." The King 
pleafancly pleu^^. -d him, and heai tily thanked 
him for his good cheer; after dinner departed 
as undifeovered as he came thither. Some 
weeks after the Abbot was fent for hy a pur- 
fuivant, brought up to London, clapt in the 
Tower, kept clofe prifoner, fed for a (liort 
time with bread and water; vet not fo empty 
his body of food as his mind was filled with 
fears, cre.iting many fulpeion*' to himfelf 
Vbhen and how he had incurred the King's 
iiirpwal'ore. At laft a fir- lion of beef was 
fet bcfoie him, on which the Abbot fed as 
the farmer of his giaiige, and verified the 
proverb, 'J hal two hungry meals make Hie 
third a glutron. Ln fprings King Hcmy out 
of a private h>bbie, Wt.ere he h.'id placed him- 
fclf the mvifihle fpcctartn' of the Abbot’s be- 
haviour. My Lord (quoth (lie King), preA 
fcntly depofic your hundied poi^.ds in gold, 
or elfe no going hence all the dates lif your 
life. I have been yon r ph) fici.an, to cure y*».j 
of your fqueazie Homacli ; and heie, as t 
deferve, I demand my fee for the fame.'* 
The AhbnC down with hisduft, and glad he 
liad efcaped fo, returned to Reading, as 
iomewhat lighter in purfe, fo much more 
merrier in heart than when he came 
Ihcnce,” 

1 his account is clofed with the fucceflioii 
of Abbot.s, as given by Browne Willis in his 
H.ftoty of Miired Abbies. It is .iccrmpanivd 
by two views ; the one drawn in 1762, re- 
prefentiiig the grtat gate of the Ahhoy, whicAi 
formerly en;bactl«d ; hoc it being judged 
uiineceff.uy, the embattlcAi nt was taken off 
aboBt thirty years ago, which has confideiably 
hurt Its appearance. The other view, which 
was drawn in 1759, (hews the fouth view 
of Che remains of this magniftccBC Abbty, 
majeftic even in its ruins*

Tiv Noble Peafant, a Comic Opera, fet ro 

IVlvific by William Shield. Price 10s. 6 J.

A FTER an attentive furvry of this Opera, 
we have the fatisfa^ioii to fnul, hat if 
if is not the hislic^ in meiit of Mr. Shield's 
produAions, it is in their hi.'hell r.ink, and 
adds to the reputation he had befoi e acquired. 
Taken in a broad view, it has much (he air 
of novelty ; and, while it prefer ves a cliarac- 
teriOic llile, exhibits a pleafant f.*c>lity of 
fancy, and a decent degree of fcit'iice. 

The overrule, which comes firft under no- 
tice, itnkes us as prettily imagined. The 
fuhjeft of the fiiit movement, we allow, is 
not great, or remaikahly fpiritcd ; hat it is 
new, pleafing, and not entirely deltkuCc of 
holdnefs : lU repetition in the bnfs Co a new 
accompaniment in the upper parts is a good 
tlioiight, and produces its elfedl. The little 
esuntc^poinf, introduced at the nineteenth bar, 
is agreeable, hut Ihould liave been furtlier 
purfut'd ; but this is a f|>ecies uf wilting with 
vUhich Ml. Shield nhvinuily w'ants abetter 
acqii iintaiice. Whatever a liiidious purfuit hi 
the theoretic braiicli of his iinifeini^n may 
hereaft'T prodiice, at prefent and ait- 

ful combinations are not aumiigit lus compo- 
(itive powers. The idea of ihc thirty- fixtli 
bar IS pretty, and plcafantly returned by (he 
bafs. The palfige alfo introduced by the 
bafs at tlic forty-fifth bar is exceedingly good, 
and as wdlanfweied hy the treble ; and the 
following pafidge, allotted lotlie h.dfoon J^lo^ 
is happily fanciful. We are cqujlly pieafed 
with Its effedl, as fooii .after repc ited by the 
hautbry, and chink the conclufion of the 
tnoveitient boldly imagined. The fecond 
movemenc opens in an agreeable llile, and 
proceeds with much tafle. The introduAion 
of the air, ** How imperfedl is exprcinon,'* 
by the fniall flutes, 15 a lucky thought, and 
pleafed us at the ti^atre exceedingly ; the 
meric of gliding into it fo frtinothly from the 
preceding palTagesdid not efcape us. The 
lafl movement has a character that we very 
much like; it raifesthe attention, and repays 
it. The dialogue of the feveral inflruments, 
with (he occafional intei venticn of the full 
band, had, we thought, a happy elfi.£l. The 
bugle-horn was very agreeable, and owed no 
fmall degree of its fuccefs to the charafteriftic 
ftile of its melody. Upon the whole, there- 
fore, we confider tbc ovcrtiire ttftheJVof/# 
£vaor. Mac. 


Pcafarj as a prodiiflion of much merit, and 
as doing honour to the pen it came f^rom. 
Wc now proceed to our remarks oii the 
Opera. 

The firft fong, “ \Vc arc archers fo flout 
and fo good," fnng by Mr. flanniltcr, has a 
flrong r.ovelly of <iii , and, while it ph'afes the 
car, well expi'ctit-s tl.e free and hold Ipirit 
o( Bell i and the chui us \siih winch 

the verTcs conJude is pretty well managed. 

The liiho “ Yc rocks and caves with 
deop rclouiul.n,; voice,* iiiiig by Mrs. Ban- 
niiler and Mr. Hr^tc, and accompanied hy 
Mcir. Fofler and P.n kinf.iii on (he flute and 
b.iir>on, is a fuceef ful proof of the author's 
flrength and flight of imagination. The 
flrain is novel throughout, and the anfwers 
of the eelm are well managed. The reply 
of the flute to the words ‘‘Can mimic well 
the Ihepherd's note,** and the fuccreding re* 
fponfe'j of the h.lfoon to “ Or licrdfmin’s 
hoarfer throat,” and that of the Utth J/ute to 
“ Can chirp to all the winged thiong,” dif- 
play much judgement. The change of the 
movement at ** Can oft repeat the jolly 
ploughboy’s fong,'* is of Inppy j and 
the conciiifioii exliibits inu^'ii laile. One 
impropi irty, though nut diredly in our pale 
of crilicifm, flrikee us too foicihly r.ot to he 
noticed. When the Lady fays, or r.<tlier 
fiiigs, “ Gentle Kcho,eafe my grief,*' (he Echo, 
to m ike a reply of mcanii.g as well as of 
found, alTumcs a power it never pofT-lfed be- 
fore; and anfwers, “ Gentle L u'y, cafe your 
grief.” Again, when the lady's words arc, 

“ And cell me, is my IIar»/J fafe?” the civil 
Lcliii, to hiLisfy the Lad\, tlio' it feems Co be 
only capable of repeating what it receives, 
calls to iifelf a new attribute, and anfwsrs 
her like an 2lc/jo of fenje, by faying, 1 tell 
you yes, your Uai old's fafe.*’ 

The third fong, “ The Hero cotifcious of 
his worth,” fung by Mifs George, is a pro- 
duiflion of much mciit, w'lth a cunfi.lciable 
degree of fpiriC :* it polfelfes fomc well-ima- 
girAd p.ifTiges. The divlfions aie good, and 
very well adapted to the powers of the 
finger it was written for ; the moduUtion, 
though not fluking, Js eafy, and the accom- 
paniments greatly culoTce the efledt. They 
are every wheie >ii this fong fo judicious, 
that we fcarce know how Co diflingtiifh any 
one part ; hut if we were to particuLnfe, 

It would be to take notice cf them at the 
swords ‘^Arms, rage, aad danger,** fixry, 
K o a eighth 
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eighth bar, where the autlv^r calls up ftrong 
pDwers of expreflion, and (ets before us the 
gi Cut exertions of nature. 

The following fong, “ Ere the beard of 
Ihiftle fails,*’ or, Tb* Siafont^ fung by Mr. 
Bannifter, is, we iliir^k, pretty. The air is« 
new, and has a call of charafler that is plea- 
fing, and w’ell adapted to the words. The 
fymphony is charmiitglv animating, and the 
accompaniment of tlie flutes at the repetition 
of the tunc to the words “ When the fwal- 
lows twiit’nng fing,'* aptly applied. 

The fifth fong, “Thiswoild is a fair/’ 
fupg by Mr. Edwin, is conceived with much 
humour, and fuliained the whimficallty of 
Che words. Tlic recitative given to “ And 
there we fee whirligigs, &c.” is natural, and 
the conclufion fpiriied. 

The following chorus, “ Behold the 
cor.qu’ring Hero's meed,” has fome merit of 
«iV ; but we cannot allow it any of the ex- 
cellencies of a cborus. No advantage is taken 
of the parts the author had to w*)rk with j 
no coiitiivance difcovers itfeif. The fpirit, 
the light and fhailc neither of tounterpeint 
nor xmxtatiun ct^nthbute to the efl'e^h I'lie 
harmony proceeds in a dull unvaried body of 
found ; nor is ihe bafs well cliofen, or the 
inner parts i.i ranged with judgement. Bur, 
as we have before ublerved, Mr. Shield, iho* 
not unhUfled wiili genius, is far from a roan 
of deep fciencc j and the maliery of counter • 
point and artful combinations (the very ef- 
fance of chorus. writing) is not amongft his 
profcfl\onal qiialificaticns. 

The recttativCf With rapid finger firm 
and deep,” fpokm by Mr. Kannifter, is good, 
and the accompaninn’nt of the pedal harp ju- 
dicious : alfo, the leraainder of ir, Ipoken 
by Mifs George, does credit to its author. 
Tlie little air it introduces, *' Hither, fmtiing 
viigin,” fung by the lalt mentioned Lady, is 
prettily fancied, and the fncceeding cliorus 
tolerably conltrudted. 

From this we proceed to the confideration 
of the Jinale of Che fiift yda, in which we 
find, with tome new faults, a great deal of 
meric. The opening is bold and fpii iCed i 
hut we cannot but remark that the p.iffige 
applied to the words ** On the bofom ef 
Peace court the fmiles of the Fair,” is the 
fame, note foe note, with^that cxpicfllng 
<* In a tide of golden gnmeus, like Paiio/^Sy 
tho’ you roll,” in the fong •• Talk not of 
youc dirty acres, ' by Dr. Arnold, which 
opens the fecond An *>t Twe to One, The 
fecond movement, ** Wiiile roundabout the 
jotriind table," it novel aod pretty. The fol* 
lowing dial' gue is good, and the chorus, tlio’ 
not witheuc defedfs, is by much the bed we 
have yet fpoken of. The fubje^ is pleafing . 
The breaks of the hainiuny at the niotb and 


eleventh bars* have a good effeff ; and the 
littleimitatinn given at the wuids ** Sportive 
trick and merry tale,” is not had j but, in the 
twelfth bar we meet with two fucceeding 
eigbthsy between Che bafs and foprano, and, m 
the lad bar but two, the melody nfes after a 
Jtventb. 

The fecond commences with a fimplo 
pleafing air, fung by Mrs. Banmder. The 
following air, ** Ah tell me why fhuuld filly 
man,” fung by Mifs Brett, is moderate ; the 
next, Lovt: leads us to labyrinths of woe,'* 
fung hy Mis. Bannifler, original, pretty, and 
expi eli'ive ; and the humour of When 
fwallows lay their eggs fnow** is well 
conveyed, and the tianfition from a minor 
third to a major at the line “ For fay, man 
of Cutham,*' is well judged. 

Give me the man of fimplc foul,” fung 
by Mifs Gtiori^'. . is a fong of much merit. 
The fird movenietu is natural and pleafant ^ 
and the fecund is well adapted to the words. 
The return to the fiid p.ut aflids tlie tiiciSt, 
and forms a gixid conclufion. 

Adam Belly (ung hy Mifs Morris, is a fa- 
vourite of ours. Ihc air is novel, pretty, 
aiidchara 61 criflic. The fucceeding air, Love/y 
If'omany lung hy Mr, Bannifter, ple.^^e'! ns 
exceedingly. The melody is new ar.d ex- 
pul'kve, and the Du C.tpof a lia]>py relief to 
the fiift pait. « Sir Eglamoie was a valiant 
Knight,*’ fung by Mr. Edwin, has great ori- 
ginality of ail , and much humour. 

finale of this Afl, which comes next 
under nonce, confidered generally, is very 
ingenious ; with a few defcdls many beau- 
ties are mixed, chit point out the hand of 
genius. The iotiodiiClioii is aukward and 
unnatural; but the fifth bar prelents au ex- 
ceeding pretty palfjge ; and the remainder 
of Che nuivemfiit polleffes a pleafing and ex- 
prrflive melody ; pai cicularly the words ** The 
raging ftorm obeys, and Oh would I were 
in any oilier place I” are well given. Tii« 
focceeuing movement is well managed 
throughout. The little air, Hence, daftard, 
with your coward fears,” is in charaAer, and 
tlie chorus decent. 

The third a£t opens well. ‘‘ Inur'd to 
w'ars and rude aLarms,” fung by Mr. Ban- 
nifter, is a fung of great merit : fpTit and 
martial ardour are llrongly infufed into the 
air, and greatly enfoiced by the accompani- 
ments. How can my mother chide my 
love ?” fung by Mifs Morris, is pretty, familiar, 
and original. Tho ancient glee, fnng by 
Mr. Brett, Mr. Davies, and Mr. Bannifter, 
is jadiciouffy applied. The fucceeding air, 
** Where fcorching funs the thirfty earth,’* 
rung by Mifs George, is a pleafingly expref- 
five air : its fimplicity of charadler ranks it 
high in that dais of fongsi and does honour 

to 
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tol^ author's judgemeat. « f^or were a min 
melancholy at proofs of oiheru folly," fung hy 
Mr. Edwin, if well hit off: flie ;iir is fmooth, 
^nd the humour of the words is happily m- 
dulged. 

The glee with which the piece concludes 
is adapted with much judgement. Mr.Gaudryt 
Mr. Brett, Mr. Davies, and Mr. Banniltcr, 
weie never heard together to greater ad van* 
tage. The holding notes alteniately falling on 
the word lhrny produces an excellent cflcdt ; 
and the whole air wtll accords with tlie fuhjed 
matter of tlie fong. 

Up >n the whiile, therefore, the muiic of 
the PJmU Pci-^aut poifelfes a refpcdahle 
fhare of merit, and hirms for its author an 
additional claim to public favour. 

Six Sonatas for the Harpficliord or Piano. 

Forte i with an Accompaniment for a 

Violin. Compofed by R. Price. Opera

In reviewing ihi.; firft publication of Mr, 
Price, we cannot gratify ourfelvcu hy faying 
that we difcovered any Ih iking mfliks either 
of genius or fcieiitihc le.irning ; fume prciti. 
nelfcs are fcattered about the work, though 
but thinly, and thefe are more than invalida- 
ted by tiiC deficiencies. 

The firfl Sonata opens aukwardly, and 
tlie fiihjedl does not improve as it proceeds. 
The eleventh bar introduces a palLge eafy in 
its (tile, and not unpleafing j but the fccotid 
bar of it prefents two conferntive eighths 
between the treble and bafs of the liarpA- 
chord part. The idea of the nineteenth and 
twentieth bars, w'iih its anfwei, is tiifling 
and puerile ; fume tolerable thnugl'.ts liclp to 
fill up the remainder of this movcnienr, .md 
bring us to a fecund in three- fourths, which 
commences fomewhat agreeably, hut is not 
purfued with that judgement the opening 
merits. T'te ninth bar gives a paT.ge af- 
fected in its Ayle, and falfe in iisconliruCtiou; 
and the twenty- fixtii bar exhibits a diiro- 
nance which, for its fuddennefs and ill-coti. 
trivance, equals, at leaA, any thing we can 
recoHeCt. From this we proceed to a whole 
page of an infipid and unmeaning fiicceirion 
of fmall notes which the author terras a 
Cadenza Stravaganec,which\ejn^ us tc the laA 
movement, in three-eighths, winch opens with 
a pleating fubjeCt, and is, upon the whole, by* 
much the beft part of the Sonata. 

The firlt movement of the feennd piece is 
fupplied by a confufion of ideas, neither 
connected with each other, nor tolerable in 
themfelves ; hut which, however, are in 
fome degree compenfated hy the fubjeCI nf 
thcfucceeding movement, which opens with 
the Buif-Aop : we thiuk it very pretty, gad

that with fomewhat more of theoretic ad- 
drefs in the conduCt of the whole, the move- 
ment would have been excellent. 

The third piece is in parts eafy and agree, 
able. The tii A movement comes under this 
defcriptioii, and has fume beauties without 
any material deformities more than we 
can pronounce of the following one. Coo- 
fecutive oCIaves badly detigned, and others 
r' n were not drtigned, are not the greateft 
ot its faults, while nothing offers itfelf as an 
atoi.tment for th|m. 

The fouiih Sonat.i opens aukwardly, and, 
in effect, with two fucceediug eighths ^ and 
nothing throughout the tirlt movemeoC 
claims our praifu. The rondo which fot- 
lows IS fomewhat pleating m its fubjeCt, and 
the digreflions are not b;i l. 

The opening of the fifth Sonata is eafy 
and pleafant : we wifh it had been purfued 
with as much happinefs ns it begins; but 
want of connection, and other improprieties, 
foib.d the continuance of our approbation. 
The following minuet is fmooth, agreeably 
conceived, and forms a good conchition. 

The tixih and laA Sonata poffellrs foms 
merit. The tiiA movement is in part fpir 
rited, and nowdiere very bad. The niinueC 
is elegant, and the lubjeCt of the rondo ex- 
ceed'iig plcafiiig. 

Tliungli this work is not potitively deftituU 
of merit, having fome touthes which are ra- 
thrir above than below meiiocnty, we have 
fufficieiiC reafon to reioicc, fur Afr. Price's 
fake, that this is fi's fiiA public a tempt ; as 
well as to hope, that his next, if he Aiould 
make a fecond, will fiipply fome part of the 
great fpace lie lias left in this fur improve* 
mciit, and tliat he will be as alVidnous to 
pci fcCl his endeavours as lie Aiould be cau- 
tious to fbcw them to the world. 

Six Grand Sonatas for the Piano-Forte or 
Harpficliord, with an AccompanimcnC 
for a Violin. Compofed, and h.umbly 
dedicated to the Right Honourable Lad/ 
Earhfurt, by Philip Cogan, Price 10 s. 6d. 
Bland. 

THIS is one of ^ thofe publications which 
brings a highly pleating relief to ihe painful 
inveffigation of protluClions Aerile of genuine 
merit, an& which may fometimes give a 
warmth to the approbation of the candid cri- 
tic, which, though not wholly confined to the 
pale of AriClneti, is in a degree rendered ex- 
cufnble by the Arength of contraff in the 
fubjeCIs. Vet, in treating the preient article, 
we hope to keep the limits of real criticifm } 
and according to our judgement of the au- 
thor's deferts, W6 are ill htUo danger of ex- 
ceeding them.

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The (It ft Sonata opens with ftrtnnefsi and 
IS purfued with fpirit. The paftage prefent- 
ed to us in the thirty >feventh bar is a happy 
^de to the preceding lights, as alfo all thofe 
intioduced at'thc tnny*ninth and fixty-fifth 
ba'Si by (he latter of which we are led to a 
bold conclunon of the hi ft part of the move* 
mcnt, Tlie fecund part commences with a 
pi eciy thought in the thiid of the original 
key, charmingly nnl'weied in the fourth of 
the key minor. 'J he following palTages are 
full of hre, and k-.id us through a pleafing 
variety of ideas, judiciouily given in the dif- 
fcrent colours of piano ar.d forte, till we ar- 
rive at the thought which forms the con:lu- 
fion to the hrft part of the racv<imeiit. In 
the fecund movement we find a pleafing 
rondo. The fubjedi is e.ify, natural, and 
pretty, and tiie feveral deviations are within 
the bounds of the idea tiiey aie meant to 
relieve. 

Thu fccond Sonata opens witli tafte, and 
5n gentral exhibits much gcnuis. We arc 
particid.irly pleafa! with the intrududlion of 
the minoi third; and think the laft bar but 
one of the fit ft and fecund part of the fiift 
movement happily introduced. The fecund 
movement is of a chara^fur original and 
fimple, arid with many ftrukes of art exhi- 
bits real traits of fertile inveucion. 

The third piece commences with much 
fpiiit, proceeds with well- fancied pafTages, 
and lets lx fore us fume mntks of fcience 
which do credit to their author. The piano, 
crefeendo, foite, and diminuendo p.ifriges, hy 
which we ai rive at the concluding bars of 
the fii'ft and fucond paits of this firft movC' 
iiient, aie chaiming, ar.d owe no fm.ill fliarc 
of their beauty of effwd. ;o the judiciorrs ac- 
Companiment allotted them in the violin part. 

*J he luhjeA of the latter movement (a pretty 
and well known cuiintry dance) is given with 
well. imagined v.inations, and produces in the 
whole a good cffcdl. 

In the commencement of the next Sonata 
we have a pleafing much heightened 

hy the embelliihreient given it in its imme- 
diate repctitinn ;~a ni.tiKuuvre w'hich, if well 
executed, I'eldom fads of its due foicc. TiiC 
fiiccceding pirti, of the fteft movement pre- 
lent vaiious pafTages of met it, among which 
we cannot but diftmguifh that intii/duced at 
the thirty- ninth bar of the firft paic, ai.d its 
duplicate at the latter end of the fccond ; the 
modulations in fome parts of which, particu- 
larly at its beginninc, are natural and mafter- 
ly. The fucceeding rondo, whether from 
defign or acciilent the compnfer only knows, 
is' in fome parts of its fubjeA tco fimilar to 
Burton's La C&ofe, and in bthers to a fong of 
yufiice tf'oodcfiCk^Sf in Love iii a Village. The 
yjiiaiions, however, liandfomely compenfate 


thife objedlioSs, and, while they difplay 
refpedhihiu degree of fcicnce, do honour C 
the imaginitive powders of their author. 

The fifth Sonata, which opens with a 
Tafiaralfy is fimple and charaAehftic; the 
efubjedi IS pleafing and novel, and the whole 
agreeably conceived. The minuet is alio 
well fancied, and its variations exctllent. 

The (ixth and laft piece prefents us with a 
Capncio § ad libitumj which, though not 
Without fume palfiges more wild than natu- 
ral, pnlfelfes a confidcrable portion of merit. 
The fucceeding fugue is tolerable in its fub- 
jedl, and, in genet al, tvell worked. One 
particular we tvill beg lea^e Co fubmic to 
Mr. Organ's judgement— Whether the cir- 
euniftance of introducing the fiift refponfe 
of tl 0 hafs Co the fecund of its firft note 
wliich we find in the treble, would not have 
been better aviuJ'^d, if the anfwer is to be 
received as the commencement of the bafs > 
Or if the uncicr paic of Che preceuing h.'ir is 
to be confiJered as the beginning of the hafs, 
W'ould it not have been judicious to have 
referved the bafs for the aiiiwcr ? The jig 
with i\ hich the piece concludes is ingenious,

DESCRIPTION of the CITV of PETERSBURG H. 
[Embelliflied with an Elloant ENaRAV4NC.l 
CT. Pcterfbnrgh is fttoated in lat. 59 deg. upon the Neva, near the Gulph of Finland, 
^ 56 min. 23 f.N. and long. 3odvg. 25 min. and is built partly upon Tome lfl.inds in iha 
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Continent. Its principal divifioA are as |fol. 
low : I. The Adniiialty Qgarctr. 2. The 
VaffiUOftrof*. 3. The Funrefs. 4. The 
Ifland of Sc. Peterlbnreh, And 5, The va- 
rious Suburbs, called The Suburbs of Livonia« 
of Mofcow, of Alexander Nevfki, and of 
Wiburg. 

The ground on which it now (lands was, 
at the beginning of this century, only a valt 
morafs occupied by a few f.lh^rmen’s huts ; 
but no fooner had PtCer the Great wrefted 
Ingria from the Swedes, and extended his 
dominion to the (hores of the Baltic, t'.-an he 
formed the plan of building a city cn this 
feeniingiy uripronfffing (pet, and making it 
the capital <>f his dominions. As a prelude 
Co this undertaking, a fmall battery was raifed 
on an ifl.md of the Ne\a upon the fpoC now 
occupied by the Academy of Science*^ j and 
it was commanded by V'.-liili Dmitiievitch 
KortChmiii. ftom whom this part of the town 

called Vailili 0 (lrof, or the Iflandof Va/Tili. 
On May 16, 1703, a iorirefs was begun on 
another Ifland in the Neva ; and notw'iih- 
(landing the didicultics arifing frpiii the 
marfhy nature of the giound, the ii. expe- 
rience of the workmen, and their want of pro- 
per tools, Peiry telling us (State of KuIFki, 
Vol. 1. p. 300) that they ** were not furnifhed 
with the nccefTary tools, fuch as pick-axes, 
fpades, (hovels, wheel- ban uwf, piank«, aud 
theiike,'*a (mall citadel, furrounded by ram- 
part of earth, and flreiigihened by fix b.^ilion£, 
W'as hniflied in a very (hoic time. Within 
this fortrefs a few wooden habitations weie 
eiedled. Foi his own immediate refidcnce 
Peter alfo ordered, in the beginning of 1 703, 
a fmall hut to be* railed in an adjacent Iflaud, 
whicit he called the illaiid of St. Peterfbuigh, 
and from which the inctropnl-s takes its 
name. This hut is (fill prelerved, in mcmuiy 
ol the Sovereign who condefcendcd to liwell 
m it. 

On May 30. 1706, Peter ordered the ram- 
parts of earth to be demolifhed, and began 
the foundation of the new fortrefs on the 
famefpot. In 17x0, Count Golovkin built 
Che Brft edifice of brick ; and in the fol- 
lowing year the Tzar, with his own hand, 
laid the foundation of a houfe Co be eieAed 
of the fame materiali . From thefe fmall be* 
ginnings rofe Che prefenc metropolis of the 
Ruflian Empire j and in lefs than nine yeais 
after the firft wretched hovels were eredled, 
Che feat of Che Empire was transferred from 
Mofeow to PeCerfburgh. In 1714, a man- 
date was iflued, that all buildings upon Che 
Iflaod of Sc. Peterlburgh and in the Admi- 


ralty Quarter, particularly thofe on the bank! 
of Che Neva, fhould he built of timber and 
brick } that each of the nubility and princ* 
pal merchants fhould have a home at PUerf. 
burgh ; and that every large velfel navigating 
#0 the city fhould bring thii ty flones» 
every fmall veflel ten, and eveiy peafant's 
waggon three, for the conltiuflion of the 
public works. In 1716. a regular plan lor 
the • tw city was approved and publilhed by 
Peter; hue it w'as never put in eX’.ciuion. 
Under the Fmpreft Anne the Impcnnl re- 
fidence was removed Co the Admiialty Q^iai> 
ter. The nobility (oon followed the example 
of tlie Sovereign; and the V.'iifili Oitii>f, 
which, according to the original plan, wav 
to have been the principal pait of the ww 
metropidi^, is at prefeiit, if we excci t fome 
of the public eiirfices, and the luw of homes 
fronting tlie Neva, the woilt part of the 
city. 

Succeeding have continued to 

embelofh Phci (burgh, and none more than 
the I'refcnt Fnipiefs, who may, wirhout ex- 
aggfint'oTi, N-i called its Second Found-efs, 
Howcvei, it (till only no immenfe outline, 
which, as Mr. vViaxall inlUy ohiarrves, “ will 
icquue iutnie Einpieires, .ud alir.oli future 
agts to coinpletfe." 

The Itreets in general are broad and fpa« 
clous f ; and three of the priucip<il oncsi 
which meet the Admiralty and extend to 
the extremiries of the fuhurbs, are at lealt 
two miles in length. Mi ll of tliem arepaved ; 
but a few are (lill futfered Co remain flo!)ic*d 
With plank^. In feveral parts ot the men o- 
polis, p.niicu].iily in the Vadili Oitrof 
wooden liouies and h.ibitations, rc.iiccly fu* 
peiior to common cottages, are hlcndeil with 
the public buildings; but this moil. y mix- 
ture is far lefs common than at Mofeow, 
where alone can he formed any idea of ar. 
ancient Rulh. 11 city. 

The brick huufes are ornamented with a 
white ftucco, which has led feveral travellers 
to fay that they arc built with Clone ; 
** whereas (faysMr.Coxe},unlefs I am greatly 
millaken, there are only two Hone (liudlures 
in all Peterlburgh : the one is a palace, build- 
ing by the Emprefs Apon Che hanks of the 
Neva, called the Maible Palace: it is of 
hewn granite,- with marble columns and or- 
'laments : the other is the church of St. Ifaac, 
conftroCted with the fame matenals, but not 
yet finilhcd. 

The roanfions of the nobility are, many 
of them, vafl piles of building ; but are not 
ill general upon lo large and magnibcent a

That river is, in inofl plac.-.-t, 
broader than the TiianriCii at London ; it is 
alfo deep, rapid, and as tr^nlparent as cryfl^l, 
and iti banks are lined on each flde with a 
continued lange of handfome buildings. On 
fhe not tfi' fide, the Fortrefs, the Academy of 
Sciences, and the Accadeinyof Arts, arc tiic 
molt fl.' iking On the oppoiirc lide, 

arc the Imperial Falacc, the Admiralty, t!:e 
mmfions oi many Ruflun nobles, and the 
Ln.;iir-i line, fo oali«.‘d bccjufe (a few lioufcs 
rx rcpicf' rill wiiole inw is occup'cd by tn- 
gl.fli meiclunr^. in the front of thefe build. 
ing«, on the fouth-lidj, is the quay, which 
itrvtches for tlirec miles, except whcie it is 
interrupted by the Admiralty ; and the Neva, 
rhrough t!ie wliole of the fpace, has been 
lauly embanked, at the expence of the Em- 
prefs, hy a jurapet, and pavement of 
hewn gr.uiitc, a nioii cL’g.mt and durable 
moniinieiir of Imperial inuniticcncc.

ihougtiSufslick makes them foniewlini iiune, 
and obferv'js, flut Fetcrlburgh i-. the only 
large town in which the birth' txcccd the 
deaths. 

From Its fltuation, Ic is fubieff to inun- 
daticn», wliich have occalionally r:.;e.'«tencd 
ihc city with total (uhsierlit n. Thei'e floods 
are chiefly ucc.ifloncd by a North -we.'t or 
South-Weil wind, the flrlt oLsvhich drives 
Che waters of the Northern Ocean, during#i> 
the influx of the tide, into the Balric ; and 
in that le.i, and the Gulph of Finland, is, 
for the ii.oft part, infldniaiieouily fuccerded 
by a S. W. Wind.— the inundacioa in Sep- 
teinber 1 777 was one of the rnoft violent, 
the liver riling to un and a hall leeC above its 
ordinary level. 

The oppofitc dlviiions of PcterJbuig, fltu. 


ated on eacli fide of the Neva, are comtedied 
by a hi idge on pontoons, which, on accoiinC 
of the laige niafles of ice driven down the 
river from the lake L.adoga, is ufually re- 
moved when they firft make their appear, 
ance ; and for a few days, until the river is 
fic'zen hard enough to bear carnages, liiere is 
no communication between the oppofite Tides 
of tlie town. 

Tlie depth of the river feems to render it 
impollible to build a flone bi idge ; and, even 
if one aiuld be conftrufled, it mull necefXarily 
be deflroyed by the v.'ill fhoals of ice, which 
ill the beginning of winter are huriied down 
the rapid Itream of the Nen. 

However, a Ruflian peafant has, fays Mr. 
Coxe, fuggefled the fublime plan of throw- 
ing a wooden bridge, of a Tingle arch, acrofs 
the river, which, in its narrnwefl parr, is 
9i$u feet ill b: '■adth : And Mr. Coxe, who 
has Icen a model of it, 98 feet in length, is 
inclined to think that it is not abfolutefy im- 
pia^t.c.'ble. 

We fliall clofe this defeription of Pctcrf- 
hurg with a (hort account of the equefliian 
llatue of Peter 1 . in biuoze, executed by or- 
der of th3 prefent Kmprefs. It is of a co- 
lolliil Tiza, and is the work of M. Falconet. 
It reprefents the Monaich in the attitude of 
mounting a precipice, the fummit of which 
be his nerirly itifiined. He appears crowned 
with l.iurcl, ill a loofe Aflatic vcfl, his right 
fund liretclied out, as in the ai*l of giving 
bcncdi^hon to his people, while Lis left holds 
the reins. The hoife is re.iting upon h's 
h'lid legs ; and his tail, which is full and flow- 
llighily tone lies a bronze ferpent, art- 
fully coiitiived in alfilt in fupporimg the v.ifl; 
w c'lgiu of the iLicue in diieequiIshMiim, 'J'lie 
coiuratt between ih; compol''d tranquillity ot 
Peter and the fire of the h-^rfe, is very flnk- 
ifig, and the fi.npiicity of the iiilcriptinn cor- 
re ipondsto the tubhmily of the oefign.

mands. The King ftill pcrniird in refufing 
to fee him, and bade him fend Sir Spencer 
Compton to him iiiimcdiatcly. Sir Ro- 
bert now plainly faw* his downfall had been 
picdetermined, and liailcned to Sir Spencer 
with humblcll tenders of his fcrvice, beg- 
ging his protcdlion, and rariieflly ciiircat- 
iMg that he would fcrccn him from Uitlicr 
perfecution. When this Rory bad got 
abroad, the habitatioA of the laft Miniftcr 
b::^-aine dcfolaie, and the whole tribe of 
Courtiers, as ufual, crowded to the levee 
of the new favourite.

J. V , ; and Bentley’s Horace was placed 
under his podex." 

After the ceremony was over, they weni 
back to his lionfc, wheic his filler had pro- 
vided a very haiidfonic fnppcr. The cloth 
being t.ikcri away, the Gentlemen fung the 
31 II Ode of the ill Book of Horace, drank, 
a cheat iul glafs, and w'ent home about 
eight,

filler, upon condition of her obferving this 
his Will: he oidered her to give each of 
the gentlemen ten guinees, and defired that 
they would not come in black clothes.

THE celebrated CharUs Anthony Dornat,* 
author of a vialuminous Trcaiifc on the Ci- 
vil Law, was promoied to the office of a 
Judge of ihr Provincial Court of Clermont, 
ill the territory of Auveigne, in the South 
of Fiance, in which he picddcd, with the 
public applaufe, for twenty-four years.

The compalliniiaie Judge affillcd in raifiiig 
the miferabJe wt man, and after enquiring 
into htr cliara£lcr, number of children, and 
other ciiriimllaiices, gciicroufly prcfmcrd 
her with 100 Louis d'or*^ the amount of her 
damages and colls, which he prevailed with 
ti r Baron to accept as full recoinpence, and 
the widow again entered »»n her farm. “O !

Where 
the fituatioD of Zapliira excited the tender 
fentiments of the mother, the peculiar 
tjlents of Mrs. Crawford were difplayed 
with the higheff effuA. The refolute and 
determined parts of the chara£ler were pro- 
bihly written for Mrs. Yates, and they are 
better fni'.ed to her ffyle of adlmg than to 
tliat of Mis. Crawford. 

Tlie part of Achmet is more withiH the 
reach of Mr. Holman than any he has yet 
attempted. In many Atiiations he difeovered 
great (enfibility and even judgement. His 
general fault feeins to be impetuofity and 
violence. Where the paffions of the play 
accord with this difpofition, he is excellent ; 
where they do not, he labours liarlhly and un- 
pleji'antly thiouylitlie feene.

Figaro is the confidential dumeflic of a 
Spanifh Nobleman, Jin love with Sufan, the 
conAdani of the Nobleman's Lidy. Figaro 
being under coniraA, fur money borrowed, 
to the lioufekeepek of a Spaoifh Phyfician, 
and his mailer having defigms on Sufan, the 
GtmtraA is infiftcd on in his Lord's Court, 
and jiulgemeut given againft Figaro, who 
efcapes, by a difeovery that the claimant is 
bis mother. His l^y, who liad a pwlBon 

for 
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for a Page, in which (he was dilappniated by 
the vfgilant jealoury of her ftmine Lord, 
prevails on Sufan to yield Cn an affigiution. 
Ac the time and place appointed, the amorous 
Nobleman meets his Lidy, in(lead of Sufan s 
Figaro, having had his jealoufy alarmed, is 
prefent ; and Sufan and the P^ge, the Dodlor 
and his Houfekeeper, are all bmughc together 
by a {Combination of feparate circnmflances 
which do credit to the invention of tlie Au- 
thor. Proper explanations cake place; and 
the marriage of Sufan and Figaro, Itc. con- 
fticute the ufual catattrophe of a Comedy. 

This pUy Is written on the p*an of the 
Spanilh Comedy, which is a fpialUng fan- 
and witkh has been imitated in a 
confiderable degree by tlinfe writers who 
have lately fucceeded on the Engliih Stage. 
The invention afually employed on Fable is 
here occupied in proiluciiig fKuations which 
have captivating and brilliant effects. M. 
Beaumarchiis has adopted his charaders and 
dialogue to this fpeciesof Comedy in the 
happieft manner ; and the fuccefs of the Play 
in Paris lias been equal to the merit of the 
writer. Mr. Hnlcroft alfo deferves confi- 
derahle praife for the ddigence and expedition 
with which he has prefented it in an Engliih 
drefs. It bore evident marks of hafte ; but 
on the whole it is a very acceptable prefeut 
to the dramatic world.

Th&t a heroin diflrefs (hould not know bis 
right hancHroffl bis left, is mod nstnral and 
aflc6ling s in other hands, indeed it would 
not have appeared fufficiently poetical ; but 
the technical exprelfions of our Author con- 
vey the idea in all the blaze oj metaphor. The 


dorm at Irngth fubfides, and MoUo is faft-Iv' 
landed on the roaft of Sujftx, Some of his 
followers difeover and conduff him to 
the couiitry-houfe of Dame Shipton, a Lady 
of exquifite h^outy, and firfi concubine to the 
Ufurpe* Harold, Her likene(s(as we all know) 
is dill prefer ved at the wax-work in Fleet- 
dreer. To this lady he relates with great 
modedy his former a61ions, and his defign 
of conquering England, in which (charmed 
with the grarc with which he eats 
and tells Jloriei) (he promifes to aflid him, 
and they fet off together for London, In the 
third book Dame Shipton, or, as the Author 
flilcs her, Shiptonia, propofes a party to the 
puppet Jhoxjo ; on the walk they are furprifed 
by a (hower, and retire under Temple-Bar, 
where Shiptonia forgets her fidelity to /At- 
rold. We are fnrrv to obferve, that this 
incident is not fufliciently^sr/rVu/, nor does 
Shiptonia part with herchadity in fo folema 
a manner as Dido in the jEneid. I n the open- 
ing of the fourth book likewife we think ouc 
Author inferior to Virgil^ whom he cxaRly 

copies, 
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copieSi and in feme places traniliteS'i he 
bcgiBi in this manner. | 

But now (for thus it was decreed above) 
Shiptonia falls cxceflivrly in lovr, 

In every vein, gr Jia}lo*s eyes and f^me 
Light up, and then add fuel to the flame ! 
His words, his beauty ,lliclc within her bieafty 
Nor do her cares afford her any refl. 

Here we think that Virgil*s *• h^rtnt infixi 
pc£lore vultus verbaqiir," is ill iranflaied by 
the profaic woid JiUk. We mull confefs, 
however, that frnm the dcfpair and death 
of Shiptonia. to the battle of Hujlittgs% in 
which R^Uo kills with hia own hand the 
Saxon D*Hmmer^ and carries h‘s wife, the 
Poem abounds with beautiful details.
